8ir:  I  hare  received  your  letter  of  the  24th  ultimo,  enclosing  seyeral 
nub  foradTertising  in  certain  newspapers  in  North  Carolina,  Florida, 
uui  WyotniQg,  for  recraits  and  Hupplies  for  the  Army.  Ton  state  that 
tai8  idTertising  was  procured  by  officers  of  the  Army  without  the  pre- 
ens written  authority  of  the  head  of  the  War  Department  as  required 
^section 3838,  Revised  Statutes,  and  paragraph  503,  Army  RegulationSr 
MK,  and  sabmit  for  my  decision  the  following  questions: 

1.  Were  these  advertisements  such  as  come  within  the  provisions  of 
»faonaa».  Revised  Statutes? 

«•  If  section  38:28  applies  to  these  advertisements,  will  the  subsequent 
*?PJ]ojaI  of  the  vouchers,  and  ratification  by  you  of  the  acts  of  your 
lODordinates,  be  sufficient  to  authorize  the  payment  of  the  bills? 

Section  38fc»,  Revised  Statutes,  provides: 

IJj  *drertisement,  notice,  or  proposal  for  any  Executive  Denartment 
2,  we  Ck)vemment,  or  for  any  Bureau  thereof,  or  for  any  office  there- 
with connected,  shall  be  published  in  any  newspaper  whatever,  except  In 
Po^yance  of  a  written  authority  for  such  publication  from  the  head  of 
*Bch  Department;  and  no  bill  for  such  advertising,  or  publication,  shall 
°B  pud,  nnless  there  be  presented,  with  such  bill,  a  copy  of  such  written 
authority. 

Pui^Sraph  S03,  Army  Regulations,  1S85,  merely  repeats  the  prohibition 
fO'OQd  in  section  3838,  and  need  not  be  further  considered. 

I^oes  section  3828  apply  to  these  advertisements? 

The  zkotioes  were  for  recruits  and  supplies  for  the  Army,  and  were  pub- 
liBbed  at  the  instance  of  Army  officers,  who,  if  they  had  any  authority  at 
sU,  were  acting  as  the  agents  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  It  does  not  seem 
to  me  there  can  be  any  doubt  that  the  advertisements  were  for  an  Ez- 
seative  Department,  or  bureau  thereof,  or  office  therewith  connected. 
The  Attorney  (General,  in  16  Opin.  A.  G.,  610,  held  that  section  8828  applies 
to  an  offices  connected  with  an  Executive  Department,  no  matter  where 
located.   See  1  Comp.  Dec.,  667. 

Bafflrence  is  made  by  you  to  a  decision  of  First  Oomptroller  Lawrence 
(5  Lawrence  Comp.  Dec.,  389, 300),  wherein  It  was  held  that  section  3888 
did  not  apply  to  advertisements  published  by  order  of  a  collector  of  In- 
terztal  Revenue  under  authority  of  section  3160,  Revised  Statutes.  The 
Oomptroller  said: 

But,  evidently,  section  8828  can  not  apply  to  such  notices.    The  statute 
txprudff  require*  the  collector  to  give  the  notices.    The  discretion  is  gen- 


orally  vested  In  him  to  select  the  newspaper  in  which  to  pnblish,  bat  the* 
statute  permits  no  discretion  to  omit  the  publication.  Section  3828  can 
only  apply  when  by  law  the  head  of  a  Department  can  exercise  a  discre- 
tion, either  in  the  selection  of  a  newspaper  in  which  to  publish  or  in  de> 
termlning  whether  a  notice  shall  or  snail  not  be  published. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  determine  whether  or  not  this  view  of  the  law  is 
oorreot,  it  belns  sufficient  to  say  that  the  facts  upon  which  it  was  based 
are  essentially  different  from,  and  the  decision  has  no  bearing;  on,  the 
oases  now  xmder  consideration,  and  I  am  compelled  to  hold  that  seotioa 
88S8  does  apply  to  the  cases  now  before  me. 

The  second  question  for  consideration  is  whether  a  subsequent  approval 
and  ratification  by  the  Secretary  of  the  advertising  done  without  the 
previous  written  authority  required  by  section  dSiS  will  so  leg.'iUae  the 
transaction  as  to  warrant  the  payment  of  the  bills. 

The  law  is  too  clear  and  unambiguous  to  require  or  admit  of  construc- 
tion. It  is  expressed  in  ixMitive  terms  of  prohibition.  It  not  only  pro- 
hibits the  publication  of  any  advertisement,  notice,  or  proposal  in  any 
newspaper  whatever  except  in  pursuance  of  the  written  authority  for 
saoh  publication  from  the  head  of  Dapihrtment,  but  it  prohibits  the 
payment  of  any  bill  for  such  advertising  unless  there  be  presented  with 
such  bill  a  copy  of  such  written  authority.  If  any  statute  U  man- 
datory this  is,  and  it  has  been  so  held.  The  Second  Comptroller,  In  a 
decision  of  December  11, 1876  (Digest  of  Second  Comp.  Dec,  paragraph 
18),  held: 

The  written  authority  for  the  publication  of  advertisements,  et&, 
under  section  8828,  Rev.  Stat.,  must  precede  such  publication.  No  subse- 
quent approval  or  authorization  can  legalize  advertising  done  without 
such  written  authority,  so  as  to  warrant  payment  for  the  same. 

It  is  a  matter  of  history  that  this  law  was  enacted  for  the  express  pur* 
I>oee,  in  part,  of  correcting  a  well-known  abuse  of  the  doctrine  of  ratlfl- 
cation  as  applied  to  advertising  done  without  authority,  and  it  should 
be  administered,  as  far  as  it  reasonably  can  be,  so  as  to  suppress  the 
mischief  and  advance  the  remedy  intended. 

I  have  therefore  to  advise  you  that  no  subsequent  approval  or  ratifi- 
cation can  legalize  this  advertising  so  as  to  wan*ant  payment  of  the 
vouchers.

II.  Only  the  following  component  parts  of  the  U.  S.  maga- 
zine rifle  and  carbine,  caliber  .30,  will  be  insued  to  the  acting 
ordnance  officers  of  regiments  and  of  posts,  for  the  purpose 
of  making  repairs  in  the  hands  of  troops  in  the  field  or  in 
garrison.  The  number  opposite  each  part  is  the  maximum 
per  1,000  arms,  which  has  by  experience  been  found  necessary 
for  ordinary  repairs,  and  is  given  as  a  guide  for  officers 
making  requisitions  for  spare  parts.  If  for  any  reason  these 
should  not  be  found  sufficient^  special  requisitions  can  be  made 


for  additional  parts.  In  such  cases  the  necessity  should  be 
folly  explained  in  the  requisition.  Post  and  regimental  ord- 
naooe  officers  in  making  x)eriodical  requisitions  should  be 
iniided  by  this  table  and  deduct  the  numbers  on  hand  from 
the  nnmbOTs  given  in  the  table:

Be  if  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houne  of  Rt'prvfientativeH  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  out 
of  the  balances  remaining  unexpended  January  first,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine,  of  the  appropriatiouH  made  l)y  the 
deficiency  api)ropriatiou  Acts  approved  May  fourth  and  June 
eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  respectively,  and 
by  section  two  of  the  deficiency  appropriation  Act  approved

For  twenty  per  centum  increase  on  the  pay  of  enlisted  men 
to  be  paid  during  the  time  of  war,  one  million  six  hundred 
and  niuetyeight  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty-two  dollars 
and  forty  cents. 

For  twelve  per  centum  increase  on  pay  of  the  line  and  en- 
listed men,  to  meet  any  changes  that  may  be  made  from  in- 
fantry to  other  branches  of  the  service,  one  million  ninety- five 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty  nine  dollars  and  forty-four 
cents. 

Total  amount  of  pay  to  volunteers,  fifteen  million  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  five  thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty-three 
dollars  and  eighty- four  cents. 

All  the  money  hereinbefore  appropriated  under  "Pay  De- 
partment," except  for  "Mileage  to  officers," shall  be dit«bursed 
and  accounted  for  by  the  Pay  Department  as  pay  of  the  Army, 
and  for  that  purpose  shall  constitute  one  fund. 

SUBSISTENCE  DEPARTMENT. 

Purchase  of  subsistence  supplies:  For  issue,  as  rations  to 
troopa,  civil  employees  when  entitled  thereto,  hospital 
matrons,  general  i^i^oners  at  posts,  prisoners  of  war  (includ- 
ing Indians  held  by  the  Army  as  priFoners.  but  for  whose 
subsistence  appropriation  is  not  otherwise  made);  for  sales  to 
officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Army;  for  authorized  iFsues 
of  candles;  of  toilet  articles,  barbers',  laundry,  and  tailors' 
materials,  for  use  of  general  priFoners  confined  at  military 
2>06ts  without  pay  or  allowances,  and  recruits  at  recruiting 
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stations:  of  matches  for  lighting  pnblic  fires  and  lights  at 
posts  and  stations  and  in  the  field;  of  flour  used  for  paste  in 
target  practice :  of  salt  and  vinegar  for  public  animals;  of 
issues  to  Indians  visiting  military  posts,  and  to  Indians  em- 
ployed with  the  Army,  without  pay,  as  guides  and  scouts. 
For  payments:  For  meals  for  recruiting  parties  and  recruits: 
for  hot  coffee,  canned  beef,  and  baked  beans  for  troops  travel- 
ing, when  it  is  impracticable  to  cook  their  rations;  for  scales, 
weights,  measures,  utensils,  tools,  stationery,  blank  books  and 
forms,  printing,  advertising,  commercial  newspapers,  use  of 
telephone,  office  furniture:  for  temporary  buildings,  cellars, 
and  other  means  of  protecting  subsistence  supplies  (when  not 
provided  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department) ;  for  compen- 
sation of  civilians  employed  in  the  Subsistence  Department; 
and  for  other  necessary  expenses  incident  to  the  purchase, 
care,  preservation,  issue,  sale,  and  accounting  for  subsistence 
supplies  for  the  Army.  For  the  payment  of  the  regulation 
allowances  for  commutation  in  lieu  of  rations:  To  enlisted 
men  on  furlough,  to  ordnance  sergeants  on  duty  at  ungarri- 
soned  posts,  to  enlisted  men  stationed  at  places  where  rations 
in  kind  can  not  be  economically  issued,  to  enlisted  men  travel- 
ing on  detached  duty  when  it  is  impracticable  to  carry  rations 
of  any  kind,  to  enlisted  men  selected  to  contest  for  places  or 
prizos  in  dnpartment  and  army  rifle  competitions  while  trav- 
eling to  and  from  places  of  contest;  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War;  in  all,  eleven  million  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-six  thousand  and  twenty-five  dollars.

For  regular  supplies,  namely:  For  regular  supplies  of  the 
QuarttTiiiiisttT's  Department,  including  their  care  and  pro- 
tection, consisting  of  stoves  juul  heating  apparatus  required 
for  heating  offices,  hospitals,  barracks  and  (luarters,  and  re- 
cruiting stations;  also  ranges  and  stoves,  and  appliances  for 
cooking  and  serving  food,  and  repair  and  maintenance  of 
such  heating  and  cooking  appliances;  of  fuel  and  light  for 
enlisted  men,  including  recruits,  guards,  hospitals,  store- 
houses, and  offices,  anti  for  sale  to  officers;  for  post  bakeries; 
for  the  necessary  furniture,  text  books,  paper  and  equip- 
ments for  the  post  schools  and  libraries;  for  the  tableware 
and  mess  furniture  for  kitchens  and  mess  halls,  each  and  all 
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for  the  enlisted  men,  including  recrnits;  of  forage  in  kind 
for  the  horses,  mules,  and  oxen  of  the  Qaartermaster's  Depart- 
ment at  the  several  posts  and  stations  and  with  the  armies  in 
the  field,  and  for  the  horses  of  the  several  regiments  of  cav- 
alry, the  batteries  of  artillery,  and  snch  companies  of  in- 
fantry and  scouts  as  may  be  mounted,  and  for  the  authorized 
namber  of  officers'  horses,  including  bedding  for  the  animals; 
of  straw  for  soldiers*  bedding,  and  of  stationery,  including 
blank  books,  for  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  certificates 
for  di^harged  soldiers,  blank  forms  for  the  Pay  and  Quarter- 
master's departments,  and  for  printing  department  orders 
and  reports,  five  million  six  hundred  and  forty -six  thousand 
two  hundred  dollars. 

For  incidental  expenses,  namely:  For  postage;  cost  of  tele- 
grams on  official  business  received  and  sent  by  officers  of  the 
Army;  for  expenses  of  expresses  to  and  from  frontier  posts 
aod  armies  in  the  field,  of  escorts  to  paymasters  and  other 
disbursing  officers,  and  to  trains  where  military  escorts  can 
not  be  furnished ;  expenses  of  the  interment  of  officers  killed 
in  action  or  who  die  when  on  duty  in  the  the  field,  or  at  mili- 
tary postal  or  on  the  frontiers,  or  when  traveling  under  orders, 
and  of  noncommissioned  officers  and  soldiers;  authorized 
office  furniture ;  hire  of  laborers  in  the  Quartermaster's  De- 
partment, including  the  hire  of  interpreters,  spies,  or  guides 
for  the  Army;  compensation  of  clerks  and  other  employees 
to  the  officers  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  and  inci- 
dental expenses  of  recruiting ;  for  the  apprehension,  st'cnriii^, 
and  delivering  of  deserters,  and  the  expenses  incident  to  their 
pursuit,  and  no  greater  sum  than  ten  dollars  for  each  deserter 
shall  be  paid  to  any  officer  or  citizen  for  such  servic^es  and 
expenses;  for  a  donation  of  five  dollars  to  each  dishomirHbly 
discharged  prisoner  upon  his  release  from  continement,  under 
court-martial  sentence  involving  dishonorable  discharge ;  and 
for  the  following  expenditures  re(iuired  for  the  several  regi- 
ments of  cavalry,  the  batteries  of  light  artillery,  and  euch 
companies  of  infantry  and  scouts  as  may  be  mounted,  the 
authorized  number  of  officers'  horses,  and  for  the  trains,  to 
wit:  Hire  of  veterinary  surgeons,  purchase  of  medicines  for 
horsea  and  mules,  picket  ropes,  blacksmiths'  tools  and  ma- 
terials, horseshoes  and  blacksmiths'  tools  for  the  cavalry 
6«rnce,  and  for  the  shoeing  of  horses  and  mules,  and  such 
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additional  expenditures  as  are  necessary  and  authorized  by 
law  in  the  movements  and  operation  of  the  Army,  and  at 
military  posts,  an^l  not  expressly  assigned  to  any  other  de- 
partment, one  million  thiee  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars.

For  transportation  of  the  Army,  including  baggage  of  the 
troops  when  moving  either  by  land  or  water,  and  including 
also  the  transportation  of  recruits  and  recruiting  paries  here- 
tofore paid  from  the  appropriation  for  **  Expenses  of  recruit- 
ing;"  of  supplies  to  the  militia  furnished  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment; of  the  necessary  agents  and  employees:  of  clothing, 
camp  and  garrison  equipage,  and  other  quartermaster  stores 
from  army  depots  or  places  of  purchase  or  delivery  to  the 
several  posts  and  army  depots  and  from  those  depots  to  the 
troops  in  the  field ;  of  horse  equipments  and  subsistence  stores, 
from  the  places  of  purchase  and  from  the  places  of  delivery 
under  contract  to  such  places  as  the  circumstances  of  the  serv- 
ice may  require  them  to  be  sent;  of  ordnance,  ordnance  stores, 
and  small  arms,  from  the  foundries  and  armories  to  the  arse- 
nals, fortifications,  frontier  posts,  and  army  depots ;  freights, 
wharfage,  tolls,  and  ferriages;  the  purchase  and  hire  of  draft 
and  pack  animals  and  harness,  and  the  purchase  and  repair  of 
wagons,  carts,  and  drays,  and  of  ships  and  other  seagoing  ves- 
sels and  boats  required  for  the  transportation  of  supplies  and 
for  garrison  purposes ;  for  drayage  and  cartage  at  the  several 
posts;  hire  of  teamsters  and  other  employees;  transportation 
of  funds  of  the  Army;  the  expenses  of  sailing  public  trans- 
X)ort8  on  the  various  rivers,  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  and  the  At- 
lantic and  Pacific  oceans ;  for  procuring  water,  and  introduc- 
ing the  same  to  buildings,  at  such  posts  as  from  their  situation 
retiuire  it  to  be  brought  from  a  distance,  and  for  the  disposal 
of  sewage  and  drainage,  and  for  constructing  roads  and 
wharves ;  for  the  payment  of  army  transportations  lawfully 
due  such  land -grant  railroads  as  have  not  received  aid  in 
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Oovemment  bondfl  (to  be  adjnnted  in  accordance  with  the 
decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  cases  decided  under  such 
land-grant  acts)»  but  in  no  case  shall  more  than  fifty  per 
centnm  of  full  amount  of  service  be  paid:  Provider!,  That 
snch  compensation  ahall  be  computed  upon  the  basis  of  the 
tariff  or  lower  special  rates  for  like  tran«*portation  performed 
for  the  public  at  large,  and  shall  be  accepted  hh  in  full  f<»r  all 
demands  for  snch  service:  Provided  further.  That  in  expend- 
ing the  money  appropriated  by  this  Act  a  railroiid  company 
which  has  not  received  aid  in  bonds  «)f  the  Unite<l  States,  and 
which  obtained  a  grant  of  public  land  to  aid  in  the  const  ruc- 
tion of  its  railroad  on  condition  that  such  railroad  should  be 
a  poet  route  and  military  road,  subject  to  th«  use  of  the  United 
States  for  postal,  military,  naval,  and  other  Government  serv- 
ices, and  also  subject  to  snch  regulations  as  Congress  may 
impose  restricting  the  charge  for  such  Government  transpor- 
tation, having  claims  against  the  United  States  for  transpor- 
tation of  troops  and  munitions  of  war  and  military  supplies 
and  property  over  such  aided  railroads,  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  moneys  appropriated  by  the  foregoing  provision  only  on 
the  basis  of  such  rate  for  the  transportation  of  such  troops 
and  munitions  of  war  and  military  supplies  and  property  as 
the  Secretary  of  War  shall  deem  just  and  reasonable  under  the 
foregoing  provision,  such  rate  not  to  exceed  fifty  per  centum 
of  the  compensation  for  such  Government  transportation  as 
shall  at  the  time  be  charged  to  and  paid  by  private  ]mrties  to 
any  such  company  for  like  and  similar  transportation ;  and  the 
amounts  so  fixed  to  be  paid  shall  be  accepted  as  in  full  for  all 
demands  for  such  service,  twelve  million  two  hundred  and 
ninety- four  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty -five  dollars. 
Clothing,  and  camp  and  garrison  equipage,  namely:  For 
cloth,  woolens,  materials,  and  for  the  manufacture  of  clothing 
for  the  Army,  for  issue  and  for  sale  at  cost  price  according 
to  the  Army  Regulations ;  for  altering  and  fitting  clothing, 
and  washing  and  cleaning  when  necessary;  for  equipage  and 
for  expenses  of  packing  and  handling  and  similar  necessaries; 
for  a  suit  of  citizen's  outer  clothes,  to  cost  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars,  to  be  issued  upon  release  from  confinement  to  each 
prisoner  who  has  been  confined  under  a  court  martial  sentence 
involving  dishonorable  discharge,  six  million  four  hundred 
and  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  fourteen  dollars. 
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MEDICAL  DEPABTMENT. 

For  the  purchase  of  medical  and  hospital  supplies,  including 
disinfectants  for  general  post  sanitation,  expenses  of  medical - 
supply  depots,  pay  of  employees,  including  civilian  nurses, 
medical  care  and  treatment  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the 
Regular  and  Volunteer  armies  on  duties  at  posts  and  stations 
for  which  no  other  provision  is  made,  for  the  proper  care  and 
treatment  of  cases  in  the  armies  suffering  from  contagious  or 
epidemic  diseases,  two  million  three  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

SIGNAL  SERVICE. 

For  the  installation,  operation,  and  maintenance  of  military 
telegraphs  and  cable  lines,  one  hundred  and  seventy  four 
thousand  dollars. 

For  the  expense  of  the  Signal  Service  of  the  Army,  as  fol- 
lows: Purchase,  equipments  and  repair  of  field  electric  tele- 
graphs, signal  equipments  and  stores,  binocular  glasses, 
telescopes,  heliostats,  and  other  necessary  instruments,  in- 
cluding necessary  meteorological  instruments  for  use  on 
target  ranges ;  war  balloons;  telephone  apparatus  (excluding 
exchange  service)  and  maintenance  of  the  same;  electrical 
installations  and  maintenance  of  military  posts ;  maintenance 
and  repairs  of  military  telegraph  lines  and  cables,  including 
salaries  of  civilian  employf^es.  supplies  and  general  repairs, 
and  other  expenses  connected  with  the  duty  of  collecting  and 
transmitting  information  for  the  Army  hy  telegraph  or  other- 
wise, tliirty  five  thousand  dollars. 

ORDNANCE    DEPARTMENT. 

For  current  expenses  of  the  ordnance  service  required  to 
defray  the  current  f»xi»enses  at  rho  arsenals ;  of  receiving  stores 
and  issuing  arms  and  other  ordnance  supplies;  of  i)olice  and 
office  duties;  of  rents,  tolls,  fuel,  and  lights;  of  stationery 
and  office  furniture;  of  tools  and  instruments  for  use;  inci- 
dental expenses  of  the  ordnanco  Sf»rvice,  and  those  attending 
practical  trials  and  tests  of  ordnance,  small  arms,  and  other 
ordnance  supplies,  including  payment  for  mechanical  labor 
in  the  ottice  of  the  Chief  of  Ordnance,  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars. 

For  manufacture  of  metallic  ammunition  for  small  arms 
and  ammunition  for  reloading  cartridges  and  tools  for  th© 
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same,  including  the  cost  of  targets  and  material  for  target 
practice;  ammunition  for  burials  at  National  Home  for  Dis- 
abled Volunteer  Soldiers  and  its  several  branches,  and  marks- 
men's medals  and  insignia  for  all  arms  of  the  service,  four 
hundred  thousand  dollars. 

For  purchase  and  manufacture  of  ordnance  stores  to  fill 
requisitions  of  troops,  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

For  infantry,  cavalry,  and  artillery  equipments  and  horse 
equipments;  equipments  of  all  kinds  for  field  and  niege  artil- 
lery, and  for  miscellaneous  war  material,  and  articles  and 
implements  for  war  purposes,  including  machinery  and  tools 
for  their  manufacture  at  the  arsenals,  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars. 

For  repairing  and  preserving  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores 
in  the  hands  of  troops  and  for  issue  at  the  arsenals  and  depots, 
six  thousand  dollars. 

For  overhauling,  cleaning,  and  preserving  new  ordnance 
on  hand  at  the  arsenals  and  depots,  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

For  manufacture,  repairing,  ])rocuring,  and  issuing  arms 
at  the  national  armories,  including  machinery  and  tools  for 
their  manufacture,  three  hundred  and  twenty -five  thousand 
dollars. 

ENGINEER  DEPARTMENT. 

For  pontoon  trains,  intrenching  tools,  instruments,  and 
drawing  materials,  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

For  services  of  surveyors,  draftsmen,  photographers,  and 
clerks  to  engineer  officers  on  the  staff  of  division  and  corps 
commanders,  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

NATIONAL  DEFENSE. 

That  the  balance  remaining  unexpended  January  first, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  of  the  appropriation  of 
fifty  million  dollars  for  the  national  defense,  and  for  each  and 
every  purpose  connected  therewith,  to  be  expended  at  the 
discretion  of  the  President,  and  to  remain  available  until 
January  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety -nine,  made  by  the 
act  approved  March  ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety -eight, 
is  hereby  reappropriated  and  made  available  for  expenditure 
for  the  same  purposes  during  the  six  months  beginning  Janu- 
ary first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety  nine. 
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The  folio  wins:  sums  are  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated: 

MISSOURI  RIVER.

I— The  following  act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  in- 
formation and  government  of  all  concerned: 

An  Act  granting  extra  pay  to  officers  and  eniiated  mon  of  United  States 
Volunteers- 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Reprenentutives  of 
Vie  United  States  of  Anierica  in  Congress  assembled.  That  in 
lien  of  granting  leaves  of  absence  and  furloughs  to  officers 
and  enlisted  men  belonging  to  companies  and  regiments  of 
United  State;?  Volunteers  prior  to  muster  out  of  the  service, 
all  officers  and  enlisted  men  belonging  to  volunteer  organiza- 
tions hereafter  mustered  out  of  the  service  who  have  served 
honestly  and  faithfully  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  States 
shall  be  paid  two  months'  extra  pay  on  muster  out  and  dis- 
charge from  the  service,  and  all  officers  and  enlibted  men 
belonging  to  organizations  hereafter  mustered  out  of  the 
service  who  have  served  honestly  and  faithfully  within  the 
limits  of  the  United  States  shall  be  paid  one  month's  extra 
pay  on  muster  out  and  discharge  from  the  service,  from  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated:  Pro- 
viiied.  That  the  discharge  of  all  officers  and  enlisted  men  from 
the  volunteer  service  of  the  United  States  shall,  as  far  as 
practicable,  take  effect  on  the  date  of  the  muster  out  of  the 
organization  to  which  they  belong,  and  that  regiments  and 
other  independent  organizations  shall  be  mustered  out  at 
camps  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States  or  at  the  ren- 
dezvous of  the  State,  regiment,  or  independent  organization. 
Sec.  2.  That  officers  who  at  any  time  were  accountable  or 
responsible  for  public  property  shall  be  required,  before  final 
payment  is  made  to  them  on  discharge  from  the  service,  to 
obtain  certificates  of  nonindebtedness  to  thB  United  States 
from  only  such  of  the  bureaus  of  the  War  Department  to 
which  the  property  for  which  they  were  accountable  or  re- 
sponsible pertains,  and  the  certificate  from  the  Chief  of  the 
Division  of  Bookkeeping  and  Warrants,  Treasury  Department, 
and  such  certificates,  accompanied  by  the  affidavits  of  offi- 
cers, of  nonaccountability  or  non responsibility  to  other  bu- 
reaus of  the  War  Department,  certified  to  by  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  regiment  or  independent  organization,  shall 
warrant  their  final  payment:   Provided,   That  officers  who 
have  not  been  responsible  at  any  time  for  public  property 
shall  be  required  to  make  affidavit  of  that  fact,  certified  to 
by  their  commanding  officers,  which  shall  be  accepted  as 
safficient  evidence  to  warrant  their  final  payment  on  their 


discharge  from  the  service:  Provided  further.  That  muster- 
ing officers  are  empowered  to  adtainister  oaths  in  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  muster  otit  of  volunteers. 
Approved,  January  12,  1899. 

II— The  following  instructions,  based  upon  the  foregoing 
act  of  Congress,  are,  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War, 
published  for  the  inforuiatiou  and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

1.  The  mudter  out  of  service  and  final  payment  of  organi- 
zations of  U.  S.  Volunteers,  serving  within  the  present  limits 
of  the  United  States,  will  hereafter,  as  a  rule,  take  place  at 
United  States  inilitiry  c;iiups.  Organizations  returning  from 
foreign  service  for  muster  out  will  be  sent  to  either  United 
States  camps  or  State  or  regimental  rendezvous,  as  may  be 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  military  service  and  of  the  organi- 
zations concerned. 

2.  As  i)rovided  for  by  law,  all  officers  and  enlisted  men, 
present  and  absent,  stand  discharged  on  the  date  of  the  mus- 
ter out  of  the  organization  to  which  they  belong  unless  re- 
tained in  service  by  npecial  authority  of  the  War  Department. 

Officers  accountable  for  public  property  who  have  not  com- 
pleted their  returns  for  the  same  on  the  date  of  muster  out  of 
their  organization  will  not  be  retained  in  the  service  for  that 
purpose. 

3.  Only  officers  and  enlisted  men  who  belong  to  companies 
and  regiments  and  whose  service  has  been  honest  and  faith- 
ful are  entitled  to  the  extra  pay  allowed  by  law.  W^hen  the 
service  of  an  officer  or  enlisted  man  has  not  been  honest  and 
faithful  it  will  be  so  noted  opposite  his  name  on  the  muster- 
out  rolls  and  on  descriptive  lists  or  final  statements,  provided 
the  rights  of  the  individual  have  been  considered  under  the 
requirements  of  paragraph  148,  Army  Regulations. 

Mustering  officers  will  add  to  their  certificates  on  the  mus- 
ter-out roll  the  statement  "Entitled  to  one  (or  two)  months' 
extra  pay  under  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  January  12, 
1899." 

4.  Commanding  officers  will  prepare  discharge  certificates 
for  all  absent  officers,  and  discharge  certificates  and  final 
statements  for  all  ab^sent  enlisted  men,  except  deserters,  on 
the  date  of  muster  out,  and  in  such  cases  the  physical  exami- 
nation is  waived.  To  avoid  overpayments  being  made  in 
cases  of  men  absent  sick  in  hospitals,  or  on  detached  service, 
the  immediate  return  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  com- 
pany of  the  descriptive  list  furnished,  with  payments  made 
and  clothing  drawn  while  absent  noted  thereon,  will  be  re- 
([uested  by  telegraph  by  mustering  officers  in  time  to  enable 

^pany  commanders  to  prepare  correct  final  statements. 
1  such  descriptive  lists  or  statements  of  accounts  are

not  obtainable,  company  commanders  will  prepare  descrip- 
nra  lists  from  the  best  obtainable  data  (instead  of  final  state- 
mants)  and,  with  the  discharge  certificate,  tarn  them  over  to 
tnd  mastering  officer  for  transmission  with  the  musteront 
rolls  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army,  and  the  soldier 
W.11  be  at  once  officially  notified  to  apply  by  letter  to  the 
A'ijatant  General  of  the  Army  for  his  discharge.    The  dis- 
cliarge  certificates  of  officers  and  the  discharge  certificates 
aiid  final  statements  of  enlisted  men  will  be  carefully  exam 
in^  aod  forwarded  by  the  mastering  officer  to  absentees,  in- 
vhied  in  a  lt*tter  notifying  officers  to  apply  to  the  Paymaster 
GoaerAl  for  settlement  of  their  accounts,  and  to  enlisted 
men.  giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  nearest  paymaster,

tae  dLscharge  and  final  statements  for  payment.     Letters  in- 
<:V)«mg  ftuch  piipers  will  be  sent  by  registered  mail  and  the 
•;jv;>Ioptj  marktjil.  *'if  not  delivered  in  ten  days,  return  to 
tiiH  Adjauut  General,  Washington,  D.  C.*'    The  receipts  for 
^ac.a  mail  will  be  forwarded  by  the  mastering  officers  to  the 
A'ijatant  General  of  the  Army.    Full  note  must  be  made  on 
the  master  oat  rolls  that  discharge  and  final  statements  have 
^D  mailed  to  the  man's  address,  which  must  be  given.    In 
preparing  final  statements  great  care  must  be  taken  to  in- 
dole the  valae  of  clothing  issued  by  the  State. 

In  Tiew  of  the  following  decision  of  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Treainry,  the  place  where  absentees  may  be  at  the  date  of

tt^iibstance  is  greater  than  from  the  place  where  his  regiment  was,  in 
vi-H  h  case  he  will  be  allowed  only  for  the  distance  from  the  place  where 
^3  r«tpinen|  was. 

>  Mostermg  officers  and  all  others  concerned  in  executing 
orderaforthe  muster  out  of  organizations  under  the  foregoing 
a<t  of  Congress  will  be  governed  by  the  published  regula- 
^'>Q3,  orders,  and  circulars  from  this  office  applicable  to  the 
mater  out  of  organizations  without  furlough.  Where  or- 
ganizations are  to  be  mastered  out  at  United  States  military 
^ux(a,  mastering  officers  will  confer  with  the  commanding 
officers  with  a  view  of  making  timely  arrangements  by  which 
^^6  troops  can  be  transferred  in  a  body  to  their  homes  (at  their 
^^  expense)  as  soon  as  final  payments  have  been  made. 

1  The  final  reexamination  required  to  be  made  by  section 
^Pwagraph  2,  General  Orders,  No.  124,  and  paragraph  2  of 
tJeneral  Orders,  No.  164,  Adjutant  QeneraVs  Office.  1898,  must 
^niade  prior  to  discharge  and  final  payment  of  the  organ!- 
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zation,  and  the  oflScers  and  men  will  nof  be  retained  in  service 
beyond  that  date  for  snch  reexamination. 

7.  When  a  regiment  has  been  ordered  to  be  prepared  for 
master  out  of  the  service  the  Paymaster  General  will  be  dnly 
notified  and  will  thereupon  detail  a  paymaster  to  make  the 
final  payment  on  the  muster-ont  rolls  and  report  to  the  Ad- 
jutant General  of  the  Army  the  name  and  station  of  the  offi- 
cer so  detailed,  who  will  be  notified  by  the  mastering  officer 
of  the  date  when  the  master- oat  rolls  will  be  completed,  on 
or  before  which  date  he  will  report  in  person  to  the  master- 
ing officer,  who  will  tarn  over  the  rolls  and  afford  him  every 
facility  for  preparing  them  for  payment.  In  fixing  the  date 
of  final  payment,  which  will  be  the  date  of  master  oat  of  the 
orgauization,  the  mastering  officer  will  confer  with  the  pay- 
master as  to  the  time  necessary  to  prepare  the  rolls  for  that 
purpose,  which,  if  possible,  should  not  be  more  than  eight 
days  subsequent,  and  the  muster  out  and  payment  will  be 
made  on  the  date  fixed.  Mustering  officers  are  enjoined  to 
exercise  great  care  in  fixing  the  dates  for  the  muster  out  and 
payment  of  organizations  in  order  that  the  work  may  be  ac- 
complished on  such  dates  without  unnecessary  and  embar- 
rassing delays  which  can  be  avoided  by  systematic  and  well- 
considered  arrangements  being  made  in  advance. 

8.  The  U.  S.  magazine  rifle,  caliber  .30,  and  the  U.  S.  mag- 
azine carbine,  caliber  .30,  are  not  for  sale  by  the  Government. 
The  price  at  which  these  arms  will  be  charged  against  men 
who  lose,  injure  or  destroy  them  through  neglect  or  careless 
neps  is  $13.69  for  the  rifle  and  $19  for  the  carbine. 

9.  All  quartermaster's  property,  including  clothing  and 
equipage,  will  bo  turned  over  to  the  quartermaster  at  the 
camp  of  muster  out.  The  invoices  and  receipts  should  show 
the  condition  of  the  property,  divided  as  follows : 

a.  Articles  that  are  new  and  fit  for  issue. 

b.  Articles  that  have  been  worn,  but  are  still  in  a  service- 
able condition. 

c.  Articles  that  are  worn  out  and  unfit  for  farther  use. 
All  the  serviceable  quartermaster's  property  will  be  .held 

by  the  quartermaster  subject  to  orders  from  the  Quarter 
master  General,  and  all  that  is  unserviceable  should  be  pre- 
pared for  the  action  of  an  inspector.

II_-By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following 
orders  of  the  President  are  published  for  the  information  and 
guidance  of  all  concerned : 

ExsoOTtTB  Mansion.  Wcuhington,  January  17, 1S99. 

To  prerent  the  introdaction  of  epidemic  diaease^  it  is  ordered  that  the 
IHroTlsions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  February  15, 1883,  entitled  *'An 
act  granting  additional  quarantine  powers  and  imposin{2f  additional  da- 
ties  upon  the  Marine  Hospital  Serrice,"'  and  all  rules  and  regulations 
heretofore  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  under  that  act 
are  to  be  given  full  force  and  effect  in  the  islands  of  Cuba  and  Porto 
Rico,  and  the  following  additional  rules  and  regulations  are  hereby  pro- 
mulgated: 

The  examination  in  ports  of  the  islands  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico  of  in- 
coming and  outgoing  vessels  and  the  necessary  surveillance  over  their 
unitary  condition  as  well  as  of  cargo,  passengers,  crew,  and  of  all  per- 
aonal  effects,  is  vested  in  and  will  be  conducted  by  the  Marine  Hospital 
Service,  and  medical  officers  of  that  service  will  be  detailed  by  the  Sec« 
retary  of  the  Treasury  as  qtiarantine  officers  at  the  ports  of  Havana, 
Matanzas,  Cienfuegos,  and  Santiago  immediately,  and  at  other  iKtrts  in 
the  islands  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico  as  soon  as  practif^ible  or  necessary. 
<)iiarantine  officers  shall  liave  authority  over  vessels,  their  wharf  rai^e  and 
anchorage  in  infected  seaports,  in  so  far  as  is  necessary  to  prevent  the  in- 
fection of  vessels  or  their  personnel,  and  all  vessels,  including  vessels  of 
the  Army  Transport  Service  and  merchant  and  ootistwise  vessels,  leaving 
ports  in  the  islands  of  Cuba  or  Porto  Rico  for  tbo  United  States  or  for 
other  ports  in  the  islands  of  Cuba  or  Porto  Rico,  vessels  of  the  United  States 
Kavy  excepted.  Quarantine  officers  will  enforce  necessary  measures  on 
incoming  veesels  through  collectors  of  custom  at  ports  of  entry,  who  will 
not  permit  entry  without  quarantine  certificates,  and  biU  of  health  shall 
not  be  given  to  an  outgoing  vessel  unless  all  quarantine  regulations  have 
been  complied  with.  All  officers  of  the  Army  Transport  Service  and 
medical  officers  of  the  Army  and  Marine  Hospital  Service  on  duty  on 
Army  transports  wiU  use  every  precaution  to  prevent  danger  of  exposure 
to  infection  of  crews  while  in  ports  in  the  islands  of  Cuba  or  Porto  Rico. 

Since  the  quarantine  service  herein  provided  is  for  the  protection  of 
the  islands  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico  as  well  as  the  protection  of  the  United 
States  against  both,  the  expenses  arising  therefrom  will  be  charged  at 
present  both  against  the  revenues  of  these  islands  and  the  epidemic  fund; 
said  expenses  will  be  divided  equally  against  both,  payments,  however, 
to  be  made  out  of  the  epidemic  fund  and  reimbursement  made  thereto 
from  the  revenues  of  the  islands  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico.

The  following  circular  from  the  office  of  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Treasury  relating  to  the  recoyery  of  balances  due  to 
the  United  States  on  final  settlement  of  accounts  is  pub- 
lished for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned:

The  foUowing  claxiae  Is  found  in  section  i  of  the  act  of  July  81, 1804 
(28  Stat.,  208): 

The  Auditors,  under  the  direction  of  the  Cknnptroller  of  the  Treasury, 
ihall  superintend  the  recoyery  of  all  debts  flnaJly  certiiied  by  them,  re- 
spectlTely,  to  be  due  to  the  United  States. 

In  view  of  the  proylsions  of  the  act  of  August  8, 1888  (25  Stat.,  887),  by 
which  the  surf  ties  on  official  bonds  are  released  from  liability  if  suit  is 
not  commenced  within  five  years  from  the  final  statement  of  the  account 
finding  an  officer  indebted  to  the  United  States,  it  is  Important  that 
proceedings  be  promptly  taken  to  enforce  the  payment  of  balances  due 
to  the  United  States.  The  following  directions  are,  therefore,  given  under 
the  authority  of  said  act  of  July  81, 18M: 

(1)  The  accounts  of  a  bonded  disbursing  officer  must  be  kept  seiwrately 
under  each  bond  except  when  the  second  bond  is  cumulative,  in  which 
ease  the  accounts  should  be  stated  under  both  bonds.  When  a  new  bond 
is  given  the  officer  should  close  his  accounts  under  the  former  bond  and 
deposit  any  unexpended  balance  before  an  advance  is  made  under  the 
new  bond,  in  order  that  the  liability  of  the  sureties  on  the  respective 
bonds  may  be  definitely  fixed. 

(Z)  When  an  officer  gives  a  new  bond,  or  goes  out  of  service,  his  accounts 
should  be  settled  at  an  early  date.  If  a  balance  is  found  due  to  the  United 
States*  the  officer  should  be  promptly  notified  and  called  on  to  deposit  the 
amoont.  If  he  does  not  do  so  within  thirty  days,  the  notice  required  by 
the  act  ot  August  8. 1888,  should  be  given  to  the  proper  head  of  Depart- 
ment. At  the  same  time  a  notice  must  be  sent  to  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Treasury,  giving  the  name  of  the  officer,  his  title,  date  and  number  of 
final  settlement,  date  of  bond,  if  any,  and  balance  found  due.  If  the 
Oomptroller  does  not  revise  the  settlement,  he  will  direct  the  prepara- 
tion of  a  transcrij>t  for  suit.  In  case  he  revises  the  settlement,  he  will 
give  socfa  directions  as  may  be  necessary. 

(3)  Transcripts  from  the  books  and  proceedings  of  the  Departments 
and  copies  of  bonds,  contracts,  and  other  papers  should  be  carefully  pre- 
pared, for  certification  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  under  section 
888  of  the  Bevised  Statutes  (as  amended  by  section  10,  act  of  March  2, 
laOSi,  SB  Stat.,  800).    The  transcript  should  be  accompanied  by  a  memo-

I.-The  attention  of  the  War  Department  having  been  called 
to  the  existing  delays  in  securing  discharges  of  enlisted  men 
on  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  General  Orders,  No.  100,  July  10.  1898,  from 
this  office,  the  Secretary  of  War  directs  that  department  and 
corps  commanders  issue  the  necessary  instructions  to  insure 
the  prompt  discharge  of  enlisted  men  unfit  for  service  by 
reason  of  physical  disability. 

Il.-By  direction  of  the  Secretary  .of  War,  the  following 
paragraph  is  added  to  the  Army  Regulations : 

H9a.  The  discharge  of  a  soldier  takes  effect  on  the  date  of 
notice  to  him  of  such  di^scharge,  either  actual,  by  delivery  of 
the  certificate  of  discharge,  or  constructive,  as  where  such 
delivery  can  not  be  made  owing  to  his  absence  through  his 
own  fault,  in  which  case  the  receipt  of  the  discharge  at  the 
station  where  he  ought  to  be  will  be  deemed  sufficient  notice. 
The  date  of  discharge  on  the  final  statements  must  be  the 
same  date  as  that  on  the  discharge  certificate. 

Ill— By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  paragraph  1897 
of  the  Regulations  is  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

1397.  No  person  will  be  appointed  a  hospital  steward  until 
he  has  served  a  year  as  acting  hospital  steward ;  nor  will  a 
steward  be  appointed  or  an  acting  steward  be  detailed  until 
he  has  passed  a  satisfactory  examination,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Surgeon  General.  Privates  who  have  served  at  least 
three  months  in  the  Hospital  Corps  may  be  recommended  to 
the  Surgeon  General  for  promotion  by  the  senior  medical 
officer  of  the  command.  From  those  thus  recommended 
acting  stewards  will  be  detailed,  after  passing  the  required 
examination.  These  examinations  will  be  conducted  by  a 
board  composed  of  three  medical  officers  of  the  station  at 
which  the  applicant  may  be  serving,  or  of  such  a  number  of 
medical  officers  less  than  three  as  may  be  present,  and  if  no 
medical  officer  is  there  on  duty,  the  candidate  will  be  sent  for 
examination  to  the  nearest  station  provided  with  such  an 
officer.  The  report  of  the  board  will  be  forwarded  direct  to 
the  Surgeon  General.

223.  Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  a  commanding  officer, 
the  condition  of  any  silken  color,  standard,  or  guidon  in  the 
possession  of  his  command  has  become  unserviceable,  a 
board  of  survey  will  be  appointed  to  report  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Secretary  of  War  its  condition  and  as  to  the 
necessity  of  supplying  a  new  one.  If  requiring  repair,  ap- 
plication to  have  it  placed  in  a  serviceable  condition  should 
be  made  to  the  Quartermaster  General.  Service  colors  and 
guidons  will  be  submitted  to  the  action  of  an  inspector  when 
unfit  for  further  use.  Upon  receipt  of  new  silken  colors, 
standards,  or  guidons,  commanding  officers  will  cause  those

By  direction  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  War,  the  follow- 
ing instrnctlons  relating  to  the  functions  of  the  **  Fiscal 
Agents  of  the  Government  of  the  Unite<l  Stat*»fl"  in  the 
islands  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico  are  published  to  the  Army 
'or  the  information  and  gaidance  of  all  concerned : 

1.  The  North  American  Trust  Company,  of  Nhav  York,  and 
toe  firm  of  De  Ford  and  Company,  of  Boston,  Mas.^achusetts, 
tuve  been  designated  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  as 
'Fiscal  Agents  of  the  Government  of  the  United  JStatos,"  the 
'ormer  as  agents  at  Santiago,  Havana,  and  other  places  in  the 
Island  of  Cuba,  and  the  latter  as  agents  in  the  Island  of  Porto 
Rico.  As  expressed  in  their  bonds,  these  agents  have  boon 
designated— 

Forsach  aerTiceaa  the  Qovornraont  may  roquire,  upon  tho  followinjj 
SjfTeeai^iit,  terms  aud  CDinlitious,  which  havo  l)'?oii  duly  atvt^iited  uud 
^teri?d  into  by  th«»  said  [agents]:  that  Is  to  sny,  that  tho  s^iid  Ta^'outs] 
^U  while  thoy  continue  such  aijouts  of  the  said  GovoniiiHmt.  arc-'jif.  pro- 
*''':t,an<i  pay  all  bilb  and  drafts*  drawn  upon  thorn  by  tlu»  (iovt»rnnuMit, 
■''?  on  its  account  by  its  ofHcersor  other  p«rsoua  iluly  authorized  for  that 
Pu^pob*?.  and  proiwrly  prt-sented  or  coming  to  thorn  for  accoptiinoi>,  pro- 
tection, or  payTnont,  char^^inj?  thorefor  commission 8 of  ono-half  of  oiio  jht 
'Xatain,  and  will  promptly  account  for  and  pay  over  to  tho  sai«l  (lov<'rn- 
o*5it,  when  required  so  to  do,  all  moneys  and  balances  of  said  Oovcrn- 
Otent  at  any  time  remaining  in  their  hands.  Tlie  said  Government  agree- 
isffoa  its  part  to  furni^ah  tho  money  to  tho  siiid  [agents]  for  tho  jiayuKnit 
oiaaid  bills  and  drafts  from  time  to  tiMG  as  tho  siimo  may  bo  reciuired. 

Money  is  furnished  to  said  fiscal  agents  by  warrants  drawn 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  on  assistant  treasurers  and 
designated  depositaries  in  the  United  States,  and  with  tho  pro- 
ceeds these  agents  establish  credits  at  their  retjpective  ])usine3s 
bouses  in  Cnbaand  in  Porto  Rico  in  favor  of  (ii8])ursiiig  ollicers 
of  the  War  Department  for  such  amounts  (subject  to  current 
charges  for  exchange)  as  may  be  requested  by  the  War  De- 
partment. Each  disbursing  officer  authorized  to  draw  checks 
sgsinst  a  credit  so  established  is  given  ofBcial  notice  of  the 
amoimtof  the  credit,  the  appropriation,  the  name  of  the  fiscal 


agents,  and  the  place.  On  receiving  notice  from  the  fiscal 
agente  of  the  establishment  of  snch  a  credit,  the  disbursing 
officer  debits  himself  with  the  fnll  amount  of  the  credit  and 
pays  the  agents  the  charges  for  exchange  at  rates  current  at  the 
time,  taking  a  receipt  for  such  payment  showing  the  specific 
credit  on  which  the  exchange  was  paid.  The  charges  of  one- 
half  of  one  per  ct-ntnm  for  disbursement  of  funds  adyanced  to 
the  fiscal  agents  on  Government  account  are  settled  through 
the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury,  and  are  not  paid  by 
the  disbursing  officers.  The  obligations  of  the  agents  do  not 
require  them  to  accept  from  holders,  at  par,  at  their  business 
houses  in  Cuba  and  in  Porto  Rico,  checks  of  disbursing  officers 
drawn,  not  on  them,  but  on  the  Treasurer,  or  an  Assistant 
Treasurer,  or  designated  depositary  located  in  the  United 
States.  Such  checks  in  the  hands  of  holders  in  those  coun- 
tries are  aubject  to  the  local  discounts  or  charges  for  collection. 

2.  A  disbursing  officer  stationed  in  Cuba  or  Porto  Rico 
having  a  credit  with  said  fiscal  agents  is  authorized  to  trans- 
fer any  unused  portion  of  his  credit  (unexpended  balance)  by 
drawing  his  check  directing  the  fiscal  agents  to  place  a  stated 
amount  to  the  official  credit  of  the  officer  named  therein  and 
sending  it  to  the  agents,  and  sending  invoices  of  the  funds  to 
the  receiving  officer. 

3.  Disbursini<  officers  of  the  War  Department  stationed  in 
Cuba  and  Porto  Rico,  being  far  remote  from  the  designated 
depositories,  are  specially  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of 
War  to  keep,  at  their  own  risk,  money  received  in  coin  or 
currency  which  they  may  be  authorized  to  disburse  and 
such  moneys  as  may  be  officially  intrusted  to  them  for  dis* 
bursement.  The  obligations  of  the  fiscal  agents  in  Cuba  and 
in  Porto  Rico  are  set  forth  in  their  bonds  hereinabove  quoted, 
but  they  are  not  designated  depositaries  of  the  United  States, 
and  public  moneys  will  not  be  deposited  with  them,  under 
A.  R. ,  608  and  609,  to  be  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  United  States;  nor  will  the  amount  of  credit  of  any 
disbursing  officer  with  them  be  increased  by  any  deposit  by 
him  of  funds  to  be  held  for  disbursement. 

4.  Disbursing  officers  in  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico  having  coin 
or  currency  or  both  in  their  possession  in  excess  of  needs,  or 
which  for  any  reason  should  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  may  exchange  the  same  for 
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dBdal  checks  of  U.  S.  disbnrsing  officers  drawn  against  the 
Treasurer  or  any  Assistant  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  in 
fsTor  of  the  depositing  officers  themselves  or  of  public  cred- 
itors, and  may  nse  such  checks  for  making  deposits  under 
A.  B.,  008  and  (M)9«  by  endorsing  them  "Pay  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  United  States/'  adding  their  official  signatures,  and 
forwarding  them  by  mail  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States,  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  with  a  letter  re- 
questing that  the  amount  thereof  be  deposited  in  the  Treasury 
and  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  appropriation  to  which  the 
funds  should  go,  naming  it,  or  to  that  of  "miscellaneous  re- 
ceipts" as  the  case  may  require.  Depositing  officers  using 
such  checks  for  the  purpose  herein  described  will  be  held 
strictly  responsible  for  the  genuineness  and  sufficiency  of  all 
endorsements  on  the  same  preceding  their  own.  Should  it  be 
impracticable  to  obtain  U.  S.  disbursing  officers'  checks  for 
ihe  purpose,  the  money  (U.  S.  coin  or  currency)  will  be  for- 
warded through  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  under  A.  B. , 
1128,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  with  letter  of  ad- 
Tice,  as  in  the  case  of  checks.  The  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ment will  furnish  transportation  upon  application  of  the  de- 
positing officer  to  the  Chief  Quartermaster  of  the  Department 
in  which  he  is  serring.

I..B7  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  Ib 
published  to  the  Army  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all 
concerned: 

The  action  of  corps,  division  and  brigade  commanders, 
heretofore  taken  in  granting  f  nrlonghs  to  enlisted  men  of  their 
command  and  extending  the  limit  of  the  same,  is  hereby  con- 
firmed and  commutation  of  rations  will  be  paid  accordingly. 

The  commanding  officer  of  a  regiment,  or  a  detached  troop, 
battery,  or  company,  in  the  field,  may  grant  furloughs  not 
exceeding  twenty  days  at  one  time,  to  five  per  centum  of  the 
enlisted  men  (present  therewith)  but  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  brigade  commander,  or  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
forces  of  which  said  enlisted  men  form  a  part. 

Brigade  commanders  may  approve  furloughs  issned  by  the 
commanding  officer  of  a  regiment,  detached  troop,  battery, 
or  company,  in  the  field,  under  his  command,  and  may  grant 
fnrloughs  to  enlisted  men  of  any  organization  under  their 
command,  or  extend  furloughs  already  given,  for  a  period  not 
to  exceed,  in  all,  twenty  days. 

Division  commanders  may  grant  furloughs  to  enlisted  men 
belonging  to  organizations  under  their  command  for  thirty 
days  or  extend  to  such  period  furloughs  already  granted. 

The  commanding  officer  of  a  corpv,  or  of  a  separate  com- 
mand in  the  field,  may  suspend  the  granting  of  furloughs  in 
any  or  all  organizations  within  his  command  whenever,  in  his 
opinion,  circumstances  may  render  it  necesMiry,  or  advisable, 
or  for  the  best  interests  of  the  service. 

The  foregoing  regulations  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect 
existing  orders  and  regulations  regarding  furloughs  given  to 
men  about  to  be  discharged,  or  to  fnrloughs  to  enlisted  men 
on  account  of  sickness. 

II— By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  paragraphs  107 
and  1257  of  the  Begulations  are  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

107.  Corps  or  department  commanders  may  grant  fur- 
loughs to  enlisted  men,  sergeants  of  the  post  noncommis- 
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sioned  staff  excepted,  for  two  months,  and  the  Commanding 
General  of  the  Army  for  fonr  months,  or  they  may  extend  to 
snch  periods  f  nrlonghs  already  granted.  For  a  longer  period 
than  fonr  months  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War  is 
necessary.  Permission  to  delay  may  be  granted  to  enlisted 
men  traveling  under  orders  as  authorised  for  furloughs.  The 
conditions  under  which  furloughs  to  soldiers  on  reenlistment 
are  authorized  will  be  announced  from  time  to  time  in  orders. 

It&l.  When  enlisted  men  supplied  with  cooked  or  trarel 
rations  travel  unaccompanied  by  an  officer,  funds  for  the  pur- 
chase of  liquid  coffee  in  lieu  of  the  coffee  and  sugar  portion  of 
the  travel  ration,  at  the  rate  of  21  cents  perday  for  the  antici- 
pated number  of  days*  travel,  may,  on  the  order  of  the  com- 
manding officer  who  directs  the  journey,  be  paid  to  each  man, 
and  his  receipt  therefor  taken  on  a  receipt  roll,  which  must 
be  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  order.  When  enlisted  men 
supplied  with  cooked  or  travel  rations  travel  under  command 
of  an  officer,  funds  at  the  same  rate  for  the  same  purpose  will 
be  transferred  to  him  to  be  disbursed  and  accounted  for.  At 
the  end  of  the  journey  the  unexpended  balance,  if  any,  will 
be  transferred  to  company  commanders  pro  rata^  to  be  taken 
up  by  them  as  part  of  the  company  fund.

InTtow,  however,  of  his  gallant  conduct  in  battle,  uiwn  more  than  one 
ooesflion,  which  merited  and  has  reoeived  the  warm  commendation  of  his 
snperlorB,  and  of  his  long  and  honorable  record  of  service,  extending  over 
a  psrfod  surpassing  in  duration  that  usually  allotted  to  a  generation;  hav- 
ing regard,  also,  to  the  mitigating  circumstances  which  were  developed 
during  the  trial  of  the  case,  and  in  deference  to  the  recommendation  to 
idemency  sabmitted  in  his  behalf,  the  sentence  imposed  by  the  court  is 
oommuted  to  suspension  from  rank  and  duty  for  six  years.

I-.B7  directioii  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  Commanding 
General^  Division  of  Cnba,  is  antborized  to  determine  the  rate 
of  commutation  of  rations  to  be  allowed  enlisted  men  in  the 
Island  of  Cnba  who  may  be  detailed  on  special  duty  which 
separatee  them  from  messing  facilities  with  the  troops,  snch 
commntation  to  be  allowed  only  in  cases  of  necessity,  and  in 
no  case  to  exceed  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per 
day.  All  such  allowances  will  be  announced  in  special  orders 
from  the  headquarters  of  the  Biyision  of  Cuba,  the  order  giv- 
ing in  each  case  the  name  of  the  enlsted  man,  the  place  and 
special  duty  on  which  engaged,  the  rate  of  the  allowance,  and 
the  date  on  which  it  is  to  begin. 

II..By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  paragraph  1439  of 
the  Regulations  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

1489.  When  a  soldier  in  hospital  is  detached  from  his  com- 
pany, his  company  commander  will  send  to  the  hospital  his 
descriptive  list.  The  surgeon  in  charge  will  enter  thereon 
all  payments,  stoppages,  and  the  money  value  of  all  clothing 
issued,  and  when  the  soldier  is  returned  to  duty,  transferred, 
discharged,  dies,  or  deserts,  a  new  descriptive  list  containing 
a  complete  statement  of  his  accounts  will  be  sent  to  his  com 
pany  or  other  commander,  and  the  original  will  be  retained 
by  the  officer  in  command  of  the  hospital  for  his  own  protec- 
tion. If  the  soldier  is  discharged  from  the  service  while  in 
hospital,  the  surgeon  will  furnish  him  with  final  statements 
and  notify  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  and  the  com- 
pany commander  of  the  date,  place,  and  cause  of  discharge. 
If  the  soldier  die  in  hospital,  the  surgeon  will  take  charge  of 
his  effects  and  make  the  reports  required  in  paragraph  158.

The  following  act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  informa- 
tion and  government  of  all  concerned: 

An  Act  for  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States, 
and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
th^  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  asseTnbled,  That 
fiom  and  after  the  date  of  approval  of  this  Act  the  Army  of 
the  United  States  shall  consist  of  three  major  generals,  six 
brigadier  generals,  ten  regiments  of  cavalry,  seven  regiments 
of  artillery,  twenty- five  regiments  of  infantry,  an  Adjntant 
General's  Department,  an  Inspector  General's  Department,  a 
Jndge  Advocate  General's  Department,  a  Qnartermaster's 
Department,  a  Subsistence  Department,  a  Medical  Depart- 
ment, a  Pay  Department,  a  Corps  of  Engineers,  an  Ordnance 
Department,  a  Signal  Corps,  thirty  chaplains,  to  be  assigned 
to  regiments  or  posts  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  the  officers  of  the  Record  and  Pension  Office,  the  officers 
and  enlisted  men  of  the  Army  on  the  retired  list,  the  profes- 
sors,  corps  of  cadets,  an  army-  service  detachment  and  band 
at  the  United  States  Military  Academy,  and  snch  other  offi- 
cers and  enlisted  men  as  may  hereinafter  be  provided  for: 
Protnded,  That  when  a  vacancy  shall  occur  through  death, 
retirement,  or  other  separation  from  active  service,  in  the  of- 
fice of  storekeeper  in  the  Quartermaster's  Department  and 
Ordnance  Department,  respectively,  now  provided  for  by 
law,  said  offices  shall  cease  to  exist. 

Seo.  2.  That  each  regiment  of  cavalry  shall  consist  of  one 
colonel;  one  lieutenant  colonel;  three  majors;  fourteen  cap- 
tains, two  of  whom  shall  be  available  for  detail  as  adjutant 
and  quartermaster;  sixteen  first  lieutenants,  of  whom  one 
shall  be  available  for  detail  as  commissary,  and  three  for  de- 
tail as  squadron  adjutants;  twelve  second  lieutenants,  two 
veterinarians,  one  sergeant  major,  one  quartermaster  ser- 
geant, one  commissary  sergeant,  who  shall  have  the  rank, 
pay,  and  allowances  of  a  regimental  quartermaster  sergeant 
of  cavalry;  three  squadron  sergeant  majors,  who  shall  be 
senior  to  and  have  the  pay  and  allowances  of  first  sergeants 
of  cavalry;  one  band;  and  twelve  troops  organized  into  three 
squadrons  of  four  troops  each :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein 


contained  shall  be  conatmed  as  abolishing  the  office  of  chap- 
lain in  each  regiment  of  colored  cavalry.  Each  cavalry  band 
shall  consist  of  one  chief  musician;  one  chief  trumpeter;  one 
principal  musician ;  one  drum  major,  who  shall  have  the  rank, 
pay,  and  allowances  of  a  first  sergeant;  four  sergeants;  eight 
corporals;  one  cook,  and  eleven  privates.  Each  troop  of  cav- 
alry shall  consist  of  one  captain ;  one  first  lieutenant;  one  sec- 
ond lieutenant;  one  first  sergeant;  one  quartermaster  ser- 
geant, who  shall  have  the  pay  and  allowances  of  a  sergeant; 
six  sergeants,  six  corporals,  two  cooks,  two  farriers  and 
bUckamiths,  one  saddler,  one  wagoner,  two  trumpeters,  and 
forty  three  privates.  Of  the  veterinarians  provided  for  in 
this  Act,  one  shall  have  the  pay  and  allowances  of  a  second 
lieutenant  of  cavalry  and  one  siiall  have  the  pay  of  seventy- 
five  dollars  per  month  and  the  allowanced  of  a  sergeant  major: 
Provided,  That  the  veterinarian  appointed  to  the  first  grade 
shall  not  be  so  appointed  until  he  shall  have  passed  an  exami- 
nation, to  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  as  to  his 
physical,  moral,  and  professional  qualifications:  Provided 
further.  That  the  veterinarians  now  in  the  service  who  do  not 
pass  such  competitive  exauiiuation  shall  be  eligible  to  the 
positions  of  the  second  class  under  such  rules  as  are  now 
prescribed  by  the  regulations.  The  regimental  sergeant 
major  and  the  regimental  quartermiister  sergeant  provided 
for  in  this  section  shall  have  the  pay  and  allowances  of 
ordnance  sergeants. 

Sec.  8.  That  each  regiment  of  artillery  shall  consist  of  one 
colonel,  one  lieutenant  colonel,  three  majors, sixteen  captains, 
two  of  whom  shall  be  available  for  detail  as  adjutant  and 
quartermaster ;  sixteen  first  lieutenants,  fourteen  second  lieu- 
tenants, one  sergeant  major,  one  quartermaster  sergeant,  one 
band,  and  fourteen  batteries,  of  which  two  may  be  organized 
as  field  artillery. 

Each  artillery  band  shall  consist  of  one  chief  musician,  one 
chief  trumpeter,  one  principal  musician,  one  drum  major, 
who  shall  have  the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  a  first  ser- 
geant ;  four  sergeants,  eight  corporals,  one  cook,  and  eleven 
privates. 

Each  battery  of  heavy  artillery  shall  consist  of  one  captain, 
one  first  lieutenant,  one  second  lieutenant,  one  ftrst  sergeant, 
one  quartermaster  sergeant,  who  shall  have  the  pay  and  al- 
lowances of  a  sergeant;  eight  sergeants,  twelve  corporals, 
two  musicians,  two  mechanics,  who  shall  have  the  pay  and 
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allowances  of  sergeants  of  artillery;  two  cooks,  and  fifty-two 
priTates. 

Each  battery  of  field  artillery  nhall  consist  of  one  captain, 
two  first  lieutenants,  one  second  lientenant,  one  first  sergeant, 
one  stable  sergeant,  one  qnarterm aster  sergeant,  six  sergeants, 
twelve  corporals,  fonr  artficers,  two  musicians,  two  cooks, 
an<l  fifty-one  privates. 

In  addition  to  the  enlisted  men  specified  there  shall  be  one 
e1f«trician  sergeant  to  each  post  garrisoned  by  coast  artillery 
haTing  electrical  appliances,  who  shall  have  the  pay  and 
allowances  of  an  ordnance  sergeant. 

Sec.  4.  That  each  regiment  of  infantry  shall  consist  of  one 
colonel;  one  lieutenant  colonel ;  three  ra&jors;  fourteen  cap- 
tains, two  of  whom  shall  be  available  for  detail  as  adjutant 
9Xi([  quartermaster;  sixteen  first  lieutenants,  of  whom  one 
^ball  he  available  for  detail  as  commissary  and  three  for  de- 
tail as  battalion  adjutants;  twelve  second  lieutenants;  one 
sergeant  major ;  one  quartermaster  sergeant ;  one  commissary 
sweeant.  wh'>  shall  have  the  rank,  pay.  and  allowances  of  a 
reeimental  quartermaster  sergeant  of  infantry;  three  bat- 
talion s'^rgeant  majors,  who  shall  be  senior  to  and  have  the 
P&7 and  allowances  of  a  first  sergeant;  one  band,  and  twelve 
companies,  organized  into  three  battalions  of  four  companies 
each:  ProvtdFA.  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
itmed  as  abolishing  the  office  of  chaplain  in  each  regiment 
of  colored  infantrv. 

Ewh  infantry  band  shall  consist  of  one  chief  musician, 
onft principal  musician,  one  drum  major,  who  shall  have  the 
rank.  pay.  and  allowances  of  a  first  sergeant,  fonr  sergeants, 
eiffht  corporals,  one  cook,  and  twelve  privates. 

Each  infantry  companv  shall  consist  of  one  captain,  one 
first  lienten ant,  one  second  lieutenant,  one  first  sergeant,  one 
qnartermaster  sergeant,  who  shall  have  the  pay  and  allow- 
ances of  a  sergeant;  four  sergeants,  six  corporals,  two  cooks, 
two  musicians,  one  artificer,  and  forty-eight  privates;  Pro- 
ffided.  That  the  limits  of  age  for  original  enlistments  in  the 
Army  shall  be  eighteen  and  thirty-five  years. 

Sbo.  5.  That  all  vacancies  created  or  caused  by  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Act  above  the  grade  of  second  lieutenant  in  the 
line  of  the  Army  shall  be  filled  by  promotion  according  to 
seniority  in  the  several  arms,  subject  to  the  examinations 
now  prescribed  by  law;  Provided,  That  the  additional  second 
lientenants  now  attached  to  each  regiment  of  artillery  shall 


be  absorbed  in  the  artillery  or  transferred  to  other  arms  where 
vacancies  exist  without  loss  of  relative  rank,  leaving  but  one 
second  lieutenant  in  each  battery. 

Vacancies  in  the  grade  of  second  lieutenant  shall  be  filled 
as  now  provided  by  law.  except  that  no  person  shall  be  ap- 
pointed from  civil  life  before  he  shall  have  reached  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years  nor  after  he  shall  have  reached  the  age 
of  twenty-seven  years,  nor  until  he  shall  have  passed  a  satis- 
factory examination  as  to  his  moral,  physical,  and  educa- 
tional qualifications. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  Adjutant  General's  and  Inspector  Gen- 
eral's departments  shall  consist  of  the  number  of  officers  now 
in  those  departments,  respectively :  Provided,  That  vacancies 
in  the  grade  of  major  occurring  in  either  department  shall 
hereafter  be  filled  from  captains  in  the  line  of  the  Army: 
And  provided  further^  That  all  such  captains  who  have 
evinced  marked  aptitude  in  the  command  of  troops  shall  be 
reported  by  their  regimental  commanders  to  the  War  De- 
partment and  shall  be  entitled  to  compete  for  any  such  va- 
cancy under  such  system  of  examination  as  the  President 
shall  prescribe. 

Seo.  7.  That  the  Judge  Advocate  General's  Department, 
Quartermaster's  Department,  Subsistence  Department,  Medi- 
cal Department,  Pay  Department,  Corps  of  Engineers,  Ord- 
nance Department,  and  Signal  Corps  shall  consist  of  the  of- 
ficers and  enlisted  men  now  provided  by  law:  Provided, 
That  the  battalion  of  engineers,  and  the  officers  serving  there- 
with, shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  line  of  the  Army:  Pro- 
vided further,  That  in  time  of  war  retired  officers  of  the 
Army  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  President,  be  employed 
on  active  duty,  other  than  in  the  command  of  troops,  and 
when  so  employed  they  shall  receive  the  full  pay  and  al- 
lowances of  their  grades :  And  provided  also,  That  no  person 
in  civil  life  shall  hereafter  be  appointed  a  judge  advocate, 
paymaster,  or  chaplain  until  he  shall  have  passed  satisfac- 
torily such  examination  as  to  his  moral,  mental,  and  physical 
qualifications  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  President;  and  no 
such  person  shall  be  appointed  who  is  more  than  forty-four 
years  of  age:  Provided  further.  That  in  case  af  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  officer  who  has  served  in  a  similar  capacity  during 
the  war  with  Spain  and  has  demonstrated  his  moral,  mental, 
and  physical  qualificatioas  for  the  position,  then  such  exam- 
ination shall  not  be  required. 


Sza  8.  That  the  Chief  of  the  Record  and  Pension  Office  of 
the  War  Department  shall  hereafter  have  the  rank,  pay,  and 
allowances  of  a  brigadier-general,  and  there  shall  be  an 
assistant  chief  of  said  office,  who  shall  have  the  rank,  pay, 
and  allowances  of  a  major  and  who  may  be  appointed  from 
civil  life:  Providedy  That  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in 
the  office  of  Chief  of  the  Record  and  Pension  Office  subse- 
quent to  the  passage  of  this  Act  said  grade  shall  cease  and 
determine,  and  thereafter  the  chief  of  said  office  shall  have 
the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  a  colonel. 

Sbo.  9.  That  the  cooks  authorized  by  this  Act  shall  have 
the  pay  and  allowances  of  sergeants  of  infantry. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  corps  of  cadets  shall  consist  of  one  from 
each  Congressional  district,  one  from  each  Territory,  one 
from  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  twenty  from  the  United 
States  at  large.  They  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  and 
shall,  with  the  exception  of  the  twenty  cadets  appointed  at 
large,  be  actual  residents  of  the  Congressional  or  Territorial 
districts,  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  of  the  States, 
respectively,  from  which  they  purport  to  be  appointed. 

Seo.  11.  That  so  much  of  the  Acts  approved  July  seventh, 
eisrhteen  hundred  and  ninety -eight,  as  authorizes  the  assign- 
ment of  certain  officers  of  the  Quartermaster's  and  Subsist- 
ence departments  with  increased  rank,  and  the  continuance 
in  service  of  certain  volunteer  officers  of  those  departments 
for  a  period  of  one  year  after  the  close  of  the,  present  war  is 
repealed. 

Seo.  13.  That  to  meet  the  present  exigencies  of  the  military 
service  the  President  is  hereby  authorized  to  maintain  the 
Regular  Army  at  a  strength  of  not  exceeding  sixty-five  thou- 
sand enlisted  men,  to  be  distributed  amongst  the  several 
branches  of  the  service,  including  the  Signal  Corps,  according 
to  the  needs  of  each,  and  raise  a  force  of  not  more  than  thirty- 
five  thousand  volunteers  to  be  recruited  as  he  may  determine 
from  the  country  at  large,  or  from  the  localities  where  their 
services  are  needed,  without  restriction  as  to  citizenship  or 
educational  qualifications,  and  to  organize  the  same  into  not 
more  than  twenty  seven  regiments  organized  as  are  infantry 
regiments  of  war  strength  in  the  Regular  Army,  and  three 
regiments  to  be  composed  of  men  of  special  qualifications  in 
horsemanship  and  marksmanship,  to  be  organized  as  cavalry 
for  service  mounted  or  dismounted:  Provided,  That  each 
regiment  shall  have  one  surgeon,  with  the  rank  of  major;  two 
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asflistant  snrgreonn.  one  of  whom  shall  have  the  rank  of  cap- 
tain and  one  that  of  first  lieutenant,  and  three  hospital  stew- 
ards :  Provided  further.  That  such  increased  regular  and  vol- 
unteer force  shall  continue  in  service  only  during  the  neces- 
sity therefor,  and  not  later  than  July  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  one. 

All  enlistments  for  the  volunteer  force  herein  authorized 
shall  be  for  the  term  of  two  years  and  four  months,  unless 
sooner  discharged. 

Sbo.  13.  That  the  President  shall  have  power  to  continue 
in  service  or  to  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  brigadier  generals  of  volunteers,  who.  includ- 
ing the  brigadier  generals  of  the  Regular  Army,  shall  not  ex- 
ceed one  for  every  four  thousand  enlisted  men  actually  in 
service,  and  major  generals  of  volunteers,  who,  including  the 
major  generals  of  the  Regular  Army,  shall  not  exceed  one  for 
every  twelve  thousand  enlisted  men :  Provided,  That  Regular 
Army  officers  continued  or  appointed  as  general  officers  or  as 
field  or  staff  officers  of  volunteers,  imder  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  shall  not  vacate  their  Regular  Army  commissions: 
And  provided  further.  That  no  general  officers  appointed  un- 
der the  provisions  of  thin  section  shall  be  continued  in  service 
as  such  beyond  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  one:  And 
provided  aim.  That  any  officer  now  in  the  Army,  who  was 
graduated  at  the  head  of  his  class  at  the  United  States  Mili- 
tary Academy  and  who  is  not  now  in  the  CJorps  of  Engineers, 
may  be  appointed  to  th'^  Corps  of  Engineers  with  the  same 
grade  and  date  of  commission  that  he  would  have  if  he  had 
been  apX)ointed  to  the  Corps  of  Engineers  on  graduation ;  but 
said  commission  shall  not  entitle  an  officer  to  any  back  pay 
or  allowance. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  President  is  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
tinue in  service,  or  to  appoint  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate,  officers  of  the  volunteer  staff  as  follows: 

Three  assistant  ji(l.iiit;int  generals  with  the  rank  of  lieuten- 
ant colonel,  and  six  assistant  adjutant  generals  with  the  rank 
of  major. 

Three  inspectors  general  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  col- 
onel, and  six  inspectors  j^»meral  with  the  rank  of  major. 

Five  jndi^e  advocates  with  the  rank  of  major. 

Thirty  quartermasters  with  the  rank  of  major,  and  forty 
asfistant  (luartermasters  with  the  rank  of  captain. 

Six  commissaries  of  subsistence  with  the  rank  of  major, 
and  twelve  assistant  commissaries  of  subsistence  with  the 
rank  of  captain. 


Thirty-foTir  surgeons  with  the  rank  of  major. 

Thirty  additional  paymasters  with  the  rank  of  major. 

Fonr  signal  officers  with  the  rank  of  major,  nine  signal  offi- 
cers with  the  rank  of  captain,  nine  signal  officers  with  the 
rank  of  first  lientenant,  and  nine  signal  officers  with  the  rank 
of  second  lieutenant. 

Provided,  That  for  each  Regular  Army  officer  of  a  staff 
corps  or  department  who  may  be  retained  in  or  appointed  to 
a  higher  volunteer  rank  in  said  staff  corps  or  department  than 
that  actually  held  by  him  in  the  regular  establishment,  there 
may  be  appointed  one  officer  of  volunteers  of  the  lowest  grade 
mentioned  in  this  section  for  such  staff  cerps  or  department, 
but  no  appointment  shall  be  made  which  will  increase  the 
total  number  of  officers,  regular  and  volunteer,  serving  in 
any  grade,  above  the  number  authorized  by  this  Act:  And 
provided,  alno.  That  all  the  volunteer  staff  officers  herein 
authorized  to  be  appointed  or  retained  in  the  service  shall  be 
honorably  discharged  on  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  one, 
or  sooner  if  their  services  are  no  longer  required:  And  pro- 
vided further.  That  the  officers  herein  authorized  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  volun- 
teer army  shall  be  mustered  out  of  the  military  service  of  the 
United  States  and  discharged  as  provided  in  the  Act  of  April 
twenty  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety -eight:  Provided, 
That  enlisted  men  of  volunteers  who  desire  to  remain  in  the 
military  service,  eitherin  the  Regular  Army  or  the  temporary 
force  authorized  by  this  Act,  may,  if  found  qualified  therefor, 
be  transferred  to  and  enlisted  in  such  batteries,  troops,  or 
companies  as  may  be  below  the  maximum  authorized  strength, 
and  when  so  transferred  and  enlisted  shall  be  credited  on 
their  new  enlistment  with  the  periods  of  service  rendered  by 
them,  respectively,  as  volunteers:  And  provided  further. 
That  the  President  is  authorized  to  enlist  temporarily  in 
service  for  absolutely  necessary  purposes  in  the  Philippine 
Islands  volunteers,  officers  and  men,  individually  or  by  or- 
ganization, now  in  those  islands  and  about  to  be  discharged, 
provided  their  retention  shall  not  extend  beyond  the  time 
necessary  to  replace  them  by  troops  authorized  to  be  main- 
tained under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  not  beyond  a 
period  of  six  months :  Provided,  also.  That  each  and  every 
proviflioQ  of  this  Act  shall  continue  in  force  until  July  first, 
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nineteen  hundred  and  one ;  and  on  and  after  that  date  all  the 
general,  staff,  and  line  officers  appointed  to  the  Army  under 
this  Act  shall  be  discharged  and  the  numbers  restored  in 
each  grade  to  those  existing  at  the  passage  of  this  Act,  and 
the  enlisted  force  of  the  line  of  the  Army  shall  be  reduced  to 
the  number  as  provided  for  by  a  law  prior  to  April  first,  eigh- 
teen  hundred  and  ninety  eight,  exclusive  of  such  additions  as 
have  been,  or  may  be.  made  under  this  Act  to  the  artillery, 
and  except  the  cadets  provided  for  by  this  Act,  who  may  be 
appointed  prior  to  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  one:  And 
provided  further,  That  no  officer  who  has  been,  or  may  be, 
promoted  under  existing  law,  or  under  the  rules  of  seniority, 
shall  be  disturbed  in  his  rank. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
authorized  to  permit  enlisted  men  of  the  United  States  Army 
to  make  allotments  of  their  pay,  under  such  regulations  as 
he  may  prescribe,  for  the  support  of  their  families  or  rela- 
tives, for  their  own  savings,  or  for  other  purposes,  during 
such  time  as  they  may  be  absent  on  distant  duty,  or  under 
other  circumstances  warranting  such  action. 

Sec.  17.  That  no  officer  or  private  soldier  shall  be  detailed 
to  sell  intoxicating  drinks,  as  a  bartender  or  otherwise,  in 
any  post  exchange  or  canteen,  nor  shall  any  other  person  be 
required  or  allowed  to  sell  such  liquors  in  any  encampment 
or  fort  or  on  any  premises  used  for  military  purposes  by  the 
United  States ;  and  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  directed 
to  issue  such  general  order  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  the 
provisions  of  this  section  into  full  force  and  effect. 

Sec.  18.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  which  conflict  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

Sbc.  17.  That  no  officer  or  private  soldier  shall  be  detailed 
to  sell  intoxicating  drinks,  as  a  bartender  or  otherwise,  in  any 
post  exchange  or  canteen,  nor  shall  any  other  person  be  re- 
quired or  allowed  to  sell  such  liquors  in  any  encampment  or 
fort  or  on  any  premises  used  for  military  purposes  by  the 
United  States ;  and  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  directed 
to  issue  such  general  order  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  the 
provisions  of  tills  section  into  full  force  and  effect.

I— An  Act  to  establish  a  national  military  park  to  commemorate  the 
campaign,  siege,  and  defense  of  Victcsburg. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  in 
order  to  commemorate  the  campaiga  and  siege  and  defense  of 
Vicksburg,  and  to  preserve  the  history  of  the  battles  and 
operations  of  the  siege  and  defense  on  the  ground  where  they 
were  fought  and  were  carried  on,  the  battlefield  of  Vicksburg, 
in  the  State  of  Mississippi,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  national 
military  park  whenever  the  title  to  the  same  shall  have  bet;n 
acquired  by  the  United  States  and  the  usual  jurisdiction  over 
the  lands  and  roads  of  the  same  shall  have  been  granted  to 
the  United  States  by  the  State  of  Mississippi ;  that  is  to  say, 
the  area  inclosed  by  the  following  lines,  or  so  much  thereof 
^  the  commissioners  of  the  park  may  deem  necessary,  to  wit : 
Beginning  near  the  point  where  the  graveyard  road,  now 
known  as  the  City  Cemetery  road,  crosses  the  line  of  the  Con- 
federate earthworks,  thence  north  about  eighty  rods,  thence 
in  an  easterly  direction  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  rods, 
thence  in  a  southerly  direction,  and  keeping  as  far  from  the 
line  of  the  Confederate  earthworks  as  the  purposes  of  the 
park  may  require  and  as  the  park  commission,  to  be  herein- 


after  named,  may  determine,  but  not  distant  from  the  nearest 
point  on  said  line  of  Confederate  earthworks  more  than  one 
hundred  and  sixty  rods  at  any  part,  to  a  point  about  forty 
rods  south  and  from  eighty  to  one  hundred  and  sixty  rods  east 
of  Fort  Garrott,  also  known  as  the  ** Square  Fort;"  thence  in 
a  westerly  direction  to  a  point  in  the  rear  of  said  Fort  Gar* 
rott,  thence  in  a  northerly  direction  across  the  line  of  the 
Confederate  earthworks  and  to  a  point  about  two  hundred 
feet  in  the  rear  of  the  said  line  of  Confederate  earthworks, 
thence  in  a  general  northerly  direction,  and  at  an  approximate 
distance  of  about  two  hundred  feet  in  the  rear  of  the  line  of 
Confederate  earthworks  as  the  conformation  of  the  ground 
may  require,  to  the  place  of  beginning.  This  to  constitute 
the  main  body  of  the  park.  In  addition  thereto  a  strip  of 
land  about  two  hundred  and  sixty-four  feet  in  width  along 
and  including  the  remaining  parts  of  the  Confederate  earth- 
works, namely,  from  the  north  part  of  said  main  body  of  the 
park  to  and  including  Fort  Hill  or  Fort  Nogalea  on  the  high 
hill  overlooking  the  national  cemetery,  and  from  the  south 
part  of  said  main  body  of  the  park  to  the  edge  of  the  bluff  at 
the  river  below  the  city  of  Vicksburg;  and  also  in  addition 
thereto  a  strip  of  land  about  two  hundred  and  sixty  four  feet 
in  width,  as  near  as  may  be,  along  and  including  the  Federal 
lines  opposed  to  the  Confederate  lines  herein  and  above  named 
and  not  included  in  the  main  body  of  the  park ;  and  in  further 
addition  thereto  such  points  of  interest  as  the  commission 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  park  and  the 
Secretary  of  War  may  approve ;  the  whole  containing  about 
one  thousand  two  hundred  acres,  and  costing  not  to  exceed 
forty  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  establishment  of  the  Vicksburg  national 
military  park  shall  be  carried  forward  under  the  control  and 
direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War;  and  the  Secretary  of  War 
shall,  upon  the  passage  of  this  Act,  proceed  to  acquire  title  to 
the  same  by  voluntary  conveyance  or  under  the  Act  approved 
August  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  entitled  **An 
Act  to  authorize  the  condemnation  of  land  for  sites  of  public 
buildings,  and  for  other  purposes,"  or  under  Act  approved 
February  twenty  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty  seven. 
entitled  "An  Act  to  establish  and  protect  national  ceme> 
teries,"  as  he  may  elect  or  deem  practicable;  and  when  title  is 
procured  to  all  of  the  lands  and  roads  within  the  boundaries 
of  the  proposed  park,  as  described  in  section  one  of  this  Act, 
he  may  proceed  with  the  establishment  of  the  park;  and  he 
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flball  detail  an  officer  of  the  Engineer  Corps  of  the  Army  to 
assist  the  commissioners  in  establishing  the  park. 

Sec.  8  That  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized  to 
enter  into  agreements  of  leasing  upon  snen  terms  as  he  may 
prescribe,  with  snch  occupants  or  tenants  of  the  lands  as  may 
desire  to  remain  upon  it.  to  occupy  and  cultivate  their  present 
holdings  upon  condition  that  they  will  preserve  the  present 
buildings  and  roads  and  the  present  outlines  of  field  and  for- 
est, and  that  they  will  only  cut  trees  or  underbrush  under 
such  reigulations  as  the  Secretary  of  War  may  prescribe,  and 
that  they  will  assist  in  caring  for  and  protecting  all  tablets, 
monuments,  or  such  other  artificial  works  as  may  from  time 
to  time  be  erected  by  proper  authority:  Provided,  That  the 
United  States  shall  at  all  times  have  and  retain  full  right. 
power,  and  authority  to  take  possession  of  any  and  all  parts 
or  portions  of  said  premises  and  to  remove  and  expel  there- 
from any  such  occupant,  tenant,  or  other  person  or  persons 
found  thereon  whenever  the  Secretary  of  War  or  the  commis- 
sioners shall  deem  it  proper  or  necessary;  and  such  right, 
power,  and  authority  shall  be  reserved  in  express  terms  in  all 
leases  and  agreements  giving  or  granting  such  occupant  or 
tenant  the  right  to  remain  in  possession  as  herein  contem- 
plated ;  and  thereupon  said  occupant  or  tenant  or  other  per- 
sons who  may  be  required  to  vacate  said  premises  shall  each 
and  all  at  once  surrender  and  deliver  up  the  possession  thereof. 

Sbo.  4.  That  the  affairs  of  the  Vicksburg  national  military 
park  shall,  subject  to  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  be  in  charge  of  three  commissioners,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  each  of  whom  shall  have 
served  at  the  time  of  the  siege  and  defense  in  one  of  the 
armies  engaged  therein,  two  of  whom  shall  have  served  in 
the  army  commanded  by  General  Grant  and  one  in  the  army 
commanded  by  General  Pemberton.  The  commissioners 
shall  elect  one  of  their  number  chairman;  they  shall  also 
elect,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  a  sec- 
retary, who  shall  also  be  historian,  and  who  shall  possess  the 
requisite  qualifications  of  a  commissioner,  and  they  and  the 
secretary  shall  have  an  office  in  the  city  of  Vicksburg,  Mis- 
sissippi, or  on  the  grounds  of  the  park,  and  be  paid  such 
compensation  as  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  deem  reasonable 
and  just. 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners 
named  in  the  preceding  section,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  to  restore  the  forts  and  the  lines  of  f orti" 


fication,  the  parallels  and  the  approaches  of  the  two  armies, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  purposes  of 
this  park ;  to  open  and  construct  and  to  repair  such  roads  as 
may  be  necessary  t<T  said  purposes,  and  to  ascertain  and  mark 
with  historical  tablets,  or  otherwise,  as  the  Secretary  of  War 
may  determine,  the  lines  of  battle  of  the  troops  euj^aged  in 
the  assaults,  and  the  lines  held  by  the  troops  during  the  siege 
and  defense  of  Vioksburg,  the  headquarters  of  General  Grant 
and  of  General  Pemberton,  and  other  historical  points  of  in- 
terest pertaining  to  the  siege  and  defense  of  Vicksburg  within 
the  park  or  its  vicinity;  and  the  said  commissioners  in  es- 
tablishing this  military  park  shall  also  have  authority  under 
the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  do  all  things  neces- 
sary to  the  purposes  of  the  park,  and  for  its  establishment 
under  such  regulations  as  he  may  consider  best  for  the  in- 
terest of  the  Government,  and  the  Secretary  of  War  shall 
make  and  enforce  all  needful  regulations  for  the  care  of  the 
park. 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  State  that  had  troops 
engaged  in  the  siege  and  defense  of  Vicksburg  to  enter  upon 
the  lands  of  the  Vicksburg  national  military  park  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  and  marking  the  lines  of  battle  of  its 
troops  engaged  therein :  Provided,  That  before  any  such  lines 
are  permanently  designated  the  position  of  the  liaes  and  the 
proposed  methods  of  marking  them  by  monuments,  tablets, 
or  otherwise  shall  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  and  all  such  lines,  designs,  and  inscriptions  for 
the  same  shall  first  receive  the  written  approval  of  the  Secre- 
tary of-  War,  which  approval  shall  be  based  upon  formal 
written  reports  which  must  be  made  to  him  in  each  case  by 
the  commissioners  of  the  park ;  and  no  monument,  tablet,  or 
other  designating  indication  shall  be  erected  or  placed  within 
said  park  or  vicinity  without  such  ^written  authority  of  the 
Secretary  of  War:  Provided,  That  no  discrimination  shall  be 
made  against  any  State  as  to  the  manner  of  designating  lines, 
but  any  grant  made  to  any  State  by  the  Secretary  of  War 
may  be  used  by  any  other  State.  The  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  also  apply  to  organizations  and  persons ;  and  as  the 
Vicksburg  National  Cemetery  is  on  ground  partly  occupied 
by  Federal  lines  during  the  siege  of  Vicksburg,  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  as  far  as  may  be  practicable,  shall  apply  to 
monuments  or  tablets  designating  such  lines  within  the  limits 
of  that  cemetery. 


Sec.  7.  That  if  any  person  shall,  except  by  x>ermifi8ion  of 
the  Secretary  of  War.  destroy,  mutilate,  deface,  injure,  or 
remove  any  monument,  column,  statue,  memorial  structure, 
tablet,  or  work  of  art  that  shall  be  erected  or  placed  upon 
the  grounds  of  the  park  by  lawful  authority,  or  shall  destroy 
or  remove  any  fence,  railing,  inclosure,  or  other  work  in- 
tended for  the  protection  or  ornamentation  of  said  park,  or 
&ny  portion  thereof,  or  shall  destroy,  cut,  hack,  bark,  break 
down,  or  otherwise  injure  any  tree,  bush,  or  shrub  that  may 
be  growing  upon  said  park,  or  shall  cut  down  or  fell  or  re- 
move any  timber,  battle  relic,  tree,  or  trees  growing  or  being 
upon  said  park,  or  hunt  within  the  limits  of  the  park,  or  shall 
remove  or  destroy  any  breastworks,  earthworks,  walls,  or 
other  defenses  or  shelter  on  any  part  thereof  constructed  by 
the  armies  formerly  engaged  in  the  battles,  on  the  lands  or 
approaches  to  the  park,  any  person  so  offending  and  found 
guilty  thereof,  before  any  United  States  commissioner  or 
court,  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  in  which  the  offense 
may  be  committed,  or  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
shall  for  each  and  every  such  offense  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  in 
the  discretion  of  the  said  commissioner  or  court  of  the 
United  States  or  justice  of  the  peace,  according  to  the  aggra- 
vation of  the  offense,  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  five 
handred  dollars,  one -half  for  the  use  of  the  park  and  the 
other  half  to  the  informant,  to  be  enforced  and  recovered  be- 
fore such  United  States  commissioner  or  court  or  justice  of 
the  peace  or  other  court  in  like  manner  as  debts  of  like  nature 
are  now  by  law  recoverable  in  the  several  counties  where  the 
offense  may  be  committed.  * 

Seo.  8.  That  to  enable  the  Secretary  [of  War  to  begin  to 
carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  Act,  including  the  condemna- 
tion or  purchase  of  the  necessary  land,  marking  the  bounda- 
ries of  the  park,  opening  or  repairing  necessary  roads,  restor- 
ing the  field  to  its  condition  at  the  time  of  the  battle,  maps 
and  surveys,  material,  labor,  clerical,  and  all  other  necessary 
assistants,  and  the  pay  and  expenses  of  the  commissioners 
and  their  secretary  and  assistants,  the  sum  of  sixty  five  thou 
sand  dollars,  or  such  portion  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  Ih 
hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  and  disbursements  under  this  Act 
shall  require  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  he 
shall  make  annual  report  of  the  same  to  Congress.

An  act  to  correct  the  relative  rank  of  Richard  R.  Steedman,  cap- 
tain, Eleventh  Infantry,  United  States  Army. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  in 
order  to  correct  the  relative  rank  of  Richard  B.  Steedman. 
captain,  Eleventh  Infantry,  his  name  shall  be  placed  next 
below  that  of  Wallis  O.  Clark,  captain,  Twelfth  Infantry, 
United  States  Army. 

Approved,  February  24,  1899. 


in..An  Act  to  permit  volunteer  regiments  to  retain  their  colors. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  Ainericain  Congress  assembled.  That  the 
Secretary  of  War  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  permit 
volunteer  regiments,  on  being  mustered  out  of  the  service  of 
the  United  States,  to  retain  all  of  their  regimental  colors. 
Said  colors  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  State  authorities  to 
which  said  regiments  belong,  and  the  regimental  quarter- 
master in  making  his  returns  may,  in  lieu  of  said  colors  and 
in  full  release  therefor,  file  with  the  proper  official  of  the  War 
Department  a  receipt  from  the  quartermaster  general  of  said 
State  that  said  colors  have  been  delivered  to  said  State  au- 
thorities. 

Approved,  February  25,  1899. 


IV— An  Act  granting  the  right  of  way  to  the  Pensacola  and  Northwest- 
ern Railroad  Company  over  and  through  the  United  States  naval  and 
military  reservations  near  Pensacola,  in  the  State  of  Florida. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the 
Pensacola  and  Northwestern  Railroad  Company,  a  company 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  States  of  Florida  and  Ala- 
bama, is  hereby  granted  the  right  of  way  one  hundred  feet  in 
width  through  the  reservations  lying  near  Pensacola,  in  the 
State  of  Florida,  known  as  the  naval  and  military  reserva- 
tions. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  line  and  location  of  the  right  of  way  to 
the  said  the  Pensacola  and  Northwestern  Railroad  Company 
through  the  naval  and  military  reservations  near  Pensacola, 
Florida,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  and  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  the  Secretary  of  War: 
Provided,  That  the  said  railroad  company,  on  notification  by 
the  Secretaries  of  the  Navy  and  War,  shall,  within  a  reason- 
able time  thereafter,  coL^tiuct,  maintain,  and  operate,  at  its 


own  expense,  a  spur  track  or  tracks  to  enter  into  and  be 
located  at  snch  place  or  places  within  the  present  limits  of 
the  navy*  yard  inclosnre  on  said  reservation,  and  also  on  the 
military  reservation,  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  and  Secretary  of  War,  respectively:  And  pro- 
vided further.  That  the  Secretaries  of  the  Navy  and  War  bo. 
and  are  hereby,  authorized  to  allow  the  use  by  the  said  com- 
pany, in  the  accommodation  of  its  general  traffic  and  the 
maintenance  of  a  coaling  station,  of  so  much  of  the  land  and 
water  front  of  the  said  reservation  lying  west  of  and  outside 
of  the  present  navy- yard  inclosnre  as  in  their  judgment  will 
not  be  reqnired  for  naval  or  army  purposes,  and  as  will  not 
be  a  hinderance  to  the  public  defense  nor  prejudicial  to  the 
health  of  those  residing  on  the  Government  reservation,  and 
not  to  exceed  in  any  one  case  three  hundred  feet  of  water 
front,  which  vridth  may  extend  back  along  the  line  of  said 
road  not  more  than  one  thousand  feet,  the  value  of  the  use 
,  of  land  to  be  appraised  by  a  board  of  naval  officers  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy:  And  provided  further. 
That  said  company  shall  reimburse  the  residents  of  said  res- 
ervation for  any  damages  to  their  property  or  tenements 
caused  by  the  construction,  excavation,  or  operation  of  said 
road,  such  damage  in  all  cases  to  be  fixed  by  the  said  board : 
And  provided  further.  That  the  right  of  way  and  other  privi- 
leges granted  in  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulation 
and  control  of  the  said  Secretaries,  and  shall  bo  inoperative, 
null,  and  void  unless  the  said  railroad  company  shall  complete 
the  construction  of  and  have  in  use  its  tracks  within  five 
years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  Act. 

Seo.  3.  That  the  Secretaries  of  the  Navy  and  War,  at  any 
time  they  shall  deem  it  necessary  for  the  public  good,  may 
cause  to  be  removed  or  destroyed  all  or  any  of  the  tracks, 
embankments  or  other  structures  hereby  permitted  on  the 
naval  and  military  reservations  near  Pensacola,  Florida,  with- 
out liability  for  damages;  and  the  said  company  shall  not 
erect  or  allow  the  use  of  any  residences  on  said  reservation, 
nor  shall  it  erect  any  stmctures  of  any  kind  thereon  except 
snch  as  the  Secretaries  of  the  Navy  and  War  shall  approve ; 
and  all  approvals  in  this  Act  required  shall  be  in  writing. 

Ssa  4.  That  Congress  expressly  reserves  the  right  to  alter, 
amend,  or  repeal  this  Act,  in  whole  or  in  part,  without  any 
liability  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  for  any  damages  or 
losses  sustained  by  said  company.

V—Axk  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  '*An  Act  for  the  relief  of  Bnga* 
dier  General  John  B.  Brooke,  United  States  Armyf"  approved  March 
thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four. 

Whereas  the  legal  representatives  of  John  Smith  failed  to 
accept  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  for  the 
relief  of  Brigadier  General  John  R.  Brooke,  United  States 
Army/'  approved  March  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety- four,  within  three  months  from  the  passage  thereof, 
for  the  reason  that  neither  the  legal  representatives  nor  the 
heirs  of  said  John  Smith  had  notice  or  knowledge  of  the 
passage  of  said  Act,  and  were  first  informed  thereof  during 
the  month  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven: 
Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembledy  That  an 
Act  entitled  "An  Act  for  the  relief  of  Brigadier  General 
John  R.  Brooke,  United  States  Army,"  approved  March  thir- 
tieth, eighteen  hundred  and  ninety -four,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

"That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States 
be  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  to  the  legal  representatives 
of  John  Smith,  late  of  New  Mexico,  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  being  in  full  satisfaction  of  the  judgment  obtained 
by  said  John  Smith  in  the  district  court  of  the  first  judicial 
district  of  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico,  at  the  August  term, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  against  Lieutenant  Colonel 
John  R.  Brooke.  Third  Infantry,  United  States  Army,  now

from  the  passage  hereof.  And  the  said  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  for  said  purpose,  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  paid 
and  received  in  full  discharge  and  satisfaction  of  all  claims 
arising  out  of  said  judgment.''

officers  so  in  custody  or  control  of  the  same  and  subject  to 
their  own  respective  orders.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  paragraphs  833,  8i5, 
and  826  of  the  Regulations  are  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

823.  Any  male  citizen  of  the  United  States  or  person  who 
has  legally  declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen,  if  above 
the  age  of  twenty-one  and  under  the  age  of  thirty-five  years, 
able-bodied,  free  from  disease,  of  good  character  and  temper- 
ate habits,  may  be  enlisted  under  the  restrictions  contained 
in  this  article.  In  regard  to  age  or  citizenship  this  regulation 
shall  not  apply  to  soldiers  who  have  served  honestly  and  faith- 
fully a  previous  enlistment  in  the  Army. 

825.  The  enlistment  of  persons  of  any  of  the  following 
classes  is  prohibited:  Former  soldiers  whose  service  during 
last  term  of  enlistment  was  not  honest  and  faithful,  insane 
or  intoxicated  persons,  deserters  from  the  military  or  naval 
service  of  the  United  States,  persons  who  have  been  convicted 
of  felony  or  who  have  been  imprisoned  under  sentence  of  a 
court  in  a  reformatory,  jail  or  penitentiary;  also  for  original 
enlistment,  persons  under  eighteen  or  over  thirty- five  years 
of  age,  and,  for  first  enlistment  in  time  of  peace,  any  person 
(except  an  Indian)  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
or  who  has  not  made  legal  declaration  of  his  intention  to  be- 
come a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  who  can  not  speak, 
read  and  write  the  English  lang^iage. 

826.  Recruiting  officers  will  be  very  particular  to  ascertain 
the  true  age  of  the  recruit.  If  any  doubt  exist  as  to  the  ap- 
plicant's statement  regarding  his  age,  his  oath  will  not  be 
taken  as  conclusive  evidence  of  the  fact,  and  if  he  can  not 
furnish  competent  proof  to  support  his  statement  he  will  be 
r^ected.  Minors  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  twenty - 
one  years  may  be  enlisted  with  the  written  consent  of  father, 
only  BQrviving  parent,  or  legally  appointed  guardian.  When 
a  minor  presents  himself  for  enlistment  under  the  provisions 
of  this  paragraph,  his  parents  or  guardian,  should  he  have 
any,  will  be  found  and  informed  of  the  application ;  should 
he  be  without  parents  or  guardian,  the  recruiting  officer  must 
reject  him  unless  the  applicant  shall  procure  the  legal  ap- 
pointment of  a  guardian  and  obtain  his  written  consent.

wharfage,  tolls,  and  ferriages ;  the  purchase  and  hire  of  draft 
and  pack  animals  and  harness,  and  the  purchase  and  repair  of 
wagons,  carts,  and  drays,  and  of  shijw  and  other  seagoing 
vessels  and  boats  required  for  the  transi)ortation  of  supplies 
and  for  garrison  purposes:  for  drayage  and  cartage  at  the 
several  posts ;  hire  of  teamsters  and  other  employees ;  extra- duty 
pay  of  enlisted  men  driving  teams,  repairing  means  of  trans- 
portation, and  employed  as  trainmasters,  and  in  opening  roads 
and  building  wharves ;  transportation  of  f  ands  of  the  Army ; 
the  expenses  of  sailing  public  transj^rts  on  the  various  rivers, 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  and  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  oceans ;  for 
procuring  water,  and  introducing  the  same  to  buildings,  at 
such  posts  as  from  their  situation  require  it  to  be  brought 
from  a  distance,  and  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  and  drainage,

railroad  company  which  has  not  received  aid  in  bonds  of  the 
United  States,  and  which  obtained  a  grant  of  public  land  to 
aid  in  the  construction  of  its  railroad  on  condition  that  such 
railroad  should  be  a  post  route  and  military  road,  subject  to 
the  use  of  the  United  States  for  postal,  military,  naval,  and 
other  Gk)vemment  services,  and  also  subject  to  such  regula- 
tions as  Congress  may  impose  restricting  the  charge  for  such 
Government  transportation,  having  claims  against  the  United 
States  for  transportation  of  troops  and  mimitions  of  war  and 
military  supplies  and  property  over  such  aided  railroads,  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  moneys  appropriated  by  the  foregoing  pro- 
vision only  on  the  basis  of  such  rate  for  the  transportation  of

That  the  Act  of  January  twelfth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-nine,  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  amended  so  as  to  authorize 
tlie  payment  to  the  legal  heirs  or  representatives  of  the  officers 
and  enlisted  men  who  died  or  were  killed  or  who  may  die  in 
the  Rervice,  the  extra  paj  provided  for  in  that  Act  for  officers 
and  enlisted  men  who  have  been  or  are  to  be  mustered  out.

^nd  whatever  shall  be  granted  by  the  United  States,  or  by 
any  military  or  other  authority  whatever,  in  the  Island  of 
Cuba  dnring  the  occupation  thereof  by  the  United  States.

In  the  absence  of  a  commissioned  medical  officer  or  contract 
surgeon,  recruiting  officers  are  authorized  to  employ  a  civilian 
pbydcian  to  make  the  examination  of  recruits  preceding 
enlistment  required  by  Army  Regulations,  at  the  following 
rates  of  compensation : 

For  the  examination  of  a  single  recruit,  $1 ;  of  two  recruits 
on  the  same  day,  $1.50;  of  three  on  the  same  day,  $2;  of  four 
on  the  same  day,  $2.50,  and  40  cents  for  each  recruit  over 
fonr  examined  on  any  one  day. 

At  recruiting  stations  where  a  large  number  of  recruits  are 
to  be  examined,  or  when  a  recruiting  officer  goes  from  place 
to  place  for  the  purpose  of  securing  recruits,  application  will 
be  made  to  the  Surgeon  General  for  authority  to  employ  a 
pbygician  by  the  month  under  contract. 

When  arecruiting  officer  who  has  employed  a  contract  sur- 
geon under  proper  authority  is  ordered  from  place  to  place  to 
make  enlistments,  he  will  give  the  contract  surgeon  proper 
written  orders  in  advance  to  accompany  him  for  the  purpose 
of  examining  recruits,  naming  the  places  to  be  visited,  and 
stating  in  the  order  that  the  travel  enjoined  is  necessary  tor 
the  public  service.

estly and  faithfully  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  States 
shall  be  paid  two  months'  extra  pay  on  muster  out  and  dis- 
charge from  the  service,  and  all  enlisted  men  in  the  Regular 
Army  who  enlisted  subsequent  to  the  declaration  of  war  for 
the  war  only  and  mustered  out  of  the  service  who  have  served 
honestly  and  faithfully  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States 
ahall  be  paid  one  month's  extra  pay  on  muster  out  and  dis- 
charge from  the  service  from  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  said  moneys  to  be  immediately  avail- 
able.'* 

In  order  to  enable  paymasters  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  the  above  act,  officers  signing  final  statements  will  here- 
after in  all  cases  note  thereon  whether  the  soldier  has  served 
honestly  and  faithfully  outside  or  only  within  the  limits  of 
the  United  States,  and  whether  he  is  entitled  to  one  or  two 
aonthe'  extra  pay,  as  the  case  may  be.

Court  of  Claims,  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  Executive 
Office,  and  the  Departments,  including  salaries  or  compensa- 
tion of  all  necessary  clerks  and  employees,  for  labor  (by  the 
day,  piece,  or  contract),  and  for  rents,  books  of  reference,  and 
all  the  necessary  materials  which  may  be  needed  in  the  prose- 
cution of  the  work,  three  million  four  hundred  and  sixty -seven 
thousand  dollars :  Provided,  That  in  the  expenditure  of  this 
appropriation  the  Public  Printer  may,  during  the  fiscal  year 
nineteen  hundred,  in  his  discretion,  pay  all  printers  and  book- 
binders employed  in  the  Government  Printing  Office  at  the 
rate  of  fifty  cents  per  hour  for  time  actually  employed ;  and 
from  the  said  sum  hereby  appropriated  printing  and  binding 
shall  be  done  by  the  Public  Printer  to  the  amounts  following, 
respectively,  namely:

That 
the  following  sums  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  appropriated, 
out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
to  supply  deficiencies  in  the  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety -nine,  and  for  prior  years,  and 
for  other  objects  hereinafter  stated,  namely: 


WAR  DEPARTMENT. 

Authority  is  hereby  granted  to  the  proi)er  accounting  ofll- 
cers  of  the  Treasury  to  pass  the  accounts  aggregating  one 
hundred  and  five  dollars  and  fifty  cents  set  forth  in  House 
Document  Numbered  One  hundred  and  ninety,  of  this  session, 
to  the  credit  of  the  disbursing  clerk  of  the  War  Department.

sation of  clerks  and  other  employees  to  the  officers  of  the 
Quartermaster's  Department,  and  incidental  expenses  of  re- 
cruiting; for  the  apprehension,  securing,  and  delivering  of 
deserters,  and  the  expenses  incident  to  their  pursuit,  and  no 
greater  sum  than  ten  dollars  for  each  deserter  shall  be  paid 
to  any  officer  or  citizen  for  such  services  and  expenses ;  for  a 
donation  of  five  dollars  to  each  dishonorably  discharged  pris- 
oner upon  his  release  from  confinement,  under  court-martial 
sentence  involving  dishonorable  discharge;  and  for  the  fol- 
lowing expenditures  required  for  the  several  regiments  of 
cavalry,  the  batteries  of  light  artillery,  and  such  companies 
of  infantry  and  scouts  as  may  be  mounted,  the  authorized 
number  of  officers'  horses,  and  for  the  trains,  to  wit:  Hire  of 
veterinary  surgeons,  purchase  of  medicines  for  horses  and 
mules,  picket  ropes,  blacksmiths'  tools  and  materials,  horse- 
shoes and  blacksmiths'  tools  for  the  cavalry  service,  and  for 
the  shoeing  of  horses  and  mules,  and  such  additional  expendi- 
tures as  are  necessary  and  authorized  by  law  in  the  move- 
ments and  operation  of  the  Army,  and  at  military  posts,  and 
not  expressly  assigned  to  any  other  department,  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

For  barracks  and  quarters,  namely :  For  barracks  and  quar- 
ters for  troox>s,  storehouses  for  the  safe-keeping  of  military 
stores,  for  offices,  recruiting  stations,  and  for  the  hire  of  build- 
ings and  grounds  for  summer  cantonments,  and  for  temporary 
buildings  at  frontier  stations,  for  the  construction  of  tempo- 
rary buildings  and  stables,  and  for  repairing  public  buildings 
at  established  posts,  including  the  extra-duty  pay,  in  time  of 
peace,  of  enlisted  men  employed  on  the  same :  Provided,  That 
no  part  of  the  money  so  appropriated  shall  be  paid  for  com- 
mutation of  fuel,  and  for  quarters  to  officers  or  enlisted  men, 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

For  transportation  of  the  Army  and  its  supplies,  namely : 
For  transportation  of  the  Army,  including  baggage  of  the  troops 
when  moving  either  by  land  or  water,  and  including  also  the 
transportation  of  recruits  and  recruiting  parties  heretofore 
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paid  from  the  appropriation  for '  'expenses  of  recrnting  ;**  of  sup- 
plies to  the  militia  f nmlshed  by  the  War  Department ;  of  the 
necessary  agents  and  employees ;  of  clothing,  camp  and  garri- 
son equipage,  and  other  quartermaster  stores,  from  army  de- 
pots or  places  of  purchase  or  delivery  to  the  several  posts  and 
army  depots,  and  from  those  depots  to  the  troops  in  the  field; 
of  horse  equipments  and  subsistence  stores,  from  the  places 
of  purchase  and  from  the  places  of  delivery  under  contract 
to  such  places  as  the  circumstances  of  the  service  may  require 
them  to  be  sent ;  of  ordnance,  ordnance  stores,  and  small  arms, 
from  the  foundries  and  armories  to  the  arsenals,  fortifica- 
tions, frontier  posts,  and  army  depots;  freights,  Tvharfage, 
tolls,  and  ferriages;  the  purchase  and  hire  of  draft  and  pack 
animals  and  harness,  and  the  purchase  and  repair  of  wagons, 
carts,  and  drays,  and  of  ships  and  other  seagoing  vessels  and 
boats  required  for  the  transportation  of  supplies  and  for  gar- 
rison purposes;  for  drayage  and  cartage  at  the  several  posts; 
hire  of  teamsters  and  other  employees ;  transportation  of  f  xmds 
of  the  Army ;  the  expenses  of  sailing  public  transiKnrts  on  the 
various  rivers,  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  and  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  oceans;  for  procuring  water,  and  introducing  the 
same  to  buildings,  at  such  posts  as  from  their  situation  require 
it  to  be  brought  from  a  distance,  and  for  the  disjioeal  of  sew- 
age and  drainage,  and  for  constructing  roads  and  wharves, 
including  not  exceeding  one  million  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars  for  transportation  of  Spanish  prisoners  Aeld  by  the 
United  States  and  by  the  insurgents  in  the  Philippine  Islands, 
from  those  islands  to  Sx>ain,  as  provided  by  the  Treaty  of  Paris ; 
for  the  payment  of  army  transportations  lawfully  due  such 
land-grant  railroads  as  have  not  received  aid  in  Government 
bonds  (to  be  adjusted  in  accordance  with  the  decisions  of  the 
Supreme  Court  in  cases  decided  under  such  land-grant  acts). 
but  in  no  case  shall  more  than  fifty  per  centum  of  full  amonnt 
of  service  be  -paid :  Provided,  That  such  compensation  shall 
be  computed  upon  the  basis  of  the  tariff  or  lower  special 
rates  for  like  transportation  performed  for  the  public  at  large, 
and  shall  be  accepted  as  in  full  for  all  demands  for  such  serv- 
ice :  Provided  further,  That  in  expending  the  money  appropri- 
ated by  this  Act  a  railroad  comx>any  which  has  not  received 
aid  in  bonds  of  the  United  States,  and  which  obtained  a  grant 
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of  public  land  to  aid  in  the  constmction  of  its  railroad  on  con- 
dition that  such  railroad  shonld  be  a  xxMt  ronte  and  military 
road,  subject  to  the  nse  of  the  United  States  for  postal,  mili- 
tary, naval,  and  other  GK>vemment  services,  and  also  subject 
to  sach  regulations  as  Congress  may  impose  restricting  the 
charge  for  such  GK)vemment  transportation,  having  claims 
against  the  United  States  for  transportation  of  troops  and 
mnnitions  of  war  and  military  supplies  and  property  over 
such  aided  railroads,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  moneys  appro- 
priated by  the  foregoing  provision  only  on  the  basis  of  such 
rate  for  the  transportation  of  such  troops  and  munitions  of 
war  and  military  supplies  and  property  as  the  Secretary  of 
War  shall  deem  just  and  reasonable  under  the  foregoing  pro- 
vision, such  rate  not  to  exceed  fifty  per  centum  of  the  com- 
pensation for  such  Government  transportation  as  shall  at  the 
time  be  charged  to  and  paid  by  private  parties  to  any  such 
company  for  like  and  similar  transportation ;  and  the  amounts 
BO  fixed  to  be  paid  shall  be  accepted  as  in  full  for  all  demands 
for  such  service,  eight  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

To  enable  the  Secretary  of  War,  in  his  discretion,  to  cause 
to  be  transported  to  their  homes  the  remains  of  officers  and 
soldiers  who  die  at  military  camxm  or  who  are  killed  in  action 
or  who  die  in  the  field  at  places  outside  of  the  limits  of  the 
United  States,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

That  in  all  cases  where  an  officer  or  an  enlisted  man  in 
either  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps  of  the  United  States, 
or  contract  surgeon  or  trained  nurse  in  the  employ  of  the 
Gk>vemment,  has  died  while  on  duty  away  from  home  since 
the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight, 
and  the  remains  have  been  taken  home  and  buried  at  the 
expense  of  the  family  or  friends  of  the  deceased,  the  parties 
who  paid  the  cost  of  transportation  and  burying  such  remains 
shall  be  rex>aid  at  the  exx>ense  of  the  United  States  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury,  not  to  exceed  what  it  would  have  cost 
the  United  States  to  have  transported  the  remains  to  their 
homes. 

Clothing,  and  camp  and  garrison  equipage,  namely:  For 
cloth,  woolens,  materials,  and  for  the  manufacture  of  clothing 
for  the  Army,  for  issue  and  for  sale  at  cost  price  according 
to  the  Army  Regulations ;  for  altering  and  fitting  clothing. 
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and  washing  and  cleaning  when  necessary;  for  equipage  and 
for  expenses  of  packing  and  handling  and  similar  necessaries; 
for  a  suit  of  citizen's  outer  clothes,  to  cost  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars,  to  be  issued  upon  release  from  confinement  to  each 
prisoner  who  has  been  confined  under  a  court-martial  sentence 
involving  dishonorable  discharge,  nine  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

To  pay  amounts  found  due  by  the  accounting  officer  of  the 
Treasury  on  account  of  the  appropriation  "Headstones  for 
graves  of  soldiers,"  for  the  fiscal  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-seven,  eight  hundred  and  twelve  dollars  and  twenty 
cents. 

For  the  transi)ortation  of  destitute  citizens  from  Saint 
Michaels,  Alaska,  to  Seattle,  Washington,  San  Francisco, 
California,  and  Port  Townsend,  Washington,  two  thonsand 
eight  hundred  and  forty  dollars. 

MEDICAL  DEPARTICBNT. 

For  the  purchase  of  medical  and  hospital  supplies,  includ- 
ing disinfectants  for  general  i)08t  sanitation;  expenses  of 
medical-supply  depots,  pay  of  employees,  including  civilian 
nurses,  medical  care  and  treatment  of  officers  and  enlisted 
men  of  the  Regular  and  Volunteer  armies  on  duties  at  posts 
and  stations  for  which  no  other  provision  is  made;  for  the 
proper  care  and  treatment  of  cases  in  the  armies  suffering 
from  contagious  or  epidemic  diseases,  three  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
the  sums  of  money  herein  provided  for  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  appropriated,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  available  until  expended, 
namely: 
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FORTIFICATIONS  AND  OTHER  WORKS  OF  DEFSN8S. 

For  constmction  of  gun  and  mortar  batteries,  one  millioa 
dollars. 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  anthorized 
and  directed  to  transfer  to  the  War  Department,  for  pnrposes 
of  the  public  defense,  the  present  light-house  reservation  at 
Admiralty  Head,  on  Admiralty  Inlet,  in  the  State  of  Wash- 
ington, in  exchange  for  a  suitable  and  sufficient  portion  of  the 
military  reservation  at  that  point,  to  be  mutually  agreed  upon 
between  the  said  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  the  Secretary 
of  War,  which  said  portion  of  the  military  reservation, 
together  with  the  necessary  right  of  way  to  permit  of  access

therefor  as  herein  provided,  or  to  erect  new  buildings  and 
structures  in  lieu  of  those  which  can  not  be  so  moved,  jis  may 
be  found  necessary  in  accordance  with  plans  and  details  to  be 
mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and 
the  Secretary  of  War,  the  cost  thereof,  not  exceeding  eight 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  defrayed  from  funds  appropriated  for 
gun  and  mortar  batteries. 

For  the  procurement  of  land,  or  right  pertaining  thereto, 
needed  for  the  site,  location,  construction,  or  prosecution  of 
works,  for  fortifications  and  coast  defenses,  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars. 

For  the  protection,  preservation,  and  repair  of  fortifications 
for  which  there  may  be  no  special  appropriation  available, 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

For  preparation  of  plans  for  fortications,  five  thousand 
dollars. 

For  construction  of  sea  walls  and  embankments,  two  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars. 

For  the  purchase  of  submarine  mines  and  necessary  appli- 
ances to  operate  them  for  closing  the  channels  leading  to  our 
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principal  seaports,  needful  casemates,  cable  galleries,  and  so 
forth,  to  render  it  x>ossible  to  operate  submarine  mines,  and 
continuing  torpedo  experiments,  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

ARMAMKNT  OF  FOBTIFICATIONB. 

For  ftnlfthing  and  assembling  coast-defense  guns  of  eight- 
inch,  ten-inch,  and  twelve-inch  caliber,  and  one  type  sixteen- 
inch  gun,  at  the  Army  Gun  Factory,  two  hundred  and 
twenty-fire  thousand  dollars. 

For  oil-tempered  and  annealed  steel  for  high-power  coast- 
defense  guns  of  eight-inch,  ten-inch,  and  twelve-inch  caliber, 
five  hundred  and  thirty-five  thousand  dollars:  Provided,  That 
no  contract  for  oil-temi>ered  and  annealed  steel  for  high-power 
coast-defense  guns  and  mortars  shall  be  made  at  a  price  ex- 
ceeding twenty-two  cents  per  pound:  Provided,  That  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  War  a  portion  of  this  money 
may  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  material  for  steel-wire  sea- 
coast  guns. 

For  construction  of  one  eighteen-inch  Gkithmann  g^nn,  sixty- 
five  thousand  dollars. 

For  powder  and  xirojectiles  for  test  of  eighteen-inch  Gath- 
mann  gun,  ten  thousand  dollars. 

For  purchase  or  manufacture  of  carriages  for  coast-defense 
guns  of  eight,  ten,  and  twelve  inch  calibers,  one  hundred  and 
ninety-nine  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  purchase  or  manufacture  of  steel  breech-loading  mor- 
tars of  twelve-inch  caliber,  three  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
thousand  dollars. 

For  purchase  or  manufacture  of  carriages  for  steel  breech* 
loading  coast-defense  mortars  of  twelve-inch  caliber,  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy-one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars.

For  i)owders  and  projectiles  for  the  proof  of  coast-defense 
guns  of  eight-inch,  ten-inch,  and  twelve-inch  caliber,  twenty- 
one  thousand  dollars. 

For  i)Owder  and  projectiles  for  the  proof  of  twelve-inch 
breech-loading  mortars,  twenty-five  thousand  two  hundred 
dollars. 

For  purchase  and  erection  of  armor  plates  for  testing  armor- 
piercing  shot,  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

For  armament  chests  for  siege  and  seacoast  cannon,  ten 
thousand  dollars. 

For  machine  guns  of  caliber  thirty,  Army  model,  including 
metallic  carriages,  with  limbers  and  protective  shields  com- 
plete for  same,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

For  amount  required  to  complete  the  payment  for  ten  Sims- 
Dudley  dynamite  guns  ordered  by  the  Chief  of  Ordnance 
under  instructions  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  dated  June 
twenty-seventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  five  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars. 

For  range  finders  for  coast  defense,  twenty-six  thousand 
dollars. 

For  implements  and  equipments  for  service,  and  for  care 
and  preservation  of  seacoast  armament  mounted  or  in  process 
ot  being  mounted  in  seacoast  batteries,  sixty  thousand  dollars. 

For  carriages  for  steel  field  guns,  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight  thousand  dollars. 

For  sights  for  cannon,  twenty-six  thousand  dollars. 

For  fuses  and  primers  for  cannon,  thirty-five  thousand 
dollars. 

For  inspecting  instruments,  gauges,  and  templets  for  the 
manufacture  of  cannon  and  projectiles,  three  thousand 
dollars. 

For  the  services  of  a  chemist  in  investigating  properties  of 
smokeless   powders  ^nd  high   explosives,  with  a  view    to 
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improving  same  for  adoption  in  service,  one  thousand  five 
htmdred  dollars. 

PROVINO  OBOUND,  SAKDY  HOOK,  NEW  JERSEY. 

For  current  expenses  and  maintenance  of  the  ordnance 
proving  ground,  Sandy  Hook,  New  Jersey,  including  expenses 
incident  to  the  transiwrtation  of  men  and  material  therefor, 
general  repairs  and  alterations  and  accessories  incidental  to 
testing  and  xvroving  ordnance,  including  hire  of  assistants  for 
the  Ordnance  Board,  skilled  mechanical  labor,  purchase  of 
instruments  and  other  supplies,  building  and  repairing  butts 
and  targets,  clearing  and  grading  ranges,  thirty-seven  thou- 
sand dollars. 

For  the  necessary  expenses  of  officers  while  temporarily 
employed  on  ordnance  duties  at  the  proving  ground  and 
absent  from  their  proper  stations,  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  per  diem  while  so  employed,  and  the  compen- 
sation of  draftsmen  while  employed  in  the  Army  Ordnance 
Bureau  on  ordnance  construction,  sixteen  thousand  dollars. 

For  repairs  of  railroad  tracks  connecting  the  proving 
ground  with  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey,  three 
thousand  dollars. 

WATERVUET  ARSENAL,   WEST  TROY,   NEW  YORK. 

For  purchase  and  erection  of  two  dynamos  for  electric- 
lighting  plant,  one  thousand  four  hundred  dollars. 

BOARD  OF  ORDNANCE  AND  FORTIFICATION. 

To  enable  the  board  to  make  all  needful  and  proper  pur- 
chases, experiments,  and  tests  to  ascertain,  with  a  view  to 
their  utilization  by  the  Government,  the  most  effective  guns, 
small  arms,  cartridges,  projectilel),  fuses,  explosives,  torpe- 
does, armor  plates,  and  other  implements  and  engines  of  war, 
and  to  purchase  or  cause  to  be  manufactured,  under  authority 
of  the  Secretary  of  War,  such  guns,  carriages,  armor  plates, 
and  other  war  material  as  may,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board, 
be  necessary  in  the  proper  discharge  of  the  duty  devolved 
upon  it  by  the  Act  approved  September  twenty-second,  eight- 
een hundred  and  eighty-eight;  to  pay  the  salary  of  the 
civilian  member  of  the  Board  of  Ordnance  and  Fortification 
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proTided  by  the  Act  of  February  twenty-fourth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-one,  and  for  the  necessary  trayeling 
expenses  of  said  member  when  traveling  on  duty  as  contem- 
plated in  said  Act ;  for  the  payment  of  the  necessary  expenses 
of  the  board,  including  a  per  diem  aUowanoe  to  each  officer 
detailed  to  serve  thereon,  when  employed  on  dnty  away  from 
his  permanent  station,  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  a  day; 
and  for  the  test  of  experimental  gons,  carriages,  and  other 
devices  procnred  in  accordance  with  the  reoommendation  of 
the  Board  of  Ordnance  and  Fortification,  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars:  Provided,  That  before  any  money  shall  be 
expended  in  the  construction  or  test  of  any  gun,  gun  car- 
riage, ammunition,  or  implements  under  the  supervision  of 
the  said  board,  the  board  shall  be  satisfied,  after  due  inquiry, 
that  the  Government  of  the  United  States  has  a  lawful  right 
to  use  the  inventions  involved  in  the  construction  of  such 
gun,  gun  carriage,  ammunition,  or  implements,  or  that  the 
construction  or  test  is  made  at  the  request  of  a  person  either 
having  such  lawful  right  or  authorized  to  convey  the  same  to 
the  Government. 

That  all  material  purchased  under  the  foregoing  provisions 
of  this  Act  shall  be  of  American  manufacture,  except  in  cases 
when,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  it  is  to  the 
manifest  interest  of  the  United  States  to  make  purchases  in 
limited  quantities  abroad,  which  material  shall  be  admitted 
free  of  duty. 

Approved,  March  3,  1899. 


IV..  An  Act  To  amend  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  raspend  the  operation  of  oer- 
tfttn  proTisioni  of  law  relating  to  the  War  Department,  and  for  other  pnrpoaea.'* 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hoiise  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  susjwnd  the  operation  of  certain 
provisions  of  law  relating  to  the  War  Department,  and  for 
other  purposes,"  approved  June  seventh,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-eight,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

*'  That  the  operation  of  the  following  provisions  of  law  be, 
and  is  hereby,  continued  suspended  for  such  further  time  as. 
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in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  may  be  found  nec- 
eesary,  or  nntil  otherwise  provided  by  Congress,  not  longer, 
however,  than  March  first,  nineteen  hundred,  namely: 

' '  First  The  provision  of  the  first  section  of  the  Act  entitled 
'An  Act  inalring  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Army 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-nine,  and  for  other  purposes,'  in  the  following 
words: 

"  *  Provided,  That  hereafter  no  part  of  this  appropriation 
shall  be  expended  in  the  purchase  for  the  Army  of  draft  ani- 
mals until  the  number  on  hand  shall  be  reduced  to  five  thou- 
sand, and  thereafter  shall  only  be  expended  for  the  purchase 
of  a  number  sufficient  to  keep  the  supply  up  to  five  thousand.' 

"  Second.  The  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  the  Act  en- 
titled 'An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the 
Army  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-nine,  and  for  other  purposes, '  in  the  following 
words: 

"  'Provided,  That  hereafter  no  part  of  the  appropriafcions 
for  the  Quartermaster's  Department  shall  be  expended  on 
printing  unless  the  same  shall  be  done  by  contract,  after  due 
notice  and  comi>etition,  except  in  such  cases  as  the  emergency 
will  not  admit  of  the  g^iving  notice  for  competition :  Provided 
further.  That  after  advertisement  all  the  supplies  for  the  use 
of  the  various  departments  and  posts  of  the  Army  and  of  the 
branches  of  the  army  service  ^all  hereafter  be  purchased 
where  the  same  can  be  purchased  the  cheapest  in  the  markets 
of  the  United  States,  quality  and  cost  of  transportation  and 
the  interest  of  the  Gk>vemment  considered,  except  that  pur- 
chases may  be  made  in  open  market,  in  the  manner  common 
among  business  men,  when  the  aggregate  amount  required 
does  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars,  but  every  such  purchase 
shall  be  immediately  reported  to  the  Secretary  of  War. ' 

"And  the  words: 

"  'Provided,  That  the  number  of  horses  purchased  under 
this  appropriation,  added  to  the  number  on  hand,  shall  not  at 
any  time  exceed  the  number  of  enlisted  men  and  Indian  scouts 
in  the  mounted  service,  and  that  no  part  of  this  appropriation 
shall  be  paid  out  for  horses  not  purchased  by  contract,  after 
competition  duly  invited  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department, 
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and  an  inspection  by  such  department,  all  nnder  the  directiaD 
and  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War/ 

"And  the  words: 

'*  'Provided,  That  no  more  than  one  million  dollars  of  the 
sums  axypropriated  by  this  Act  shall  be  paid  oat  for  the  serr- 
ices  of  civilian  employees  in  the  Qoartermaster's  Department, 
including  those  heretofore  paid  out  of  the  funds  appropriated 
for  regnilar  supplies,  incidental  expenses,  barracks  and  quar- 
ters, army  transportation,  clothing,  camp  and  garrison  equi- 
page ;  that  no  employee  paid  therefrom  shall  receive  a  salary 
more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  month  unless  the 
same  be  specially  fixed  by  law.' 

''Third.  So  much  of  the  Act  approved  March  fifteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety -eight,  entitled  'An  Act  making 
appropiations  for  the  support  of  the  Army  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine/ 
under  the  heading  *' Ordnance  Department,"  as  provides  that 
not  more  than  sixty-five  thousand  dollars  of  the  money  appro- 
priated for  the  Ordnance  Department  in  all  its  branches  shall 
be  applied  to  the  payment  of  civilian  clerks  in  said  depart- 
ment." 

Sec.  2.  That  during  the  time  the  operation  of  the  foregoing 
provisions  of  law  shall  remain  so  suspended  pursuant  to  this 
Act  materials  required  by  the  War  Department  may,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  be  purchased  abroad,  and 
shall  be  admitted  free  of  duty. 

Sec.  8.  That  during  the  same  time  the  Bureau  of  Ordnance 
of  the  War  Department  is  authorized  to  purchase  without 
advertisement  such  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores  as  are  needed 
for  immediate  use;  and  when  such  ordnance  and  ordnance 
stores  are  to  be  manufactured,  then  to  make  contracts  with- 
out advertisement  for  such  stores,  to  be  delivered  as  rapidly 
as  manufactured. 

Approved,  March  3,  1899. 


V..AD  Act  To  amend  an  Act  entitled.  ''An  Act  to  rHmbarae  the  gomnon  of 
States  and  Territories  for  exiten^es  incurred  by  them  in  aiding  the  United  States  to 
raise  and  organize  and  8up>vi  ^u^  equip  the  Volunteer  Army  of  the  United  ^ates 
in  the  existing  vtat  with  fi  ^  **  approved  July  eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-eight,  and  for  othe*.  ^     V'"* 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repreeentatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congrees  assembled^  That  the 
Act  entitled  *'An  Act  to  reimburse  the  governors  of  States 
and  Territories  for  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  aiding  the 
United  States  to  raise  and  organize  and  supply  and  equip  the 
Volunteer  Army  of  the  United  States  in  the  existing  war  with 
Spain/'  approved  July  eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight,  be  so  amended  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall 
be,  and  is  hereby,  authoriased  to  allow,  in  the  settlement  of  the 
daxms  of  the  governors  of  States  and  Territories  for  reimburse- 
ment under  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act,  expefnaea  incurred 
after  as  well  as  before  July  eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-eight:  Provided,  That  no  reimbursement  shall  be  made 
for  service  of  members  of  the  National  Guard,  or  organized 
militia,  or  naval  reserves  of  any  State  or  Territory  who  were 
not  accepted  into  the  Volunteer  Army  of  the  United  States, 
and  no  reimbursement  shall  be  allowed  for  payments  made  to 
any  person  in  excess  of  the  pay  and  allowances  authorized  by 
the  laws  of  the  State  or  Territory  for  the  grade  in  which  he 
was  accepted  into  the  Volunteer  Army  of  the  United  States. 
That  the  comx>ensation  allowed  by  the  laws  of  the  States  and  , 
Territories  to  officers  and  men  of  the  National  Guard,  or 
militia,  or  naval  reserves  of  said  States  and  Territories  shall 
be  allowed  to  the  States  and  Territories,  or  the  governors  of 
the  States  and  Territories,  as  pay  for  such  officers  and  men  of 
said  National  Guard,  or  militia,  or  naval  reserves  as  appeared 
and  remained  at  the  place  of  muster,  and  who  were  afterwards 
received  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  for  the  period 
between  the  date  of  assembly  at  the  rendezvous  and  the  date 
they  were  mustered  into  the  United  States  service :  Provided, 
however.  That  in  all  States  and  Territories  where  no  laws 
exist  for  the  payment  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  National 
Guard,  or  militia,  or  naval  reserves,  there  shall  be  allowed  to 
said  States  and  Territories,  or  the  governors  of  said  States  and 
Territories,  for  the  officers  the  same  pay  as  allowed  officers  in 
the  Regular  Army  holding  the  same  rank,  and  for  the  men, 
one  dollar  'per  day,  for  such  officers  and  men  as  appeared  and 
remained  at  the  place  of  muster  and  were  afterwards  received 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States  for  the  period  between 
the  date  of  assembly  at  the  rendezvous  and  the  date  they  were 


mnsteredinto  the  aervic«  of  the  United  states:  Promdedfur- 
ther.  That  for  &11  ofBcera  and  men  of  the  National  Onard,  or 
militia,  or  naval  reserrei  of  the  States  and  Territoriee,  who 
appeared  at  the  rendezvous  for  niiist«r,  and  were  rejected  by 
themedicalexantinerormoBtering  officer,  pay  shall  be  allowed 
for  the  same  to  the  States  and  Territories  or  the  governors  of 
States  and  Territoriea.  at  the  several  rates  as  fixed  as  afore- 
said from  the  date  of  assembly  to  the  date  of  their  rejection. 
Provided  further.  That  where  Statee  and  Territories  have  not 
paid  amoants  to  the  officers  and  men  or  any  part  thereof  the 
pa;  allowed  them  by  this  Act,  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the 
States  and  Territories  direct  to  the  officers  and  men,  and  no 
money  allowed  by  this  Act  for  officers  and  men  shall  be  covered 
into  the  treasury  of  the  State  or  Territory. 

Skc.  3,  That  nnder  the  appropriation  made  by  said  Act  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  anthorixad  to  reimbarse 
the  governor  of  any  State  or  Territoiy  for  reasonable  expenses 
incnrred  by  him  for  the  actual  transportation  of  the  members 
of  organized  miUtia,  or  National  Onard,  or  naval  reserves  of 
his  State  from  the  place  of  company,  battalion,  or  regimental 
rendezvous  to  the  State  rmideEvoue,  or  place  designated  for 
examination  and  acceptance  of  the  members  of  snch  organi- 
zation into  the  Volnnteor  Army  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
actual  transportation  from  such  State  rendezvous,  or  snch 
place  designated  for  examination  and  acceptance,  to  their  re- 
spective company,  battalion,  or  regimental  rendesvons  of 
such  men  as  were  rejected  by  the  medical  examiner  or  mas- 
tering officer:  Provided,  That  no  reimbursement  shall  he 
made  for  the  transportation  of  any  man  who  did  not  present 
himself  for  enrollment  in  the  Volunteer  Army  of  thf  United 
States  as  provided  by  law:  And  provided  further.  That  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  also  to  payments  made 
by  the  governor  of  any  State  or  Territory  for  the  actual  trans- 
portation of  individual  volunteers  who  presented  themselves 
for  enrollment  in  the  Volunteer  Army  of  the  United  States 
and  who  were  rejected  by  the  medical  examiner  or  mustering 
officer. 

Sbc.  3.  That  nothing  in  said  Act  of  Jnly  eighth,  eightem 
hundred  and  ninety-eight,  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prohibit 
the  reimbursement  of  the  governor  of  any  State  or  Territory 
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for  Teasonable  expenses  incnrred  for  the  sabsistence  of  the 
members  of  any  organization  of  the  organized  militia  or  Na- 
tiomd  Guard,  or  naval  reserves  of  his  State  or  Territory  after 
having  been  called  oat  by  the  governor  on  or  after  April 
twenty-fifth,  ei^teen  hundred  and  ninety-eight:  Provided, 
that  soch  organizations  shall  afterwards  have  been  accepted 
into  the  Volunteer  Army  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  expenses  incnrred  by  the  governors  of 
States  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid 
to  them,  notwithstanding  any  unsettled  accounts,  claims,  or 
indebtedness  of  the  United  States  against  their  States,  and 
without  prejudice  to  such   unsettled  accounts:   Provided, 
That  when  such  unsettled  account  is  caused  by  a  default  in 
payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  any  bonds  or  stock  issued 
or  guaranteed  by  any  State,  the  ownership  of  which  is  vested 
in  the  United  States,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  institute  any  act  or 
proceeding  which  he  may  consider  advisable  against  such 
State  or  its  representatives  to  secure  the  xMiyment  of  the  prin- 
cipal and  interest  of  said  bonds  or  stocks:  And  provided  fur- 
ther,  That  where  the  governor  of  any  State  or  Territory,  or 
any  officer  of  the  Army  detailed  as  mustering  officer  of  vol- 
unteers, or  any  commander  of  •  a  company  or  companies,  or 
troop  or  troops,  or  battery  or  battalion,  or  regiment,  or  bri- 
gade, has  purchased  or  authorized  the  purchase  of  supplies  or 
equipments,  or  incurred  any  necessary  expense  for  the  com- 
fort of  the  men  in  camp  or  rendezvous,  and  said  supplies 
were  used  and  equipments  were  subsequently  taken  into  the 
United  States  service  by  said  volunteers,  and  no  receipts 
given  to  such  military  officer,  the  certificate  to  that  effect  of 
the  governor  of  the  State  or  Territory  to  which  the  volun- 
teers belonged,  shall  be  held  sufficient  to  authorize  the  settle- 
ment and  payment  of  such  account  on  investigation,  if  the

Sec.  5.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  is  hereby, 
anthorized  to  pay,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  the  just  and  proper  account  or  claim 
of  any  railroad,  transportation  company,  or  person  for  trans- 
portation of  men  or  troops  from  place  of  enrollment  to  point 
of  rendezvous,  furnished  at  the  request  of  the  Quartermaster- 
General  of  the  Army  or  his  agents,  or  at  the  request  of  any 
United  States  mustering  officer  or  other  officer  authorized  by

Sec.  6.  That  all  claims  for  reimbursement  under  this  Act 
or  the  Act  of  Jul}''  eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight, 
shall  be  presented  in  itemized  form  to  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment on  or  before  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  or 
be  forever  barred.

the  month,  for  the  ration  x>eriod  from  the  eleventh  to  the 
twentieth  day  of  the  month,  both  days  inclusive;  on  the 
twentieth  day  of  the  month,  for  the  ration  period  from  the 
twenty  first  to  the  last  day  of  the  month,  both  days  inclusive; 
and  will  be  based  upon  the  full  strength  present  on  the  days 
of  submission  as  shown  by  the  accompanying  morning  re- 
ports for  those  days.  Commanding  officers  of  organizations 
will  give  special  attention  to  the  duty  of  adding  and  deduct- 
ing rations  on  the  returns  on  account  of  men  joining  and 
leaving  during  the  immediately  preceding  ration  periods,  and 
post  and  regimental  commanders  before  approving  such  re- 
turns for  issue  will  cause  the  additions  and  deductions  thereon 
to  be  verified  from  the  morning  reports  on  file.

When  volunteer  organizations  serving  in  Cuba,  Porto  Rico, 
Hawaii,  and  the  Philippine  Islands  receive  orders  to  proceed 
to  the  United  States  for  mnster  ont  of  service,  oflBcers  and 
enlisted  men  of  such  organizations  whose  service  has  been 
honest  and  faithf al,  who  desire  to  remain  in  those  islands, 
may  be  discharged  by  commanding  generals  of  departments 
iipon  written  applications  approved  by  their  res];>ective  com- 
pany and  regimental  commanders. 

Officers  and  soldiers  discharged  nnder  this  order  will  be  en- 
titled to  travel  allowances  for  the  land  travel  involved  from 
the  place  of  their  discharge  to  the  place  of  their  enlistment. 
For  the  sea  travel,  the  special  orders  issned  by  the  command- 
ing generals  of  the  departments  for  the  discharge  of  officers 
will  state  in  each  case  that  the  officer  is  entitled  to  free 
transportation  and  in  the  cases  of  enlisted  men  to  free  trans- 
portation and  subsistence  on  any  United  States  transport 
leaving  the  island  for  the  United  States  within  one  year  from 
the  date  of  discharge.  When  transportation  or  subsistence 
are  furnished  on  such  orders,  the  fact  will  be  noted  thereon, 
and  also  on  the  discharge  certificate  by  the  quartermaster. 

The  discharge  certificate  for  officers  and  men  and  the  final 
statements  will  cite  this  order  as  the  cause  of  discharge,  and 
the  final  statements  of  enlisted  men  must  show  clearly  the 
place  from  which  land  travel  allowance  is  due,  if  any,  to  the 
port  of  embarkation  and  from  the  port  of  debarkation  in  the 
United  States  to  the  place  of  enlistment. 

The  physical  examination  required  to  be  made  of  officers 
and  men  before  discharge  will  be  conducted  nnder  the  sux>er- 
vision  of  the  proper  mustering  officers  detailed  for  the  purpose 
by  department  commanders,  and  they  will  also  be  charged  with 
the  examination  of  final  statements  before  they  are  delivered 
to  the  men. 


Soldiers  of  the  Begalar  Army,  when  discharged  by  reason 
of  expiration  of  term  of  service  or  for  the  convenience  of  the 
Government,  who  desire  to  remain  on  the  island  where  dis- 
charged will  be  entitled  to  the  same  travel  allowances  and  to 
free  transportation  and  subsistence  as  provided  for  in  this 
order.

Sib:  I  have  by  yoar  aathority  letters  of  the  Paymaster  Oeneral  of  the 
13th  and  15th  instant,  sabmitting  a  request  for  a  decision  upon  the  fol- 
lowing qnestions: 

1.  Whether  enlisted  men  who  are  transferred  from  volunteer  regiments 
to  the  Hoepital  Corps  of  the  Beirular  Army,  under  G.  Om58,  A.  Q.  0, 1608, 
ud  «rho  are  now  being  discharged  under  the  provisions  of  Circular  60. 
A.  Q.  O.,  1688,  are  entitled  to  the  extra  pay  provided  for  by  the  act  of 
J^rch  3, 1890,  granting  extra  pay  to  soldiers  of  the  Regular  Army. 

2.  Whether  a  volunteer  soldier  who  served  with  his  regiment  in  Cuba, 
was  transferred  sick  to  a  hospital  in  the  United  States,  has  been  discharged 
irom  the  service  for  disability— service  honest  and  faithful— his  regiment 
being  still  in  the  service,  is  entitled  to  the  extra  pay  provided  for  oy  the 
act  of  March  8, 1800. 

3.  Whether  the  act  of  March  3, 1800,  is  retroactive  and  applies  to  volun- 
teers wbo  were  discharged  prior  to  the  act  of  January  12,  1800,  whose 
Kgiments  have  been  mustered  out  since  the  passage  of  the  act  of  January 

The  Hospital  Corps  is  an  organization  provided  for  by  law,  and  Is  a 
part  of  the  permanent  military  establishment  as  distinguished  from  the 
voluiteer  branch  of  the  Army. 

The  act  of  March  1, 1887  (1st  Supplement,  Revised  Statutes,  640),  pro- 
vides that  the  Hospital  Corps  shaU  consist  of  hospital  stewards,  acting 
hospital  stewards,  and  privates,  and  empowers  the  Secretary  of  War  to 
appoint  hospital  stewards,  to  enlist  or  cause  to  be  enlisted  as  many  pri- 
vates of  the  Hospital  CorjM  as  the  service  may  require,  and  to  limit  and 
fix  the  number  and  to  make  such  regulations  for  their  gfovemment  as 
ni*y  be  necessary,  and  provides  that  any  enlisted  man  in  the  Army  shall 
be  eligible  for  transfer  to  the  Hospital  Corps,  and  that  privates  of  the 
Hospital  Corps  may  be  detailed  as  acting  hospital  stewards  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  Wa^,  on  the  recommondation  of  the  Surgeon  (General  whenever 
the  necessities  of  the  service  require  it. 

It  would  seem  that  enlisted  men  in  volunteer  organizations  have  been 
transferred  to  the  Hospital  Corps  from  time  to  time,  some  with  and 
others  without  their  consent,  and  that  they  have  been  treated  and  paid 
as  enlisted  men  of  the  Hospital  Corps,  although  they  did  not  formally 
enlist  therein.  I  am  of  opinion  and  so  decide  that  men  who  enlisted 
in  volunteer  organizations,  and  who  were  afterwards  transferred  with 
or  without  their  consent  by  proper  authority  to  the  Hospital  Corps,  and 
who  served  honestly  and  faithfully,  becomci,  for  pay  purposes,  members 
of  the  Hojq;>ital  Corps,  enUsted  for  the  war  only,  and  as  such  on  muster 
out  and  discharge  ftrom  the  service  are  entitled  to  the  extra  pay  g^ranted 
by  the  act  of  March  8, 1800. 


In  a  dedston  of  this  oflloe,  of  date  February  S8, 1800,  constnxiiig  the  act 
of  January  18, 1800,  it  was  eaid: 

The  act  makes  no  proyision  for  payment  of  extra  pay  to  the  offloen 
and  enlisted  men  of  the  Regular  Army.  It  makes  no  proTialon  for  offi- 
cers and  enlisted  men  who  belonged  to  volonteer  orffamiationB,  but  who 
had  been  mastered  ont,  or  otherinae  discharged,  prior  to  the  date  of  ths 
act. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  act  can  not  be  construed  to  indnde  in  its  bsos- 
fits  ofBoers  and  enlisted  men  who  belonged  to  volnnteer  organizations 
no  til  after  the  passage  of  the  act,  bat  who  did  not  belong  to  a  Tolonteer 
organisation  at  the  nme  it  was  mxuUart^  oat  and  discharged  from  the 
service.  Volnnteer  ofBoers  and  enlisted  men  discharged,  either  before 
or  after  January  12, 1800,  for  disability  contracted  in  servioe  and  in  line 
of  duty,  apiiear  to  have  as  strong  a  claim  to  favorable  legislation  as  thoss 
mustered  oat  with  their  organization,  bnt«  however  meritorioos  soch 
cases  may  be,  they  do  not  appear  to  have  been  considered  or  jvrovided 
for  in  this  act. 

The  above  decision  held  that  the  act  of  January  12, 1800,  only  appUed  to 
volunteers  who  were  mustered  out  with  their  organizations,  or  after- 
wards discharged  if  longer  held  to  service. 

The  act  of  March  8, 1800  (Public  No.  187),  provides: 

That  all  enlisted  men  in  the  Regular  Armv  who  enlisted  subsequent  to 
the  declaration  of  war  for  the  war  only  ana  mustered  out  of  the  service 
who  have  served  honestly  and  fsithf ully  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United 
States  shall  be  paid  two  months'  extra  pav  on  muster  out  and  discharge 
from  the  service,  and  all  enlisted  men  in  toe  Regular  Army  who  enlisted 
subsequent  to  the  declaration  of  war  for  the  war  only  and  mustered 
out  of  the  service  who  have  served  honestly  and  ftiitlmilly  within  the 


limits  of  the  United  States  shall  be  paid  one  month's  extra  pay  on  muster 
out  and  discharge  from  the  service  from  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not 


The  act  of  March  8, 1800,  mpra,  applies  to  *■*  enlisted  men  in  the  Regular 
Army  who  enlisted  subsequent  to  the  declaration  of  war  for  the  war 
only ''  as  individuals,  and  if  such  enlisted  men  served  honestly  and  faith- 
fully grants  to  them  the  extra  pay  provided  in  the  act  on  muster  out  and 
discharge  from  the  servioe,  whether  before  or  after  the  passage  of  the 
act,  w  ithout  regard  to  the  muster  out  and  disoharge  of  the  organisation 
to  which  they  belonged,  and  I  am  of  opinion  and  so  decide  that  ths 
above  proviso  grants  to  enlisted  men  of  volunteer  organizationa  who 
have  served  honestly  and  faithfully  the  extra  pay  provided  in  the  act  on 
m  uster  out  and  discharge  from  the  service,  whether  before  or  after  the 
passage  of  the  act  of  January  12, 1800,  or  the  act  of  March  8, 1800,  without 
regard  to  the  muster  out  and  discharge  of  the  organization  to  which  thsy 
belonged. 

I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  soldiers  of  volunteer  organizations  discharged 
with  their  organizations,  and  who  have  received  the  one  or  two  months* 
furlough  mentioned  in  the  act  of  Janoary  12, 1800,  in  lieu  of  which  the 
extra  pay  was  granted,  are  now  entitled  to  any  additional  pay,  as  I  do 
not  think  they  are,  either  under  the  act  of  January  12, 1800,  or  the  act  of 
March  B,  1809.  The  question  whether  said  enlisted  men  who  are  dis- 
charged at  their  own  request  and  for  their  own  convenience  are  entitled 
to  said  extra  pay  is  not  decided.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  bat- 
teries will  be  relieved  from  dnty  at  their  present  stations  and 
pat  in  readiness  to  proceed  to  the  Philippine  Islands  via  San 
Francisco : 

Light  Batteries  £,  Ist;  F,  4th,  and  F.  5th  Artillery. 

Each  battery  will  take  twenty-four  selected  horses.  Th& 
remainder  will  be  tnmed  over  to  the  Qnartermaster's  Depart- 
ment for  such  disposition  as  may  hereafter  be  determined 
upon. 

The  Quartermaster's  Department  will  arrange  for  trans- 
portation; the  Subsistence  Department  for  the  necessary  sub- 
sistence, and  the  Medical  Department  for  medical  attendance 
and  supplies  for  these  batteries. 

Departure  from  present  stations  will  be  arranged  by  de- 
partment commanders  so  that  the  batteries  will  arrive  in 
^n  Francisco  in  time  to  take  the  steamer  to  be  hereafter 
designated  to  convey  them  to  Manila. 

Major  John  L.  Tiemon,  1st  Artillery,  is  assigned  to  com- 
mand the  Light  Artillery  Battalion,  and  will  proceed  to  Jef- 
ferson Barracks,  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  in  time  to  move  with 
Light  Battery  E,  1st  Artillery,  to  San  Francisco.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  order 
is  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  con- 
cerned: 

With  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  the 
following  regulations  are  established  regarding  the  procedure 
in  interchanging  visits  between  naval  officers  and  officials 
connected  with  the  administration  of  the  islands  or  groups 
of  islands  now  occupied  by  the  United  States  forces: 

The  term  governor  general  shall  be  taken  to  mean  an  ad- 
ministrative officer  under  whom  officials  with  the  title  of 
governor  are  acting. 

The  salute  of  a  governor  general  shall  be  seventeen  guns. 

All  naval  officers  in  command  shall  make  first  visit  upon 
the  governor  general  whatever  the  latter's  military  grade. 
OflOcers  of  the  Army  holding  commands  under  a  governor 
general,  or  acting  as  governors  of  provinces,  departments,  or 
cities,  shall  make  the  first  visit  ui>on  a  naval  commander  in- 
chief,  if  the  latter  is  of  equal  or  superior  grade,  as  shall  also 
civilian  governors  of  provinces,  departments,  or  cities. 

If  not  a  commander  in-chief,  the  first  visit  shall  be  made 
by  the  senior  naval  officer  upon  officers  of  the  Army  holding 
command  under  a  governor  gent*ral  or  acting  as  governors 
of  provinces,  departments,  or  cities,  if  the  latter  are  equal  or 
superior  in  grade,  and  upon  civilian  governors  of  provinces, 
departments,  or  cities. 

Should  the  governor  general  be  a  civilian,  and  therefore  not 
holding  direct  military  command,  the  naval  commander-in> 
chief  shall  make  the  first  visit  both  upon  the  goveruDr  and 
the  Army  officer  in  chief  command  of  troops  in  the  island  or 
group  of  islands,  if  the  latter  is  of  equal  or  superior  grade. 

Visits  should  be  exchanged  under  the  above  rules  between 
a  naval  commander- in  chief  or  senior  naval  officer:  (1)  "With 
the  governor ;  (2)  the  governor  of  a  province,  department,  or 
city ;  (3)  the  Army  officer  in  chief  command  at  a  place  where 
there  is  a  civil  governor. 
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Should  the  goyemor  general  or  any  other  officer  adminis- 
tering the  government  of  an  island  find  that  from  indisposi- 
tion or  pressure  of  important  business  he  is  unable  to  pay  or 
return  these  visits  in  person,  he  will  depute  his  aid-de-camp 
or  some  other  officer  to  do  so.  In  like  manner,  should  a  naval 
commander  in-chief  from  indisposition  or  pressing  occupa- 
tion be  precluded  from  paying  or  returning  these  visits,  he 
will  depute  an  officer  not  below  the  rank  of  flag  lieutenant 
to  do  so.  In  each  case  the  officer  failing  to  paj  the  required 
visit  in  person  will  rex>ort  the  circumstances,  and  assign  the 
reasons  which  led  to  the  omission,  to  the  Department  under 
which  he  is  acting.

Str:  I  am  in  receipt,  by  your  reference  of  the  4th  instant,  of  your  re- 
Qaest  for  a  decision  npon  ten  questions  prepared  by  the  Adjutant  Qeneral« 
as  follows: 

First.  Is  an  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  the  Regular  Army  who  is  duly 
appointed  oommissinned  officer  of  a  volunteer  organization  entitled  to 
ws  extra  pay  provided  b^  the  act  January  13, 1880,  for  ^''All  officers  and 
unlisted  men  oelongtng  io  volunteer  organizations  hereafter  mustered 
out  of  service,  etc.?  '* 

ttecond.  Is  an  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  such  organization  entitled  to 
extra  pay  who  belonged  to  the  organization  at  the  date  of  the  approval 
of  the  act,  but  who  was,  later,  honorably  discharged,  by  favor  or  other- 
wise, i»*ior  to  date  of  the  order  for  muster  out  of  the  organization;  that 
is  to  say.  he  belonged  to  an  organization  which  had  not  been  ordered 
mustered  out  at  date  of  his  discharge? 

Third.  Same  aa  aeeond  case,  except  that  on  or  before  the  date  of  his 
honorable  discharge,  by  fkvor  or  otherwite,  the  order  was  issued  for  mus- 
ter out  of  the  organization,  but  not  wholly  accomplished. 

Fourth.  Same  as  aecond  case,  except  that  the  officer  or  enlisted  man 
was  held  to  service  after  the  date  of  the  muster  out  of  the  organization, 
bv  special  authority  or  ruling  of  the  War  Department,  and  then  honora- 
bly discharged,  by  favor  or  otherwise. 

Fifth.  Is  an  officer  entitled  to  this  extra  pay  who  belonged  to  volunteer 
organization  at  date  of  approval  of  this  act,  but  who  subsequently  re* 
sgped  before  date  of  order  directing  muster  out  of  organization? 

Sixth.  Same  as  fifth  case,  except  that  resignation  takes  effect  (after 
date  of  order  for  muster  out  of  organization)  on  or  before  date  of  muster 
out  of  oraanization. 

Seventh.  Is  an  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  a  volunteer  organization 
which  had  been  furloughed  with  view  to  mtister  out,  who,  under  G.  O., 
13D,  or  special  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  remains  continuouidy 
on  duty  for  entire  furlough  period  at  the  regimental  or  companv  rendez- 
vous, to  acoomplish  completion  of  records  and  preparation  of  muster- 
out  roUa,  entitled  to  the  extra  pav  provided  by  this  act? 

Eighth.  Same  as  M^fenth^  except  that  the  officer  or  enlisted  man  was  a 
part  of  the  time  on  duty  and  the  remainder  of  the  time  on  furlough. 

Ninth.  Same  as  seoenm,  except  that  the  officer  or  enlisted  man,  while 
nominally  on  duty,  was  actually  absent  the  whole  or  i>art  of  this  furlough 
period  for  his  own  convenience. 

Tenth.  Are  men  of  a  regiment  which  did  not  leave  the  country  who 
were  detailed  as  hospital  nurses  and  performed  service  in  Cuba  entitled 
to  two  months*  extra  pay,  the  balance  of  the  regiment  being  entitled  to 
only  one  month? 

In  an  indorsement,  dated  February  2, 1899,  the  Judge  Advocate  General 
bae  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  first,  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth, 
Mid  tenth  questions  should  be  answered  in  the  affirmative;  all  the  others 
in  the  negative. 

Several  of  the  questions  are  too  general  in  terms  to  admit  of  a  cate- 
gorical answer.  My  decision  will,  therefore,  be  confined  to  those  ques- 
tioos  which  can  be  clearly  defined  and  separated  from  complications  in 
natters  of  fact. 


Section  1  of  the  act  of  Janaary  12, 1890  (Public,  No.  U),  under  whidi 
the  above  questions  arise,  provides: 

That  in  lieu  of  flrranting  leaves  of  absence  and  furloughs  to  oflioers  and 
enlisted  men  belonging  to  companies  and  regiments  of  United  States 
Volunteers  prior  to  muster  out  of  the  service,  all  officers  and  enlisted 
men  belonging  to  volunteer  organizations  hereafter  mustered  out  of  the 
service  who  have  served  honestly  and  faithfully  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
tJnited  States  shall  be  paid  two  months^  extra  pav  on  muster  out  and  dis- 
charge from  the  service,  and  all  officers  and  enlisted  men  belonging  to 
organizations  hereafter  mustered  out  of  the  service  who  have  servedhon- 
estiy  and  faithfully  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States  shall  be  paid  one 
month's  extra  pay  on  muster  out  and  discharge  from  the  service,  from 
any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated:  Provided^  That 
the  discharge  of  all  officers  and  enlisted  men  from  the  volunteer  service  of 
the  United  States,  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  take  effect  on  the  date  of  the 
muster  out  of  the  organization  to  which  they  belong,  and  that  regiments 
and  other  independent  or^nizations  shall  be  mustered  out  at  r&mps 
within  the  limits  ol  the  United  States  or  at  the  rendezvous  of  the  State, 
regiment  or  indeiiendent  organization. 

This  act  is  similar  in  some  essential  particulars  to  acts  passed  in  1865  and 
1866,  providing  as  follows: 

That  all  officers  of  volunteers  now  in  commission,  below  the  rank  of 
Brigadier  General,  who  shall  continue  in  the  military  service  to  the  close 
of  the  war,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  upon  being  mustered  out  of  said 
service,  three  months'  pay  proper. 

The  act  of  July  13, 1866  (.14  Stat.,  94),  made  provision  that  the  fourth  sec- 
tion of  the  act  of  March  3. 1865— 

be  so  construed  as  to  entitle  to  the  three  months'  pay  proper  provided 
for  therein,  all  officers  of  volunteers  below  the  rank  of  Brigadier  Gen- 
eral who  were  in  service  on  the  third  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sfacty-flve,  and  whose  resignations  were  presented  and  accepted,  or  wiio 
were  mustered  out  at  their  own  request,  or  otherwise  honorably  dis- 
diarged  from  the  service  after  the  ninth  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred 
ftnd  sixty-five. 

In  the  case  of  Lewis  Merrill  (9  Wall.,  614)  the  Supreme  Court  held  that 
an  officer  of  the  Regular  Army,  who  held  a  commission  as  Colonel  of  a 
volunteer  regiment  continuously  from  March  8, 1865.  to  December  14.1865. 
inclusive,  when  he  was  mustered  out  and  honorably  discharged  from  the 
volunteer  service  and  returned  to  duty  and  rank  in  the  Regular  Army, 
was  not  entitled  to  three  months*  pay  proper  under  the  acts  of  March  3, 
1865,  and  July  13, 1866,  on  his  discharge  from  the  volunteer  service.  In 
that  case  the  court  said: 

His  theory  of  the  law  is  that  it  bestowed  a  gratuity  upon  officers  of 
volunteers,  and  that  it  makes  no  difference  that  he  found  himself  imme- 
diately transferred  to  another  branch  of  the  military  service  by  vircoe 
of  a  commission  in  the  Regular  Army  which  he  held  before  he  was  oom- 
missioned  as  a  colonel  of  volunteers  and  throughout  the  entire  period  of 
that  service;  but  it  is  not  possible  to  concur  in  that  proposinon,  as  it 
seems  much  more  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  object  which  Congress 
had  in  view  was  to  provide  for  the  loss  to  which  the  volunteer  ofSoers, 
when  discharged  from  the  military  service,  were  exposed  for  want  of 
employment  before  they  would  be  able  to  resume,  to  any  conslderaUe 
extent,  their  accustomed  avocations  in  civil  life. 

The  court  held  that  the  phrase  *'  mustered  out  of  said  servloe"  in  the 
act  of  March  3, 1865,  "means  unquestionably  that  he  was  mustered  out 
of  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,"  and  referring  to  the  act  of 
July  13, 1866,  the  court  said: 

The  word  service,  as  used  in  that  act,  means,  beyond  question,  the 
military  service  of  the  United  States,  and  it  is  eaually  dear  that  no  soch 
officer  18  entitled  to  that  allowance,  unless  it  is  shown  that  he  was  mus- 
tered out  of  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  or  was  otherwise 
honorably  discharged  from  that  service  subsequent  to  the  time  specdflsd 
in  the  amendatory  act.    •    ♦    • 
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Kone  of  the  reftsons  which  indnced  CoDfirress  to  make  the  proTJBiou 
^Kinder  consideration  exist  in  the  case  of  the  the  appellee,  as  he  has  never 
l)6ea  ont  of  pnLlic  employment  for  a  moment  since  he  accepted  his  com- 
mission in  the  Be^rnlar  Army  and  has  no  occasion  to  desire  to  reengage 
in  business  pnrsmts. 

By  reasoning  and  conclusion  of  the  Supreme  Court  as  to  the  purpose 
of  the  acts  of  March  3, 1865,  and  July  13, 1866,  aupra,  and  the  meaning  of 
Hie  word  **flerTice''  and  the  phrase  ''mustered  out  of  said  service/'  in 
said  acts,  apply  with  equal  force  to  the  act  of  January  12, 1800,  now  under 
consideration,  and  the  phrase  ''  mustered  ovit  of  the  service"  as  used  in 
said  act. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  and  hold  that  officers  and  enlisted  men 
of  the  Regular  Army  holding  commissions  in  the  volunteer  army,  who, 
on  muster  out  and  discharge  from  service  in  volunteer  organizations, 
return  to  duty,  rank,  and  pay  in  the  Regular  Army,  are  not  entitled  to 
the  extra  pay  provided  by  the  act  of  January  12, 18V9,  as  they  are  not  dis- 
charged from  the  military  service  of  the  United  States. 

The  act  makes  no  provision  for  payment  of  extra  pay  to  oflScers  and 
enlisted  men  of  the  Regular  Army.  It  makes  no  provision  for  officers 
and  enlisted  men  who  had  belonged  to  volunteer  organizations,  but  who 
had  been  mustered  out  or  otherwise  discharged  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
act. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  act  cannot  be  construed  to  include  in  its 
bmeflts  officers  and  enlisted  men  who  had  belonged  to  volunteer  organ- 
izations imtil  after  the  pcMsage  of  the  act,  but  who  did  not  belong  to  a 
volxmteer  organization  at  the  time  it  was  mustered  out  and  discharged 
from  the  service. 

Volunteer  officers  and  enlisted  men  discharged,  either  before  or  after 
January  12, 1889,  for  disability  contracted  in  service  and  in  line  of  duty, 
appear  to  have  as  strong  a  claim  to  favorable  legislation  as  those  mus- 
tered ont  with  their  organizations,  but,  however  meritorious  such  cases 
may  be,  they  do  not  aiypear  to  have  been  considered  or  provided  for  in 
this  act. 

The  law  contemplates  and  requires, "  as  far  as  practicable,"  the  muster 
oat  and  discharge  of  all  members  of  each  volunteer  organization  on  the 
date  of  the  muster  out  of  the  organization  to  which  they  belong,  but  it 
does  not  exclude  from  its  benefits  those  officers  and  enlisted  men,  who, 
from  the  exigencies  of  the  service  or  under  orders  issued  by  comxMtent 
authority,  are  held  to  service  to  a  date  later  than  the  date  of  the  dis- 
charge of  their  respective  organizations. 

An  officer  or  soldier  so  held  to  service  after  the  muster  out  of  his  regi- 
ment or  company,  if  he  has  served  honestly  and  faithfully  and  is  not 
discharged  by  way  of  transfer  to  a  service  the  discharge  from  which  does 
not  entitle  to  the  extra  i>ay,  is  entitled  to  the  extra  pay  on  his  discbarge. 
As  a  general  rule  such  officers  and  soldiers  are  to  be  regarded  as  mus- 
tered out  and  discharged  under  the  same  orders  and  for  the  same  reason 
as  the  organization  to  which  they  belonged,  the  muster  out  taking  effect 
on  their  receipt  of  notice  or  on  their  release  from  duty  and  military  con- 
trol, hence  a  discharge  by  way  of  favor  can  hardly  occur  in  such  a  case. 
{Sm  General  Order,  No.  124,  dated  August  20, 1886.) 

If  an  officer  or  enlisted  man  is  entitled  to  receive  extra  pay  under  the 
act  of  January  12,  1880,  the  question  whether  he  is  entitled  to  *'  two 
months*  extra  pay"  or  only  to  ''one  month's  entra  i>ay"  must  be  deter- 
mined by  the  place  where  he  has  served.  If  he  has  served  as  a  volunteer 
soldier  '*  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  States  "  he  is  entitled  to  be  paid 
two  months'  extra  pay;  if  he  has  only  served  "  within  the  limits  of  the 
United  States  "  he  is  entitled  to  only  one  month's  extra  pay.  It  is  imma- 
terial where  the  other  members  of  his  company  and  regiment  served. 


The  seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth  questions  have  arisen  in  cases  of  certain 
officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Ist  U.  S.  Volunteer  Engineersi  who  were^ 
held  to  service  during  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  period  from  November 
80, 1896,  to  January  2ft.  1899,  while  the  other  members  were  on  furlough 
under  General  Orders,  No.  130.  dated  August  29, 1898,  which  provides: 

1.  Except  the  officers  and  men  required  by  paragraph  5  for  the  neces- 
sary guard  details,  etc..  leaves  of  absence  for  sixtv  days  and  furloughs 
for  the  same  period  will  be  granted  all  officers  ana  enlisted  men  of  or> 
gamizations  which  have  served  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  and 
thirty  days  to  officers  and  men  of  organizations  which  have  not  Krved 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  States  when  such  organizations  are  or- 
dered to  be  mustered  out  of  service. 

2.  Such  leaves  of  absence  and  furloughs  will  be  granted  by  the  com- 
manding officers  after  organizations  have  arrived  at  State  rendezvous* 
all  to  take  effect  on  one  date  fur  thirty  days  or  sixty  days,  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  all  officers  and  men  must  without  fail  report  at  the  rendezvous 
on  the  thirtieth  or  sixtieth  day  thereafter. 

The  effect  of  the  furlough,  given  under  General  Order,  No.  130,  as  modi- 
fled  by  Circular,  No.  4.%  dated  November  11, 1896,  was  to  keep  the  officers 
and  enlisted  men  who  were  furloughed  in  the  pay  of  the  United  States 
during  the  period  covered  by  the  furlough,  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  free 
them  from  military  duty  and  restraint,  thus  enabling  them  to  enter  upon 
or  make  prexMtration  for  civil  employment  on  or  before  the  date  of  dis- 
charge. 

The  extra  pay  provided  for  by  the  act  of  January  12, 1899,  was  in  lien 
of  the  furlough,  therefore  any  officer  or  enlisted  nuin  who  had  the  bene- 
fits of  said  furlough,  although  he  may  have  been  mustered  out  with  his 
organization  after  January  12. 1899,  is  not  entitled  to  extra  pay  under  the 
act. 

But  officers  and  enlisted  men  who  were  held  to  actual  terviee  during  ^te 
entire  furlough  period  received  none  of  the  furlough  benefits  and  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  such  officers  and  enlisted  men,  on  muster  out  and  dis- 
charge with  their  regiments  or  companies,  on  or  after  January  12, 1899, 
have  the  same  right  to  extra  pay  under  the  act  of  January  12, 1890,  that 
they  would  have  had  if  no  members  of  the  organization  to  which  they 
belonged  had  been  furloughed. 

It  is  difficult  to  see  how  an  officer  or  enlisted  man  can  be  actually  absent 
on  furlough  and  **  nominally  on  duty.*^  The  right  of  each  man  must  be 
determined  by  the  facts  in  his  case.  If  he  actually  had  the  furloagh 
privileges,  whether  given  In  the  usual  form  of  a  leave  of  absence,  or 
whether  he  was  ''  regarded  as  awaiting  orders,"  Circular,  No.  43,  Novem- 
ber 11, 1898,  he  is  not  entitled  to  the  extra  pay. 

The  eighth  question  is  not  considered  for  the  reason  that  the  facts 
stated  therein  are  not  sufficiently  definite  to  decide  any  case,  as  the 
period  of  actual  service,  which  may  have  a  material  bearing  upon  the 
question,  is  not  shown. 

All  papers,  except  the  letter  of  the  Adjutant  General  to  the  Judge  Ad- 
vocate General,  dated  January  30,  1899,  containing  the  question  snb- 
mitted,  with  indorsements  thereon,  are  herewith  returned.

The  Acting  Secretary  of  War  announces  the  death,  at  Fort 
Monroe,  Virginia,  March  29, 1899,  of  Brigadier  General  Daniel 
W.  Flagler,  Chief  of  Ordnance,  U.  S.  Army. 

Greneral  Flagler  was  bom  in  Lockport,  New  York,  Jnne 
24,  1835.  He  was  graduated  at  the  U.  S.  Military  Academy 
Jnne  24,  1861.  and  served  during  the  War  of  the  Rebellion 
from  1861  to  1866.  He  acted  as  aid  to  Colonel  Hnnter  in  the 
Manassas  campaign  of  July,  1861.  being  engaged  in  the  battle 
of  Ball  Ran,  July  21,  1861.  As  a  first  lieutenant  he  served 
as  chief  of  ordnance  to  General  Burnside's  expedition  in 
North  Carolina,  December  25,  1861,  to  August,  1862,  being 
engaged  in  the  battle  and  capture  of  Roanoke  Island,  the  at 
tack  on  Newberne,  North  Carolina,  and  the  bombardment  of 
Fort  Macon,  resulting  in  its  capture^  He  served  in  the  Mary- 
land campaign  (Army  of  the  Potomac)  as  assistant  ordnance 
officer,  being  engaged  in  the  battle  of  8outh  Mountain  and 
.the  battle  of  Antietam.  He  served  as  chief  ordnance  officer 
of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  from  November  14. 1862,  to  Octo- 
ber 10,  1863,  being  engaged  in  the  battles  of  Fredericksburg, 
Chancellorsville,  and  Gettysburg. 

He  was  brevetted  as  captain  March  14,  1862,  "for  gallant 
and  meritorious  services  at  the  battle  of  Newberne,  North 
Carolina;"  brevet  major,  April  26,  1862,  "for  gallant  and 
meritorious  services  at  the  siege  of  Fort  Macon,  North  Caro- 
lina:" brevet  lieutenant  colonel,  March  18, 1865,  "  for  distin- 
gnisbed  services  in  the  field  and  faithful  and  meritorious 
services  in  the  Ordnance  Department  during  the  rebellion. " 

After  the  war  he  served  in  command  of  Augusta  Arsenal, 
Rock  Island  Arsenal,  Frankf  ord  Arsenal,  Watertown  Arsenal, 
and  was  appointed  Brigadier  General  and  Chief  of  Ordnance, 
U.  S.  Army,  January  23, 1891.  Since  the  Civil  War  he  served 
on  many  boards,  charged  with  important  special  duties. 


His  marked  characteristics  were  urbanity  and  kindliness 
toward  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact,  careful  and  con- 
scientious performance  of  every  duty  with  which  he  was 
charged.  He  was  thoroughly  well -versed  in  his  profession 
and  possessed  a  full  knowledge  of  all  the  numerous  mechan 
ical  details  in  the  Ordnance  Department.  He  was  an  inces- 
sant and  untiring  worker  and  was  active  in  the  development 
of  the  modem  arms  and  material  used  in  the  system  of  coast 
defenses  of  the  United  States. 

As  a  special  mark  of  respect  to  his  memory,  the  officers  of 
the  Ordnance  Department  will  wear  the  customary  badge  of 
mourning  for  a  period  of  thirty  days.

I-.The  following  order  of  the  President  is  published  for 
the  information  of  all  concerned: 

ExBCUTivs  Mansion,  April  5, 1899. 

It  is  flttin?  that  in  behalf  of  the  Nation,  tributes  of  honor  be  paid  to 
the  memories  of  the  noble  men  who  lost  their  lires  in  their  country's 
eerrlce  during  the  late  war  with  Spain.  It  is  the  more  fitting  inasmuch 
w  incon^nance  with  the  spirit  of  our  free  institutions  and  in  obedience 
to  the  most  exalted  promptings  of  patriotism*  those  who  were  sent  to 
other  shores  to  do  battle  for  their  country's  honor  under  their  country's 
flag,  went  freely  from  every  quarter  of  our  beloTed  land.  Each  soldier, 
each  sailor,  iMuting  from  home  ties  and  putting  behind  him  private  in* 
terosts  in  the  presence  of  the  stem  emergency  of  unsought  war  with  an 
alien  foe,  was  an  indiridual  type  of  that  devotion  of  the  citizen  to  the 
Btste  which  makes  our  Nation  strong  in  unity  and  in  action. 

Those  who  died  in  another  land  left  in  many  homes  the  undying  mem* 
orifls  that  attend  the  heroic  dead  of  all  ages.  It  was  fitting  that  with  the 
•dvent  of  peace,  won  by  their  sacrifice,  their  bodies  should  be  gathered 
vitb  tender  care  and  restored  to  home  and  kindred.  This  has  been  done 
'vith  the  dead  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rloo.  Those  of  the  Philippines  still 
rot  where  they  fell,  watched  over  by  their  surviving  comrades,  and 
<:rowned  with  the  love  of  a  grateful  Nation. 

The  remains  of  many  brought  to  our  shores  have  been  delivered  to 
their  families  for  private  buriaL  But  for  others  of  the  brave  officers 
and  men  who  perished  there  has  been  reserved  interment  in  ground 
ncred  to  the  soldiers  and  sailors  amid  the  tributes  of  military  honor  and 
national  mourning  they  have  so  well  deserved. 

I  therefore  order  that  upon  the  arrival  of  the  cortege  at  the  National 

Cemetery  at  Arlington  aU  proper  military  and  naval  honors  be  paid  to 

the  dead  heroes;  that  suitable  ceremonies  shall  attend  their  interment; 

tbat  the  customary  salute  of  mourning  be  fired  at  the  cemetery;  and  that 

on  the  same  day  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  Thursday,  the  6th  day  of  April,  the 

national  ensign  be  displayed  at  half  staff  on  all  public  buildings,  forts, 

camps,  and  jmblic  vessels  of  the  United  States;  and  that  at  12  o'clock 

noon  of  said  day  all  the  Departments  of  the  Government  at  Washington 

thall  be  closed.

By  direction  of  the  Acting  Secretary  of  War,  the  follow- 
ing is  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  con- 
cerned: 

Paragraph  635  of  the  Regulations  requires  that  the  money 
accounts  of  disbursing  officers  of  the  United  States  Army  shall 
be  rendered  in  terms  of  dollars  and  cents,  and  to  secure  uni- 
formity in  the  preparation  and  rendition  of  their  accounts,  the 
following  illustration  of  the  method  of  stating  the  value  of 
foreign  silver  or  gold  in  the  islands  now  occupied  by  the 
United  States  forces  is  published : 

The  accounts,  whether  for  purchases  or  services,  will  be 
stated  in  the  currency  under  which  the  indebtedness  is 
incurred,  i.  e.,  foreign  silver  or  gold  or  United  States  cur- 
rency. 

If  the  agreement  calls  for  either  foreign  silver  or  gold,  the 
account  shall  be  stated  in  those  currencies  respectively. 
When  in  silver,  the  total  amount  will  be  reduced  to  its 
equivalent  in  the  gold  currency  in  use  in  the  country  in  which 
the  indebtedness  is  incurred,  at  the  rate  of  exchange  which 
may  govern  at  the  time,  and  from  this  gold  currency  into 
United  States  currency  at  the  current  rate  of  exchange  at 
date  of  i)ayment.  If  the  account  is  stated  in  the  gold  cur- 
rency in  use,  but  the  one  reduction— into  United  States 
currency— will  be  necessary. 

The  amount  in  United  States  currency  having  been  arrived 
at,  authority  is  hereby  given  for  checks  to  be  drawn  therefor 
by  disbursing  officers  to  their  own  orders  in  United  States 
currency  and  by  them  exchanged  at  local  fiscal  agencies  of  the 
United  States  where  possible,  or  at  local  banks,  for  the  neces- 
sary amount  in  the  coin  required  to  pay  the  creditor  in  the 
money  originally  agreed  upon,  and  authority  is  hereby  given 
for  such  exchange  where  the  creditor  declines  to  accept  check 
payable  in  currency  of  the  United  States. 

The  vouchers  for  accounts  will  be  made  to  show  the  debt  as 
actually  incurred,  in  the  coin  in  which  payment  is  made,  and 
the  reduction  from  this  coin  to  United  States  currency,  the 
rate  of  exchange  being  stated  on  the  voucher,  and  the  amounts 
stated  on  abstracts  and  account  current  in  United  States  cur- 
rency, as  prescribed  by  Paragraph  635  of  the  Regulations.

The  Engineers  and  Signal  Corps  chevrons  are  to  be  piped 
with  white  cloth.  The  bars  of  the  chevrons  will  be  i  inch 
wid«  separated  by  silk  stitching,  white  for  hospital  stewards, 
Actinpf  hospital  stewards,  engineers,  signal  corps,  and  for 
overcoats  for  infantry;  black  for  all  others;  the  upper  and 
lower  edges  to  be  finished  or  bound  with  a  similar  stitching. 
The  arms  of  the  chevron  bars  to  be  6  to  7  inches  long,  to  be 
the  arcs  of  a  circle  of  abont  25  inches  radius,  and  to  meet  at 
an  angle  of  about  96  degrees;  distance  between  extreme 
outer  ends  about  9  inches.

II— By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  officers  com- 
manding the  Division  of  Caba,  the  Department  of  Porto 
Rico,  the  Department  of  the  Pacific,  and  the  troops  in  Hawaii 
are  charged  with  the  full  control  of  the  transfer  from  the 
line,  enlistment,  reenlistment,  and  discharge  of  members  of 
the  Hospital  Corps  of  their  commands,  and  with  the  detail  of 
acting  hospital  stewards,  provided  that  the  allowance  of  act- 
ing hospital  stewards  and  privates  of  the  Hospital  Corps, 
as  fixed  for  each  of  these  commands,  be  not  exceeded,  except 
by  special  authority;  and  provided  also,  that  privates  shall, 
whenever  practicable,  be  required  to  pass  a  satisfactory  ex- 
amination, under  regulations  prescribed  by  the  respective 
chief  surgeons  of  the  commands  above  specified,  before  they 
are  detailed  as  acting  hospital  stewards.  The  provisions  of 
Army  Regulation  1397,  as  amended  by  General  Orders,  No. 
20,  January  27,  1899,  from  this  office,  so  far  as  they  conflict 
with  this  order,  are  hereby  suspended ;  but  hospital  stewards 
will  be  appointed  as  provided  by  existing  regulations,  after 
examination  under  direction  of  the  Surgeon  General. 

The  Hospital  Corps  detachment  allowed  a  regiment  serving 
in  divisions  and  departments  of  the  insular  possessions  of  the 
United  States  is  fixed  at  one  hospital  steward,  three  acting 
hospital  stewards,  and  twelve  privates  of  the  Hospital  Corps.

master sergeants  (post  or  regimental),  hospital  stewards, 
chief  musicians,  principal  musicians,  chief  trumpeters,  sad- 
dler sergeants,  and  sergeants  of  the  Signal  Corps,  when  trav- 
eling under  orders  on  public  business  without  troops ;  also 
invalid  soldiers  when  so  traveling  on  the  certificate  of  a 
medical  officer  showing  the  necessity  therefor. 

When  the  number  of  officers  traveling  with  troops  is  too 
small  to  justify  the  hire  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department 
of  a  standard  sleeping  car  for  their  accommodation,  they 
shall  be  furnished  with  such  part  of  a  tourist  sleeping  car,  or 
other  suitable  sleeping  car,  properly  curtained  off  for  their 
accommodation,  as  the  Quartermaster's  Department  may 
provide  for  their  use  during  the  journey.

The  following  order  is  promulgated  by  direction  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States: 

1.  The  Court  of  Inquiry  of  which  Major-General  James  F. 
Wade,  United  States  Volunteers,  is  president,  instituted  by 
Special  Orders,  No.  2,  dated  February  9, 1899,  *^to  investigate  cer- 
tain allegations  of  the  Major-General  Commanding  the  A.rniy  in 
respect  to  the  unfitness  for  issue  of  certain  articles  of  food  fur- 
nished by  the  Subsistence  Department  to  the  troops  In  the  field 
during  the  recent  operations  in  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico,"  has 
reported  as  follows : 

KEPORT. 

The  Court  of  Inquiry  convened  by  Special  Orders,  No.  2,  cur- 
rent series,  from  the  War  Department,  under  date  of  February  9, 
1899,  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report.  Immediately 
upon  the  completion  of  its  organization  the  court  waited  upon 
the  President  and  received  his  instrnctious  in  respect  to  the 
nature  and  scope  of  the  inquiry.  (See  Appendix  Aa.)  At  its 
first  meeting  the  court,  through  its  recorder,  requested  to  be 
furnished  with  the  specific  allegatious  of  the  Major-General  Com- 
manding, which  were  referred  to  it  for  investigation.  These  were 
furnished  by  the  War  Department,  and  are  appended,  marked 
"A,''  *'  B,'*  and  "  C,"  respectively. 

THE   allegations  OF  THE   MAJOK-GRNRUAL  COMMANDING. 

The  subjects  of  inquiry  that  were  referred  to  this  court  for 
investigation  are  set  out  in  the  orders  received  from  the  War 
Department,  and  these  have  already  been  quoted  in  full.  Omit- 
ting All  jiarts  of  the  orders,  save  the  specification  of  the  subjects 
required  to  be  investigated,  the  following  define  the  scope  of  the 
ioqairy : 

To  investigate  certain  allegations  of  the  Major-General  Com- 
manding the  Army  in  respect  to  the  unfitness  for  issue  of  certain 


articles  of  food  fnmisbed  by  tbe  Subsistence  DepartmeDt  to  tbe 
troops  in  tbe  field  during  tbe  recent  operations  in  Cuba  ami  Porto 
Rico. 

To  determine  if  tbe  beef  fnrnisbed  tbe  Army  was  xrbolesome 
and  of  good  quality  and  Bufficlent  in  quantity,  and  to  inquire 
witb  care  into  tbe  allegation  tbat  is  was  treated  witb  acids  or 
cbemicals  by  tbe  contractorn  or  others,  or  in  any  way  made  dele- 
teriouH  to  tbe  bealtb  of  tbe  couKumers. 

It  is  evident  tbat  tbe  court  could  not  enter  upon  and  disrbarge 
its  duties  intelligently  unless  tbe  speoitio  ''  nllcgntions''  wbicb  are 
tbe  subject  of  its  inquiry  were  made  known  to  it.  Tbese  were 
asked  for  by  tbe  court  in  a  letter  to  tbe  Adjutant-General,  dated 
February  17,  1899.  On  tbe  20tb  of  February  tbe  court  received 
from  tbe  Adjutant-Cvcneval  a  reply  to  its  request  for  information. 
Tbis  communication  supplied  tbe  data  asked,  as  appears  from 
tbe  following  quotation : 

Tbe  President  bolds  tbat  tbe  specific  allegations  referred  to  the 
court  for  investigation  are  indicated  by  marginal  lines  in  the 
statement  submitted  by  tbe  Major-General  Commanding,  to  the 
commission  appointed  by  tbe  President  to  investigate  tbe  conduct 
of  tbe  War  Department  in  tbe  war  witb  Spain,  and  in  tbe  matters 
purporting  to  nave  been  furnished  the  public  press  by  tbat  offi- 
cer, all  of  which  is  transmitted  herewith,  marked  A,  B,  and  C, 
respectively. 

Tbe  papers,  marked  as  indicated,  and  wbicb  were  received 
under  cover  of  tbe  letter  from  wbicb  quotation  is  made,  are  the 
following : 

A.  Pamphlet  print  of  tbe  statement  of  Major-General  Miles 
made  verbally  to  tbe  Commission  referred  to  on  tbe  21st  of  Decem- 
ber, 1898.  Tbe  pages  indicated  by  marginal  lines  are  a  part  of 
page  16,  all  of  pages  17, 18, 19, 20,  and  a  part  of  page  21. 

B.  A  clipping  from  tbe  New  York  Journal  of  tbe  issue  of  Fri- 
day, December  23,  wbicb  purports  to  be  a  report  of  an  interview 
witb  General  Miles  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  on  tbe  proviooa  day,  tbe 
said  clipping  being  a  part  of  the  issue  of  tbe  date  given  and 
wbicb  was  printed  witb  tbe  heading,  **  Miles  makes  grave  charges 
against  tbe. Administration.'' 

C.  A  clipping  from  the  New  York  Herald  of  tbe  issue  of  Febm- 
ary  1, 1899,  wbicb  purports  to  be  tbe  report  of  an  Interriew  witli 
General  Miles  in  New  York  City  on  the  night  of  tbe  day  preTionSy 
tbe  said  clipping  being  a  part  of  tbe  issue  of  date  given,  and 
which  was  printed  with  tbe  beading,  ''Miles  says  beef 
poisoned/'

Referring  to  General  Miles'A  **  statement"  before  the  War  Invea- 
tigation  Commission,  wherein  the  nnfitness  for  issue  of  certain 
urtielee  of  food  is  speotfically  alleged,  an  examination  of  that 
paper  shows  that  the  following  language  was  used : 

ODpage  16,  commencing  with  the  second  paragraph :  ''  Yon  asked 
aboQt  food.  In  my  jndgm«»nt  that  was  one  of  the  serious  causes 
of  BO  much  sickness  and  distress  on  the  part  of  the  troops/'  and, 
oearthe  bottom  of  the  same  page,  '*  In  my  judgment  there  is  some 
Mdoas  defect  in  that  refrigerator  beef,  and  also  the  canned  beef 
that  was  furnished.  There  was  sent  to  Porto  Rico  337  tons  of 
what  is  known  fis  or  called  refrigerated  beef,  which  you  might 
call  embalmed  beef 

On  page  17,  near  the  bottom,  '*  They  could  get  some  bucon,  but 
that  is  not  considered  suitable  food  for  the  Tropics.'^ 

Near  the  top  of  page  18,  in  answer  to  a  question  asking  how 
caooed  fresh  beef  became  a  part  of  the  army  ration,  is  the  reply : 
"You  had  better  ask  the  Secretary  of  War  or  the  Commissary- 
General;  I  think  they  can  tell  you.  I  know  it  was  sent  to  the 
Anny  as  food,  and  the  pretense  is  that  it  was  sent  as  an  experi- 
ment." In  the  middle  of  the  same  page  was  found  the  words: 
"If  you  want  to  ascertain  the  cost  to  the  Government  of  this  so- 
ealled  refrigerated  beef — embalmed  beef— -take  the  original  cost,'' 
etc. ;  also  a  little  farther  on,  same  page,  will  be  found  the  phrase : 
"There  were  sent  337  tons  of  this  so-called  refrigerated  beef.'^ 

Xear  the  middle  of  page  20,  answering  a  question,  the  General 
aays :  *'  I  do  not  think  that  beef  snch  as  was  sent  to  Cuba  or  Porto 
Rico  would  be  good  in  any  country,  in  the  stomach  of  any  man." 
And  in  answer  to  the  next  question,  which  contained  a  statement 
of  the  questioner's  understanding  of  the  GeneraFs  preference  for 
''beef  on  the  hoof  rather  than  refrigerated  beef,"  General  Miles 
replied:  "If  I  was  ftimished  for  any  expedition  in  this  country, 
or  any  other,  with  such  stnlf,  I  would  prohibit  the  men  from 
taking  it." 

Near  the  top  of  page  21  the  refrigerated  beef  is  again  charac- 
terized by  General  Miles  as  '< stuff." 

The  above  quotations  contain  the  most  <1efinite  expressions 
found  in  the  statement  before  the  War  Commission  in  which 
General  Miles  alleges  the  unfitness  of  food  furnished  to  the  troops 
in  Cuba  ftnd  Porto  Rico. 

General  Miles  appeared  as  a  witness  before  the  court  of  inqniry 
on  Febroary  20, 1899,  and  having  been  shown  the  pamphlet  print 


of  his  statement  before  the  War  Investigating  Commission,  which 
is  cited  above  as  Inolosure  A,  he  was  asked  by  the  recorder  if  the 
paper  handed  to  him  appeared  to  be,  in  general,  a  fair  copj  of 
the  testimony  which  was  given.  General  Miles  replied,  ''I 
think  90." 

As  respects  ^*  the  matter  purporting  to  have  been  famished  to 
the  public  press ^'  by  General  Miles  (Papers  B  and  C  above),  they 
were  each  handed  to  the  General  while  he  was  on  the  stand  ae 
a  witness,  and  he  was  asked,  respecting  the  Joamal  interview, 
if  such  an  interview  took  place,  if  it  represented  what  he  said 
completely  or  not,  and,  if  not,  in  what  respects  it  does  not  set 
forth  what  was  said  upon  that  occasion.  The  General's  answer 
was  not  specific,  save  in  calling  attention  to  a  statement  contained 
in  the  report  of  the  interview  to  the  effect  that  he  declined  to 
give  names  of  officers  or  his  anthority  for  his  remarks  before  the 
commission.  He  also  said:  "I  do  not  recall  anything  in  that 
interview  or  any  allegation  in  that  interview  that  had  not  been 
given  in  my  testimony  before  the  commission.*' 

The  question  was  repeated  in  another  form  and  he  was  asked, 
'*  Can  *  *  '  you  say  whether  any  of  the  statements  were  not 
madef  I  would  like  to  have  you  refresh  your  memory  with  it 
and  see  if  there  were  any  that  were  not  made  in  substance/*  The 
General's  answer  seemed  to  be  irrelevant,  when  he  waa  inter- 
rupted by  the  recorder,  who  asked,  ''In  any  respects  does  it 
incorrectly  set  forth  what  was  said?"  The  answer  was  again 
irrelevant  and  the  question  was  repeated  the  secoud  time.  ''Can 
you  now  answer  the  question  as  to  whether  there  seems  to  beany 
portions  of  it  which  do  not  correctly  represent  what  you  said  at 
that  time,  or  is  it,  in  the  main,  correct?*'  The  answer  is.  *'I  do 
not  think  it  is,  in  the  main,  correct,  because  it  would  have  to  be 
taktMi  in  connertion  with  the  whole  subject."  The  General  con- 
tinued, drawing  the  attention  of  the  court  to  what  he  said  the 
report  contained,  consisting  of  his  answers  to  the  reporter  to  the 
etlert  that  he  decline<l  to  answer,  wished  not  to  be  interviewed, 
and  referred  his  questioner  to  his  official  reports. 

As  (leneral  Miles  failed  to  point  out  specific  statements  contain- 
ing inaccuracies,  and  as  the  strongest  term  he  used  in  disoreditiiig 
the  report  was  an  expression  of  opinion  only  that  it  was  not  ''in 
the  main  correct,"  the  court  is  unable  to  identify  any  inaocnraoiee, 
and  therefore  treats  all  the  allegations  in  the  report  as  uneontra- 
dieted,  and  therefore  a  part  of  the  allegations  under  investigation. 


An  exftmination  of  the  statements  attributed  to  General  Miles 
by  the  Joomal  reporter  shows  them  to  be  largely  a  repetition  of 
bis  statements  before  the  War  Commission.  Only  snch  are  here 
speeisUy  referred  to  as  contain  a  stronger  expression  of  the  origi- 
nal allegations  or  such  as  present  new  charges.  In  the  former 
category  is  an  answer  which  is  reported  to  hare  been  made  to  a 
qnestion  asking  for  further  elucidation  of  the  phrase  ''that  the 
food  was  sent  to  his  large  army  under  pretense  of  an  experiment/' 
The  reply  is,  **1  think  that  sentence  is  snfliciently  plain.  'Pre- 
tsnie'  is  the  precise  term  to  be  used;'*  this  followed  by  the 
declaration,  ''It  is  absurd  to  say  that  these  enormous  quantities 
of  beef  were  in  reality  sent  to  an  entire  army  as  an  experiment.*' 
In  the  latter  category  are  allegations  that  the  beef  used  in  Cnba 
'* was  just  as  bad;''  also,  "It  was  the  same  thing  at  Tampa  and 
the  same  thing  at  Jacksonville." 

As  respects  the  New  York  Herald  interriew  (Exhibit  C),  for 
purposes  of  identification  and  Terificatiou  it  was  handed  to  Gen- 
eral Miles  with  the  request  that  he  "look  at  that  and  see  if  it 
fhlly  reports  what  was  said  upon  that  occasion,  or  in  what  respects 
itiiineorrect,  if  any."  The  reply  was  •  *  *  '*  I  do  not  regard 
these  statements  as  mine.  There  are  some  statements  that  were 
certainly  not  mine,"  and  then  one  was  cited  by  him,  wherein  he 
•aid:  "For  instance,  I  have  overwhelming  evidence  that  the 
embalmed  beef  was  treated  with  chemicals  in  order  to  preserve  it. 
The  evidence  of  that  is  in  the  testimony  of  officers  and  communi- 
catioDs,  but  the  statement  that  I  had  evidence  from  the  men  who 
saw  the  embalming  process  going  on  to  this  particular  beef  is  in- 
correct." •  •  »  xhe  General  also  said  he  had  received  a  letter 
froBthe  gentleman  who  he  thought  wrote  the  interview  saying 
that  person  was  ready  to  swear  that  General  Miles  declined  to  be 
interviewed.  The  General  was  asked  if  there  were  other  state- 
ments be  conld  identify  that  were  incorrect,  to  which  he  replied 
irrelevantly,  except  by  repeating  that  he  told  the  reporters  he 
declined  to  be  interviewed.  Later,  in  answer  to  the  question, 
"Wonld  yon  like  that  to  be  taken  as  the  answer,  that  it  did  not 
take  place,  or  that  it  diflTered  in  material  respects  from  this?" 
6«&etal  Miles  replied,  "  It  differed  materially." 

On  the  11th  of  April  Mr.  Sidney  Reid  appeared  as  a  witncvss 
before  the  court  and  testified  that  as  a  representative  of  the  Asso- 
ciated Press  he  reported  an  interview  with  General  Miles  at  the 
Waldorf-Astoria  Hotel,  in  New  York  City,  on  the  night  of  January 
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31,  1899.  Mr.  Reid  submitted  and  identiiied,  under  oath,  a  copy 
of  a  verbatim  statement  that  he  wrote,  on  the  night  in  qnestion, 
from  notes  made  while  the  interview  was  in  progress,  and  that  he 
turned  in  the  same  night  to  the  manager  of  the  Associated  Press, 
by  whom  it  was  supplied  to  subscribers,  and  these  included  the 
New  York  Herald.  Mr.  Reid  testified  that  the  statement  handed 
to  the  court  was  a  correct  report  of  the  interview,  save  as  respects 
the  verbiage  wherever  there  was  a  variation  from  the  actual  words 
used.  He  declared  that  the  true  sense  and  meaning  was  accu- 
rately preserved  in  all  respects. 

It  appears  that  Mr.  Earl  D.  Berry,  a  reporter  for  the  New  York 
Times,  was  al»o  present  at  the  interview  between  General  Mile-s 
and  Mr.  Keid  and  heard  all  the  conversation  that  passed.  Mr. 
Berry,  b}'  deposition  (see  inclosure  38),  swore  that  he  also  took 
notes  of  the  conversation,  and  that  both  reporters  compared  their 
respective  memoranda  and  notes  of  the  interview.  He  declares 
that  there  was  entire  concurrence  in  what  was  said. 

The  statement  written  by  Mr.  Reid  at  the  time,  and  of  which 
he  furnished  a  copy  to  the  court,  in  comparison  with  the  Herald 
report  of  the  Miles  interview  shows  considerable  variance  in  sab- 
stance.  This  variation  consists  of  the  insertion  in  the  newspaper 
report  of  considerable  matter  that  Mr.  Reid  does  not  claim  to 
have  heard.  For  the  purpose  of  easy  identification  of  the  gonn> 
ine  part  of  the  interview  as  reporte<l  bj'  Mr.  Reid,  the  letterpreas 
of  the  Herald  clipping  is  marked  by  numerals  on  the  margin,  the 
numbers  running  from  1  to  16.  The  paragraphs  containing  mat- 
ter attributed  to  General  Miles  by  the  Herald,  which  he  did  not 
furnish  to  the  reporter,  are  paragraphs  1,  2,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  12,  and 
16.  The  court  has  therefore  given  no  consideration  to  any  allega* 
tioDS  that  ure  attributed  to  General  Miles  which  are  oont<ained  in 
the  paragraphs  unmbert'd  as  described. 

As  noted  above,  the  (leneral  specifically  disclaimed  responsi- 
bility for  one  statement  which  was  attributed  to  him,  wherein 
he  is  reported  to  have  Kaid  that  he  had  ^^overwhelming  ovidence 
that  the  embalmed  beef  was  treated  with  chemicals  in  order  to 
preserve  it,''  but  this  statement  quoted  by  General  Miles  is  found 
in  Mr.  Reid's  report  of  the  interview.  The  testimony  of  both  Mr. 
Reid  and  Mr.  Berry  agree  in  tbe  verity  of  the  interview  as  reported 
by  the  foniier,  and  this  is  found  in  the  Herald  clipping.  The 
court  does  not  therefore  ignore  this  paragraph,  but  treats  it  as  a 
part  of  the  allegations  which  are  under  investigation. 


A  review  of  paragraphs  3,  5,  6,  13,  14,  and  15  will  show  that  a 
Urge  part  of  the  allegatioDB  are  of  the  same  general  tenor  as  those 
embraced  in  the  statement  of  General  Miles  before  the  War  Com- 
mission. There  are  a  few.  however,  which  are  more  specific  or 
cover  a  wider  range  of  facts  than  were  embraced  in  that  state- 
ment.   The  following  are  noted: 

Paragraph  5  contains  the  assertion :  ''  I  have  overwhelming  evi- 
dence that  the  embalmed  beef  was  treated  with  chemicals  in 
order  to  preserve  it.  I  have  affidavits  from  men  who  saw  the  beef 
midergoiug  the  treatment  or  embalming  process." 

Paragraphs:  *  *  *  «The  canned  roast  beef  was  the  beef 
after  the  extract  had  been  boiled  out  of  it.  *  *  ""  Well,  this 
is  the  beef  after  the  extract  had  been  taken  from  it.  They  put 
this  beef  pulp  up  in  cans  and  label  it  'canned  roast  beef.^" 

SUMMARY     OF     THE     ALLEGATIONS      BY     GENERAL     MILES     AS     TO 
UNFITNESS  OF  FOOD,  BASED  ON  FOKEGOING  CITATIONS. 

1.  That  the  refrigerated  beef  furnished  to  the  troops  iu  Cuba, 
Porto  Rico,  Tampa,  Chickamauga,  and  Jacksonville  was  em- 
balmed, or  treated  with  chemicals  to  preserve  it,  of  which  over- 
whelming proof  existed. 

2.  That  refrigerated  beef  was  a  serious  cause  of  sickness  and  dis- 
tress among  the  troops  in  the  places  above  named. 

3.  That  the  canned  roast  beef  was  furnished  to  the  Army  under 
pretense  of  experiment. 

4.  That  the  canned  roast  beef  was  also  a  cause  of  sickuess  and 
distress  among  the  troops,  aud  is  unfit  for  issue  as  food  in  any 
country. 

5.  That  what  is  called  canned  roast  beef  is  really  beef  pulp  from 
which  the  beef  extract  of  commerce  had  been  boiled  out. 

6.  That  the  bacon  issued  to  the  troops  in  Porto  Rico  was  not 
suitable  food  for  use  iu  the  Tropics. 

THE  SANTIAGO  EXPEDITION. 

On  April  25,  1898,  by  a  formal  resolution  of  Congress,  a  stale  of 
public  war  was  declared  to  exist  between  the  United  States  of 
America  and  the  Kingdom  of  Spain.  By  a  previous  enactment, 
the  President  had  been  empowered  *'to  use  the  entire  land  and 
nAval  forces  of  the  United  States,  and  to  call  into  the  service  of 
the  iruited  States  the  militia  of  the  several  States,"  with  a  view 
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to  compel  "  the  Govern meut  of  Spain  at  once  to  relinquish  ite 
anthority  and  government  in  the  island  of  Cuba  and  withdraw 
ite  land  and  naval  forcee  from  Cuba  and  Cuban  waters."  Under 
the  authority  conferred  by  thie  statute,  and  others  of  similar 
character,  the  Regular  Army  was  placed  on  a  war  footing,  and 
the  President,  by  public  proclamation,  called  into  the  military 
service  a  force  of  over  200,000  volunteers  to  serve  for  a  period  of 
two  years,  and  to  be  discharged  from  the  service  of  the  United 
States  at  the  concluBion  of  hostilities,  or  when  the  purposes  for 
which  they  were  called  into  service  should  have  been  accom- 
plished. 

The  Subsistence  Department,  in  common  with  the  other  supply 
departments  of  the  staff,  had  regulated  its  operations  in  accord- 
ance with  the  annual  acts  of  appropriation  which  had  provided 
for  the  current  needs  of  the  Army  in  the  way  of  subsistence  storee, 
but  had  made  no  provision  for  an  accumulation  of  supplies  to  meet 
the  emergency  of  war;  indeed,  the  rigid  limitations  imposed  by 
Congress  in  its  annual  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Army 
would  have  prevented  such  an  accumulation  had  its  formation  by 
the  Department  been  deemed  either  necessary  or  desirable. 

With  a  view  to  the  concentration  of  the  available  military  forces 
of  the  United  States  in  the  vicinity  of  the  proposed  theaters  of 
operations — 

the  regular  infantry  wa9  ordered  April  15,  1898,  to  New  Orleans, 
Mobile,  and  Tampa,  preparatory  to  an  immediate  movement  to 
Cuba  snould  war  be  declared.  This  order,  however,  was  partially 
suspended,  and  a  part  of  the  reguhir  infantry,  with  the  artillery 
and  cavalry,  ordered  to  camp  at  Chickamauga  Park.  On  M^y  10 
the  regular  artillery  and  cavalry  were  ordered  from  Chickamauga 
to  Tampa,  preparatoiy  to  a  movement  to  Cuba.  Later  70,000  men 
were  ordered  to  move  on  Cuba,  and  commissary  stores  for  ninety 
days  for  the  men  and  thirty  days'  stores  for  the  animals  were 
ordered  to  be  concentrated  at  Tampa.  None  of  these  movements 
on  Cuba,  however,  materialized.  The  want  of  proper  equipment 
and  ammunition  rendered  the  movements  impracticable.  (Annual 
Keport  of  the  Major-General  Commanding  the  Army,  p.  9.) 

Other  expeditions,  less  formidable  in  point  of  numbers,  were 
ordered  to  be  organized  at  Tampa,  the  effect  of  whioh  was  to 
cause  the  accumulation  at  that  point  of  an  enormous  quantity  of 
subsistence  stores,  amounting,  in  all,  to  between  six  and  seven 
million  rations.  The  effects  of  such  an  accumulation  of  supplies, 
many  of  them  of  a  perishable  character,  and  their  prolonged 
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ttorage  at  a  point  witboat  adequate  terminal  facilities,  will  be 
diBcoBsed  eUewbere. 

Wbile  tbe  destination  of  the  troops  constituting  these  expedi- 
tions was  well  known,  in  so  far  as  tbe  climatic  conditions  of  tbe 
proposed  theaters  of  operation  were  concerned,  tbe  evidence  fails 
to  show  that  tbe  cbaraoter  of  tbe  ration  was  made  tbe  subject  of 
serious  study  or  extensive  consideration,  or  tbat  the  question  of 
modifying  its  components,  in  view  of  such  climatic  conditions, 
was  made  tbe  subject  of  conference  by  tbe  Mf^jor-Oeneral  Com- 
manding, or  by  tbe  general  commanding  tbe  troopH  designated 
for  service  in  Cuba,  witb  tbe  officers  of  tbe  Department  charged 
by  law  witb  tbe  duty  of  fumisbing  food  to  the  expeditionary 
forces.  Nor  does  it  appear  that  tbe  Surgeon-General  of  tbe  Army 
was  consulted,  or  tbat  bis  opinion  was  obtained  at  any  time  prior 
to  tbe  sailing  of  tbe  expeditions  in  reference  to  tbe  proper  food 
supply  of  the  troops  whom  it  was  proposed  to  employ  in  a  tropical 
climate  during  tbe  most  unbealtby  season  of  tbe  year.  It  does 
appear,  bowever,  tbat  Colonel  Weston,  tbe  chief  commissary, 
caused  certain  experiments  to  be  made  with  tbe  canned  fresh  beef 
at  Tampa,  wbile  tbe  troops  were  concentrated  there,  by  Capt.  H. 
L.  Ripley,  commanding  Troop  £,  Third  Cavalry.  Tbe  result  of 
these  experiments  may  be  stated  as  follows : 

A  quantity  of  canned  fresb  beef  was  furnished  to  Captain 
Ripley,  who  caused  it  to  be  mixed  with  potatoes  and  onions  and 
served  to  bis  troops  in  tbe  form  of  hashes  and  stews.  Captain 
Ripley's  testimony  is  tbat,  as  thus  prepared,  it  made  a  very 
palatable  dish,  of  which  be  partook,  as  be  was  messing  witb  bis 
troop  at  tbe  time.  Under  tbe  conditions  attending  the  trial, 
which  involved  tbe  use  of  tbe  beef  in  connection  witb  fresb 
vegetables,  tbe  report  submitted  by  Captain  Ripley  was  favorable 
to  the  canned  fresh  beef  as  an  article  of  tbe  ration.  In  a  report 
submitted  by  that  officer  under  date  of  February  6, 1899,  bowever, 
in  which  he  related  his  experience  with  tbe  canned  fresb  beef 
during  the  operations  before  Santiago,  be  speaks  of  it  as  unsatis- 
factory and  not  a  good  component  of  tbe  permanent  ration,  and 
declares  that  '4t  seemed  to  have  lost  its  nutriment  and  good 
taste.  Chopped  up  with  potatoes  and  onions,  it  made  a  very 
palatable  hash,  but  taken  straight  it  quickly  palled  upon  the 
appetite  and  would  not  be  eaten.'' 

In  this  connection  a  report  submitted  by  Colonel  Weston  on 
March  24, 1898,  discussed,  at  some  length,  the  question  of  supply* 
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ing  troops  operating  ia  the  Weet  ladies  with  bread  and  canned 
fresh  beef.  This  report,  with  indorsements  indicating  the  action 
of  the  Conmissary-Geaeral  of  Sabsistence,  will  be  found  in  the 
appendix  marked  26.  It  does  not  appear  in  oTidenoe,  howeveri 
that  the  inquiry  suggested  by  Colonel  Weston  was  undertakwn, 
or^  if  undertaken,  that  it  was  carried  forward  to  compietioD. 

In  addition  to  this,  an  experintent  with  frosen  beef  was  offieisdly 
conducted  at  Tampa  and  made  the  subject  of  an  unfavorable 
report.  At  about  the  same  time  a  similar  experiment  with  refrig- 
erated beef,  treated  at  Chicago  by  a  process  invented  by  Mr. 
Alexander  Powell,  of  New  York,  was  completed  at  Port  Tampa, 
This  test,  thou  gh  not  undertaken  at  the  request  of  nor  vecog- 
nized  by  the  War  Department,  was  observed  unofficially,  and 
reported  upon  by  Colonel  Weston*  The  outcome  of  these  ezperi* 
ments  will  be  discussed  elsewhere. 

The  result  of  the  tests  instituted  by  Colonel  Weston  in  reapeot 
to  the  canned  ftesh  beef,  which  were  made  the  subject  of  official 
report  by  that  officer,  may  be  briefly  summarised  as  follows: 
That  canned  ftesh  beef,  prepared  with  vegetables  and  condi- 
ments, could  be  used  for  four  or  five  days  in  the  abeenoe  of 
ordinary  fresh  beef.  It  does  not  appear,  however,  that  the  qnes* 
tion  of  a  more  extensive  use  of  the  canned  beef  than  tiiat  above 
described  was  considered  or  suggested,  or  that  its  continued  use 
without  condiments  or  vegetables  was  contemplated  at  any  time. 

When  the  orders  were  issued  directing  the  accumulation  of  aub- 
slstence  stores  at  Tampa,  it  is  stated  by  the  Commissary-General 
of  Subsistence  that  twenty  days'  rations  of  canned  f^h  beef 
were  ordered  purchased.  This  would  have  required  the  delivery 
of  1,050,000  pounds,  or  about  fifty  carloads  of  this  article  alone. 
As  the  forces  employed  on  foreign  service  in  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico, 
prior  to  the  suspension  of  hostilities,  did  not  exceed  35,000  in 
number,  the  supply  thus  aocumulatied  was  sufficient  for  their  use, 
to  the  exclusion  of  all  other  meat  components  of  the  ration,  for 
forty-five  days — a  period  somewhat  longer  than  was  ooasamed  ta 
the  operations  actually  undertaken  in  both  fields  of  military 
activity. 

With  a  view  to  an  understanding  of  the  innovation  attempted 
to  be  made  in  the  food  supply  of  the  Army  at  the  outbreak  of  the 
war  with  Spain,  it  is  proper  to  observe  at  this  point  that  one  ele- 
ment in  the  question  of  supplying  fbod  to  our  own  Army  aeons 
not  to  have  received  the  attention  which  it  deserved,  and  tkat  ia 
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tbe  well  known  conserratism  of  the  American  soldier  in  the  mat> 
tet  of  the  articles  constitnting  the  ration  supplied  hhn  in  active 
field  serrice.  The  articles  habitually  used  by  the  armies  of  the 
United  States  in  the  field  are  now,  what  they  hare  Iveen  fbr  the 
past  hundred  years,  hard  bread  or  flour,  bacon,  pork,  salt  or  fresh 
beef,  and  coffee  and  sugar.  Those,  with  vinegar  and  the  season- 
ing components  (salt  and  pepper)  have  constituted  the  food  sup- 
ply of  our  armies  in  every  campaign  undertaken  by  ibem  since 
the  war  of  the  Revolution.  Although  changes  in  the  several 
meats  constituting  the  field  ration  have  been  suggested  from  time 
to  time,  no  important  modification  in  character  or  amount  has 
been  actually  made,  and  the  ration,  as  now  established,  consists 
of  the  articles  above  enumerated,  with  the  addition  of  such  quan- 
tities of  vegetables  as  it  is  possible  to  supply  to  troops  engaged 
in  aetive  operations  in  the  field. 

When  the  determination  was  finally  reached,  on  May  30,  1898, 
to  send  the  Fifth  Army  Corps  to  cooperate  with  the  Navy  in  the 
capture  of  Admiral  Cervera's  fleet  and  the  reduction  of  the  city 
and  defenses  of  Santiago,  Colonel  Weston  was  directed  to  place 
on  board  six  months'  supplies  for  20,000  men ;  but  upon  his  repre- 
sentations as  to  the  loss  that  was  likely  to  be  incurred  in  the  per* 
ishable  articles  of  the  ration,  this  quantity  was  reduced  to  ninety 
days'  supplies  for  the  same  force— 20,000  men.  Apart  from  this 
there  seems  to  have  been  no  consultation  between  theMaJor-Gen- 
eral  Commanding  and  General  Shafter,  or  between  either  of  these 
officers  and  the  Commissary-General  of  Subsistence  or  Colonel 
Weston  as  to  the  quantity  or  character  of  the  food  supply  of  the 
expedition,  as  to  its  adaptibility  to  the  climatic  conditions  of  the 
proposed  theater  of  operations,  or  as  to  the  extent  to  which  it 
was  proposed  to  make  use  of  canned  fresh  beef  as  a  meat  compo- 
nent of  the  ration.  Save  for  the  experiment  conducted  by  Cap- 
tain Bipley,  which  has  already  been  described,  the  evidence  fails 
to  show  that  any  attempt  was  made  to  familiarize  the  troops  with 
the  method  of  preparing  the  canned  ft-esh  beef  as  an  article  of 
food. 

The  travel  ration,  as  established  in  1S78  and  as  described  in 
paragraph  1256  of  the  Army  Regulations,  consists  of  the  following 
articles,  the  quantities  being  expressed  in  pounds  upon  a  basis  of 
100  rations :  112^  pounds  of  soft  bread  or  100  pounds  of  hard  bread ; 
75  pounds  of  canned  beef;  33  otie-ponnd  cans  or  15  three-pound 
cftns  of  baked  beans;  8  pounds  of  roasted  coffee  and  15  pounds  of 
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sugar.  It  is  intended  to  be  used  "when  troops  travel  otherwise 
than  by  march ing,  or  when,  for  short  periods,  they  are  separated 
from  cooking  facilities  and  do  not  carry  cooked  rations.''  The 
Hegolations  also  provide  that — 

After  troops  have  been  subsisted  upon  the  travel  ration  for  four 
consecutive  days,  they  may  be  allowed  canned  tomatoes  in  addi- 
tion to  the  travel  ration  at  the  rate  of  1  pound  of  tomatoes  per 
man  per  day.  When  they  arrive  at  their  destination  or  rejoin 
tlieir  station,  subsistence  upon  the  ordinary  ration  will  be  resumed 
immediately,  and  any  unconsumed  articles  in  good  condition  which 
they  may  have  on  hand  will  not  be  sold  as  savings,  but  will  be 
turned  over  to  the  commissary. 

As  it  is  intended  to  be  used  only  for  short  periods  of  time,  when 
troops  are  separated  from  cooking  facilities,  neither  salt»  pepper, 
nor  vinegar  is  provided  as  a  part  of  this  ration.  It  has  already 
been  observed  that  during  the  twenty  years  that  have  elapsed 
since  the  adoption  of  the  travel  ration  the  canned  corned  beef  has 
been  found  to  be  the  more  acceptable  to  the  trooxw,  and  for  that 
reason  the  more  generally  used  of  the  meat  components  of  this 
ration.  From  this  it  follows  that  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of 
the  Regular  Army  had  ceased  to  be  familiar  with  the  canned 
fresh  beef.  Indeed,  it  appears  from  the  testimony  that  few  of 
them  had  ever  used  it  or  knew  it  to  be  used.  With  the  canned 
corned  beef,  on  the  other  hand,  they  were  perfectly  familiar.  To 
the  volunteer  troops,  who  formed  part  of  the  expeditions  to  Cuba 
and  Porto  Eico,  this  ration  was  entirely  unknown. 

When  the  troops  were  ordered  to  embark  on  June  7,  they  were 
directed  to  supply  themselves  with  ten  days'  travel  rations  in 
addition  to  the  fourteen  days'  field  rations,  which  were  on  hand 
May  31.  Although  an  alternative  of  canned  corned  beef  or  canned 
fresh  beef  is  provided  for  in  the  travel  ration,  the  amount  of 
canned  corned  beef  on  hand  in  the  depot  at  Tampa  was  so  small 
as  to  restrict  the  freedom  of  choice,  in  a  majority  of  cases,  to  tiie 
canned  fresh  beef,  and  thus  to  make  it  necessary  for  many,  if  not 
most,  of  the  organizations  composing  the  expeditionary  force  to 
receive  and  use  the  latter  article  from  June  8  to  June  24,  when 
the  landing  at  Daiquiri  was  completed.  It  has  already  been 
remarked  that  the  travel  ration,  as  established  in  paragraph  12^ 
of  the  Army  Regulations,  contains  neither  vinegar,  salt,  nor 
pepper. 

It  is  proper  to  observe  at  this  point  that  no  facilities  were  pro- 
vided on  the  transports  for  general  cooking  except  for  the  making 
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of  coffee ;  it  also  appears  that  there  was  no  general  issne  of  tretih 
Tegetables  to  the  troops  prior  to  embarkation  for  use  during  the 
▼oyage.  As  a  consequence  the  enlisted  men  were  compelled  to 
eat  the  beef  direct  from  the  can,  without  seasoning,  without  other 
cooking  than  it  had  received  during  the  process  of  manufacture, 
and  without  other  vegetables  than  the  beans  and  tomatoes  which 
formed  a  part  of  the  travel  ration.  The  testimony  in  respect  to 
the  canned  fresh  beef  on  board  the  transports  is  uniform  and 
unvarying.  Used  under  such  unfavorable  conditions  the  men 
soon  tired  of  it,  it  became  unpalatable,  and  they  subsisted,  in 
many  instances,  upon  the  hard  bread  and  vegetables,  which,  with 
the  coffee  and  sugar,  constituted  the  remaining  portions  of  the 
travel  ration,  supplemented  at  times  by  articles  obtained  from  the 
company  savings. 

The  embarkation  was  completed  on  June  8,  but  there  was  some 
delay  in  sailing,  occasioned  by  the  report  that  a  Spanish  war  ves- 
sel had  been  sighted  in  the  Nicholas  Channel.  The  expedition 
finally  sailed  on  June  14  and  reached  the  vicinity  of  Quantanamo 
Bay  on  June  20.  The  debarkation  was  begun  on  the  22d  and 
completed  on  the  24th  of  the  same  month. 

Prior  to  the  landing  of  the  troops  at  Daiquiri,  the  canned  fresh 
beef  had  been  used  as  a  part  of  the  travel  ration  within  the 
authority  conferred  by  paragraph  1256  of  the  Army  Regulations. 
From  this  time  forward  to  the  end  of  the  siege  operations  it  was 
used,  under  the  stress  of  circumstances,  as  part  of  the  field 
ration  '-a  use  not  contemplated  or  authorized  in  the  Army  Segu- 
lations. 

It  does  not  appear  in  the  testimony  that  the  new  use  to  which 
the  canned  fresh  beef  was  to  be  applied  was  made  the  subject 
of  sx>ecial  consideration  or,  indeed,  that  it  was  considered  at  all, 
save  in  connection  with  the  experiments  conducted  at  Tampa 
piior  to  the  departure  of  the  expedition.  In  point  of  fact,  this 
question  is  one  of  very  great  importance,  inasmuch  as  the  experi- 
ence thus  far  gained  had  been  far  from  satisfactory,  and  active 
military  operations  against  the  enemy  were  about  to  be  under- 
taken in  which  the  troops  were  to  be  subsisted,  wholly  or  in  part, 
upon  an  article  of  food  which  had  been  found  by  actual  use  on  the 
voyage  from  Tampa  to  be  not  only  unpalatable,  but  actually  dis- 
tasteful, and  which  was  to  be  issued  in  a  form  least  well  suited 
to  the  conditions  as  they  actually  existed. 
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In  the  consideration  of  this  period  of  the  campaign  other  qiiee> 
tions  than  thoae  haying  to  do  with  the  suheistenee  of  the  Axmy 
mnet  he  oonsidered,  notahly  the  nature  of  the  operations  in  vhich 
the  troope  were  engaged,  thAir  physical  condition,  the  clinate, 
the  oondition  of  the  roads,  the  scarcity  of  fuel,  and  the  meana  of 
transportation  which  were  relied  upon  to  fomish  the  tvoopa  at 
the  front  with  food»  forage,  ammunition^  and  other  neoeaaary 
supplies.  The  transportation  which  accompanied  the  expedition 
was  far  below  a  minimum  in  point  of  strength,  having  in  view 
the  needa  of  the  troops  and  animals,  the  care  of  the  aiek  and 
woundedi  and  the  demanda  made  by  the  several  staff  depart* 
ments  for  transportation  services.  This  condition  of  affairs  was 
aggravated  by  the  weather,  the  inadequate  landing  faoiUties»  the 
state  of  the  roads,  and  the  physical  characteristics  of  the  region 
which  constituted  the  theater  of  military  operationa.  Thie  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that,  while  such  transportation  aa  waa  availa- 
ble was  apparently  utilized  to  the  best  advantage,  it  was  never 
possible  to  accumulate  a  reserve  of  stores  at  the  front,  or  to  sup- 
ply the  Army  with  rations  for  more  than  one  day  in  advance. 

It  appears  in  evidence  that  when  the  diaembarkation  waa 
ordered  the  troops  were  required  to  be  provided  with  three  days' 
rations.  It  also  appears  that  there  still  remained  in  posaesaion  of 
the  organizations  at  least  two  days'  field  rations,  which  had  been 
drawn  previous  to  embarkation.  It  is  further  establiahed  that 
the  men  bad  found  the  canned  fresh  meat  unpalatable  and  nause- 
ating. There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  each  organization  had 
not  only  the  right  but  the  power  to  exercise  an  option  aa  to  the 
kind  of  meat  to  be  taken  in  the  provision  of  a  supply  of  food  for 
three  days.  Condiments  were  also  available  in  these  unused  field 
rations.  In  view  of  this  experience  on  the  transports,  and  con- 
sidering the  availability  of  both  kinds  of  meat  and  of  condi- 
ments, it  is  inconceivable  that  the  commands  should  have  taken 
one  in  preference  to  the  other,  or  have  left  oondimenta  behind, 
unless  they  were  permitted  to  do  so  by  superiors,  or  preferred  to 
do  so  individually. 

As  to  the  extent  to  which  the  canned  fresh  beef  was  actually 
used  during  the  >:eriod  between  the  landing  at  Daiquiri  and  the 
surrender  of  the  city,  as  well  as  to  the  effects  of  its  use  on  both 
oflHeers  and  men,  the  testimony  is  somewhat  conflicting.  In  Law- 
ton's  division  I  for  example,  bacon  seems  to  have  been  almoet 
exclusively  issued ;  in  some  commands  the  issues  of  bacon  exceeded 
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thoa*  of  any  ath«r  BMite;  im  •then  tntih  b«ef  and  bacoo  wan 
about  evenly  diride^.  The  teatlMony  relatiTe  to  thia  period  af 
tho  eampaigm  ahovs  that  in  a  majority  of  caaea  the  haooD  vaa 
pnaJMrred  by  tta  ttoopa  to  the  aaiiDed  fireah  beef.  It  alao  apiwaia 
thai  Colosel  Weaton,  ivith  a  riew  to  fitoilitate  itanea,  direoted 
that  no  fonaal  raqalsitiona  would  be  required  for  iaaaae  to  troopa 
at  the  depot  at  Siboaoy.  Thoao  who  camo  for  rationa  were  only 
TOfvived  to  giro  the  namber  of  men  drawn  for  and  to  aeleet  f^om 
the  stock  on  haad  the  partionlar  artieks  which  they  deeired. 

It  appeara  from  the  annual  report  of  the  Commiaaary-General 
ei  Snbaifliettea  for  the  year  1898  that  there  were  afloat  at  Sibooey, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  aiege  operations,  1,290^17  rations  of 
baeon,  9,333  rations  of  canned  corned  beef,  and  772,118  rations  of 
eanned  fireah  beef.  Neglecting  the  canned  corned  beef,  of  which 
tlie  quantity  on  hand  was  very  small — amounting,  in  fact,  to  lees 
than  one  day's  ration  fbr  the  entire  army— the  bacon  alone  wonld 
hare  supplied  16^000  men  for  seventy-six  days;  the  canned  fresh 
beef,  if  used  to  the  exclusion  of  other  meats,  woald  have  eoneti- 
tntad  a  forty-eight  days'  snpply  for  the  same  number  of  men. 
The  testimony  fails  to  show  why  it  was  that,  with  such  an  abun- 
dance of  these  articles  on  hand,  and  with  entire  freedom  of  choice 
is  aaleetioB,  any  command  that  expreaaed  a  preference  lor  either 
aheold  not  have  been  able  to  obtain  the  particular  kind  of  meat 
it  deaired. 

The  experience  with  the  canned  fresh  beef  on  the  voyage  from 
Tamp*  was  repeated  during  the  land  operatioois  in  front  of  San- 
tiago. The  conditions  under  which  it  was  used,  however,  had 
undergone  material  changes,  and  the  chauges  were  lii  every  case 
nnfSavorable  to  its  continued  use  as  an  article  of  the  ration.  To 
use  the  beef  to  advantage  fresh  vegetables  were  absolutely  neces- 
aary,  but  theae  were  lacking  and  there  were  no  facilities  for  cook- 
ing them  had  the  vegetable  supply  been  abundant.  The  hardBhips 
of  the  campaign  and  the  climatic  influences  peculiar  to  the  rainy 
season  were  beginning  to  tell  npon  the  health  of  the  troopa, 
which  from  July  8  until  the  withdrawal  of  the  command  in  Au- 
gnst  declined  in  a  steadily  increasing  ratio.  As  the  sick  rate  was 
anbfltantially  the  same  tiirongluMit  the  entire  army,  and  was  aa 
great  in  the  brigades  which  subsisted  chiefly  upon  bacon  aa  in 
theae  in  which  the  canned  beef  was  used,  this  chauge  must  be 
ascribed  to  ether  causes  than  the  food  supply.  The  testimony  is 
conclnsive  that  the  command  was  Insufficiently  subsisted  from  the 
landing  to  the  date  of  surrender  and  the  occupation  of  the  city 
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and  harbor— a  state  of  affairs  directly  traceable  to  the  defioieBoy 
in  transportation,  which  has  already  been  described. 

The  references  to  the  canned  firesh  beef  in  the  reports  moat  nearly 
contemporaneous  with  its  ase  are  far  less  pronounced  than  in  those 
sabseqnently  rendered,  and  the  objections  to  it  during  the  prog- 
ress of  the  siege  do  not  seem  to  have  been  sufficiently  stronic  ^ 
have  reached  the  corps  and  division  commanders  and  their  com* 
missaries,  or  to  have  caused  any  determined  or  concerted  efforts  to 
be  made  on  the  part  of  regimental  or  higher  commanders  with  a 
view  to  obtain  bacon  in  its  stead. 

The  extent  to  which  the  deficiency  in  the  food  supply  at  this 
period  appeared  as  a  contributory  cause  of  disease  is  testified  to 
by  the  chief  surgeon.  Colonel  Pope,  who  says: 

In  regard  to  the  effect  of  the  rations  upon  the  health  of  the 
command,  I  will  say  that  I  was  unable  to  trace  any  sx>ecial  dis- 
eases directly  to  the  ration,  either  the  canned  beef  or  the  refrig- 
erated beef,  or  any  other  part  of  the  ration.  Intestinal  troubles, 
which  usually  follow  the  use  of  decomposed  or  bad  beef,  were  not 
common  until — well,  it  must  have  been  the  latter  part  of  July. 
They  formed  a  part  of  the  cause  of  debility,  but  it  was  not  a 
prominent  one.  Later,  in  August,  I  understand  there  was  a 
great  deal  of  diarrhea  and  dysentery.  Up  to  about  the  8th  or  10th 
of  July  the  health  of  the  command  was  fine.  I  think  we  disem- 
barked in  Cuba  with  perhaps  150  sick  men  we  had  gathered  on 
the  Olivette,  and  I  think  that  that  composed  the  large  proportioa 
of  those  who  were  not  able  to  march  at  once  to  the  n*ont. 

lu  Tampa  our  sick  list  was  very  low,  averaging  less  than  2^  per 
cent,  and  it  kept  low,  as  I  say,  uutil  about  the  8tn  of  July.  Then, 
when  the  fevers  commenced,  the  sickness  came  with  a  rush.  Aa 
the  command  became  broken  down  from  malarial  poisoning,  the 
demand  of  medical  officers  was  for  diets  for  the  sick,  and  particu- 
larly for  vegetables,  no  special  complaiuta  being  made  about  the 
beef  that  I  can  recollect.  After  the  command  was  broken  down 
that  way  of  course  the  travel  ration  became  almost  unendurable 
and  coiild  hardly  be  eaten  by  the  sick  men.  The  whole  Fifth 
Army  Corps  was  sick  at  the  time  I  left,  along  about  the  1st  of 
August. 

Q.  What  representations,  if  any,  were  made  to  or  reached  you, 
as  the  principal  medical  officer,  in  respect  to  the  excessive  amount 
of  canned  roast  beef  that  was  used? 

A.  Nothing  whatever.  Medical  officers  did  not  mention  it  par- 
ticularly in  any  of  their  reports,  and  I  received,  I  think,  after  the 
10th  of  July,  almost  daily  reports  from  the  medical  officers.  They 
were  consolidated  reporta,  consolidated  from  regiments  into 
brigade  reports,  and  from  brigade  reports  into  a  report  of  the 
chief  surgeon  of  the  division,  and,  aside  from  the  demand  for  freeh 
vegetables,  there  was  no  special  mention  made  of  the  ration  in 
their  requests. 
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The  same  officer,  in  speaking  of  the  diarrheal  troubles  in  his 
annual  reporty  says : 

During  the  latter  part  of  July  and  August  the  ten^lency  to  diar- 
rhea and  dysentery  became  pronounced,  although  the  diet  of  the 
troops  had  much  improved  and  the  water  supply  was  certainly  no 
worse  than  it  had  been  from  the  first.  The  majority  of  medical 
officers  regarded  it  as  of  malarial  origin  and  treated  it  as  such,  and 
freanently  with  large  rectal  injections  of  quinine.  Attempts  were 
maae  to  check  its  spread  by  recommending  the  use  of  boiled  water 
for  drinking  purposes,  without  favorable  results,  probably  because 
the  men  preferred  the  disease  to  the  remedy.  At  divisional 
hospital  ^o.  1,  where  boiled  and  filtered  water  was  freely  sup- 
plied— and  about  all  that  was  to  be  had — the  incurrence  of 
diarrhea  and  dysentery  was  almost  unknown.  Among  the  regi- 
ments the  excuse  for  not  furnishing  boiled  water  was  valid ;  the 
commands  were,  until  very  late,  without  the  necessary  kettles 
and  caldrons  to  heat  the  water.  When  the  soldier  had  only  his 
tin  cup  and  ration  can  and  a  little  fire  of  green  twigs  with  which 
to  cook  his  food  boiled  water  was  omitted. 

The  testimony  of  Surgeon  Pope  In  respect  to  the  causes  of  the 
diseases  which  became  prevalent  in  July  and  Angast  is  substan- 
tially corroborated  by  that  of  the  other  medical  officers  who 
accompanied  the  expedition. 

The  complaints  in  respect  to  the  beef  during  the  progress  of  tho 
siege  were  not  numerons.  This  was  due,  in  part,  to  ^e  engross- 
ing character  of  the  military  operations,  to  the  soldierly  spirit 
and  high  sense  of  duty  which  seems  to  have  actuated  the  officers 
and  men  of  the  command,  and  to  the  disposition  evinced  by  all — 
from  highest  to  lowest — to  bear  cheerfully  and  without  complaint 
the  hardships  incident  to  the  undertaking  upon  which  tliey  wero 
engaged.  Their  valor  in  battle  was  only  surpassed  by  their  reso- 
lute determination  to  endure  privations  and  undergo  trial  aud 
exposnre  for  which,  save  in  the  quality  of  their  fortitude,  they 
were  utterly  unprepared. 

On  Jnly  21,  a  few  days  after  the  surrender  of  the  place,  the 
steamer  Mississippi  arrived  in  tho  harbor  of  Santiago  with  a  loud 
of  refrigerated  beef;  and  from  that  date  until  the  end  of  August, 
when  the  transfer  of  the  Fifth  Army  Corps  to  Montauk  Point 
was  completed,  the  refrigerated  beef  was  regularly  issued  to  the 
troops  as  the  principal  fresh  meat  component  of  the  field  ration. 
At  the  same  time  the  transports  were  transferred  to  the  harbor 
and  depots  were  established  in  the  city  of  Santiago^  from  which 
all  subsequent  issues  and  sales  of  subsistence  stores  weto  made. 
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The  testimony  shows  that  the  refrigerated  lieef  was  received  at 
first  with  great  satisfaction.  The  arrangemenU  for  iesning  the 
beef  and  transporting  it  to  the  camps  do  not  seem  to  have  been 
either  adequate  or  efficient.  The  evidence  points  clearlj  to  this 
conclusion,  even  when  due  allowance  has  been  made  for  the  inad* 
equacy  of  wagon  transportation,  the  condition  of  the  roads  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  city,  and  the  ignorance  and  want  of  care  shown 
in  the  handling  and  preservation  of  the  meat.  The  beef  was 
landed  from  the  refrigerating  steamers  by  lighters  soon  aft-er  day* 
break,  and  tbe  orders  seem  to  have  contemplated  its  issae  and 
transportation  to  the  camps  in  tbe  early  part  of  the  day. 

If  there  were  specific  orders  in  respect  to  the  cleanliness  of  the 
wagons,  the  use  of  waji^on  covers,  the  order  in  which  the  meat 
was  to  be  issued  to  the  several  commissaries,  the  protection  of  it 
from  the  sun  and  rain,  and  its  prompt  transportation  to  the 
camps,  the  testimony  fails  to  show  that  snch  orders  were  rigidly 
enforced  or  observed.  As  a  consequence,  a  considerable  portion 
of  the  beef  became  tainted  before  it  reached  the  regimental 
camps,  and  was  either  rejected  altogether  or  trimmed  down 
before  being  cooked,  the  amount  so  rejected  constituting  a  con- 
siderable percentage  of  the  entire  issne.  A  part  of  this  loss  waa 
doubtless  due  to  a  want  of  familiarity  with  refrigerated  beef  on 
the  part  of  those  whose  duty  it  wae  to  receive  it  and  prepare  it 
for  issue  to  the  troops.  In  this  connection  the  testimony  afforded 
by  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Survey  held  on  October  1, 
1898,  of  which  Generals  Lawton  and  Wood  and  Colonel  Osgood 
were  members,  is  of  importance,  as  showing  the  average 
amount  of  trimming  which  the  beef  was  required  to  undergo  at 
that  dat«  in  the  course  of  its  issue  and  transportation  to  the 
camps.  The  recommendation  of  this  board  was  that  a  nniform 
allowance  of  25  per  cent  for  trimming  off  spoiled  portions  should 
be  allowed. 

The  spoiled  or  tainted  meat  was,  in  some  instances,  examined 
by  boards  of  survey ;  in  others,  it  was  burned  or  buried  by  order 
of  the  proper  commanding  officers.  In  some  caaes  it  was  replaced 
by  other  meat,  either  fresh  or  salt,  in  others  not;  in  many  cases 
such  replacing  does  not  seem  to  have  been  requested.  It  does  not 
appear,  however,  that  the  troops  were  insufficiently  fed  as  a  con- 
sequence of  such  rejections;  this  for  the  reason  that  during  the 
month  of  August  the  entire  army  was  so  i-educed  by  sickness  and 
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debilitation,  due  to  climatic  infloences,  that  full  rations  of  regu- 
lation food  were  neither  demanded  nor  desired. 

The  urgent  need  at  this  stage  of  the  undertaking  was  for  a  diet 
better  adapted  to  the  existing  physical  condition  of  the  troops 
than  the  heavy  meat  food  constituting  the  ration  established  by 
law  and  supplied  to  the  armies  of  the  United  States  in  the  field. 
The  efiforts  of  the  Subsistence  Department  to  meet  this  want  are 
sufficiently  indicated  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Commissary- 
General  of  Subsistence  for  the  year  1898,  from  which  it  appears 
that  1,946,186  rations  of  potatoes,  onions,  and  canned  tomatoes 
were  transported  to  Cuba  with  the  expeditionary  forces ;  and  that 
1,977,967  rations  of  fresh  vegetables  were  consigned  to  the  depot 
commissary  at  Santiago  during  the  month  of  July,  making  a  total 
of  3,924,153  vegetable  rations  which  were  provided  for  the  use  of 
the  troops  in  Cuba  during  the  months  of  June  and  July,  1898. 
The  loea  by  spoiling  in  this  class  of  supplies,  due  to  heat  and 
injury  in  transportation,  is  known  to  have  been  enormous ;  assum- 
ing  it  to  have  been  75  per  cent  of  the  total  quantity  shipped  from 
the  United  States,  there  remained  nearly  one  million  rations  of 
vegetable  food  which  should  have  found  its  way  to  the  troops,  a 
quantity  sufficient  for  the  issue  of  the  full  vegetable  component 
of  the  ration  to  16,000  men  for  a  period  of  62  days.  In  this  con- 
nection, it  is  proper  to  observe  that  the  depot  commissary  at  San- 
tiago reports  that  on  August  1,  1898,  800,000  rations  of  canned 
tomatoes  were  on  hand  for  issue  in  the  depot  under  his  control. 

The  withdrawal  of  the  Fifth  Army  Corps  from  Cuba  was  or- 
dered by  the  War  Department  on  August  4;  the  movement  began 
on  August  7  and  was  completed  about  September  1,  on  which  date 
the  troops  comprising  the  Santiago  expedition  had  been  estab- 
lished in  camp  at  Montank  Point.  The  commands  thus  trans- 
ported to  the  United  States  were  supplied,  wholly  or  in  part,  with 
canned  fresh  beef  as  the  meat  component  of  their  travel  ration. 
Tlie  evidence  shows  that  but  little  of  the  meat  was  consumed 
during  the  voyage,  the  troops  relying. for  subsistence  upon  other 
food  better  suited  to  their  debilitated  condition,  and  supplied  in 
part  by  the  Subsistence  Department  and  in  part  from  other 
soareee,  and  that  large  quantities  of  the  canned  beef  were  turned 
in  to  the  subsistence  department  at  Montank  Point  or  collected 
in  the  camps  upon  the  departure  of  the  troops  to  the  stations  to 
which  they  were  assigned  when  the  camps  at  that  point  were 
abandoned. 
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THE  PORTO  KICAN  EXPEDITION. 

The  expedition  to  Porto  Rico  was  composed  of  three  separate 
parts  or  detachments.  The  first,  numbering  about  3,600  men, 
under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  Major-General  Command- 
ing, sailed  from  Charleston,  S.  C,  on  July  9, 1898,  and  reached 
the  neighborhood  of  Siboney  on  July  11.  This  expedition,  which 
was  originally  intended  as  a  reinforcement  to  the  troops  operating 
against  Santiago,  was  diverted  from  that  purpose  after  the  sur- 
render of  the  Spanish  troops  in  that  vicinity  had  been  substan- 
tially agreed  upon.  It  sailed  from  Guantanamo  on  July  21,  and 
effected  a  landing  at  Guanica,  Porto  Bico,  on  July  25,  and  at 
Ponce  on  July  27.  A  second  detachment,  under  Miy.  Gen.  James 
H.  Wilson,  embarked  at  Charleston  on  July  20.  It  reached 
Guanica  on  the  26th  and  Ponoe  on  the  28th  of  the  same  month. 
A  third  detachment,  under  the  command  of  M%j.  Gen.  John  R. 
Brooke,  U.  S.  A.,  sailed  from  Newport  News,  Va.,  on  July  28,  and 
reached  Arroyo,  Porto  Rico,  on  July  31,  where  a  landing  was 
effected.  Operations  against  the  enemy  at  several  points  in 
Porto  Rico  were  set  on  foot,  and  were  well  under  way  when,  on 
August  13,  1808,  orders  were  received  directing  a  cessation  of 
hostilities. 

As  no  extreme  emergency  of  time  existed  at  the  date  of  sailing 
of  the  several  expeditions  to  Porto  Rico,  there  would  seem  to 
have  been  no  occasion  for  haste  in  connection  with  their  embark- 
ation, as  was  the  case  with  the  movement  to  Santiago  in  June. 
The  trauHports  were  larger,  and  to  that  extent  better  adapted 
to  the  movement  of  troops  and  animals.  As  the  voyages  contem- 
plated were  short,  and  as  it  was  not  expected  that  the  troops 
would  be  kept  on  board  for  long  periods  of  time,  the  same  ar- 
rangements were  made  fur  their  subsistence  as  in  the  expedition 
to  Cuba;  no  special  facilities  were  provided  for  the  cooking  of 
food,  and  the  troops  were  required  to  subsist  on  the  travel  ration. 

The  experience  of  the  three  detachments  of  the  Porto  Ricnn 
expedition  was  not  quite  the  same.  The  first  detachment,  under 
the  command  of  Major-General  Miles,  embarked  on  July  9,  and 
reached  Siboney  on  July  11,  but  remained  on  board  until  it 
landed  at  Guanica  and  Ponce  on  July  25  and  27.  It  was  thus 
confined  on  shipboard  for  about  the  same  length  of  time  as  the 
first  expedition  to  Santiago,  and  its  experience  with  the  canned 
fresh  beef  as  an  article  of  the  travel  ration  was  in  many  reepects 
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the  same  as  that  of  the  troops  oomposing  the  Fifth  Army  Corps. 
As  the  Tojage  eonsamed  considerably  more  time  than  was  oon* 
templated  when  the  commands  embarked,  there  was  also  some 
complaint  of  short  rations  toward  the  end  of  the  Toyage,  espe- 
eiall  J  during  the  few  days  immediately  preceding  the  landing  at 
Gnanica. 

The  detachments  under  Qenerals  Wilson  and  Brooke  reached 
Porto  Bico  and  effected  landings  on  that  island,  the  former  in 
seren  days  and  the  latter  in  five  days,  from  the  date  of  embarka* 
tion.  Short  as  their  jonmeys  were,  however,  there  were  com- 
plaints of  the  want  of  cooking  facilities  on  the  transports,  as  is 
evidenced  by  a  reference  to  the  voyage  in  General  Brooke's  re- 
port of  operations,  in  which  he  says: 

*  *  *  I  regard  the  transports  as  improperlv  fitted  and  nn- 
snlted  to  the  work  required  of  them.  Parti cnlarly  was  this  man- 
ifest in  the  means  of  cookiug  tiie  food  of  the  soldier.  (Report  of 
the  Major-General  Commanding  the  Army,  1898,  p.  189.) 

The  testimony  as  to  the  use  of  tlie  canned  fresh  beef  in  Porto 
Rico  is  not  uniform,  and,  to  some  extent,  conflicting.  It  was  used 
by  the  several  expeditious  as  a  travel  ration,  and,  after  the  occupa- 
tion of  the  islaud,  as  one  of  the  fresh  meat  components  of  the 
field  ration.  Lieut.  Col.  A.  L.  Smith,  the  principal  officer  of  the 
subsistence  department  at  Pouce,  testifies  that  his  instructions  in 
respect  to  the  canned  fresh  beef  were  that  it  was  not  to  be  used 
if  other  fresh  beef— either  native  or  refrigerated — ^was  available 
for  issue.  A  small  quantity  of  refrigerated  beef  was  issued  to  the 
troojm  at  Ponce  and  other  seacoast  points,  and  considerable  quan 
titles  of  native  beef  were  issued  to  troops  serving  in  the  iuterior. 
The  circumstances  attending  the  use  of  the  canned  beef  were 
decidedly  more  favorable  than  in  Cuba,  as  all  the  troops  serving 
in  Porto  Rico  were  furnished  with  proper  cooking  facilities,  and 
there  were  frequent  issues  of  potatoes  and  onions;  these,  with 
canned  tomatoes,  rice,  and  beans,  constituting  the  vegetable  com- 
ponents of  the  ration. 

Complaint  was  made  in  some  commands  that  the  canned  f^esh 
beef  was  tasteless,  unpalatable,  in  some  instances  repulsive  to  the 
sight,  and  at  times  nauseating.  All  of  it  had  been  acted  upon  by 
the  intense  heat  of  summer,  and  as  it  had  been  exposed  to  the 
climatic  influences  of  the  Tropics  for  a  considerably  longer  time 
than  that  used  at  Santiago,  an  increased  number  of  spoiled  and 
swelled  cans  was  reported.    In  other  commands,  composed  of 
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both  Regular  and  Volnnteer  troops,  there  were  no  speclfio  com- 
plaints, allhough  the  coutiuaed  use  of  the  canned  beef  was 
nowhere  regarded  with  favor.  Substantially  this  state  of  affairs 
was  found  to  exist  in  a  large  uuuiber  of  camps  aud  outlying  sta- 
tions by  Colonel  Huidekoper,  chief  medical  officer,  who  inspected 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  troops  in  August  and  September, 
and,  in  performing  that  duty,  examined  the  kitchens  closely  and 
observed  with  great  care  the  kinds  of  food  issued  aud  the  methods 
of  their  preparation. 

Upon  being  asked  to  state  the  results  of  his  observations  in 
respect  to  the  food  that  was  used  by  the  troops  on  that  island, 
Colonel  Huidekoper  replies: 

In  the  iuHpections  in  Porto  Hico  *•  *  **  i  visited  each  cook 
tent,  talked  to  the  cook  and  such  men  as  were  standing  there,  and 
usually  I  was  accompanied  by  an  officer  of  the  regiment,  or  sent 
for  the  commissary-sergeant  of  the  regiment,  and  asked  for 
Information  as  to  their  food.  I  saw  the  food  and  saw  the  cooking 
of  it. 

Q.  Will  you  please  state  to  the  court,  in  narrative  form,  the 
result  of  your  observations  as  to  the  fresh  meat  *  *  *  — ti^e 
canned  roast  beef— in  Porto  Kicof 

A.  During  August,  in  the  district  of  Guayama,  we  had  a  few 
issues  of  fresh  beef— that  is,  quarter  beef— taken  from  the  ves- 
sel. '^  *  *  We  used  comparatively  little  canned  meat  in  that 
part  of  Porto  Rico.  We  used  native  beef  almost  entirely.  Later, 
on  going  to  the  western  part  of  the  island,  the  inland  towns  were 
in  too  tar  to  use  the  fresh  refrigerated  beef.  None  of  it  was  used 
in  Ponce  or  Mayaguez,  but  in  Mayagnez  thev  were  using  native 
beef.  In  iuspectiug  canned  goods,  which  I  did  in  the  comp}4ny 
kitchens,  I  saw  tomatoes  and  other  canned  goods,  and  there  was 
occasionally  complaint  of  some  of  the  goods  being  spoiled,  but 
not  oilicial  coniplaiut.  There  were  individual  complaints  of  cans 
beiu^  spoiled,  but  no  official  complaint.  The  meat  itscdf,  the 
canned  beef,  as  I  saw  it,  was  of  a  second  quality  of  cuts,  many  of 
them  showing  teudous  aud  fibrous  tissues.  However,  that  was 
variable.  Some  of  the  cans  were  good  beef,  and  others  were  of  a 
very  inferior  cut,  showing  that  the  meat  had  been  cut  off  the 
lower  part  of  the  thigh  or  the  fore  leg,  tendonous  matter,  or  had 
come  from  the  neck,  tihrous  matter.  The  majority  were  of  a  poor 
quality.     *     »     « 

Q.  What  can  yoti  say  as  to  the  amount  of  canned  roast  beef 
that  was  used  in  the  company  kitchens?  Did  you  come  npon  it 
frequently  or  infrequently? 

A.  In  my  September  inspections  of  the  western  part,  I  should 
say  frequently — at  Coamo,  Utado;  and  at  Ponce  scarcely  any  of 
it,  but  at  Las  Marias.  Aguadores,  Larez,  and  San  Sebastiano  they 
were  using  all  native  beef. 
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Q.  How  were  they  preparing  it  for  use— the  conued  beef f 

A.  They  were  nsiug  it  in  a  stew,  like  au  Irish  stew,  with  more 
or  less  water,  and  more  or  less  vegetables  added  to  it. 

Q.  What  complaints  did  you  hear  of  itf 

A.  I  had  no  official  complaints,  but  on  inspection  a  number  of 
cans,  like  those  of  tomatoes,  were  spoiled  on  opening. 

Q.  Did  yon  get  any  data  as  to  the  percentage  of  cans  that  were 
fonnd  spoiled  on  opening? 

A.  No,  1  hare  not  tliat  data. 

Q.  In  conversation  with  those  about  the  cook  tents  that  you 
inspected,  with  the  enlisted  men  of  the  commands,  conld  you 
obtain  their  opinion  as  to  the  canned  roast  beef  as  an  article  of 
foodf 

A.  There  was  very  little  complaint  as  to  the  meat.  Of  the  lack 
of  vegetables  there  was  considerable.  I  made  notes  daily  of  the 
inspection,  which  I  reported  to  General  Brooke  daily.  I  recently 
went  oyer  the  originals,  and  I  could  Und  nothing  of  importance 
regarding  the  meat.  I  find  numerous  complaints  as  to  the  lack 
of  potatoes  and  onions  and  of  the  spoiling  of  the  cans,  but  I  find 
no  direct  complaints,  nor  do  I  remember  any,  and  they  certainly 
would  have  been  noted  if  I  had  fonnd  them. 

Q.  Did  you  examine  any  of  the  cans  of  roast  beef? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  frequently. 

Q.  Please  state  to  the  court  what  the  result  of  your  examina- 
tion was  as  to  the  character  and  contents  of  the  cans. 

A.  In  some  cases  the  cans  appeared  exactly  the  same  as  one  sees 
boiled  meat  frequently  in  a  small  household  in  a  stone  jar,  where 
the  meat  had  been  put  away  to  serve  for  future  use — a  body  of 
meat  showing,  and  a  surface  of  lard  over  it.  Often  that  lard 
woald  be  soitened,  yellowish,  and  sometimes  gelatinous.  This 
woold  be  especially  so  in  the  poorer  qualities  of  beef;  that  is, 
where  the  meat  had  been  cut  from  a  solid  piece  of  beef  such  as 
would  be  used  for  a  roast.  The  lard  would  usually  be  firm.  Where 
the  meat  showed  fibrous  tissues,  coming  from  the  thigh,  or  the  fore 
lee,  or  the  neck,  in  those  cases  it  was  frequently  gelatinous  and 
oily*  However,  the  qnestion  of  the  hard  lard  or  oily  appearance 
would  depend  to  a  certain  degree,  certainly,  on  the  exposure 
which  it  had  had  to  heat  or  the  sun. 

Q.  Did  you  come  upon  any  cans  which  seemed  to  bavo  been 
onchan^ed;  that  is,  that  were  in  the  same  condition  in  which 
tiiey  lett  the  packing  establishment? 

A.  In  good  condition? 

Q.  That  had  not  been  acted  upon  by  heat. 

A.  Tes,  sir. 

Q.  What  was  their  appearance? 

A.  Their  appearance  would  be  exactly  the  same  as  that  which 
one  would  see  in  a  crock  of  meat  put  away  for  future  use — meat 
embedded  in  a  mass  of  hardening  lard. 

Q.  Do  yon  use  the  term  '^lard'^iu  a  technical  sense? 

A.  Xo ;  in  the  sense  of  melted  fat. 
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The  amonnt  of  refrigerated  beef  isaaed  to  troops  in  Porto  Rico 
was  not  large.  It  appears  in  evidence  that  the  steamer  Ifotsa- 
chtuetU  arrived  at  Ponce  on  August  3  with  a  cargo  of  subsistence 
stores.  The  ship  grounded  at  the  entrance  to  the  harbor,  sustain- 
ing some  injury  to  the  pipes  communicating  with  the  refrigerator. 
Tlie  damage  was  repaired,  however,  prior  to  her  arrival  at  Arroyo 
on  August  8.  At  Arroyo  some  54,000  pounds  of  refrigerated  beef 
were  issued  to  the  troops  serving  in  that  vicinity.  The  Mfuta- 
chneetU  then  proceeded  to  Santiago,  when  the  remainder  of  her 
cargo  was  discharged,  including  about  146,000  pounds  of  refrig- 
erated beef. 

On  August  5  the  steamer  Manitoba,  which  had  been  p  artially 
loaded  in  New  York,  completed  her  lading  at  Newport  News, 
receiving  on  board,  among  other  stores,  1,755  quarters  (300,000 
])onnfl8)  of  refrigerated  beef.  She  sailed  from  Newport  News  on 
Ano^ust  5  and  reached  Ponce  during  the  afternoon  of  August  10. 
The  steamer  grounded  at  the  entrance  of  the  harbor,  where  she 
retuained  until  the  troops  and  animals  and  a  portion  of  her  cargo 
had  been  taken  oil*  by  lighters.  Three  davs  later  she  entered  the 
harbor  and  anchored  in  a  berth  assigned  her,  about  two  miles 
from  the  landing  place.  Tier  arrival,  and  the  fact  that  the  cargo 
consisted  in  great  part  of  refrigerated  beef,  was  immediately 
reported  to  the  commanding  officer  on  shore. 

Although  there  was  a  couRiderable  force  of  troops  stationed  at 
Ponre,  the  average  strength  from  August  10  to  25  being  4,157,  no 
issues  of  refrigerated  beef  were  made.  On  August  26  the  steamer 
was  ordered  to  Mayaguez  with  supplies  for  the  troops  at  that 
place.  She  remained  there  until  August  31,  and  a  few  issues  of 
beef  were  made,  amounting  in  all  to  5,494  ponnds,  to  commands 
having  an  avera.i^e  ration  strength  of  9,405  men.  On  September 
1  she  returned  to  Ponce  and  remained  until  September  7,  during 
which  time  12,199  pounds  of  beef  were  issued  to  a  command  of 
9,S48  men.  On  September  7,  with  the  greater  part  of  her  beef 
still  on  board,  the  Manitoba  was  ordered  to  New  York,  carrying 
the  Sixth  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry  and  an  Illinois  battery  to 
that  point  for  muster  out  of  service.  The  testimony  shows  that 
the  beef  was  in  good  condition  on  September  7,  the  date  of  sail- 
ing to  New  York.  Some  days  before  reaching  her  destination, 
however,  the  beef  began  to  spoil,  and  on  reaching  New  York  was 
examined  and  found  to  be  so  far  advanced  in  decomposition  as  to 
be  unfit  for  use. 
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The  steamer  was  ordered  to  Montauk  Point,  where  a  board  of 
survey  was  appointed  to  examine  it.  As  there  was  some  doubt  as 
to  the  anthority  of  the  board  to  act,  arisinji:  oat  of  thn  question 
of  ownership,  no  conclusion  was  reached,  and  the  beef  was  finally 
transferred  to  the  custody  of  Swift  &  Co.,  in  New  York  Harbor. 
It  is  proper  to  obserre  at  this  point  that  the  beef  shipped  on  the 
Manitoba  was,  in  strictness,  an  open-market  purchase,  the  con- 
tractors agreeing  to  deliver  it  at  Ponce  and  elsewhere  in  Porto 
Rico  at  the  price  named  in  the  Santiago  contract.  It  also  appears 
that  the  original  sailing  orders  contemplated  the  ultimate  deliv- 
ery of  the  beef  at  Santiago;  the  evidence  fails  to  show  that  these 
instructions  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  military  author- 
ities in  Porto  Rico,  by  whom  the  destination  of  the  vessels  was 
jBnally  changed  to  New  York. 

On  July  26  General  Miles  telegraphed  the  Secretary  of  War  from 
Ponce  that  there  were  plenty  of  beef  cattle  on  the  island,  but  this 
telegram  does  not  appear  to  have  reached  the  War  Department  or 
the  office  of  the  Commissary-General  of  Subsistence.  On  August  2 
he  requested  that  no  more  fresh  beef  be  sent,  as  it  could  not  be 
used  more  than  a  day  from  the  coast.  As  this  telegram  was  re- 
ceived on  August  3,  after  the  beef  had  been  delivered  at  Newport 
News,  it  was  deemed  best  to  permit  the  Manitoba  to  sail,  although 
a  clause  was  inserted  in  her  sailing  orders  changing  her  final  des- 
tination to  Santiago,  at  which  place  the  residue  of  the  refrigerated 
beef  was  to  be  delivered  after  the  balance  of  her  cargo  and  stores 
had  been  unloaded  at  Ponce.  As  a  consequence  of  General  Miles's 
request  of  August  2  no  more  refrigerated  beef  was  sent  to  Porto 
Rico  until  some  time  in  December,  when  deliveries  began  to  be 
made  under  a  contract  with  Swift  &  Co. 

THK  CANNED  FRESH  BERF. 

Canned  fresh  beef,  although  known  to  the  trade  for  many 
years,  as  is  evidenced  by  its  use  in  the  United  States  Navy  since 
the  period  of  the  civil  war,  has  come  into  general  commercfal  use 
only  within  the  past  twenty-five  years.  It  was  adopted  as  an 
article  of  the  travel  ration  in  1878,  the  fact  of  its  adoption  being 
published  in  the  Army  in  General  Orders,  No.  59,  Adjutant- 
GeneraVs  Office,  of  1878.  It  was  then  made  and  sold  and  is  still 
known  to  the  trade  as  "Canned  Roast  Beef,''  but  as  the  methods 
of  its  preparation,  which  will  presently  be  described,  were  fully 
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known  to  the  Department  at  the  time  of  its  Beleotion,  it  was 
designated  in  the  order  as  "Canned  Freeh  Beef.''  The  cans  pur- 
chased by  the  Subsistence  Department  fur  issue  to  troops  during 
the  year  1898  were  therefore  labeled  "Canned  Roast  Beef "  or 
''Prime  Roast  Beef,"  though  it  has  never  been  contended  or  rep- 
resented that  such  cans  coutained  beef  prepared  by  any  foi  m  of 
roasting  process,  or  that  they  were  prepared  by  any  other  method 
than  that  in  use  in  1878,  when  the  article  was  added  to  the  travel 
ration.  The  experience  obtained  as  a  result  of  the  use  of  canned 
fresh  beef  as  a  part  of  that  ration  has  been  discussed  elsewhere. 

In  the  manufacture  of  canned  fresh  beef  the  Appert  process  is 
substantially  followed — sterilization  by  heat  and  hermetical  seal- 
ing being  relied  upon  to  secure  its  preservation  as  an  article  of 
food.  It  is  sold  under  a  general  guaranty  of  soundness,  the  under- 
taking of  the  packer  being  tu  replace  a  spoiled  can  whenever 
presented,  without  limit  of  time,  without  reservation  as  to  the 
place  in  which  it  may  have  been  used,  and  without  restriction  as 
to  climatic  iniiuences  to  which  it  may  have  been  subjected. 

The  processes  of  manufacture  iu  the  several  canning  establish- 
ments which  were  visited  by  the  court  are  so  nearly  the  same  that 
a  single  description  will  answer  for  all.  The  details  of  manu- 
facture, however,  are  fully  set  forth  in  the  report  of  Dr.  W.  D. 
Bigelow,  the  chemist  who  accompanied  the  court  in  its  iuspeo- 
tions.  A  copy  of  this  report  will  be  found  in  the  appendix.  [See 
Appendix  24.] 

The  meat  for  canning,  either  as  corned  or  fresh  beef,  is  taken, 
as  a  rule,  from  the  fore  quarter  of  the  animal,  the  other  parte  of 
the  bullock  being  appropriated  to  other  uses.    At  times,  however, 
when  the  demand  is  sufficient  to  warrant  that  course,  the  entire 
carcass  is  used  for  that  purpose.     Under  the  act  of  March  3,  ItJSl, 
as  subsequently  amended  by  the  acts  of  May  29, 1894,  and  March  2, 
1895,  creating  a  system  of  inspection  of  meat  products  intended 
to  be  used  in  interstate  or  foreign  commerce,  the  animals  par- 
chased  for  canning  are  twice  examined  by  inspectors  representini; 
the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry.    One  of  these  inspections  takea 
place  at  the  scales  in  the  stock  yards  when  the  animal  is  par- 
chased,  the  other — a  rigid  post-mortem   examination — is  made 
after  the  animal  is  killed.     Cattle  rejected  at  the  first  examination 
are  killed  and  disposed  of  under  the  direction  of  a  committee 
representing  the  local  Live  Stock  Association  and  a  return  of  tlie 
proceeds  is  made  to  the  consignor.    Carcasses  rejected  at  the 
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post-mortem  examinatioD  are  placed  in  a  tank  nnder  the  observa- 
tion and  direction  of  the  inspector  representing  the  Burean  of 
Animal  Industry,  who  is  required  to  witness  their  destrnotion  and 
to  certify  to  that  fact  in  his  daily  report  of  operations.  The 
resnlt  of  the  tanking  process  is  to  destroy  the  meat  and  offal  to 
which  it  is  applied,  converting  the  contents  of  the  tank  into 
Inbricating  grease  and  fertilizer.  The  testimony  shows  that 
rejections  are  numerous,  that  the  inspection  is  carried  out  in  good 
faith,  and  that  the  purpose  eontemplated  by  the  law,  to  determine 
whether  such  products  are  "wholesome,  sound,  and  fit  for  human 
food,"  is  substantially  secured. 

The  animals,  after  being  slaughtered  and  dressed,  are  conveyed 
to  the  chill  room,  where  they  are  separated  and  classified,  some 
going  into  trade  as  refrigerated  beef  and  others  being  used  for 
canning,  drying,  or  corning.  The  meat  selected  for  canning  is 
cut  into  small  pieces,  placed  in  hot  water,  and  boiled  from  fifteen 
to  thirty  minutes,  the  time  of  cooking  being  determined  by  the 
size  of  the  pieces. 

The  water  in  which  the  meat  is  parboiled,  prior  to  its  being 
packed  in  the  cans,  constitutes  the  by-product  of  the  canning 
process  and  is  used  in  the  preparation  of  soups  and  meat  extracts. 
The  loss  in  nutritive  quality  in  consequence  of  the  boiling  is  fully 
described  in  the  reports  of  the  chemist  who  accompanied  the 
eonrt  in  its  inspections.^ 

"Parboiling,"  therefore,  or  "shrinkage,"  as  it  is  teclyiically 
called,  is  practiced,  because  to  produce  a  marketable  article  it  is 
necessary  that  beef  be  cooked  before  it  is  canned.  As  has  been 
prerionsly  shown,  it  "detracts  nothing  from  the  muscle-forming 
element  of  the  meat.  The  only  substances  removed  are  water, 
fat,  soluble  ash,  and  meat  bases.  Of  these,  fat  is  useful  in  sup- 
plying fuel  for  body  heat,  and  the  meat  bases  have  some  value  as 
a  tonic/' 

After  the  meat  has  been  boiled  it  is  examined  with  a  view  to 
remove  the  gristle  and  tendons,  after  which  it  is  weighed  into 
eane  and  hermetically  sealed.  Prior  to  sealing,  a  small  quantity 
of  gelatin  is  added,  and  in  some  packing  establishments  a  small 
quantity  of  salt  also.  The  cans  are  then  exposed  to  steam  heat 
for  from  two  to  three  hours  at  a  temperature  of  from  215^'  to  225° 
F.,  the  time  of  exposure  depending  upon  the  size  of  the   can. 


> S«e  Dr.  W.  D.  Bigelow's  report,  p. 28,  Appendix  24. 
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Wheo  the  processee  of  cooking  and  sterilization  Lave  been  com- 
pleted the  cans  are  punctured,  the  air  is  allowed  to  escape,  and 
the  vent  is  soldered  in  the  usual  manner.  The  cans  which  do  not 
ooUapse  aft-er  being  punctured  are  rejected,  the  success  of  the 
process  being  determined  by  the  collapse  of  the  top  and  bottom 
of  each  can,  due  to  the  creation  of  a  partial  vacuum  in  the  inte- 
rior. The  cans  are  then  cooled  by  the  application  of  water,  and 
kept  at  a  low  temperature  for  several  days  to  permit  the  harden- 
ing or  settling  of  the  contents.  They  are  then  packed  for  ship- 
ment in  wooden  cases.  To  each  of  these  a  certificate  of  inspec- 
tion is  attached,  verifying  the  fact  that  the  statutes  regulating 
the  inspection  have  been  complied  with. 

It  is  proper  to  observe  at  this  point  that  neither  the  statutes  nor 
regulations  which  control  the  inspectors  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties  require  them  to  follow  the  beef  to  the  canning  rooms 
after  it  has  been  inspected  on  the  killing  floor.  Each  carcass 
inspected  is  tagged  or  stamped  by  the  inspector,  but  his  duty,  as 
prescribed  by  law  and  regulations,  does  not  require  him  to  ascer- 
tain, by  personal  observation,  that  the  meat  used  for  canning  is 
selected  from  that  which  has  passed  the  Government  inspection. 
The  entire  iirocess  of  canning  the  meat  and  packing  it  for  the 
market  is  closely  supervised,  and  the  product  is  inspected  at 
every  stage  of  its  manufacture.  In  spite  of  such  supervision! 
however,  a  considerable  percentage  of  cans  is  found  to  be  defect- 
ive when  the  the  work  of  packing  is  completed.  Such  cans  are 
rejected,  the  average  percentage  of  rejections  amounting  to  about 
one-half  of  1  per  cent  of  the  completed  product. 

On  April  25,  1898,  at  the  outbreak  of  tho  war  with  Spain,  there 
was  but  little,  if  any,  canned  fresh  beef  on  hand  at  the  several 
subsistence  depots. .  The  question  of  its  selection  as  an  article  of 
food  to  be  supplied  to  troops  that  it  was  proposed  to  employ  in 
Cuba  had  not  been  made  the  subject  of  serious  or  extensive  con- 
sideration by  any  person  or  department  charged,  by  law,  regula- 
tion, or  custom  of  service  with  the  responsibility  of  providing 
subsistence  for  the  armies  in  the  field.  Such  steps  as  had  been 
taken  to  ascertain  its  suitability  for  use  in  tropical  climates  are 
set  forth  in  Colonel  Weston's  letter  of  March  24, 1898,  to  the  Com- 
missary-General of  Subsistence,  in  his  report  submitted  at  Tampa^ 
and  in  a  report  submitted  by  Captain  Ripley  of  an  experiment 
•conducted  by  him  at  tbat  place  under  Colonel  Weston's  direction. 

The  packers  and  dealers  in  canued  meats  had  received  no  orden 
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or  intimations  tbat  the  canned  frosh  beef  had  been  or  was  about 
to  be  determined  upon  as  an  article  of  subsistence  for  the  troops 
in  campaign.  Their  stocks  on  hand  were  not  larger  tbau  usual 
for  tbat  time  of  the  year.  They  were  not  x^repared  to  make 
heavy  deliveries,  nor  had  they  any  reason  to  believe  that  any 
extensive  purchases  were  likely  to  be  made  by  any  branch  of  the 
Government. 

On  May  9  the  depot  commissary  at  Chicago  was  asked  bow 
mach  canned  roast  beef  he  could  procure  within  the  next  five 
days.  On  the  10th  he  replied  that  he  could  obtain  3,000,000 
pounda  within  the  time  specified,  at  a  cost  of  11^  cents  per  pound. 
The  purchase  was  effected  on  May  11.  On  the  same  day  the  addi- 
tional purchase  of  2,100,000  pounds  was  ordered.  Of  this  quan- 
tity 720,000  pounds  were  ordered  to  San  Francisco  for  the  equip- 
ment of  the  Manila  expedition  and  1,000,000  pounds  to  Tampa  for 
the  expedition  to  Cuba.  Other  purchases  were  made  iu  New  York 
and  Chicago  until  6,847,174  pounds  had  been  acquired  by  the 
Subsistence  Department,  iucludiug  350,000  pounds  delivered  by 
Armour  &  Co.  from  a  stock  of  their  manufacture  on  hand  in  Liver- 
pool and  other  points  in  the  United  Kingdom.  No  purchases  were 
made  after  June  30,  though  considerable  quantities,  ordered  in 
May  and  June,  were  delivered  and  paid  for  after  that  date.  The 
purchases  above  described  were  made  in  open  market,  the  prices 
paid  varying  with  the  demand,  between  8^  and  15  cents  per  pound. 
The  greater  part  of  the  beef  was  purchased  by  depot  commissaries 
ander  orders  from  the  Commissary-General  of  Subsifttence;  in  one 
case  a  purchase  was  made  by  the  Commissary- General  direct. 
General  Eagan  explains  this  by  saying  that  the  Department,  by 
causing  purchases  to  be  made  at  several  points,  was  bidding 
against  itself. 

Althoujih  the  purchases  were  made  in  open  market  the  inspec- 
tions reqnired  by  the  regulations  of  the  Subsistence  Department 
were,  in  most  cases,  insisted  npon.  Those  made  in  Chicago  I>y 
Lieut.  Col.  O.  M.  Smith,  amounting  in  all  to  2,759,272  pounds,  do 
not  seem  to  have  received  the  usual  inspection,  as  is  indicated  by 
the  following  statement: 

Q.  Explain  to  the  court  what  inspection  they  were  subjected  to. 

A.  They  were  not  subjected  to  any.     •     »    » 

Q.  Why  not! 

A.  Because  we  didn't  have  time.    There  was  not  time.    Then 
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these  goods  viere  inspected  by  the  United  States  inspectors  and 
wo  purchased  them  lu  the  way  that  the  goods  are  nsually  pnr- 
chased  by  merchants. 

The  quality  of  the  canned  fresh  beef  as  issued  and  used  by  the 
troops  is  fully  set  forth  in  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses.  With 
a  view  to  ascertain  the  effect  of  canning  upon  the  nutritive  value 
of  the  meat|  as  far  as  such  a  fact  can  be  ascertained  by  scientific 
experiment,  it  was  determined  by  the  conrt  to  submit  cans  of  the 
fresh  beef  that  had  been  returned  from  the  Tropics  to  chemists  of 
national  reputation,  with  a  view  to  cause  analyses  of  their  con- 
tents to  be  made,  and  a  comparison  instituted  between  the  cans 
80  submitted  and  the  ordinary  fresh  beef  which  is  sold  in  the 
public  markets.  To  that  end  Prof.  R.  H.  Chittenden,  of  Yale 
College,  and  Prof.  W.  0.  Atwater,  of  the  Wesleyan  University  at 
Middletown,  Conn.,  were  called  to  the  assistance  of  the  court  in 
conducting  the  investigation. 

The  cans  selected  for  examination  and  analysis  formed  part  of 
a  large  quantity  of  canned  fresh  beef  which  had  been  forwarded 
to  Porto  Rico,  whence  it  was  transported  to  Havana,  Matanzaa, 
and  elsewhere  in  Cuba  for  issue  to  the  destitute  citizens  of  that 
island.  Of  the  stock  thus  collected  in  Havana  some  700  cans  were 
selected,  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Mi^or- 
General  Commanding,  and  shipped  to  Washington.  From  this 
lot  tlie  cans  intended  for  chemical  examination  were  selected  at 
random.  Other  cans  were  taken  from  a  package  identified  by  a 
company  of  the  Ninth  Regiment  of  Infantry  as  having'  been  issued 
to  it  in  Santiago,  and  one  can  was  furnished  by  General  Miles 
from  several  in  liis  possession  which  had  been  received  from  com- 
mands serving  in  Porto  Rico.  To  enable  the  cans  thus  selected 
to  be  compared  with  the  current  product  of  the  packing  establish- 
ments, six  cans  were  secured  in  open  market  and  forwarded  for 
examination  with  the  others.  It  is  proper  to  say  also  in  this  con- 
nection that  neither  of  the  chemists  knew  which  of  the  cans 
referred  to  him  for  examination  had  been  received  from  Cuba  and 
Porto  Rico. 

Tlie  results  of  these  examinations  are  embodied  in  the  reports 
of  Prof.  R.  n.  Chittenden  (appended,  marked  20)  and  Prof.  W.O. 
Atwater  (appended,  marked  25).  The  experiments  conducted  by 
Professor  Atwater  were  more  comprehensive  than  were  contem- 
plated in  the  instructions  of  the  court,  and  included  a  set  of 
digestion  experiments  which  are  described  at  length  in  his  vain- 
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able  and  interesting  report.  Dr.  BigeloT^  accompanied  the  conrt 
in  ita  inveetigatiou  into  the  methoda  pnrsned  in  the  canning  of 
meata  in  the  packing  honsee  visited  in  Chicago,  Omahai  Ham- 
mond, and  Kansas  City.  His  report  will  be  fonnd  to  contain  a 
r^snm^  of  the  methods  actually  in  use,  together  with  a  record  of 
temperatures,  the  amount  and  composition  of  extractives,  analy- 
ses of  brines  and  gelatines,  and  an  account  of  the  quality  and 
dii^position  of  the  by-products.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the 
scientific  test  prepared  by  the  conrt  was  made  to  rest  upon  cans 
of  fresh  beef  which  had  been  exposed  to  the  climatic  influences 
of  the  Tropics  for  a  period  of  time  considerably  longer  than  that 
included  in  the  term  of  service  of  any  organization  or  command 
in  either  Cuba  or  Porto  Kico;  and  a  comparison  was  made  be- 
tween beef  so  conditioned  and  the  fresh  beef  supplied  to  the 
public  in  open  market. 

The  contents  of  all  the  cases,  which  consisted  of  boiled  rather 
than  roasted  beef,  were  found  to  be  perfectly  sweet,  with  an  odor 
of  cooked  meat.  The  beef  in  nearly  all  the  cans  appeared  to  have 
been  softened  by  exposure  to  heat,  but  apparently  without  injuri- 
ous effect  as  to  its  quality ;  apart  from  this  the  meat  contents  were 
found  to  be  in  a  good  state  of  preservation  in  every  case.  No 
trace:!  of  preservative  acids  were  found  in  any  of  the  cans. 

In  appearance,  flavor,  odor,  composition,  and  digestibility  thev 
were  very  similar  to  ordinary  boiled  beef.  The  principal  nutn- 
tive  iiigredienta  of  meats  are  protein  compounds  and  fats.  The 
quantities  of  these  in  the  specimens  examined  were  such  as  have 
been  ordinarily  found  by  analysis  in  canned  beef.  The  amounts 
are  greater  than  occur  in  ordinary  fresh  beef.  The  reasons  for 
this  are  that  the  bone,  which  makes  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  w^iight  of  ordinary  fresh  beef,  is  removed  in  preparing  the 
beef  for  canning,  and  that  in  the  prooees  of  preparation  the  meat 
is  cooked  in  such  a  way  as  to  expel  a  small  proportion  of  the 
water.  The  bones  and  the  water  have  no  special  nutritive  value, 
and  the  canned  beef  is,  therefore,  a  concentrated  product. 

Kach  of  the  specimens  of  canned  beef  received  from  the  court 
of  inquiry  contained,  pound  for  pound,  greater  amounts  of  actual 
nutriment  than  any  of  the  kinds  of  fresh  beef  in  the  form  in 
which  they  are  ordinarily  sold  in  the  market,  including  both 
flesh  and  bone.  The  explanation  of  this  difference  is  that  already 
stated,  namely,  that  the  canned  beef  h<id  been  freed  from  the 
bono  and  part  of  the  water  contained  in  fresh  beef. 

The  chief  nutritive  ingredients  of  beef,  as  of  other  meats,  are 
the  protein  compounds  and  fats.  These  build  and  repair  the  tis- 
sues of  the  body  and  yield  the  energy  needed  for  warmth  and 
work.    Aside  from  the  protein  compounds  and  fats,  beef,  like 
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other  meats,  contains  certain  other  valuable  ingredients,  but 
these  latter  occur  in  very  small  proportions.  The  chief  are  glyco- 
gen, so-called  meat  bases,  and  mineral  salts.  The  total  amoant 
of  glycogen  in  the  fresh  beef  is  generally  a  fraction  of  1  per  cent 
of  the  total  weight.  The  portion  of  so-called  meat  bases  is  not 
well  known,  but  probably  does  not  exceed  1  per  cent,  and  is  ordi- 
narily stated  at  a  mnch  lower  figure.  The  amoant  of  mineral 
salts  is  also  about  1  per  cent,  or  less. 

The  glycogen  of  the  meat,  though  valuable,  is  not  essential  for 
nourishment.  The  meat  bases  serve  neither  for  the  building  of 
tissue  nor  for  the  yielding  of  energy.  They  are,  however,  com- 
monly supposed  to  be  valuable  for  uieir  flavor  and  for  their  stim- 
ulating effect,  though  late  experiments  have  thrown  doabt  upon 
their  efficiency  as  a  stimulant.  They  may  also  have  other  impor- 
tant physiological  uses.  That  they  are  not  necessary  for  notrition 
is  shown  by  tne  fact  that  they  do  not  occur  iu  such  animal  foods 
as  milk  or  eggs,  or  in  any  vegetable  materials,  such  as  flour  and 
potatoes,  which  make  up  the  whole  of  the  diet  of  great  numbers 
of  well-nourished  people.  The  mineral  salts  are  essential  for 
nourishment.  If  meat  were  the  sole  diet  and  the  mineral  salts 
were  removed  from  it,  it  would  not  long  sustain  life;  but  if  the 
meat  makes  a  part  of  an  ample  and  diversified  diet  the  removal  of 
a  part  of  the  mineral  salts  from  the  meat  would  probably  not  be 
felt  under  ordinary  circumstanc<^s. 

The  digestibility  of  the  specimens  from  the  court  of  inquiry  was 
tested  in  experiments  in  which  they  were  used  as  a  part  of  the 
diet  of  young  men  in  vigorous  health.  The  results  accorded  with 
the  chemical  analyses  in  implying  that  these  specimens  did  not 
differ  materially  from  ordinary  beef  in  respect  to  the  digestibility 
of  the  important  nutriont«,  protein,  and  tats,  and  their  value  for 
supplying  the  body  with  nourishment. 

Each  01  the  subjects  at  some  time  found  the  meat  to  pall  some- 
what on  the  appetite,  and  in  one  case  this  loss  of  appetite  was 
quite  marked  and  accompanied  by  a  feeling  of  lassitude,  which 
the  subject  was  inclined  to  attribute  to  the  meat.* 

The  testimony  shows  that  the  canned  fresh  beef  was  generally 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory  to  the  troops;  the  canned  corned  beef, 
on  the  other  hand,  was  always  acceptable  to  both  officers  and 
enlisted  men.  It  is  proper  to  remark  in  this  connection  that, 
while  the  output  of  the  latter  far  exceeds  that  of  the  former,  both 
kinds  of  meat  are  made  from  beef  of  the  same  quality,  at  the  same 
time,  and  from  the  same  animals.  Any  objection,  therefore,  to  the 
canned  fresh  beef  on  the  ground  of  the  quality  of  the  meat  must 
apply  with  precisely  equal  force  to  the  canned  corned  beef,  the 
only  difference  between  them  being  in  the  amount  of  salt  nsed  in 
their  preparation. 
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It  appears  in  evidence,  an<l  the  fact  U  Teritied  by  the  reports  of 
the  chemists,  that  some  brands  of  the  canned  iVesh  beef  contained 
a  small  amonnt  of  salt ;  and  that  in  some  cases  salt  appeared  in 
snch  quantities  as  to  give  to  the  product  the  character  of  cumed 
rather  than  fresh  beef.  It  is  also  in  evidence  that  the  cans  thas 
seaaoned  were,  as  a  rnle,  preferred  to  those  whose  contents  were 
entirely  fresh.  Apart  from  this,  however,  there  seemed  to  be  no 
general  consensus  of  opinion  as  to  the  kind  or  brand  of  meat 
which  was  found  to  be  more  or  less  generally  acceptable  than  any 
other. 

The  court  has  endeavored  to  make  its  Inquiry  into  the  keeping 
qualities  of  the  canned  fresh  beef  as  thorough  and  extensive  as 
was  possible  under  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  case.  The 
witnesses  who  used  the  beef  in  Cuba  concur  in  the  statement  that 
there  were  but  few  spoiled  or  tainted  cans  among  those  opened  by 
them  during  the  operations  before  Santiago.  Some  of  the  wit- 
nesses, whose  testimony  related  to  the  use  of  the  meat  in  Porto  Rico 
at  a  later  period,  speak  of  an  increase  in  the  number  of  swelled 
cans  which  were  Issued  to  tbem  in  August  and  September.  There 
is  no  testimony  from  any  quarter  that  the  contents  of  an  unswelled 
or  uninjured  can  were  found  to  be  taint-ed  at  any  time.  The  court 
has  derived  considerable  assistance  in  this  phase  of  the  inquiry 
from  the  testimony  of  those  who  have  examined  large  quantities 
of  the  canned  fresh  beef  upon  several  occasions  subsequent  to  its 
original  delivery  and  acceptance,  and  have  reported  the  results 
of  their  examination. 

Some  of  these  examinations  have  been  made  by  inspectors  and 
other  uflBcers  specially  appointed  for  that  purpose;  others  have 
been  made  by  the  packers  or  their  representatives,  whose  testi- 
mony has  been  corro1>orated  by  that  of  disinterested  persons  or 
by  documentary  evidence  in  the  shape  of  daily  reports  made  in 
the  regular  course  of  business  and  at  a  time  when  no  investiga- 
tion was  contemplated.  Under  this  head  fall  the  examination 
of  several  carloads  at  Port  Tampa  in  May,  1898,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Colonel  Weston,  the  overhauling  of  two  oars  at  Jackson- 
ville, tirst  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Guild  and  afterwards  by  the 
agent  of  Armour  &  Co.  at  that  place,  and  finally  the  repacking  of 
two  lots  of  two  carloads  each  at  Kansas  City  by  the  Armour 
Packing  Company,  one  having  been  returned  from  Mobile  and 
the  other  from  Jacksonville,  Fla. 
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lu  addition  to  this,  official  inspectiona  have  been  made  by 
Lieutenaut-Colonel  McLeary  at  Santiago,  and  by  Colonel  Gaild 
and  General  Ernst  in  Havana.  In  the  latter  case  nearly  1,000,000 
pounds  of  the  canned  beef  were  critically  examined  and  a  report 
of  the  inspection  submitted  to  the  War  Department.  The  court 
itself  has  caused  a  number  of  cans  to  be  opened  in  its  presence  and 
examined  by  witnesses  who  were  undergoing  examination.  It 
has  personally  inspected  a  lot  of  nearly  700  Cans,  which  had  been 
selected  from  the  stock  on  hand  at  Havana  in  January,  1899,  under 
the  instructions  of  the  Major-General  Commanding.  The  cans  so 
inspected  or  examined  had,  all  of  them»  been  exposed  to  the  cli- 
matio  influences  of  the  Tropics  for  considerable  periods  of  time, 
but  in  no  case  did  the  number  of  swelled  or  tainted  cans  discov- 
ered greatly  exceed  in  amount  1  per  cent  of  the  entire  number 
examined. 

It  has  already  been  stated,  but  the  fact  may  be  restated  here, 
that  there  is  no  testimony  to  the  effect  that  any  of  the  canned 
fresh  beef  supplied  to  the  Subsistence  Department  since  April  25, 
189H,  has  been  chemically  treated  or  subjected  to  the  action  of 
preservatives  of  any  kind  save  as  small  quantities  of  common 
salt  have  been  added  as  seasoning  to  the  product  of  certain  pack- 
ers. This  subject  is  fully  discussed  in  the  report  of  Dr.  Bigelow, 
who  has  made  the  subject  of  packing  meats  a  matter  of  extensive 
inquiry. 

In  respect  to  the  quantity  of  canned  fresh  beef  purchased,  the 
court  finds  it  ditlioult  to  escape  the  conclusion  that  it  was  exoes> 
Hive,  unnecessary,  and  not  demanded  by  the  emergencies  of  the 
existing  situation.  Assuming  the  necessity  of  providing  twenty 
dftys*  supplies  for  the  70,000  men  comprising  the  original  Cuban 
pxpeilition,  and  that  it  was  also  necessary  to  provide  as  mnoh  as 
sixty  days'  supplies  for  the  20,000  troo))s  assigued  to  the  expedi- 
tion to  Manila,  the  total  purchase  of  2,000,000  pounds  would  have 
liecn  amply  sufficient.  In  point  of  fact,  nearly  7,000,000  pounds 
were  actually  purchased  and  delivered,  a  quantity  far  in  excess 
of  the  actual  or  prospective  needs  of  the  military  service,  and  to 
the  detriment,  rather  than  the  advantage,  of  the  public  interests. 

THE   RKFRIGERATKl)    BEEF. 

Although  the  methods  of  slaughtering  cattle  and  converting 
their  carcasses  into  refrigerated  beef  are  simple  and  quite  gen- 
erally known,  a  l»rief  account  of  the  process  now  pursued  may 
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not  be  oat  of  place  at  this  point.  The  animals  parcbased  for 
slaughter  are  driven  over  the  scales  at  the  stook  yards^  where 
they  are  weighed  and  subjected  to  a  preliminary  examination  by 
an  inspector  detailed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry.  The  examination  made  by  the  Government  inspector 
has  to  do  exclusively  with  animals  which  are  to  become  the  sub- 
jects of  interstate  or  foreign  commerce,  or  are  to  be  converted 
into  meat  products  with  a  view  to  their  transportation  to  points 
without  the  territory  of  the  State  in  which  they  are  sold  or 
slaughtered.  State  and  city  inspectors  are  also  stationed  at  the 
stock  vards.  whose  dutv  it  is  to  make  a  similar  examination  of 
cattle  intended  for  consumption  within  the  limits  of  the  Stat-e  or 
city  in  which  they  are  slaughtered. 

An  animal  rejected  at  the  ante-mortem  inspection  is  killed  under 
the  supervision  of  a  committee  of  the  local  Stock  Yards  Exchange, 
by  whom  the  carcass  is  effectually  destroyed,  the  by-products 
disposed  of,  and  an  account  of  the  proceeds  rendered  to  the  owner 
or  consignor.  The  title  to  animals  thus  condemned  and  killed 
remains  in  the  shipper  and  never  passes  to  the  packer  unless  a 
post-mortem  examination  is  demanded  and  the  result  of  such 
examination  establishes  the  fact  that  the  flesh  of  the  animal  is 
wholesome  and  fit  for  human  food. 

After  the  antemortem  examination  is  completed  the  animals 
purchased  for  slaughter  are  driven  to  pens  controlled  by  the  pur- 
chaser, by  whom  they  are  killed,  usually  within  twenty-fonr 
hours  subsequent  to  their  purchase.  The  carcasses  are  suspended 
from  hooks  attached  to  a  trolley  on  the  killing  floor,  where  the 
hides  are  taken  off,  the  entrails  removed,  the  fat  trimmed  oil',  and 
the  exposed  surfaces  washed  with  hot  water.  Daring  this  opera- 
tion, every  portion  of  which  is  performed  by  men  working  in 
successive  gangs,  the  animal  is  subjected  to  a  rigid  i>ost-mortem 
examination  by  a  veterinary  sargeon  acting  under  the  direction 
of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry.  Diseased  animals  are  rejected 
and  suspicious  carcasses  reserved  for  more  careful  examination. 
In  both  cases  yellow  tags  are  attached,  as  evidence  of  the  fact  of 
condemnation.  If  the  result  of  the  inspection  is  unfavorable,  the 
carcass  is  thrown  into  a  tank  heated  by  steam  to  a  temperature 
considerably  above  boiling,  in  which  the  offal  obtained  from  the 
animals  killed  during  the  day  has  already  been  deposited.  At 
the  close  of  the  day's  work,  or  when  the  tank  has  been  filled,  it 
is  closed;  live  steam  is  then  turned  on  with  a  view  to  a  thorough 
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conversion  of  the  contents  of  the  tank.  After  exposure  for  from 
nine  to  fifteen  honrs  the  contents  of  the  tank  are  removed  in  the 
shape  of  lubricating  grease  and  fertilizer. 

The  carcasses,  after  being  dressed  and  cleaned,  are  cooled  until 
the  animal  heat  has  passed  out  of  the  body ;  they  are  then  carried 
by  the  trolley  to  the  chill  room,  where  they  are  weighed  and 
tagged.  If  the  animal  is  intended  for  expert  trade,  ta^s  are 
attached  by  the  inspector  to  each  quarter;  if  intended  for  inter- 
state trade  the  inspector  marks  each  quarter  with  a  rubber  stamp, 
as  cTidence  that  the  carcass  has  passed  the  inspection  required 
by  law.  The  quarters  selected  for  export  are  provided  with  cov- 
ers of  coarse  cotton  cloth,  with  a  view  to  protect  them  from  in- 
jury in  handling;  while  on  shipboard.  The  carcasses  remain  in 
the  chill  room,  at  a  temperature  of  about  35'^  F.,  until  they  are 
loaded  into  refrigerator  cars  for  shipment  to  market.  The  cars 
are  recharged  with  ice  and  salt  at  icing  stations  at  least  once 
while  in  transit,  the  frequency  of  icing  depending  upon  the  length 
of  the  haul,  the  season  of  the  year,  and  the  destination  of  the 
shipment.  When  the  car  reaches  its  destination  its  contents  are 
transferred  to  a  cooling  house,  where  the  meat  is  kept  in  cold 
storage  until  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of. 

With  a  view  to  provide  a  supply  of  fresh  beef  for  the  troops 
then  being  prepared  for  service  in  Cuba  and  Porto  Kico,  the  Sub- 
sistence Department,  on  June  T,  1898,  issued  an  advertisement 
calling  for  bids  for  refrigerated  beef,  beef  on  the  block,  and  beef 
cattle,  to  be  delivered  at  such  points  in  the  island  of  Cnba  as 
might  thereafter  be  occupied  by  the  military  forces  of  the  United 
States. 

During  the  interval  between  the  issue  of  the  advertisement  and 
the  opening  of  the  bids  the  question  as  to  what  kind  of  beef  was 
best  suited  to  the  conditions  that  were  likely  to  exist  in  Cuba 
was  made  the  subject  of  inquiry  in  the  office  of  the  Commissary- 
General  of  Subsinteuce.  An  experiment  with  imperfectly  frozen 
beef  was  undertaken  at  Tampa  with  an  unfavorable  result,  and  m 
test  of  beef  treated  by  a  proccBs  invented  by  Mr.  Alexander 
Powell,  of  New  York,  was  made  under  his  direction  at  Port 
Tampa,  just  us  the  expedition  to  Santiago  was  about  to  sail;  the 
results  of  this  experiment  were  reported  to  the  Department  by 
Colonel  Weston.  Inquiry  was  also  made  of  the  prodneers  of 
feirigerated  beef  with  a  view  to  ascertain  how  long  such  beef 
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could  be  expected  to  keep  in  a  tropical  climate  after  being 
remoYed  &om  the  refrigerator. 

When  the  bidn  were  opened  the  proposal  of  Swift  Sl  Co.,  of  Chi- 
cago, for  refrigerated  beef,  being  the  lowest,  was  accepted.  All 
other  bids  received  for  refrigerated  beef,  or  for  fresh  beef  on  the 
hoofy  or  block,  were  rejected,  and  on  Jaly  1,  1898,  a  contract  was 
entered  into  with  Swift  Sl  Co.  for  the  delivery  of  refrigerated 
beef  to  troops  serving  on  the  seacoast  of  Cuba  at  9.47  cents  per 
poond.  This  contract  contemplated  the  erection  of  refrigerators, 
at  the  expense  of  the  contractor,  at  such  points  in  Cuba  as  might 
be  designated  by  the  proper  officer  of  the  Subsistence  Department. 
The  beef  was  to  be  delivered  on  board  refrigerated  steamers  at 
snoh  seaports  in  the  United  States  as  might  be  agreed  upon  by 
the  contracting  parties  and  transported  to  Cuba,  where  it  was  to 
be  unloaded  into  such  refrigerating  houses  as  might  be  con- 
structed on  shore  by  Swift  &  Co.  From  these  shore  refrigerators 
it  was  to  be  issued  to  the  troops  as  required. 

By  one  clause  of  the  contract  the  beef  was  required  to  be  "  so 
preserved  by  the  refrigeration  on  shipboard  and  at  the  refrigerator 
buildings  above  referred  to  that  it  shall  be  perfectly  good  and  fit 
for  nee  seventy-two  hours  after  being  issued  from  the  ship's  re- 
frigerators, and  twenty-four  hours  after  being  issued  from  the 
refrigerator  buildings  on  shore."  Tbe  requirements  of  the  con- 
tract above  cited  constitute,  in  fact,  a  rule  of  accounting,  the 
application  of  which,  in  the  case  of  a  quantity  of  beef  alleged  to 
be  anfit  for  use,  would  determine  whether  the  loss  should  fall 
upon  the  United  States  or  upon  the  contractor.  If  there  were  no 
refrigerating  houses  on  shore  then  the  terms  of  the  contract  would 
require  the  beef  to  be  ^'  perfectly  good  and  fit  for  issue''  for 
twenty- four  hours  after  being  issued  from  the  ship's  refrigerator. 
Under  the  terms  of  Clause  II  of  the  contract  the  responsibility  of 
the  contractor  continues,  after  landing,  for  seventy-two  hours 
after  the  beef  shall  have  been  stored  in  the  shore  refrigerators. 

By  a  subsequent  contract,  dated  August  8,  1898,  made  after  due 
advertisement,  Swift  &  Co.  agreed  to  deliver  refrigerated  beef  at 
points  on  the  seacoast  of  Porto  Rico,  the  contract  price  in  this  cade 
being  9.39  cents  per  pound.  The  requirements  of  this  contract  are 
substantially  the  same  as  those  of  the  contract  of  July  1  for  simi- 
lar deliveries  in  Cuba.  Under  the  first  contract  somewhat  more 
than  2,000,000  pounds  of  refrigerated  beef  were  delivered  by  Swift 
A  Co.  to  troops  serving  in  the  vicinity  of  Santiago,  Cuba,  and 
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75,^3  pounds  were  delivered  in  Porto  Rico  in  Angnst  and  Sep- 
tember. It  has  been  seen  that  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Major-General  Commanding,  dated  August  2,  1898,  shipments  to 
Porto  Rioo  were  discontinued  and  were  not  resumed  during  the 
remainder  of  the  year.  Thia  seems  to  have  been  the  Brst  intima- 
tion received  by  the  War  Department  that  the  Major-General 
Commanding  preferred  native  to  refrif;erated  beef  as  an  article  of 
supply  for  the  troops  serving  in  Porto  Rico,  a  previous  dispatch, 
under  date  of  July  26,  conveying  the  information  that  beef  cattle 
were  procurable  in  Porto  Rico,  not  having  been  received. 

Although  this  recommendation  gave  rise  to  some  embarrassment 
to  the  War  Department,  since  two  dispatches  sent  by  the  Major- 
General  Commanding  on  July  13  and  18,  respectively,  had  nrged 
the  continuance  of  the  Atlantic  liners  in  service  upon  the  ground 
of  their  great  carrying  capacity  for  troops,  animals,  and  supplies, 
special  mention  being  made  of  refrigerated  beef  in  both  dis- 
patches— notwithstanding  the  apparent  conflict  in  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Major-General  Commanding — ^his  request  was 
adopted  and  shipments  of  refrigerated  beef  to  Porto  Rioo  were 
discontinued  after  the  sailing  of  the  Manitoba  on  August  5. 

Before  discnssing  the  testimony  in  respect  to  the  use  of  chem- 
ical preservatives  it  may  be  well  to  say  a  word  in  respect  to  the 
nature  and  operation  of  the  several  chemical  agents  said  to  have 
been  used  in  the  preservation  of  the  beef.  These  are,  as  shown 
in  the  testimony,  boric  and  salicylic  acids,  either  alone  or  in  com- 
bination, certain  fluorides  and  formaldehyde.  All  of  these  are 
germicides,  their  preservative  action  tending  to  prevent  fermen- 
tation or  to  arrest  decomposition  in  the  product  to  which  thej 
are  applied.  It  is  in  evidence  that  boric  acid  is  very  generally 
used  in  the  preservation  of  meats ;  its  use  is  fully  admitted  by  the 
packers  in  the  preservation  of  certain  pork  products  and  meat 
sansagi's,  such  use  being  restricted  to  meat  products  which  are 
not  jircserved  by  refrigeration.  Salicylic  acid,  the  fluorides,  and 
forinal<lehyde  are  rarely,  if  ever,  used  in  connection  with  solid 
foods,  their  chief  application  being  in  the  preservation  of  llqnida. 
Formaldehyde  is  a  powerful  germicide  which  is  generally  applied 
by  some  process  of  fumigation,  and,  as  it  has  a  pronounced  taste 
and  odor,  its  use  is  restricted  to  highly  seasoned  foods  in  whicb 
its  presence  is  not  likely  to  be  detected. 

In  resi^ect  to  the  allegation  that  the  refrigerated  beef  had  been 
treated  with  preservatives,  but  little  testimony  has  been  submit- 
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ted  by  the  Major-General  Commaiiding  in  support  of  his  conten- 
tion. There  is  substantial  unanimity  in  the  testimony  of  officers 
who  used  the  beef  in  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico,  as  well  as  in  the 
camps  of  instruction  in  the  United  States,  that  at  the  time  of 
inch  use  they  had  no  reason  to  believe  or  cause  to  suspect  that 
it  had  been  chemically  treated  with  a  view  to  its  preservation. 
Tliere  is  absolutely  no  testimony  to  the  effect  that  the  refriger- 
ated beef  was  80  treated  while  in  process  of  manufacture;  on  the 
other  hand,  the  testimony  is  unvarying  that  cold  air  alone  is 
relied  upon  as  a  preservative  agent.  This  absence  of  testimony 
is  significant  when  it  is  remembered  that  12,000  animals  are  killed 
daily  in  tho  registered  packing  houses  in  Chicago,  Omaha,  St. 
Joseph,  and  Kansas  City,  and  that  20,000  men  are  employed  in 
preparing  the  product  for  market,  exclusive  of  those  having  to 
do  with  its  transportation  in  refrigerator  cars  and  steamers,  and 
with  its  final  distribution  at  the  selling  agencies  in  the  principal 
cities  and  towns  in  the  United  States. 

If  it  be  a  fact  that  chemicals  are  habitually  used  in  the  prep- 
aration of  the  beef  for  market,  apparatus  for  such  application 
must  be  provided,  space  must  be  set  apart  for  the  installation 
and  operation  of  the  chemicalizing  plant,  chemicals  and  other 
materials  must  be  purchased  and  distributed,  and  employees 
must  be  trained  and  assigned  to  duties  in  connection  with  the 
preserving  process.  Of  tho  existence  of  such  a  plant  there  is  no 
evidence  whatever  in  an}^  or  the  registered  packing  honses  which 
were  visited  by  the  court  in  the  course  of  its  investigation ;  nor 
hns  a  single  person  appeared,  or  offered  to  appear,  to  testify  as  to 
the  use  or  application  of  chemicals  or  other  preservatives  in  con- 
nection with  the  preparation  of  the  beef  for  market. 

There  is  similar  testimony  from  those  charged  with  the  trans- 
portation of  the  meat  by  rail  and  its  distribution  throughout  the 
United  States.  To  enable  such  chemicalization  to  be  made  in 
transit  by  rail,  the  collusion  of  the  railroad  employees  would  be 
necessary,  since  the  refrigerator  cars  are  sealed  when  loaded  by 
the  agents  of  the  railroad,  in  addition  to  the  sealing  of  the  pack- 
ing companies.  If  such  a  practice  existed,  knowledge  of  its 
exititence  would  soon  become  common  among  the  large  numbers 
of  persons  employed  in  various  capacities  by  the  several  packing 
bouses  and  transportation  companies,  and  so  become  known  to 
the  world  at  large.    The  Inference  drawn  by  the  court  from  the 
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absence  of  Buch  testimoDy  can  only  be  adverse  to  tlie  existence  of 
the  practice  alleged  to  prevail  by  the  Major-General  Commanding. 

The  testimony  submitted  by  the  Major-General  Commanding^  in 
respect  to  the  chemicalization  of  beef,  has  to  do  in  every  case 
with  the  meat  at  the  time  of  its  issne  to  the  troops,  none  of  it,  as  haa 
been  seen,  relating  to  the  use  of  preservative  agents  in  the  course 
of  its  slaughter  or  preparation  for  market. 

It  is  proper  to  remark  at  this  point,  in  qualificatioil  of  what 
has  just  been  said,  that  one  lot  of  fresh  beef  prepared  by  a  proc- 
ess invented  by  Dold  &,  Co.,  of  Kansas  Cit^-,  Mo.,  was  issued  to 
the  troops  in  Porto  Rico  with  very  satisfactory  results.  Another 
small  quantity  of  beef  was  subjected  to  treatment  by  Mr.  Powell 
at  Chicago,  111.,  and  afterwards  transported  to  Port  Tampa,  where 
it  was  exposed  to  the  weather,  as  has  already  been  described. 

An  examination  of  the  evidence  of  those  who  testify  to  their 
belief  that  preservatives  had  been  employed  shows  considerable 
difference  of  view  as  to  the  substances  used  and  the  mode  of  their 
application.  lu  one  case  boric  acid  is  suspected;  in  another, 
salicylic  acid.  One  witness  testified  that  he  found  boric  acid  at 
one  time  and  salicylic  acid  at  another;  another  testified  that 
these  acids  were  used  in  combination ;  still  another  suspected  that 
formaldehyde  had  been  employed.  As  to  the  method  of  applica- 
tion, there  is  a  similar  divergence  of  opinion.  One  witness  sug- 
gests that  the  meat  was  washed  or  coated  with  a  preservative 
preparation ;  another  that  it  had  been  dipped  or  soaked;  two  wit- 
nesses testify  that  chemicals  had  beeu  arterially  injected. 

As  to  salicylic  acid,  one  witness  testifies  that  the  meat  issued  to 
his  command  about  July  4  had  a  light  color,  resembling  salmon, 
and  that  this  peculiarity  had  been  observed  by  others,  notably  by 
the  cook  of  one  of  the  companies  of  his  regiment,  who  was  a 
practical  butcher.  He  also  testified  that  the  meat  looked  dark 
where  it  had  been  cut  by  a  knife,  and  to  verify  this  test  the  ex- 
periment was  repeated  with  another  knife,  with  the  same  resnlt. 
He  then  tested  the  meat  for  salicylic  acid,  the  tincture-of-iron 
test  being  used,  and  alleges  that  traces  of  that  acid  were  found 
as  a  result  of  the  experiment.  Subsequently  the  same  witnen 
stated  that  he  tested  the  meat  for  boric  acid  at  a  chemical  lab* 
oratory  in  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  and  explained  to  the  court  the  details 
of  the  experiment,  which  are  as  follows: 

Q.  What  was  the  tost  fur  borocic  acid? 

A.  The  boracic-acid  test  is  a  more  delicate  test.    I  made  use  of 
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the  tnrmeric  paper,  dipping  the  turmeric  paper  into  tlie  solntion — 
the  Bnspectea  solatiou — and  it  turned  it  to  an  orange.  Tlieu, 
treating  that  again  with  aqua  ammonia  turne<l  it  to  a  dark  brown. 

If  the  experiment  was  conducted  as  described  by  the  witness, 
the  result  was  to  prove  not  the  presence,  but  the  absence  of  boric 
acid.  He  is  also  in  error  as  to  the  effect  of  salic.vlio  acid  upon 
iron  or  steel,  and  two  witnesses  agree  in  saying  that  there  is  no 
chemist  and  no  chemical  laboratory  in  Jacksonville. 

As  to  the  light  color  attributed  to  the  meat  as  a  consequence  of 
the  alleged  use  of  salicylic  acid,  it  is  established  as  a  result  of 
careful  experiment  that,  while  the  immediate  effect  of  applying 
salicyllo  acid  to  meat  is  to  lighten  its  color,  the  effect  soon  disap- 
pears, and  the  meat  resuuies  its  normal  color  in  from  nine  to 
twenty  hours.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  nearly  the  entire  evi- 
denee  of  tliis  witness  is  rebutted  by  the  testimony  of  other  wit- 
nesses of  equal  credibility,  and  as  the  conclusions  reached  by  him 
are  not  supported  by  the  laws  of  organic  chemistry,  the  court 
believes  it  to  be  its  duty  to  reject  this  testimony  from  consideration. 

The  testimony  of  Dr.  W.  H.  Daly,  which  has  been  carefully  con* 
sidered  by  the  court,  is  substantially  as  follows: 

On  June  14,  1898,  just  as  the  Santiago  expedition  was  about  to 
sail,  his  attention  was  drawn  to  one  of  several  quarters  of  beef 
which  had  been  treated  by  a  process  discovered  by  a  Mr.  Powell, 
of  New  York,  and  exposed  to  atmos)>heric  action  on  one  of  the 
transports  with  a  view  to  test  the  ofiBciency  of  the  process.  From 
the  quarter  so  exposed  he  cut  a  small  piece  for  further  examina- 
tion, in  the  belief  that  the  meat  constituted  a  part  of  tbe  food 
supply  of  the  expedition.  The  next  day  he  cooked  and  ate  the 
meat  thus  obtained.  8oon  after  eating  it  he  experienced  certain 
symptoms — ^a  burning  sensation  in  the  stomach,  followed  by 
nausea  and  vomiting — which  recalled  an  experience  on  the  fron- 
tier, in  which,  upon  at  least  two  occasions,  precisely  the  same 
Bjrmptoms  had  followed  the  eating  of  game  the  decay  of  which  it 
had  been  attempted  to  arrest  by  the  use  of  a  preservative  prepara- 
tion composed  of  borio  and  salicylic  acids.  Although  the  results 
of  using  the  beef  in  his  own  case  had  been  so  marked,  the  fact 
was  not  reported  to  snperior  authority  with  a  view  to  such  further 
inveBtigation  or  action  as  the  necessities  of  the  case  might  seem 
to  require. 

In  his  subsequent  examination  of  the  refrigerated  beef,  includ- 
ing  that  made  on  the  Panama,  he  testifies  to  his  belief  in  the  use 
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of  the  same  preservative  acids.  He  is  less  positive  as  to  the 
method  of  their  application,  but  uses  the  term  'injected"  as 
descriptive  of  the  process  which  he  believes  to  have  been  ased  in 
treating  the  beef.  On  the  hospital  transport  Panama,  of  which 
he  was  the  surgeon  in  charge,  and  which  left  Ponce  about  Sep- 
tember 1;  1898,  he  testifies  that  he  suspected  that  the  same  chem- 
icals had  been  used  in  preserving  the  beef,  and  that  some  broth, 
taken  by  him  from  a  cauldron  in  the  ship's  galley,  was  made  from 
beef  which  he  suspected  had  been  thus  chemically  treated.  There 
were  two  me<lical  officers  on  board  and  several  other  commissioned 
officers,  including  the  quartermaster  and  the  commissary  of  the 
vessel,  but  to  none  of  these  were  his  suspicions  commantcated. 
No  analysis  was  uiade,  or  attempted,  with  the  means  at  hand  in 
the  hospital  dispensary. 

A  few  days  out  from  Ponce,  the  meat  having  become  a  source  of 
danger  by  reason  of  its  tainted  condition,  a  board  of  survey  was 
called  and  the  beef  was  submitted  to  it  for  examination.  The 
question  of  suspected  chemical  treatment  was  not  referred  to  the 
board,  which  examined  the  meat  and  found  it  to  be  in  an  advanced 
stsge  of  decomposition,  and  for  that  reason  unfit  for  use,  and  its 
immediate  destruction  was  recommended  on  that  ground  only. 
The  report  of  the  board  was  approved  by  Dr.  Daly,  and  the  beef 
thrown  overboard  in  obedience  to  his  orders.  No  special  steps 
were  takeu  to  verify  the  fact  that  the  broth  was  made  from 
the  refrigerated  beef,  for  the  testimony  shows  that  there  was 
native  beef  in  the  refrigerator,  and  that  it  was  being  drawn  npon 
for  use,  and  no  precautions  were  taken  to  secure  the  identification 
of  the  samples.  After  his  return  to  the  United  States  he  testifies 
that  the  solid  conteuts  of  the  broth  were  isolated,  and  the  re- 
siduum was  examined  by  him  in  Pittsburg,  and  found  to  contain 
traces  of  boric  and  salicylic  acids. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  testimony  shows  that  the  beef  treated 
by  the  Powell  process,  which  was  declared  by  Dr.  Daly  to  contain 
boric  and  salicylic  acids,  was.  In  fact,  treated  by  fumigation, 
and  the  materials  employed  contained  neither  boric  nor  salic)  lie 
acid.  The  beef  from  which  the  broth  was  made  on  the  Panama 
has  not  been  positively  identified  as  refrigerated  beef,  and  the 
connection  between  the  residuum  of  the  sample  taken  from  the 
ship's  cauldron  and  that  analyzed  by  Dr.  Clark  has  not  been 
established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court.  In  respect  to  the 
written  report  submitted  by  Dr.  Daly  to  the  Major-General  Com- 
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mandlng,  -which  included  the  results  of  his  observations  in  respect 
to  the  chemical  treatment  of  the  beef,  the  testimony  fails  to  show 
why  the  facts  therein  alleged  were  not  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  superior  authority  with  a  view  to  an  investigation  of 
the  suspicious  circumstances  and  the  application  of  a  prompt  and 
adequate  remedy  to  any  wrong  which  may  have  been  developed 
as  the  result  of  such  investigation.  Nor  does  it  appear  why  the 
Migor-General  Commanding,  when  such  knowledge  came  into  hia 
posseesion,  should  have  delayed  so  long  in  bringing  it  to  the 
attention  of  the  President  and  the  Secretary  of  War. 

TIfE  FOOD  8CPPLT  AS  A  CAUSE  OF  DISEASE. 

In  this  branch  of  its  inquiry  it  has  been  the  endeavor  of  the 
eonrt  to  obtain  the  testimony  of  surgeons,  inspectors,  and  others 
who  accompanied  the  troops  during  the  campaign  in  Cuba,  whose 
duties  were  of  such  a  nature  as  to  bring  them  into  close  touch  with 
both  ofiBcers  and  enlisted  men,  and  whose  experience  qualified 
them  to  speak  with  authority  upon  this  subject.  The  court  has 
also  obtained  the  testimony  of  the  surgeons  in  charge  of  the  gen- 
eral hospitals  in  the  United  States  in  which  the  sick  who  returned 
from  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico  were  received  and  cared  for.  The  tes- 
timony thus  elicited  will  be  discussed  under  the  following  heads: 

1.  What  were  the  diseases  which  prevailed  in  the  Fifth  Army 
Corps  at  the  time  of  its  withdrawal  to  the  United  States? 

2.  To  what  extent  did  such  diseases  prevail? 

3.  What  causes  operated  to  produce  them? 

4.  To  what  extent  did  the  food  supply,  either  in  point  of  quality 
or  sufficiency,  enter  as  a  determining  cause  of  disease? 

The  surgeons  serving  with  the  troops  before  Santiago  and  tho&e 
in  charge  of  the  general  hospitals  in  the  United  States,  including 
those  at  Montauk  Point,  agree  in  describing  the  diseases  prevalent 
in  the  Army  as  typhoid  and  malarial  fevers;  dysentery,  diarrhea, 
and  intestinal  disorders  of  similar  character  are  declared  by  them 
to  have  constituted  but  a  small  part  of  the  cases  which  passed 
nnder  their  observation,  amounting  to  from  15  to  20  per  ceut  of 
the  entire  number  treated.  As  to  the  extent  to  which  the  above- 
described  diseases  prevailed  during  the  stay  of  the  command  in 
Cuba,  the  testimony  is  only  too  clear.  Prior  to  the  outbreak  of 
the  war  the  regiments  constituting  the  regular  military  estab- 
liahment  were  stationed  at  posts  in  the  North  and  West,  most  of 


vhicli  hod  b«eD  nelectcd  ivitb  especial  regard  to  their  aalnbrltj' 
and  freedom  from  uusaniUr}'  coaditioDS. 

Although  the  troops  arrived  at  Tampa  in  fine  phyBicftl  condltton, 
there  naa  some  enervation  aa  a  result  of  their  stay  at  that  place, 
vhictt  ITKB  increased  to  some  extent  by  ttieit  long  detention  on 
tratiBpoTta,  dnring  which,  an  adequate  cooking  facilities  wer«  not 
available  for  their  use,  they  were  compelled  to  subsist  for  abont 
aeventeea  daj-D  oti  an  nnfamiliar  and  unpniatable  travel  ration. 
lliiB  WHS  followeil  by  the  landingatDniqain  and  the  difficult  and 
toilsome  advance  upon  Siboney  and  Santiago,  tbrongh  an  almost 
impaaaable  jungle,  calminatiugin  the  severe  engagements  of  Jnly 
1  nnd  2  and  the  exhausting  labors  incident  to  siege  operations 
condnoted  in  a  tropical  climate  at  the  most  unfavorable  season  of 
the  year. 

The  clothing  of  th«  troops  was  inappropriate  to  the  duty  npon 
which  tbey  were  engaged,  and  their  food  gnpply,  by  reaaon  of 
inadequate  tranaportation  fooilities,  was  not  only  insuffloient  but 
irregular.  There  were  no  reserves,  and  the  lengtli  of  the  poal- 
tion  occupied  made  it  neoeesary  to  maintain  the  entire  command 
on  the  firing  tine  or  to  employ  it  in  the  coustraction  of  trenches. 
This  resulted  in  an  undue  nervous  strain  npon  both  offloere  and 
men,  which  tended  to  their  further  debilitation  and  nnfitt-ed  them 
to  resist  the  malarial  influences  to  which  they  were  exposed  from 
the  moment  of  their  arrival  at  Daiquiri.  Major  Reade,  inapeotor- 
general  of  Kent's  divlaion,  in  describing  this  period  of  the  cam- 
paiRU,  Bays: 

They  dug  their  own  trenches;  slept  in  them;  endured  the  bias- 
ing, torrid,  noonday  sun,  the  unvarying  rain  stonns  each  after- 
noon, and  the  cliitl  night  damps  without  shelter,  save  anch  an  a 
dog  tent  afforded.  ?ome  hod  blankets  but  no  ponchos;  some  had 
the  reverse;  some  had  given  np  both  to  shroud  the  dead  nr  to 
litter  the  wounded  and  sick,  and  all  this  time  the  qnsntity  and 
quality  of  their  nutriment  waedecreasing  or  deteriorating.  Their 
reserve  strength  was  exhausted— fortunately,  not  su  entirely  aa 
the  Spanish— but  no  earthly  men  conld  fail  to  show  marked  evi- 
dence of  privation  and  hardship. 

Lieateonnt-Colonel  Miner,  commanding  the  Sixteenth  United 
States  Infantry,  under  date  of  July  23,  says: 

"'  -  -  ■'  -  '--(ling  of  the  regiment  at  Siboney,  June  23,  it  has 
red  almost  every  bartlsbip  known  to  military  life, 
ide  inroads  npon  the  strength  and  efflcienoy  of  the 
B  is  doe  to  causes  entirety  beyond  the  control  of 
commander.    In  the  first  place,  the  rations  hen 
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have  b«ezi  of  the  most  meager  desoription.  For  weeks  the  com* 
maud  has  subsisted  upon  baoon,  hard  tack,  suear,  and  coffee. 
Caoned  meat  was  several  times  furnished,  but  without  salt  or  TOff- 
etables.  It  had  no  savor,  scant  nutriment,  and  was  but  little 
liked.  Once  three  or  four  potatoes  to  a  man  were  issued,  and  onoe 
an  onion  was  given  to  about  every  two  men .  On  several  occasions 
soldiers  were  without  anything  to  eat.  It  was  impracticable 
always  to  boil  water.  In  the  trenches  fires  could  not  be  lighted, 
and  not  only  was  the  water  unboiled,  but  the  ration  of  bacon  was 
eaten  uncooked.  They  fought  by  day  and  dug  trenches  by  night. 
The  climate  is  hot.  The  men  were  necessarily  coufinod  closely  to 
their  posts  and  to  camp.  Bathing  facilities  were  lacking  during 
most  of  the  time.  Facilities  were  lacking  for  cliange  of  under- 
clothing. 

Under  the  fervid  heat  of  a  tropical  sun,  also  In  torrents  of  rain, 
they  have  marched,  toiled,  and  fought  on  unsuitable  rations.  The 
close  confinement  in  freshly  dug  trenches,  the  unavoidable  drink- 
ing of  impure  water,  the  lack  of  protection  from  rain,  sun,  and 
dew,  and  the  sleeping  in  wet  clothing  on  the  ground  in  mud, 
swamp,  and  trenches,  the  enforced  personal  un cleanliness,  have 
all  contributed  to  render  the  men  weak  and  unable  to  resist  the 
fever  and  other  diseases  peculiar  to  hot  climates.  Every  rule  of 
liygiGuo  has  been  unavoidably  broken.  That  any  should  have 
survived  onhr  shows  the  excellent  condition  of  the  command  at  the 
beginning  of  the  campaign.  That  many  are  now  sick  should  cause 
no  surprise.  The  stomach  turns  on  a  diet  without  vegetables,  and 
the  exposures  the  men  have  undergone  have  produced  a  fever  from 
which  few  have  escaped.  All  are  weak  and  in  no  condition  either 
for  marching  or  fighting.  The  crying  needs  are  for  proper  shelter 
from  sun  and  rains  and  proper  food. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Pope,  the  chief  surgeon  of  the  Fifth  Army 
Corps,  in  discussing  this  subject  in  his  report,  says: 

Dnrinj;  the  latter  part  of  July  and  August  the  tendency  to 
diarrhea  and  dysentery  became  pnmounced,  although  the  diet  of 
the  troops  had  much  improved  and  the  water  snpply  was  cer- 
tainly no  worse  than  it  had  been  from  the  first.  The  majority  of 
medical  officers  regarded  it  as  of  malarial  origin  and  treated  it  as 
BQcb,  and  frequently  with  large  rectal  injections  of  quinine. 
Attempts  were  made  to  check  its  spread  by  recommending  the 
use  of  boiled  water  for  drinking  purposes  without  favorable 
resnlts,  probably  because  the  men  preferred  the  disease  to  the 
remedy.  At  divisional  hospital  No.  1,  where  boiled  and  filtered 
wdter  was  freely  supplied,  and  about  all  that  was  to  be  had,  the 
mcnrrence  of  diarrhea  and  dysentery  were  almost  unknown. 
Among  the  refiriments  the  excuse  for  not  furnishing  boiled  water 
was  valid:  the  commands  were,  until  very  late,  without  the 
neeeasary  kettles  and  caldrons  to  heat  the  water.  When  the 
aoldier  had  only  his  tin  cup  and  ration  can  and  a  little  fire  of 
green  twigs  with  which  to  cook  his  food,  boiled  water  was 
omitted. 
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The  rapidity  of  iaoMiise  in  the  lick  tUt  is  indioated  I17  tho 
reports  of  eETective  atreagtb  of  Kent's  division,  which,  on  July  10, 
oat  of  a  total  of  4,44?,  had  214  sick ;  on  July  15  the  sick  list  had 
fallen  to  200;  on  the  20th,  however,  it  bad  increased  to  817,  on  the 
25th  to  1,142,  and  on  the  Slat  to  1,148,  over  35  per  cent  of  the 
commftnd. 

On  August  1  the  increase  in  the  sick  list  of  tho  Fifth  Corps  had 
become  alarmiog,  amountitig  on  that  da;  to  a  total  of  4,239,  of 
which  3,179  were  fever  caHee.  Ou  August  3,  General  Sfaafler,  bar- 
ing  obtained  the  opinions  of  bis  division  nnd  brigade  commanders 
and  principal  medical  officers,  reported  to  the  Secretary  of  Wai 
that  the  proposed  removal  of  the  command  to  higher  land  at  the 
end  of  the  railroad  was  practically  impossible.  He  also  gave  it 
as  his  opinion  that —

As  soon  aa  it  develops  they  are  sent 
to  the  hospital;  bnt  new  casea  arise,  not  tgtv  many,  iC  is  tme, 
and  it  is  of  a  mild  type,  but  nevertheless  it  Is  here.     All   men 
taken  with  it  will,  of  course,  have  to  be  left  and  have  to  take 
their  chances.    Some  will  undoubtedly  be  taken  sick  on  the  shipa

which  they  have  undergone  that  they  are  capable  now  of  very 
little  exBition.

t  of  dieeuse  have  already  been  sufficiently  iodicated. 
a]  of  these  were,  exposure  to  extreme  altemationt  of 
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daily  temperature,  to  incessant  downpours  of  rain,  and  to  the 
malarial  influences  peculiar  to  the  most  dangerous  portion  of  the 
island  of  Cuba  at  the  unhealthiest  season  of  the  year.  Lack  of 
shelter  from  sun  and  rain,  irregular,  inadequate,  and  insufficient 
supplies  of  food,  fuel,  and  clothing,  due  to  want  of  transportation, 
also  entered  as  contributory  causes  of  the  sudden  and  alarming 
increase  of  the  sick  report,  which  all  accounts  agree  as  having 
taken  place  between  July  8  and  10,  after  the  command  had  been 
subjected  for  some  days  to  the  fatigue  and  exposure  incident  to 
the  digging  and  wanning  of  trenches,  the  maintenance  of  an 
outpost  service,  and  the  conduct  of  siege  operations. 

That  the  sickness  was  due  to  particular  articles  of  the  ration 
rather  than  to  the  character  and  components  of  the  ration  itself 
and  its  general  unsuitability  to  existing  couditions  is  not  clear. 
This  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  although  there  was  a  very  marked 
difference  in  the  meat  components  of  the  ration  issued  to  and 
used  by  the  different  commands  in  the  Army,  the  sick  rate  was 
very  much  the  same  in  all.  Law  ton's  division,  for  example, 
which  subsisted  largely  upon  bacon  and  used  no  canned  beef  and 
but  little  refrigerated  beef,  suffered  as  seriously  from  sickuess  as 
Kent's  division,  which  used  the  canned  fresh  meat  and  received 
also  considerable  quantities  of  refrigerated  beef.  Having  regard, 
therefore,  to  the  testimony  adduced  as  to  the  causes  which  are 
admitted  to  have  operated  to  produce  intestinal  disorders,  such 
as  the  eating  of  tropical  fruits,  the  use  of  unboiled  and  un61tered 
water,  malarial  poisoning,  the  exposure  to  daily  rains,  and  the 
considerable  diurnal  variations  of  temperature  and  the  like,  the 
court  finds  it  impossible  to  conclude  that  either  the  canned  fresh 
beef  or  refrigerated  beef  appeared  to  an  appreciable  extent  as 
causes  of  intestinal  disease. 

As  to  the  effects  of  the  food  supply,  having  regard  to  both  suf- 
ficiency and  quality,  it  seems  to  be  clearly  established  that  the 
anny  ration  as  supplied,  without  modification,  to  the  troops  serv- 
ing in  the  West  Indies  was  by  no  means  well  adapted  to  use  in  a 
tropical  climate.  If  this  be  true  the  unfitness  of  the  ration 
should  have  manifested  itself  by  its  failure  to  keep  the  troops 
who  subsisted  upon  it  in  the  best  possible  condition  for  service 
in  hot  climates.  This,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  is  fully  estab- 
liahed  in  evidence.  The  insufficiency  of  the  food  supply  in  Cuba 
and  the  irregularity  attending  its  distribution,  due,  primarily,  to 
a  marked  deficiency  in  transportation  facilities  and  the  condition 
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of  the  T^eather  and  the  roads,  has  already  been  remarked  upon. 
It  is  only  necessary  to  say  that  both  of  these  appeared,  to  some 
extent,  as  oanses  of  disease  among  the  troops  who  were  thus 
insnfBciently  and  irregnlarly  subsisted. 

In  conclnding  this  portion  of  the  subject  it  is  proper  to  observe 
that  the  history  of  two  centaries  teaches  the  lesson  that  troopi 
aconstomed  to  serve  intemperate  climates  can  be  employed  in  the 
Tropics  only  at  great  risk  of  loss  from  diseases  incident  to  the 
locality  and  latitude  in  which  military  operations  are  carried 
on ;  if  sent  in  the  sickly  season  the  risk  is  augmented  and  the 
death  rate  soon  becomes  alarming.  The  experience  gained  and 
the  losses  incurred  by  the  English  expeditions  in  the  West  Indies 
in  the  last  century  and  those  undertaken  in  India,  China,  and 
Africa  have  been  repeated  in  those  sent  by  France  to  Santo  Do- 
mingo^ Mexico,  Cochin  China,  and  Madagascar.  In  General 
Scott's  cumpaif^n  in  Mexico  the  losses  from  disease  alone  exceeded 
33  per  cent  of  the  effectiTC  strength  of  the  forces  under  his  com- 
mand. In  a  single  regiment  of  Indiana  volnnteers  which  entered 
the  service  1,000  strong,  and  which  was  not  engaged  in  battle, 
but  400  returned  to  the  State  for  muster  out. 

During  a  certain  period  subsequent  to  the  capture  of  the  City 
of  Mexico  American  soldiers  dying  of  disease  were  buried  at  the 
rate  of  1,000  per  month ;  3,000  were  buried  at  the  Castle  of  Per- 
ote,  and  the  total  loss  by  disease  alone  has  been  estimated  as 
10,000,  In  July,  1741,  an  English  force  of  5,000  men  under  Adr 
miral  Vomon  landed  at  Guantannmo  and  attempted  to  advance 
in  the  directiou  of  Santiago,  with  a  view  to  its  capture.  The 
resistance  encountered  was  stubborn,  but  might  eventallv  have 
beeu  overcome.  Not  so,  however,  the  fatigue,  exhaustion,  and 
disoaso  to  which  the  troops  were  exposed  from  the  moment  of 
their  landing,  in  consequence  of  which  the  expedition  was  finally 
abandoned,  leaving  over  2,000  English  de.id  in  the  vicinity  of 
Gunntanamo.  The  experience  of  the  United  States  troops  in  the 
same  theater  of  operations,  and  under  the  same  adverse  climatic 
conditions,  forms  no  exception  to  the  inevitable  rule  that  armies 
sent  into  the  Tropics  must  pay  the  price  of  the  invasion  in  human 
life.  If  it  was  the  popular  will  that  the  wrongs  suffered  by  a 
neighboring  people  were  so  grievous  as  to  make  it  necessary  to 
employ  a  portion  of  the  military  forces  of  the  United  States  in 
obtaining  their  redress,  the  experience  of  this  campaign  will  be 
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sure  to  lUastrate  at  what  expense  of  life  and  health  the  wrong 
haa  been  remedied. 

THK  president's  MBMORANDUM  OF  INQUIRY. 

On  Monday,  February  20, 1899,  prior  to  their  first  meeting,  the 
members  of  the  conrt  paid  their  respects  to  the  President.  He 
then  stated  his  general  ideas  as  to  the  character,  scope,  and  im- 
portance of  the  inquiry. 

The  substance  of  the  President's  remarks  were  commnnloated 
to  the  court  in  writing  on  April  20,  1899.    (See  Appendix  No.  — .) 

In  the  following  pages  the  interrogatories  and  remarks  of  the 
President  are  taken  up  seriatim  and  discussed : 

1.  The  character  and  quality  of  the  meat,  refrigerated  and 
canned,  furnished  to  the  Army;  how  purchased;  how  shipped  to 
the  soldiers;  if  good  when  shipped;  what  the  cause  of  its  deterio- 
ration, if  there  was  any. 

THB  CHARACTER  AND  QUALITY  OF  CANNED  FRESH  BEEF. 

A.  The  character  of  this  food  and  the  process  of  manufacture 
are  fully  described  in  the  report  of  the  court.  It  has  been  very 
extensively  used  for  a  quarter  of  a  century  at  least,  its  consump- 
tion by  the  mercantile  marine  being  very  large,  but  its  use  is 
generally  limited  to  circumstances  and  conditions  that  do  not 
permit  of  the  supply  of  beef  freshly  slau<rhtered.  It  may  be 
briefly  described  as  fresh  beef  which  has  been  sterilized  by  heat 
and  hermetically  sealed  in  tin  cans.  When  the  cans  are  opened 
the  contents  have  the  characteristic  smell  of  roast  beef.  Besides, 
the  sterilizing  is  done  at  a  temperature  considerably  above  that 
possible  in  ordinary  boiling — a  degree  of  heat  probably  approach- 
ing that  existing  in  the  bake  or  roast  oven.  These  two  circum- 
stances may,  perhaps,  account  for  the  practice  of  the  packers  in 
labeling  the  commodity  ''  Roast  Beef.''  A  small  quantity  of  simi- 
lar beef,  described  as  **  boiled,''  was  purchased  by  the  Subsistence 
Department  and  issued  to  troops.  Three  of  the  packers  add  to 
the  bee^  before  cooking,  from  1  to  li  per  cent  of  salt,  while  an- 
other packer  is  in  the  habit  of  adding  a  larger  per  cent  of  this 
seasoning. 

As  to  the  signification  of  the  word  ''fresh/'  as  used  descrip- 
tively on  some  of  the  labels:  Thia  word,  in  tbis  connection,  may 
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have  two  meanings.  In  one  senee  it  would  distingaish  the  article 
from  salt  meat,  and  in  the  other  sense  the  word  *' fresh''  would 
distinguish  it  from  ''old"  or  ''stale''  beef.  In  most  cases  the 
meat  cans  contain  so  little  salt  that  the  word  ''fresh  "  would  aptly 
and  truthfully  describe  its  contents,  but  in  a  case  where  there 
had  been  added  3  or  more  per  cent  of  salt  the  word  would  not  be 
applicable. 

If  the  idea  intended  to  be  conveyed  by  this  word  was  that  the 
cans  contained  beef  of  the  same  degree  and  character  of  fresh- 
ness as  that  just  received  from  the  butchers,  then  the  word  would 
not  truly  and  accurately  describe  the  article.  In  the  Army  Reg- 
ulations, where  the  travel  ration  is  described  (par.  1256),  there  is 
no  discrimination  between  canned  fresh  and  canned  salt  meat. 
There  is  but  one  article  of  beef  mentioned  in  this  paragraph, 
simply  canned  beef,  and  under  this  term  the  so-called  roast  beef 
would  be  included. 

There  is  no  testimony  that  any  of  the  canned  fresh  beef  deliv- 
ered to  the  Government  was  of  old  date;  there  is  no  evidence  of 
any  of  earlier  date  than  1894,  although  a  number  of  cans  supplied 
to  the  Army  in  1892  have  been  examined  by  the  court  and  found 
to  be  in  perfect  condition.  It  also  appears  in  testimony  that  dates 
of  packing  are  not  placed  on  canned  goods  unless  that  course  is 
expressly  required  by  purchasing  officers ;  such  dates  of  manufac- 
ture were  required  to  be  put  on  the  cans  furnished  by  the  Armour 
Packing  Company  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  in  July,  1898.  The  quality' 
of  the  canned  beef  is  fully  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  court,  and 
reference  is  made  thereto  in  answer  to  this  question.  The  refrig- 
erated beef,  in  respect  to  its  character  and  quality,  is  also  fully 
described  in  the  report. 

2.  If  the  meat  was  doctored,  did  the  Commissary-General  or 
any  of  his  officers  have  any  knowledge  of  it  or  means  of  knowl- 
edge f 

A.  The  board  has  recorded  its  opinion  that  the  refrigerated 
beef  famished  under  contracts  for  the  use  of  the  armies  was  not 
"  doctored  "  or  treated  with  any  other  agent  than  cold  air.  If  snch 
treatment  had  been  applied,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  court  that  a 
knowledge  of  it  could  not  have  been  concealed  from  the  Commis- 
sary-General and  his  officers. 

3.  Was  it  the  meat  of  commerce? 

A.  Both  kinds— refrigerated  and  canned — were  such  m  are  well 
known  in  both  hemispheres  as  commercial  articles,  of  which  there 
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is  and  has  been  very  large  eonsnmption  not  only  by  the  trade  gen- 
erally, but  by  the  United  States  Navy  and  by  the  armies  and  navies 
of  Europe. 

4.  Was  it  inspected  by  the  GoTemment  inspectors,  as  provided 
by  law  f 

A.  The  only  provision  of  law  fonnd  by  the  court  relating  to  the 
inspection  of  snch  sabsistenoe  supplies  for  the  Army  is  section 
3715  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  This  section  applied  to  purchases 
under  contract  after  due  advertisement  for  proposals,  and  an  in- 
spection was  required  to  be  made  at  places  of  delivery.  This 
section  dates  from  1809.  It  has  been  twice  amended,  the  last 
time  in  1861,  but  the  act  of  July  5,  1884,  covers  the  whole  subject 
of  purchases  for  the  Quartermaster's  and  Subsistence  depart- 
mentSy  both  of  the  regular  supplies  and  as  well  those  needed  to 
meet  emergencies.  This  act  contains  no  allusions  to  inspections. 
If  inspections  of  purchases  made  in  conformity  with  this  law  are 
required  by  statute,  the  authority  for  it  must  be  contained  in 
section  3715  above  cited.  As  this  section  relates  only  to  formal 
contracts  after  public  notice,  and  the  later  statute  applies  not 
only  to  such  purchases,  but  to  emergency  or  open-market  pur- 
chases as  well,  it  may  be  a  question  whether  section  3715  should 
be  held  to  apply  at  all ;  but  at  all  events  emergency  purchases 
are  certainly  not  covered  in  express  terms  by  the  section  requir- 
ing inspections  of  purchases  under  formal  contract. 

The  court  has  no  knowledge  of  any  provision  in  the  Army  Regu- 
lations or  any  requirement  for  any  inspection  of  supplies  for  Army 
use  at  the  time  of  purchase  or  delivery. 

In  the  Subsistence  Manual,  published  by  authority  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  but  not  announced  to  the  Army  as  regulations,  there 
is  a  provision  that  requires  that  all  subsistence  stores  shall  be 
inspected  at  time  of  purchase,  when  practicable;  but  that  comes 
very  far  short  of  being  a  requirement  of  law.  In  this  connection 
it  is  remarked  that  the  court  has  been  unable  to  find  among  the 
naval  laws  any  requirement  that  inspections  of  provisions  shall 
be  made. 

By  the  act  of  Miarch  15, 1898|  it  was  provided  that  when  any 
open-market  purchases  of  army  supplies  exceeded  in  amount  $200 
tlie  same  should  be  reported  to  the  Secretary  of  War^  but  by  the 
act  of  June  7, 1898,  authority  was  given  the  Secretary  to  suspend 
tbis  provision  during  the  war  with  Spain,  the  result  being  to 
confer  ux>on  purchasing  officers  the  discretion  to  make  open- 
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market  purchases  of  any  amount.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  a  very 
large  part  of  the  purchase  of  canned  meat  for  army  oonsnmption 
was  made  in  open  market,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  there 
was  no  requirement  of  law  for  any  inspections  of  supplies  so 
purchased.  Daring  the  war  with  Spain  it  was  the  general  prac- 
tice of  purchasers  of  subsistence  stores  to  inspect  all  supplies 
purchased  for  the  Axmy.  As  no  records  appear  to  have  been  kept 
by  the  commissaries  of  the  goods  examined  and  rejected  or 
accepted,  the  facts  relating  to  this  detail  are  derived  from  the 
testimony  of  commissary  officers  and  contractors. 

In  the  practice  at  the  New  York  depot,  when  any  large  pur- 
chases were  made  of  canned  beef,  it  is  in  evidence  that  the  inspec- 
tors were  sufficiently  thorough  to  assure  the  fact  that  the  goods 
bought  corresponded  with  the  samples.  In  Chicago  the  purchas- 
ing officer  required  samples  to  be  supplied  of  the  canned  roast 
beef,  but  there  does  not  appear  to  have  been  any  other  inspeotion 
than  to  examine  the  samples  of  the  goods  submitted  by  the  bidder. 
If  the  samples  were  satisfactory,  the  goods  were  received.  The 
canned  roast  beef  that  was  supplied  for  Army  use  was  aU  pre- 
pared by  well-known  packers  of  established  reputation,  and  the 
court  has  not  been  able  to  learn  from  the  evidence  that  any  par- 
ticular pack  or  brand  was  better  or  worse  than  any  other. 

The  answer  to  this  question  is,  so  far  as  respects  the  canned 
roast  beef,  that  the  meat  was  more  or  less  carefully  inspected. 
It  is  in  evidence  that  several  thousand  cans  had  been  exported 
for  sale  abroad,  but  as  it  continued  in  the  ownership  of  the 
packers  it  was  brought  back  to  the  United  States  and  sold  to  the 
Government.  Two  other  lots  of  beef  had  been  three,  four,  or  five 
years  in  store ;  but  it  does  not  appear  that  this  beef  was  any  more 
carefully  inspected  than  that  freshly  canned,  nor  does  it  appear 
from  the  ovidence  tbat  the  quality  of  this  beef  is  in  any  way  de- 
pendent upon  its  age,  nor  that  there  was  any  deterioration  in 
quality  of  these  lots. 

As  respects  tbe  refrigerated  beef,  the  contracts  with  Swift  ^ 
Co.  (a  lirm  that  supplied  all  the  beef  shipped  to  Cuba  and  Portu 
Rico),  and  other  contracts  through  which  fresh  beef  was  supplied 
in  other  places,  contained  provision  for  acceptance  by  com- 
missary officers  at  the  point  of  delivery.  It  appears  that  these 
officers  did  inspect  the  beef  as  required  by  the  contracts,  an  in- 
spection that  appears' to  fulfill  the  requirements  of  section  ^15, 
Revised  Statutes,  if  that  statute  be  still  in  force.  " 
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Seyeral  cans  of  fresh  beef  that  had  been  parchased  under  naval 
inspection  for  the  nse  of  the  Navy  were  fnmished  to  the  conrt, 
and  were  examined  by  the  well-known  chemists  At  water  and 
Bigelow.  A  oritloal  examination  of  their  contents  revealed  no 
differences  between  the  naval  beef  and  that  which  had  been  sup- 
plied to  the  Army,  shipped  to  the  Tropics,  and  returned  to  this 
eity. 

Although  the  subject  of  readjuntment  of  accounts  between  the 
United  States  and  the  contractors  was  not  referred  to  the  court, 
it  appears  from  the  testimony  that  whenever  any  cans  have  been 
found  to  be  defective,  subsequent  to  their  original  delivery  to  the 
Subsistence  Department,  snch  cans  have  been  replaced  in  every 
Instance.  In  two  cases  lots  of  about  40,000  pounds  each  were  re- 
placed by  new  cans,  although  a  subsequent  examination  proved 
that  bnt  a  small  percentage  of  the  cans  was  spoiled.  If  the  num- 
ber of  cans  condemned  or  found  to  be  spoiled  after  their  issue  to 
troops  can  be  ascertained  from  the  records  of  the  Subsistence  De- 
partment, the  packing  companies,  under  their  guaranty,  can  be 
xeqnired  to  replace  the  cans  so  disposed  of. 

As  respects  inspections  by  officers  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Indnstry  of  beef  supplied  to  the  Army,  the  court  finds  that  all 
eattle  slaughtered  and  the  carcasses  of  all  slaughtered  cattle, 
comprising  all  the  refrigerated  and  canned  beef,  was  inspected  as 
required  by  law.  The  operation  of  canning,  however,  is  not 
required  to  be  supervised  by  the  officers  of  that  Bureau. 

5.  Was  it  an  authorized  ration  in  the  Armyf 

A.  Fresh  beef  (refrigerated)  is  an  article  of  the  authorized 
ration.  Canned  roast  beef  is  also  authorized  for  the  travel  ra- 
tion, but  has  never  been  prescribed  as  a  component  of  the  field 
ration.  It  was  first  used  as  such  ration  during  the  war  with 
Spain,  as  before  stated. 

6.  If  good  when  purchased,  what  made  it  badf 

A.  There  is  no  testimony  to  the  effect  that  the  quality  of  the 
meat  osed  for  canning  in  May,  June,  and  July,  1898,  or  the  meth- 
ods of  its  preparation,  differed  from  those  ordinarily  pursued  in 
Its  manufacture.  On  account  of  the  haste  required  in  its  delivery 
and  shipment  to  Tampa,  the  meat  was  not  given  the  time  to  set- 
tle and  harden  which  is  usually  allowed  for  that  purpose.  This 
coarse  was  insisted  upon  by  the  Subsistence  Department  in  order 
to  aaonre  prompt  deliveries.  Some  injury  was  doubtless  caused 
by  rough  handling  in  transportation,  or  was  due  to  exposure  to 
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the  olimatie  infloeiifiet  of  tbe  Tiopleai  eftusing  <nid»U<m  of 
sliiriing  of  seMM^  oto.    The  eoarti  fij»da  it  impoasible,  ko 
to  loettto  any  giaat  qoiAtity  of  deilMli're  caA%  and  tlM  oar«M 
imipoction  to  wkick  1,000^000  poonda  of  the  beef  were  a^lu— t<d 
in  Havana  in  January  laet  indicatea  bo  vnnsoal  loeadne  to  dMert* 
oration  in  quality  or  defiMtive  paeking. 

7.  Waa  it  anybody^e  neglect  or  fanlt;  and  if  so,  whoeef 
A,  Subject  to  the  qaalifiteotion  eontalaed  is  the  anav^r  to 

queetioA  No.  4,  in  reepeet  to  the  methods  of  inapeotaiig  tko 
on  ite  delivery  to  the  Sabsistenee  Dq^aartmenty  the  eonxt 
thia  qneetieB  in  the  iMgative. 

8.  When  unfit  for  «se»  if  yo«  shonld  so  find,  was  the  Diet  m 
known  to  the  Wav  Departmentt    WheB>  and  by  nkom  f 

A*  The  eourt  hae  not  keen  able  to  learn  that  any  leport  q£  qb- 
fitMsa  was  evM  made  known  to  the  D^^artment  leepeetiBg  earned 
reast  beef  until  Deeenber  21, 1898»  whoa  General  Miles  ee  staled 
before  the  oommission  appi^nted  to  investi^te  the  war  wilk 
Spain.  This  officer  also  stated,  in  substance,  at  the  same  tiaee 
and  place,  that  the  refrigerated  beef  waa  unftt  fer  iseiae.  It 
appears,  however,  that  on  the  2Bth  of  Ootober,  188S,  there  was 
filed  in  the  War  Department  a  report  of  the  results  of  an  inaper 
tioQ  at  Chickamauga  Pai^  of  the  Sixth  United  Statsa  Yolanteais. 
The  board  of  inspeetion  was  appointed  Septeasbeor  16,  1806^  by 
General  Miles,  consisting  of  threo  officers  of  his  staff— Iiientenant* 
Colonel  Mans,  inspector-general;  Major  Daly,  chief  surgean,  and 
Captain  Morton,  assistant  a^Jutant^gMieral.  Mi^or  Daly  reported 
to  Colonel  Mans  on  October  1  that  on  September  38  he  iaapeoted 
fresh  beef  at  Chickamauga  that  had  been  supplied  by  the  ccan- 
missary  for  the  regiment  named.  He  sa3^  this  beef  had  been 
chemically  preserved,  '*  which   gave  the  meat  an   unnatnral*  j 

mawkish,  sickening  odor,  like  the  odor  of  a  human  cadaver  alter 
the  undertaker  had  injected  the  body  with  preservatives.''  He 
declared  that  the  process  rendered  the  beef  hurtful  to  health  and 
unfit  for  food.  The  court  has  not  learned  of  any  other  report  | 
having  been  made  asserting  er  hinting  at  the  use  ef  ehemlcal 
preservatives  until  General  Miles  made  his  atatement  baforo  the 
oommiasion. 

In  the  reteence,  by  indorsement,  of  the  report  ef  inapeetion  of  the 
Sixth  Immanes,  General  Miles  simply  caUa  attention  to  the  report 
of  the  injector,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Mans,  who  aaade  notaa  of  S8 
defects  and  submitted  10  reoommendations,  the  latt«r  involTing 
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action  by  auperior  autbority,  but  neitber  in  tbe  list  of  defects  nor 
WQOQg  tb*"recomia«ndationB''i8  tbere  anyolhision  to  tbe  bad 
qiuUity  ascribed  to  tbe  ireab  beef  by  MiHi<>'  Daly.  Colonel  Mans 
disposflB  of  tbe  report  by  ainply  sowing  it  is  ''bereto  attaobed," 
yet  it  contained  a  poaltiYO  declaration  tbat  tbe  refrigerated  beef 
tben  being  consumed  by  tbe  regiment  bad  been  treated  witb  pre- 
MTvativee^  giving  it  tbe  odor  of  decomposed  boric  aoid  and  tlie 
odor  of  a  buvan  body  injected  witb  preservatiYes.  Tbat  Colonel 
Mans  was  possessed  of  some  information  or  suspicion  respecting 
tbe  nae  of  cbemioals  on  iresb  beef  appears  ftom  tbe  testimony  of 
Hsy'or  Arrasmitb^  depot  commissary  at  Cbickanauga,  wbo  testi- 
fied before  this  court  and  also  before  tbe  War  Commission. 
Therefore  tbe  sUeace  of  Colonel  Maus  on  so  important  a  matter  as 
tbe  obemicaUzed  beof^  reported  by  Msgor  Daly  and  personally 
knows  to  hixaself;  is  most  rsmarkable. 

This  report  of  Colonel  Mans,  by  reference  of  General  Miles, 
wss  received  at  tbe  Wat  Department  on  October  2$,  but  to  say 
tbat  it  waa  ever  ''made  known''  to  the  Wax  Department  except 
in  a  teobnical  sense  ia  hardly  the  fact.  Tbe  office  marks  on  tbe 
report  in  question  do  not  indicate  tbat  it  was  referred  to  tbe  sev- 
eral staff  departments  which  were  affected  by  tbe  recommenda- 
tions. Tbe  inspector's  reconuneudations  tbat  Qeneral  Miles 
invited  attention  to  were  certainly  of  minor  importance  to  the 
allegation  respecting  tbe  chemical  treatment  of  tbe  beef.  His 
failure  to  draw  special  attention  to  it  is  not  explained,  yet  one, 
if  not  two,  of  his  staff  officers  kuew  of  tbe  beef  which  Major  Daly 
said  was  positively  ^'bnrtfol  to  health."  On  the  other  band,  the 
testimony  of  those  who  receiveil  and  used  tbe  refrigerated  beef  at 
Cbickamanga  is  to  the  effect  that  it  was  satisfactory,  and  of 
excellent  quality;  nor  does  any  suspicion  seem  to  have  existed 
tbat  it  bad  been  subjected  to  the  action  of  chemical  preservatives 
of  any  kind.  Had  so  powerful  an  agent  as  combined  boric  and 
salicylic  acids  been  used  it  is  not  easy  to  see  how  the  bitter  taste 
Goold  have  escaped  general  observation,  especially  in  view  of  the 
fa«t  tbat  over  1,000,000  pounds  of  refrigerated  beef  hail  been  con- 
aomed  at  Chickamauga. 

Major  Daly  arrived  in  Washington  from  Ponce  about  September 
10,  after  bis  experience  with  the  beef  on  the  Panama  in  respect  to 
wbicb  be  bas  testified  that  bis  suspicions  were  aroused.  On  the 
15Ui  of  tbe  same  month  Major  Daly  was  detailed  by  General 
Miles  on  a  board  to  inspect  certain  regiments  in  the  Southern 
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States.  On  September  28  he  exaniiDed  beef  supplied  by  the  com- 
missary at  Chickamanga,  -which  he  alleged  had  the  odor  of 
decomposed  boric  acid  and  was  "positirely  hurtful  to  health." 
The  report  of  this  inspection  ^ras  in  the  possession  of  the  inspector- 
general  on  the  staff  of  the  Major-General  Commanding  on  or 
about  October  1.  The  report  of  Mi^or  Daly,  of  uncertain  date, 
but  probably  written  about  October  14,  which  was  addressed  to 
the  Major-General  Commanding,  should  hare  been  in  his  posses- 
sion immediately  thereafter,  but  it  does  not  appear  that  any 
action  was  had  on  this  report  until  December  23,  when  it  was 
submitted  by  General  Miles  to  the  War  Commission. 

General  Miles  testifies  that  when  he  learned  at  Ponce,  in 
August,  that  the  beef  was  to  keep  seventy-two  hours  he  suspected 
that  there  had  been  some  processing,  as  otherwise  it  would  hare 
spoiled.  Whatever  the  date  upon  which  he  formed  a  belief,  or  a 
reasonable  suspicion,  that  the  health  of  the  troops  was  being  im- 
paired by  the  use  of  deleterious  food,  it  was  his  bounden  daty, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  instantly  to  take  the  most  effeetive 
measures  within  his  control  to  ascertain  the  actual  fact  and  to 
correct  the  wrong,  if  any  should  be  found.  It  would  hare  been 
practicable  to  obtain  samples  of  the  beef  then  being  supplied  to 
the  Army  by  contractors  and  to  have  submitted  these  samples  to 
chemical  examination,  which  would  have  resulted  in  the  detec- 
tion of  the  presence  or  absence  of  boric  and  salicylic  acids,  or  any 
other  chemical  agent  that  may  have  been  used  as  a  preservative 
agent.  At  that  time  more  than  150,000  American  soldiers  were 
being  supplied  with  refrigerated  beef,  and  surely  it  was  of  the 
utmost  importance  to  determine  if  their  efficiency  or  health  was 
being  impaired,  yet  no  such  precaution  as  that  suggested  was 
taken  by  the  Major-General  Commanding  at  that  time  or  at  any 
subsequent  time,  so  far  as  has  been  learned  by  the  court. 

The  other  witnesses  who  have  testified  in  respect  to  the  chemi- 
calization of  the  beef  speak  of  peculiarities  in  its  odor,  taste,  and 
physical  appearance,  such  odor,  taste,  and  appearance  in  nearly 
every  case  being  accompanied  by  putrefactive  changes.  None  of 
them,  however,  are  able  to  swear  positively  to  a  sufficiently  close 
examination  of  the  beef  to  satisfy  them  that  particular  preserva- 
tives had  been  used,  and  none  of  them  at  the  time  the  ciream- 
stance  was  brought  to  their  attention  deemed  it  of  sufficient 
importance  to  be  made  the  subject  of  a  report  to  superior  author- 
ity, with  a  view  to  such  action  being  taken  in  the  way  of  exanu- 
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nation  or  inquiry  aB  woald  establisli  the  truth  or  falsity  of  the 
proposiiion  that  chemical  preeervativea  had  been  used. 

It  also  appears  in  testimony  that  upon  two  occasions  an  em- 
ployee of  Armour  &  Co.  stated  in  the  presence  of  witnesses,  at 
Lakeland,  Fla.,  that  certain  quantities  of  beef  tendered  by  him 
at  that  place  had  been  treated  with  preservatives.  This  state- 
ment he  denies,  but  it  is  in  evidence  that  it  was  made  at  least 
twice,  and  his  testimony  is  to  that  extent  discredited  by  the  court. 
The  authority  of  this  employee  was  limited,  and  extended  only  to 
the  sale  of  meat  and  its  delivery  to  the  United  States  troops  in  the 
vicinity  of  Tampa,  and  it  is  specifically  denied  by  credible  wit- 
nesses that  chemicals  were  used,  as  alleged,  or  that  the  statements 
of  the  agent  to  that  effect  were  true  or  were  authorized  by  his 
immediate  superiors.  Nor  is  it  shown  by  a  preponderance  of  tes- 
timony that  the  beef  delivered  at  Lakeland  upon  the  occasion  in 
question  showed  any  indications  of  chemical  treatment. 

9.  If,  after  leaving  the  depot  commissary,  it  was  not  oared  for 
and  properly  preserved,  whose  fault  f 

A.  As  respects  the  canned  beef  the  court  does  not  find  there 
was  neglect.  As  respects  the  time  consumed  in  the  transportation 
of  refrigerated  beef  from  cold  storage  to  the  troops,  and  as 
respects  the  arrangements  for  its  delivery  and  its  care  after  deliv- 
ery, the  court  finds  that  there  was  neglect  in  Cuba,  and,  to  a  less 
degree,  in  Porto  Rico.  The  wagons  assigned  to  carry  the  beef 
were  sometimes  not  clean,  and  often  there  was  no  protection  from 
sun  and  rain ;  but  the  most  serious  mistake  seems  to  have  been 
due  to  a  failure  to  arrange  systematically  for  rapid  conveyance 
and  prompt  delivery,  so  that  the  wagons  could  receive  their 
brigade  issues  and  return  direct  to  camp  and  so  insure  its  speedy 
delivery  for  consumption. 

The  number  of  organizations  drawing  beef  separately  could 
not  have  exceeded  ten  or  twelve,  and  the  distribution,  it  would 
seem,  could  more  quickly  have  been  made  from  the  wagons  to 
regimental  and  battery  camps  direct  than  to  have  unloaded  at  the 
places  of  brigade  issues,  there  apportioned  to  regiments,  etc.,  re- 
loaded and  hauled  to  the  organizations.  It  is  in  evidence  that 
the  beef  rarely  reached  the  camps  of  the  consumers  before  8  a.  m., 
and  it  was  often  after  12  or  even  3  o'clock  before  the  troops 
received  their  daily  allowance. 

The  court  does  not  wish  to  state  the  case  more  strongly  than  to 
say  that  the  finding  appears  to  be  warranted  that  too  much  time 
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was  consumed  in  distribnting  this  perishftble  articie— reftigerated 
beef.  The  fanlt,  if  any  there  Tvae,  rested  witb  the  brigade  and 
higher  commanding  offlceis  and  their  commissariea  and  quarter- 
masters, bnt  the  testimony  is  not  so  definite  or  specific  as  to  war- 
rant the  naming  by  the  conrt  of  any  particular  o£Scers. 

The  contract  with  Swift  &  Co.  required  the  contractors  to  erect 
cold'Storage  facilities  on  shore.  An  apparatus  was  provided  for 
Santiago  and  it  arrived  in  the  harbor  on  July  27,  but  the  evidence 
shows  that  it  was  not  unloaded  by  the  quartermaster  until  long 
after  its  arrival.  An  appeal  by  the  contractor's  agent  to  Qenetal 
Shafter  for  an  order  on  the  quartermaster  to  expedite  the  delivery 
from  the  transport  of  the  refrigerating  plant  did  not  effect  any 
result.  After  the  unloading  was  effected  the  refrigerator  was 
ready  to  receive  the  beef  in  eight  days,  bnt  this  was  not  acoem- 
plished  until  the  21st  of  September.  The  delay  in  this  matter 
was  the  cause  of  serious  loss,  for  previous  to  its  installation  the 
beef  had  to  be  lightered  ashore  in  the  sun  and  rain,  and  its  ex- 
posure to  the  elements  during  such  lighterage  and  handling  re- 
sulted in  considerable  damage  and  loss. 

10.  Was  it  a  suitable  ration  for  the  campaigns  in  Cnba  and 
Porto  Ricof 

A.  The  conrt  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  canned  roast  beef  was 
not  suitable  as  a  travel  ration  on  transxK>rts,  considering  the 
absence  of  cooking  facilities,  and  the  absence  from  that  ration  of 
fresh  vegetables  and  condiments.  For  use  on  shore  as  a  field 
ration,  where  the  companies  have  their  camp  cooking  equipment, 
and  vegetables  are  available,  canned  roast  beef  is  suitable  for 
issue,  say  two  days  in  ton,  but  not  for  two  days  in  succession.  In 
some  organizations  it  seems  to  have  constituted  at  least  one-half 
of  the  meat  ration,  and  until  after  the  surrender  the  troops  had 
no  means  for  other  cooking  than  was  practicable  with  the  indi- 
vidual kit  carried.  For  such  extensive  use,  or  any  use,  exceed- 
ing one  day  in  five,  the  court  finds  this  beef  unsuitable.  The 
refrigerated  beef  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  a  suitable  ration 
for  troops  when  it  can  be  issued  to  them  in  good  condition.  Thia 
subject  is  fully  discussed  in  another  place. 

11.  Was  there  anything  better  that  was  practicable? 

A.  The  ration  is  fixed  by  law,  but  the  authority  is  vested  in  tike 
President  to  vary  its  components.  Acting  nnder  this  anthorlty 
certain  articles  of  food  may  be  substitnted  for  others.  For  ex- 
ample, fresh  bread  or  hard  bread,  or  corn  meal  may  be  anbeti- 
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teied  for  floor;  fiali  and  baoon  may  bo  sabstitatod  for  pork  aod 
tnth  boef  ;  wkilo  rioo,  poose,  and  bomlBy  may  be  aabstitatod  Jbr 
boMM.  80,  too,  ocgaaiasationa  may  leavo  witii  the  oommiaMury 
poitiona  of  tbo  authorised  ratioii  that  are  not  required  and  xeoeiTO 
ia  lieo  thereof  the  Talne  in  money  at  oost  prioe  of  the  stores  left, 
aad  with  this  money  parchaae  ftom  the  oommiasary  any  article 
of  ealea  stores  he  may  have;  or  they  may  porohase  fion  private 
deplete  or  pxodneers  any  aitlole  of  food  that  may  be  available.  On 
board  tiwiBports,  however,  and  under  conditions  snch  as  existed 
on  land  at  Santiago  before  the  sarreader,  it  was  not  practicable  to 
mftke  these  exchanges,  savings,  and  pnrohaaes.  The  troops  were 
eeoipelied  to  snbsist  npon  the  food  provided  by  the  Government. 

It  was  the  duty  of  the  Snbsistence  Department,  the  commanding 
geneimis,  and  their  commissaries  to  provide  for  the  subsistence  of 
^e  troops,  but  they  had  no  power  to  include  other  comestibles 
sad  their  equivalents  than  those  authoriaed  by  Oongreas. 

The  sea  voyage,  including  detentions,  covered  a  period  of  A-om 
fourteen  to  seventeen  days,  whereas  before  embarkation  the  ex- 
pedstion  was  that  the  time  on  shipboard  would  not  exceed  seven 
days.  Travel  rations  for  ten  days  were,  however,  issued,  and  for 
the  remainder  of  the  time  of  transit  the  reliance  was  necessarily 
on  the  field  ration.  As  planned  by  the  commissary-general  and  his 
prhMdpal  assistants  with  the  troops,  the  meat  components  of  the 
tnvel  ration  and  of  the  Held  ration,  until  fresh  beef  should  be 
iasosd,  consisted  solely  of  bacon  and  canned  roast  beef.  Aa  before 
stated,  the  use  of  this  beef  had  never  been  authorized  save  as  a 
travel  ration.  It  does  not  appear  that  at  any  time  during  the  war, 
or  shortiy  before,  any  proposition  was  submitted  to  the  President 
for  any  ehaDge  in  the  meat  components  of  the  ration  for  troops 
OB  had. 

Coming  back  to  the  question  as  to  the  availability  of  any  bettor 
food  for  tlie  troops  than  was  actually  supplied,  the  court  replies 
that  for  the  sea  voyages  the  choice  of  the  meat  components  lay 
between  canned  corned  beef,  canned  roast  beef,  salt  pork,  bacon, 
and  salt  or  pickled  beef.  While  it  is  true  that  large  bodies  of 
tieops  were  conveyed  on  transports  that  were  deficient  ia  suitable 
oradeqvato  cooking  appointments  tYom  New  York,  Philadelphia, 
and  Hampton  Boada  to  points  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  daring  the 
civil  war,  voyages  of  ftom  six  to  ton  days'  duration,  and  that  the 
troops  had  no  other  meat  than  the  three  artioles  last  named,  yet 
the  court  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  reliance  for  the  Santiago  and 
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Porto  Rican  voyages  on  canned  fresh  and  corned  beef  was  wisoi 
and  that  there  were  no  other  meat  components  arailable  that 
were  better,  cooking  facilities  being  nnavoidable;  bat  the  court 
believes  that  canned  roast  beef  (without  condiments),  with  which 
the  troops  were  unfamiliar,  was  far  less  desirable  than  the  canned 
corned  beef,  which  was  well  known  and  liked  by  most  of  the  men. 

When  the  troops  landed  in  Cuba,  as  a  rule  they  took  from  the 
transports  only  their  field  kits ;  even  camp  kettles  were  generally 
left  behind,  and  this,  the  court  feels,  was  not  justified.  Were 
this  experience  to  be  repeated  it  is  certain,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
court,  that  three  or  four  camp  kettles  would  certaioly  be  taken 
along  by  each  company,  even  if  the  two  men  who  carried  them 
had  been  obliged  to  leave  behind  their  arms  and  ammunition,  the 
weight  of  which  would  have  equaled  or  exceeded  that  of  the 
vessels  named. 

While  bacon  is  not  regarded  as  a  suitable  constant  food  in  cam- 
paign for  troops  serving  in  the  Tropics,  the  court  believes  that, 
combined  with  the  vegetables  that  were  available,  it  would  have 
been  more  suitable  and  fit  than  the  unknown  and  unfamiliar 
canned  roast  beef  eaten  direct  from  the  can. 

The  use  of  refHgerated  beef  on  shore,  after  the  troops  had  se- 
cured convenient  harbors  and  landing  facilities,  was  wise  and  de- 
sirable. The  court  believes  that  there  was  no  better  food  aval  lable 
or  practicable.  Fresh  beef  from  ship's  refrigerators  was  available 
and  issued  at  Santiago  from  and  after  July  21,  and  at  some  Porto 
Rican  ports  it  waa  available  early  in  August. 

It  need  not  be  said  that  beef  derived  from  good  cattle,  freshly 
slaughtered,  would  be  most  acceptable,  but  when  the  Porto  Rican 
expedition  was  being  organized  nothing  was  known,  or  could  ho 
known,  as  to  whether  or  not  the  landing  would  be  unopposed. 
Certainly  the  expectation  that  the  troops  would  be  permitted  to 
occupy  more  extensive  areas  than  were,  up  to  that  time,  con- 
trolled in  Cuba,  was  not  Justified.  The  court  is  of  the  opinion 
that  it  was  not  only  wise,  but  most  desirable,  that  provision 
should  be  made  to  have  at  command  and  under  control  a  supply 
of  refrigerated  beef  for  use  while  the  troops  should  be  emplojed 
securing  good  bases  or  operating  near  the  coast.  Until  consider- 
able areas  had  been  occupied  and  the  availability  of  native  beef 
had  been  established,  there  was  no  better  food  than  refrigerated 
beef  that  was  practicable. 
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After  the  troops  landed  and  penetrated  inland  the  men  enbaisted 
largely  upon  native  beef,  and,  while  the  complaints  respecting  its 
poor  qoality  and  tovghnees  were  not  infrequent,  and  while  it  was 
well-nigh  impossible  in  that  hot  climate  and  season  to  direst  it  of 
animal  heat,  yet  it  served  a  useful  purpose,  and  for  interior  points 
was  probably  the  best  fresh-meat  component  of  the  ration  that 
was  practicable.  For  such  points  fresh  refrigerated  beef  was  not 
available  or  practicable  at  all,  and  a  comparison  of  it  with  the 
native  beef  can  not  therefore  be  made. 

12.  Would  it  have  been  prudent  for  our  troops  to  have  made  the 
expeditions  to  .Santiago  and  Porto  Sico  without  the  preserved 
meats,  either  refrigerated  or  canned,  with  which  they  were  sup- 
plied? 

A.  The  answer  as  reepecls  the  canned  roast  beef  is,  yes;  but  as 
respects  re^gerated  beef,  iu>. 

It  has  been  contended  that  beef  cattle  should  have  been  sent  to 
Cuba  from  the  States,  landed  through  the  surf,  as  were  the  horses 
and  mules,  herded  near  the  troops,  slaughtered  as  required,  and 
the  troops  supplied  f^om  this  source  Instead  of  from  cold  storage. 
The  court  does  not  subeeribe  to  this  view  in  so  far  as  relates  to 
the  period  of  field  operations  before  the  surrender.  The  com- 
manding  general  of  the  expedition  characterizes  as  ''absurd" 
sneh  a  proposition,  and  many  of  his  commanding  officers,  whose 
opinion  is  given  in  the  testimony,  coincided  with  him  in  the 
-  impraoticability  or  inexpediency  of  such  a  project.  The  court 
eoneura  in  the  opinion  of  these  men  whose  experience  in  active 
military  service  dated  firom  1861. 

It  is  well  known  that  it  was  with  the  greatest  difficulty  that 
sufficient  transports  were  secured  to  carry  the  Army  to  Santiago 
and  to  return  it  to  the  States,  to  say  nothing  of  the  delay  to  the 
Porlo  Rioan  expedition  on  account  of  nonavailability  of  trans- 
ports. The  landing  of  beef  cattle  and  their  herding  on  shore 
within  the  limited  area  controlled  and  available,  in  a  country  full 
of  ravines,  Jungle,  and  forests,  would  have  been  attended  with 
Tery  great  difficulty  and  losses;  besides,  there  was  practically  no 
caralry  with  the  expedition  to  herd  and  guard  the  droves. 

Until  several  days  afker  landing,  theilesh  of  such  animals  would 
hare  been  unfit  for  human  food.  All  was  excitement,  and  there 
was  necessarily  much  confusion;  and  under  such  circumstances 
beef  herds,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  would  have  been  an  incum- 
brance rather  than  a  benefit.    After  a  base  had  been  secured  at 
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Santiago  Harbor,  no  doubt  cattle  coald  hare  been  landed;  indeed, . 
some  T^ere  landed  in  October  and  NoTember,  bat  tbe  weight  of 
testimony  is  that,  save  under  thoee  circamstances,  which  were 
altogether  favorable  to  tbe  animals,  the  refrigerated  beef  was 
often  preferred  to  the  beef  from  cattle  freshly  slaughtered. 

13.  Could  the  army,  with  any  certainty,  rely  upon  the  cattle  on 
the  hoof  on  these  islands  f 

A.  In  Cuba  there  were  no  beef  cattle  ayailable,  and  this  fact 
was  known  before  the  expedition  sailed  to  Santiago.  It  waa gen- 
erally understood  that  there  were  many  cattle  in  Porto  Rico,  bat 
it  seems  to  the  court  that  the  general  commanding  the  troops  to 
be  employed  in  this  invasion  might  reasonably  have  expected  that 
his  antagonist  would  take  the  very  simple  precautiou  to  driTe 
back  or  destroy  all  means  of  snbsistence  in  the  conntry  that  bis 
enemy  could  utilize,  just  as  did  the  Spanish  commander  in  1741  in 
the  region  proposed  to  be  traversed  by  the  English  expedition 
that  at  the  date  named  [lauded  at  Guantanamo  Bay  and  theuce 
attempted  to  move  on  and  capture  Santiago.  History  records 
that  this  attempt  was  attended  with  complete  disaster,  and 
resnlted  in  the  loss,  principally  by  disease,  of  two-fifths  of  the 
English  land  force.  The  answer  to  this  question  is,  therefore, 
that  no  reliance  should  have  been  placed  on  the  cattle  of  those 
islands  as  a  certain  means  of  subsistence.  This  snbject  has  been 
adverted  to  in  the  answer  to  question  11. 

14.  Did  the  commanding  officers  in  Santiago  or  Porto  Rico,  or 
the  Major-General  Commanding,  report  during  the  war  that  either 
the  refrigerated  beef  or  the  canned  beef  was  an  unfit  ration? 

A.  No  reports  of  unfitness  or  unsnitability  were  forwarded  to 
the  War  Department  by  any  general  officer  serving  in  Cuba  or 
Porto  Rico  while  the  field  operations  were  in  progress,  nor  were 
auy  such  reports  received  until  more  than  one  month  after  hostil- 
ities ceased. 

15.  When  were  these  reports  first  made,  and  by  whom? 
A.  See  answers  to  questions  8  and  14. 

16.  If  the  allegations  of  the  Mi^or-General  Commanding  are 
established,  I  want  tbe  court  to  find  the  cause  and  fix  the  reapon* 
sibility  for  the  fact,  that  the  guilty  may  be  properly  punished. 

A.  The  court  has  stated  that  the  canned  roast  beef,  under  the 
conditions  existing,  was  not  a  suitable  ration  for  extensive  iasaes. 
The  court  finds  that  the  allegations  of  the  Major-General  C<kin- 
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maading;  to  the  effect  that  the  relrigerated  beef  supplied  to  the 
troops  was  treated,  with  chemical  preservatiyes,  have  not  been 
established.  The  court  also  finds  that  so  much  of  the  allega- 
tions of  the  Major- General  Conunanding,  in  respect  to  the  canned 
fresh  beef,  as  relates  to  its  nnsnitability  for  food,  as  actually 
nsed  on  the  transports,  and  as  to  its  extensive  or  long-continued 
use  as  a  field  ration,  are  sustained.  In  the  opinion  of  the  court 
none  of  the  other  allegations  in  relation  to  the  canned  fresh  beef 
are  sostained.  The  evidence  shows  that  Col.  John  F.  Weston, 
Assistant  Commissary-General  of  Subsistence,  recommended  the 
adoption  of  the  canned  roast  beef  as  a  component  of  the  field 
ration,  and  to  this  extent  be  is  responsible. 

While  this  article  had  been  upon  the  travel-ration  list  for  many 
years,  it  was  but  little  used.  The  entire  purchases  of  this  beef 
for  the  whole  Army,  in  the  twenty  years  following  its  appearance 
among  the  ration  components,  aggregate  but  50,816  pounds,  or 
slightly  more  than  2,500  pounds  per  annum.  The  records  of  the 
Commissary-GeneraFs  Office  show  that  a  small  quantity  was  issued 
as  a  travel  ration,  but  more  was  sold  to  officers  and  company 
mesi!«s.  None  has  been  bought  since  1895.  The  loss  of  this  beef 
by  spoiling,  as  shown  by  the  records,  was  476  pounds,  or  slightly 
more  than  nine-tenths  of  1  per  cent. 

This  shows  the  extent  to  which  this  beef  had  been  used  in  the 
Army,  when,  on  May  11,  1898,  the  purchase  of  1,000,000  pounds 
was  ordered,  and  the  next  day  2,100,000  pounds.  Other  purchases 
followed  until  the  aggregate  reached  nearly  7,000,000  pounds. 

Considering  the  little  use  that  had  been  made  of  this  beef  in 
the  Regular  Army,  the  probability  that  the  volunteers  were 
entirely  ignorant  of  it,  that  its  use  as  a  part  of  the  field  ration 
had  never  been  sanctioned  by  the  President  or  Secretary  of  War, 
the  court  can  but  characterize  the  action  of  the  Commissary- 
General  of  Subsistence  as  unwarranted  and  reckless,  in  that  he 
ordered  the  purchase  of  such  enormous  quantities  of  a  food  that 
was  practically  untried  and  unknown,  and  the  court  so  finds. 
The  court  also  finds  that  there  is  no  ground  for  any  imputation  of 
any  other  actuating  motive,  on  the  part  of  the  Commissary-Gen- 
eral, than  the  earnest  desire  to  procure  the  best  possible  food  for 
the  troops.    The  court  pronounces  this  act  of  the  Commissary- 
General  of  Subsistence  a  colossal  error,  for  which  there  is  no 
palliation. 
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17.  Did  the  cattle  iu  Porto  Rico  make  a  wholesome  beef  ration! 
A.  The  eyideoce  is  conflicting,  but  the  court  finds  that  no  other 

fresh  beef  than  that  derived  from  the  native  cattle  was  available 
or  possible  for  hostile  operaticms  extending  beyond  a  few  miles 
from  the  seacoast.  But  for  troops  encamped  near  the  points  of 
practicable  landing  of  f^esh  beef  the  conrt  iinds  that  the  refriger- 
ated beef  was  preferable. 

18.  If  the  packers  of  the  country  are  guilty,  it  must  be  known. 
A.  The  court  finds  that  at  the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  in  April, 

1898,  the  packers  of  canned  beef  were  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
of  au  article  of  standard  quality,  well  known  to  the  trade  and  the 
Subsistence  Department,  under  the  name  of  canned  roast  beef 
The  methods  of  packing  then  in  use  were  the  same  as  those  habit- 
ually employed  in  the  preparation  of  the  meat  as  an  article  of 
commerce,  and  the  conrt  does  not  find  that  they  underwent  any 
change  during  the  progress  of  the  war.  The  large  purchases  for 
the  use  of  the  military  forces  daring  the  months  of  May  and  Jane, 
1898,  were  made,  not  at  the  solicitation  of  the  packers  or  in  con- 
sequence of  efforts  put  forth  by  them  for  that  purpose,  but  by  the 
order  and  upon  the  initiative  of  the  Commissary-General  of  Sub- 
sistence, such  purchases  being  made  in  every  case  by  officers  of 
his  Department  in  the  usual  manner. 

19.  If  officers  of  the  Commissary  Department  are  gnilty,  it  must 
be  known. 

A.  For  a  reply  to  this  question  see  the  answers  to  questions  4 
and  16. 

20.  If  any  officer  of  the  Army  is  guilty,  it  must  be  known. 

A.  Beyond  the  fault  adverted  to  or  suggested  in  the  answers 
given  to  questions  8  and  16  the  court  finds  that  against  non«  of 
the  officers  commanding  corps,  divisions,  brigades,  or  regiments, 
and  their  staff  officers  should  a  charge  of  guilt  be  brought. 

The  conrt  ako  finds  that  the  Major-Oeneral  Commanding  the 
Army  had  no  sufficient  Justification  for  alleging  that  the  refriger* 
ated  beef  was  embalmed  or  was  unfit  for  issue  to  troops.  It  also 
finds  that  he  committed  an  error  in  that,  having  belief  or  knowl- 
edge, as  claimed,  that  the  food  was  unfit,  that  it  caused  siokneM 
and  distress,  that  some  of  it  was  supplied  under  the  pietenae  of 
experiment,  that  other  beef  was  embalmed,  he  did  not  immediately 
report  such  knowledge  or  belief  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  the 
end  that  a  proper  remedy  might  be  promptly  applied. 
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CONCLUSION. 

The  Court,  with  a  deep  sense  of  the  responsibilities  deyolviug 
upon  it,  has  labored  zealously  to  bring  ont  the  truth,  and  believes 
that  it  has  fully  covered  all  the  matters  referred  to  it  for  investi- 
gation. The  calling  of  more  witnesses  from  the  large  number 
suggested  by  the  Major-General  Commanding,  including  all  those 
who  had  taken  part  in  the  operations  of  the  war,  would  only  have 
resulted  in  additional  testimony  on  the  same  lines  as  those  pur- 
sued, without  throwing  further  light  upon  the  questions  involved. 
Several  witnesses  who  were  duly  subpcenaed  to  appear  before  the 
Court  did  not  obey  the  summons.  Some  of  these  were  called  at 
the  instance  of  the  Major- General  Commanding,  others  at  the 
instance  of  the  Court.  Having  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  the 
statutes  do  not  make  it  possible  to  punish  witnesses  who  refuse 
to  testify  before  a  court-martial  or  court  of  inquiry,  the  Court 
took  no  steps  to  compel  their  attendance. 

It  has  been  developed  in  the  course  of  the  inquiry,  as  recited 

in  this  report,  that  in  some  instances  certain  individuals  failed  to 

perform  the  full  measure  of  duty  or  to  observe  the  proprieties 

which  dignify  high  military  command,  but  the  court  is  of  the 

opinion  that  the  mere  statement  in  the  official  report  of  the  facts 

developed  meets  the  ends  of  discipline,  and  that  the  interests  of 

the  service  will  be  best  subserved  if  further  proceedings  be  not 

taken.

On  Memorial  Day,  May  80,  at  all  Army  posts  and  stations, 
the  national  .flag  will  be  displayed  at  half  staff  from  snnrise 
till  midday,  and  immediately  before  noon  the  band,  or  field 
music,  will  play  a  dirge, '  'Departed  Days, "  or  some  appropriate 
air,  and  the  national  salnte  of  21  gnns  will  be  fired  at  12  m. 
at  all  posts  and  stations  provided  with  artillery.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  this  memorial  tribute,  at  noon,  the  flag  will  be 
hoisted  to  the  top  of  the  staff  and  will  remain  there  until 
sunset.  When  hoisted  to  the  top  of  the  staff  the  flag  will  be 
saluted  by  playing  one  or  more  of  the  national  airs.  In  this 
way  fitting  testimonial  of  respect  for  the  heroic  dead  and 
honor  to  their  patriotic  devotion  will  be  appropriately  ren- 
dered. 

11- -By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  paragraph  1201  of 
the  Regulations  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

1201.  There  will  be  furnished  by  the  Quartermaster's  De- 
partment to  all  duly  authorized  bands  of  the  Army  the  fol- 
lowing-named musical  instruments,  viz:  Db piccolo,  terz  and 
coQcert  flutes,  Eb  and  Bb  cornets,  Eb  trumpets,  Eb  and  Bb 
clarionets,  Eb  altos,  Bb  trombones  (valve  or  slide),  Bb  bari- 
tones, Eb,  Bb,  and  BBb  bassos,  bass  and  snare  drums,  cym- 
bals, triangles,  music  stands,  and  extra  parts  for  the  repair 
of  the  instruments ;  also  batons  with  suitable  cords  and  tassels 
for  use  of  drum  majors  of  all  dismounted  bands.

When  any  instrument  has  become  unserviceable 
it  will  be  submitted  to  a  board  of  survey.    A  copy  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  board  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Quartermaster 
General,  with  a  view  to  having  the  instrument  repaired,  if 
practicable,  or  otherwise  disposed  of.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  is  pub 
li-^hed  to  the  Army  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all 
concerned: 

1.  An  enlisted  man  traveling  on  duty  under  orders  on  a 
vessel  of  the  U.  S.  transport  service  will  not  be  allowed  com- 
mutation of  rations  for  the  time  he  is  aboard.    He  will  be 
quartered  with  the  enlisted  men  aboard  and  will  mess  with 
them,  auil  the  proper  transport  officer  will  iudorse  upon  the 
travel  order  in  the  possession  of  the  soldier  the  dates  between 
which  subsistence  was  so  furnished     The  travel  order  so  in 
dorsed  will  be  turned  over  by  the  enlisted  man  at  the  end  of 
the  journey  to  the  commissary  by  whom  commutation  of  ra 
tions  for  any  portion  of  the  journey  is  paid,  who  will  file  it 
with  the  voucher  on  which  payment  is  made.     If  commuta 
tion  of  rations  is  ordered  paid  in  advance,  the  probable  time 
on  shipboard  must  be  taken  into  account  in  determining  the 
number  of  days'  commutation  to  be  allowed,  and  the  paying 
officer  will  indorse  the  original  order  and  make  payment  on 
a  certified  copy  thereof  in  the  manner  directed  in  Army  Regu 
lations  1275  for  paying  commutation  of  rations  in  advance. 

2.  An  enlisted  man  granted  a  furlough  with  permission 
to  travel  on  a  vessel  of  the  U.  S.  transport  service  will  be 
quartered  with  the  enlisted  men  aboard  and  will  mess  with 
them.  The  transport  officer  will  certify  upon  the  enlisted 
man's  f  urloogh  the  dates  between  which  subsistence  was  so 
furnished.  In  paying  commutation  of  rations  on  the  fur- 
Joa^li  these  days  will  be  deducted. 

3.  The  medical  officer  on  a  vessel  or  the  U.  S.  transport 
service  will  purchase  from  the  proper  transport  officer  on 
such  vessel,  paying  for  the  same  from  the  appropriation 
••Subsistence  of  the  Army."  such  articles  of  subsistence 
storei*  as  he  shall  certify  are  actually  needed  for  the  special 


diet  of  the  sick  on  board.  These  stores  will  be  accoooted  for 
by  the  medical  officer  in  the  same  way  as  are  other  article 
of  diet  procured  by  him  for  the  sick. 

4.  An  enlisted  man  a  resident  of  the  United  States  serring 
in  the  islands  of  Cnba,  Porto  Rico,  Hawaii,  or  the  Philip- 
pines, who,  on  being  honorably  discharged  the  service  in 
those  islands  by  reason  of  expiration  of  enlistment,  is  desiroiu 
of  returning  to  the  United  States,  will  be  allowed  by  the  Pay 
Department  the  nsoal  travel  allowances  for  the  land  txaTel 
involved,  and  free  transportation  and  snbsistence  by  the 
U.  S.  transport  service,  the  same  as  prescribed  for  discharged 
soldiers  in  General  Orders,  No.  54,  March  22,  1899,  from  this 
office.  No  traveling  allowances  will  be  made  to  enlisted 
men  in  those  islands  who  are  honorably  discharged  to  enable 
them  to  accept  promotion. 

6.  An  enlisted  man  a  resident  of  the  United  States  serving 
in  the  islands  mentioned  in  paragraph  4  hereof,  who  is  dis- 
charged the  service  in  those  islands  by  transfer  to  another 
branch  of  the  service;  or  on  his  own  application,  whether  by 
way  of  favor  or  by  purchase;  or  because  of  confinement  by 
the  civil  authorities;  or  by  way  of  punishment  for  an  offenee 
or  for  disability  caused  by  his  own  misconduct ;  or  on  account 
of  fraudulent  enlistment,  is,  by  the  operation  of  section  1290, 
Revised  Statutes,  and  the  act  of  March  16,  1896  (29  Stat. 
Large,  68),  prevented  from  being  allowed  the  usual  traveling 
allowances  to  the  place  of  his  enlistment,  enrollment,  or  orig- 
inal muster  into  the  service,  but  he  will  be  brought  by  the 
Government  to  the  United  States  on  a  transport  free  of  charge.

"At  noon  on  November  24,  1876,  while  marching  towards  the 
Sioux  Pass  of  the  Big  Horn  Mountains.  Mackenzie's  Indian 
sconts  reported  the  camp  of  the  enemy  abont  twenty  niiles 
distant,  near  the  north  fork  of  Powder  River.  The  comnuuul 
halted  till  sunset,  intending  by  a  night  march  to  surprise  the 
Indians  at  daybreak,  and  soon  after  that  hour  on  the  '^Htli 
almost  a  complete  surprise  was  effected.  The  only  practica- 
hle  approach  to  the  village  was  at  the  lower  end  and  the  In 
dians  look  refuge  in  a  network  of  very  deep  ravines  beyond 
the  upper  end  of  the  camp,  leaving  on  foot  and  taking  notli 
ingbut  their  arras  with  them.  A  brisk  tight  for  about  an 
hour  ensued,  after  which  skirmishintr  wus  kept  up  until 
night.  The  village,  consisting  of  one  bundled  and  seventy 
three  lodges,  with  their  contents,  was  entirely  destroyed,  and 
about  five  hundred  ponies  were  captured.  The  bodies  of 
twenty-five  dead  Indians  fell  into  the  bauds  of  the  troo])^. 
but  it  was  believed  a  much  heavier  loss  was  inflicted.  The 
casualties  to  the  troops  were  five  men  killed  and  twenty  five 
woundfd,  besides  nineteen  horses  killed.  In  a  very  gallant 
charge  upon  the  Indians,  Lieutenant  John  A.  McKinnet/,  4th 
Cavalry  was  killed. 

••The  severity  of  the  weather  was  intense,  and  being  so  en 
cnmbered  by  his  wounded,  Mackenzie  rejoined  the  main  col 
umn  of  the  expedition  which  had  been  following  him,  all 
returning  to  the  cantonment  near  Fort  Reno.    The  thermome 
ter  was  so  far  below  zero  that  further  active  field  operations 
in  such  weather  were  considered  impracticable,  and  they  were, 
therefore,  suspended  for  the  winter."

Tfae  following  decision  concerning  the  provisions  of  Qeneral  Orders, 
Xo.40,  Adjutant  Qenerars  Office,  dated  March  10, 1809,  and  Circular,  No. 
15,  Dirision  of  Cnstoms  and  Insnlar  Affairs,  dated  May  11, 1899,  is  pub- 
lished for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

The  North  American  Trust  Company  having  complied  with  the  re- 
quirements of  Executive  Orders  of  April  25, 1899,  was  designated  a  de- 
positary of  the  War  Department  by  Departmental  orders  of  May  11, 1889. 
Such  designation  authorizes  officers  of  the  military  government  now  in 
charge  of  civil  affairs  in  the  Island  of  Cuba  to  deponit  to  the  credit  of 
themselves  as  such  officers  and  subject  to  their  own  orders  at  the  bank- 
ing house  of  the  North  American  Trust  Company  in  Havana,  and  the 
branch  banks  of  said  company  in  other  cities  of  the  island,  the  moneys 
now  in  the  custody  of  said  officers  received  or  hereafter  arising  from 
the  customs  receipts,  taxes,  or  other  revenues  of  said  Island  of  Cuba. 
Such  funds  or  moneys  do  not  belong  to  the  United  States,  but  are  held  in 
trust  by  the  United  States  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  island,  the  discharge 
of  which  said  trust  devolves  upon  the  War  Department. 

The  designation  before  referred  to  did  not  create  the  North  American 
Trust  Company  nor  any  of  its  branches  a  United  States  depositary  or 
designated  place  of  deposit  for  funds  belonging  to  the  United  States. 

Disbursing  officers  of  the  War  Department  having  in  charge  moneys 
belonging  to  the  United  States  are  prohibited  by  law  from  depositing 
said  moneys  with  other  than  the  United  States  Treasury,  subtreasuries 
of  the  United  States,  or  some  place  designated  as  a  depositary  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

By  section  9S20t  Revised  Statutes,  it  is  provided  that  "  In  places  where 
there  is  no  treasurer  or  assistant  treasurer,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
noay,  when  he  deems  it  essential  to  the  public  interest,  specially  authorize 
in  writing  the  deiXMSit  of  such  public  money  in  any  other  public  deposi- 
ta-ry,  or,  in  writing,  authorize  the  same  to  be  kept  in  any  other  manner, 
and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  he  may  deem  most  safe  and 
effectual  to  facilitate  the  payment  to  public  creditors.'' 

Sach  authority  has  not  been  given  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in 
the  instance  of  disbursing  officers  in  Cuba  charged  with  funds  belonging 
to  the  United  States. 

The  North  American  Trust  Company  has  been  api)ointed  the  fiscal 
a«pent  of  the  United  States,  with  whom  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
]>laees  money  belonging  to  the  United  States,  upon  the  requisition  of  the 
War  Department 
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Offloen  charged  with  dlsbTirsiiig  in  Cnba  moneys  be1on«4nK  to  the 
United  Statee,  available  for  the  use  of  thu  War  Department,  are  thus 
authorized  and  empowered  to  make  sach  disbursement  by  checks  drawn 
on  the  said  fiscal  agent.  These  checks  being  presented  to  the  bankiiM; 
houses  or  branch  establishments  of  the  North  American  Trust  CompaDy. 
in  Cnba,  should  be  cashed  in  United  States  currency  or  its  equivalent, 
without  charge  or  discount,  the  same  as  though  said  checks  were  pre- 
sented to  the  banking  house  of  said  company  in  New  York  City. 

Disbursing  officers  of  funds  belonging  to  the  United  States  can  utilize 
a  fiscal  agency  of  the  United  States  for  disfrurcemenf  only  and  can  not 
deptiait  funds  of  the  United  States  therein. 

OflScers  in  Cnba  having  in  their  i^ossession  funds  belonging  to  the 
United  States  which  they  are  required  to  convert  into  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States,  must  remit  the  same  to  the  Treasury  or  a  subtressury 
by  draft,  at  the  risk  of  said  officer;  the  actual  cost  of  exchange  being 
borne  by  the  United  States,  such  expense  being  considered  an  abatement 
of  the  fund  in  his  hands.

The  following  persons  are  entitled ,  at  public  expense* 
to  a  donble  berth  in  a  sleeping  car,  or  to  the  customary  state- 
room accommodations  on  steamers  where  extra  charge  is 
made  for  the  same:  Officers  of  the  Army  traveling  on  duty 
with  troops ;  Army  nurses,  civilian  clerks  and  agents  in  the 
military  service,  when  traveling  under  orders  on  public  busi- 
ness; sergeant  majors,  ordnance,  commissary,  quartermaster, 
and  electrician  sergeants  (post  or  regimental),  hospital  stew- 
ards, chief  musicians,  principal  musicians,  chief  trumpeters, 
saddler  sergeants,  and  sergeants  of  the  Signal  Corps,  when 
traveling  under  orders  on  public  business  without  troops; 
also  invalid  soldiers,  when  so  traveling  on  the  certificate  of  a 
medical  officer  showing  the  necessity  therefor. 

When  the  number  of  officers  traveling  with  troops  is  too 
small  to  justify  the  hire  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department 
of  a  standard  sleeping  car  for  their  accommodation,  they 
shall  be  furnished  with  such  part  of  a  tourist  sleeping  car,  or 
other  suitable  sleeping  car,  properly  curtained  off  for  their 
accommodation,  as  the  Quartermaster's  Department  may 
provide  for  their  use  during  the  journey. 

By  direction  of  the  Acting  Secretary  of  War,  the  fol- 
lowing rules  and  regulations  for  the  appointment  of  eleotri- 
cian  sergeants  authorized  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
March  2,  1899  (General  Orders,  No.  86,  Adjutant  (General's 
Office,  1899),  are  published  to  the  Army  for  the  information 
and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

The  men  selected  for  this  duty  must  not  only  have  the 
requisite  technical  ability,  but  should,  as  a  rule,  be  trained 
soldiers  of  good  habits  and  have  some  knowledge  of  property 
responsibility.    Applications  of  enlisted  men  will  be  for- 
warded through  military  channels,  and,  as  far  as  practicable 
after  appointment,  they  will  be  assigned  to  posts  where 
serving.    They  will  be  examined,  in  accordance  with  para- 
graphs 94,  95,  and  96  of  the  Reg^^lations,  at  one  of  the  princi- 
pal seacoast  artillery  stations  where  electrical  and  po^wer 
plants  and  apparatus  are  available,  by  a  board  of  artillery 
officers,  one  member,  at  least,  of  which  should  have  practical 
knowledge  of  electricity,  electrical  instruments,  machinery, 
and  power  plants.    The  examination  will  be  practieai  in 
character,  and  will  include  in  its  scope  the  operation  of  <ril 
and  steam  engines,  dynamos,  and  motors,  the  general  subject 
of  electrical  wiring,  the  use  of  electrical  instrumenta  and 
apparatus,  and  such  other  instmments  and  appliances 
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ordinarily  found  at  an  artillery  post  when  properly  equipped 
for  fire  control.  The  examination  may  be  either  oral  or 
written,  but  will  be  enfficiently  thorough  to  determine  the 
practical  qucUifications  of  the  applicant  for  the  duties  of  the 
post.  The  proceedings  will  be  sent  through  military  chan- 
nels to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  for  the  action  of 
the  Secretary  of  War,  by  whom  the  appointments  will  be 
made.  Before  assignments  to  posts,  electrician  sergeants 
will,  when  practicable,  be  sent  to  Fort  Monroe,  Virginia,  or 
some  other  well  equipped  artillery  post,  for  temporary  duty 
and  instmction.  Changes  in  station  of  electrician  sergeants 
will  be  made,  upon  recommendation  of  the  post  commander, 
by  the  Adjutant  General.

Squadron  and  battalion  adjutants  of  cavalry  and  infantry 
regiments  will  be  appointed  by  the  regimental  commander, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  squadron  and  battalion 
commanders. 

334.  The  adjutant,  quartermaster,  and  commissary  may 
hold  office  for  four  years,  and  the  squadron  and  battalion 
adjutants  for  two  years,  and  no  longer.    They  will  not  be 
eligible  for  a  second  tour  of  such  duty,  nor  for  appointment 
or  reappointment  to  either  position,  except  to  serve  an  unex- 
pired term  of  four  or  two  years;  but  the  time  an  adjutant  or 
qnartermaster  of  a  regiment  may  have  previously  served  as 
each  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  and  any  period  an  officer 
may  have  served  as  squadron  or  battalion  adjutant  will  not 
be  included  in  computing  the  four  years  for  which  he  may 
hold  the  office  of  a  regimental  staff  officer. 

335.  Staff  appointments  in  a  regiment  are  restricted  to 
officers  on  duty  with  the  regiment  and  who  are  not  serving 
at  a  school  of  instruction  nor  with  light  batteries.  Should 
the  regimental  commander  desire  to  appoint  an  officer  ab- 
sent from  the  regiment  he  may  make  application  for  orders 
for  such  officer  to  join;  but  the  officer  must  join  before  the 
appointment  can  be  made. 


238.  The  adjutant,  qaartermaster,  and  commissary  are, 
nnder  the  regimental  commander,  responsible  for  the  disci- 
pline and  efficiency  of  the  noncommissioned  staff  and  band. 

239.  The  quartermaster  is  responsible  for  all  quartermas- 
ter's supplies  of  the  regiment,  and  may  be  required  to  perform 
the  duties  of  quartermaster  of  the  post  where  he  is  stationed. 
The  commissary  is  responsible  for  all  subsistence  supplies  of 
the  regiment,  and  may  be  required  to  perform  the  duties  of 
commissary  of  the  post  where  he  is  stationed. 

241.  The  regimental  commander  appoints  the  noncommis- 
sioned staff  of  the  regiment,  which  consists  of  the  sergeant 
major  and  quartermaster  sergeant;  also  for  each  cavalry  and 
infantry  regiment  the  commissary  sergeant  and  three  squad- 
ron or  battalion  sergeant  majors,  the  latter  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  squadron  or  battalion  commanders ;  each 
noncommissioned  officer  will  be  furnished  with  a  warrant 
(his  personal  property),  signed  by  the  regimental  commander 
and  countersigned  by  the  adjutant.  The  appointment  takes 
effect  the  day  upon  which  it  is  made,  and  the  warrant  may 
be  continued  in  force  upon  discharge  and  reenlistment,  if  re 
enlistment  be  made  on  the  day  following  discharge;  every 
such  reenlistment  to  be  noted  on  the  warrant  by  the  regi- 
mental commander.  Regimental  noncommissioned  staff  of- 
ficers may  be  reduced  to  the  ranks  by  the  sentence  of  a  coart- 
martial  or  by  the  order  of  the  regimental  commander. 

245.  Each  regimental  band  will  consist  of  one  chief  mn- 
sician,  one  chief  trumpeter,  one  principal  musician,  one 
drum  major,  four  sergeants,  eight  corporals,  one  cook,  and 
eleven  privates;  except  that  each  infantry  band  will  have 
twelve  privates,  and  no  chief  trumpeter.  The  noncommis- 
sioned officers  of  the  band  will  be  appointed  by  the  regimental 
commander  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  regimental  ad> 
jutant,  under  the  same  conditions  provided  for  the  noncom- 
missioned staff  of  the  regiment. 

II-.By  direction  of  the  Acting  Secretary  of  War,  paragraph 
246  of  the  Regulations  is  revoked.

1284.  Civilians  employed  with  the  Army  at  rates  of  pay  of 
sixty  dollars  or  more  per  month,  and  civilians  such  as  tailors, 
shoemakers,  and  lanndrymen,  expressly  employed  for  their 
services  with  the  Army,  may  be  allowed  at  remote  places  or 
in  the  field  where  food  can  not  otherwise  be  procured,  to  pur- 
chase from  the  Subsistence  Departmont,  in  liuiitetl  quantities 
tcT  their  own  use.  for  cash  at  cost  prices,  such  :irticles  of  the 
ration  or  of  store<i  kept  for  sales  to  officers  and  enlisted  men 
as  can  be  spared  from  the  supplies  on  hand.

By  direction  of  the  President,  the  following  general  riUee  are  prescribed 
for  recroiting,  from  the  cSantry  at  large,  United  States  Volunteers,  as 
provided  for  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  2,  1809,  published 
in  General  Orders,  No.  36,  of  1809,  Headquarters  of  the  Ariny,4^djutant 
Oenerars  Office,  and  for  organizing  the  same  into  regiments: 

The  strength  of  regiments,  officers  and  enlisted  men,  will  be  as  pro- 
vided for  by  sections  4  and  12  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  2, 

ino. 

The  regiments  to  be  organized  tn  the  United  States  will  be  designated 
26th,  27th,  28th,  29th,  30th,  31st,  aSd,  83d,  34th,  and  doth  Begimente  of  Infan- 
try, United  States  Volunteers. 

Of  the  commissioned  officers  to  be  appointed  for  each  of  these  regi- 
ments the  field  and  staff  officers,  including  medical  officers,  and  captains 
of  companies,  will  be  assembled  at  regimental  rendezvous,  as  hereafter 
designated,  for  the  purpose  of  theoretical  and  practical  instruction  In 
organization,  military  administration,  drill  regulations,  discipline,  hy- 
giene, camp  sanitation,  etc.  Daily  instruction  in  the  nomenclature,  care 
and  assembly  of  parts  of  the  rifle,  and  target  practice  will  be  a  special 
feature  ot  Instruction  of  both  officers  and  men. 

Applicants  for  commissions,  except  officers  of  the  Regular  Army,  will 
be  required  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  as  to  age,  moral,  mental, 
and  physical  fitness,  and  capacity  to  command  troops,  and  must  have 
had  service  during  the  Spanish- American  war. 

The  recruiting  service  of  the  Begular  Army  will  be  charged  with  re- 
cruitixig  from  the  country  at  large  men  for  service  In  these  volunteer 
regiments,  whose  enlistments  will  be  made  for  the  period  ending  June 
80, 1901,  unless  sooner  discharged,  and  without  restrictions  as  to  citizen- 
ship or  educational  qualifications,  but  in  all  other  respects  under  the 
same  rules  and  regulations  as  are  prescribed  for  recruiting  the  regular 
ssrrioe.  Except  in  special  cases  only  unmarried  men  will  be  enlisted  for 
tbsse  regiments.  In  view  of  the  probable  severe  service  of  these  regi- 
ments and  the  cUmatic  conditions  to  which  they  may  be  subjected,  the 
physioal  qoallflcatlon  of  both  officers  and  enlisted  men  is  of  first  impor- 
tanoB.    Only  thnae  fully  qualified  will  be  appointed  or  enlisted. 

TlM  Ueatsoaats  and  two  of  the  medical  officers  of  each  regiment  win, 
as  far  Aspractioable,  be  assigned  to  duty  as  assistants  to  recruiting  offi- 
cers of  the  Begnlar  Army. 

Upon  arrival  of  reemlts  at  the  regimental  rendezvous,  the  command- 
lag  oOeOTS  of  regiments  will  assign  them  to  companies,  and  the  appoint- 
■MDt  Mid  rednetlaa  of  rsglaiental  aad  battalion  nonoommlsBloiied  staff 
aadooB^iiy  nonoeinnitaBioiied  offiosrs  and  other  enliated  gradea  will  be 
governed  by  the  law  and  Armar  regnlatlona.

The  enlistment  of  men  for  the  ten  regiments  of  infantry, 
U.  S  Volunteers,  will  be  m%de  by  the  regular  recruiting  of- 
ficers at  all  city  recruiting  stations  and  military  xK>st8  within 
the  United  States.  The  commaodiag  officer  of  every  post 
will,  if  not  already  done,  immediately  detail  an  officer  of  his 
command  as  post  recruiting  officer  (A.  B.  854).  The  men 
enlisted  fpr  this  service  will  be  forwarded  to  the  respective 
regimental  rendezvous  in  suitable  detachments,  each  under 
the  charge  of  an  ealisted  man  of  the  recruiting  service,  or  a 
reliable  member  of  the  detachment.

Qfialificritions  for  Recruits  for  Volunteer9, 

The  term  of  service  will  be  for  the  period  ending  June  30, 
1001.  and.  as  provided  in  section  12  of  the  act  of  March  2, 1S99, 
these  enliatments  may  be  made  "without  restriction  as  to 
citizenship  or  educational  qualifications."  In  other  respects 
they  will  be  governed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed 
for  recruiting  the  Regular  Army. 

Applicants  for  original  enlistment  must  be  between  the 
ages  of  18  and  35  years,  of  good  character  and  habits,  able- 
bodied,  free  from  disease,  and  must  be  able  to  speak  the 
English  Itingiiage.  Soldiers  who  have  served  honestly  and 
faithfully  a  previous  enlistment  in  the  United  States  Army, 
Regular  or  Volunteer,  may  be  reenlisted  tcithin  three  months 
from  (late  of  discharge  without  regard  to  the  maximum  age 
limitation. 

No  pPTHon  under  IS  years  of  age  will  be  enlisted  or  reen- 
listed, and  minors  between  the  ages  of  18  and  21  must  not  be 
enlisted  or  reonlisted  without  the  written  consent  of  father, 
only  surviving  parent,  or  legally-appointed  guardian. 

Married  men  will  not  be  enlisted  or  reenlisted  without 
special  authority  from  a  regimental  commander,  or  from  the 
Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  in  the  absence  of  a  regimental 


organization.  Saoh  aafchority  will  be  given  only  in  exoep- 
tional  cases  in  the  interest  of  the  public  service. 

Applicants  will  be  reqaired  to  satisfy  the  recraiting  officer 
regarding  age  ani  c)i«ra;ter.  Taey  m:iit  defray  thdir  own 
expanses  to  the  place  of  enlistment:  their  fitness  for  the  mili- 
tary service  can  be  determined  only  upon  examination  at  a 
recruiting  station. 

For  infantry  the  height  should  be  not  less  than  five  feet 
four  inches,  and  weight  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty 
(120)  pounds  and  not  more  than  one  hundred  and  ninety  (190) 
pounds. 

Recruiting  officers  are.  however,  authorized  in  their  discre- 
tion to  accept  desirable  applicants  who  are  ten  pounds  or  less 
overweight  or  underweight,  or  who  vary  not  more  than  a 
fraction  of  an  inch  from  the  required  height  or  chest  meas- 
ures, if  they  meet  all  other  requirements,  and  their  enlistment 
is  recommended  by  the  medical  examiner.  In  every  such 
case  the  variation  from  the  normal  standard  should  be  care- 
fully noted  on  the  enlistment  paper. 

Enlist  meni  8. 

The  enlistment  form  for  volunteers  (A..  G  O.,  No.  8,  Vols., 
Jane  26,  1S!)9)  will  be  u^ed.  This  blank  includes  a  form  for 
the  physical  examination  of  recruits.  All  enlistments  will 
be  as  privates,  and  only  one  enlistment  paper  will  be  made 
in  the  case  of  e.ich  volunteer  soldier.  Enlistment  papers 
will  be  transmitted  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Array  by 
the  recruiting  officer  on  the  10th.  20th,  and  last  day  of  each 
month,  with  a  trimonthly  report  prepared  on  Form  A.  G.  O., 
Xo.  29.  with  the  slight  modifications  necessary  to  ad<ipt  it  to 
the  purpose. 

E  ich  trimonthly  report  will  be  marked  "  U.  S.  Volunteers,'* 
and.  with  the  enlistment  papers  pertaining  thereto,  will  be 
m  liled  to  this  office  in  an  envelops  containing  no  other  mat- 
ter. Recruiting  officers  are  required  to  give  persoaal  atten- 
tion to  the  preparation  and  forwarding  of  these  reports,  as 
it  is  of  first  importance  that  they  be  promptly  and  correctly 
rendered. 

A  descriptive  and  assignment  card  (A.  G.  O.,  No.  9,  Vols., 
Jane  26,  1899)  will  be  prepared  for  each  recruit  enlisted  and 
will  be  sent  to  the  destination  of  the  recruit,  as  provided  in 
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pavagraph  850,  Army  Begnlations,  and  the  instmctioiis  on 
the  card. 

Great  care  most  be  taken  in  the  preparation  of  all  these 
blanks.  A  snpply  of  the  same  has  been  mailed  to  recraiting 
officers. 

Eosamination  of  Recruits. 

At  a  recraiting  station  where  there  is  no  medical  officer  of 
the  Army,  Regular  or  Volunteer,  available  to  examine  appli- 
cants for  enlistment.  General  Orders,  No.  47,  of  1899,  from 
this  office,  will  govern.  In  view  of  the  probable  severe  serv- 
ice required  and  the  climatic  conditions  to  which  men  may 
be  subjected,  their  physical  qualification  is  of  first  import- 
ance, and  only  those  who  fully  meet  the  requirements  will  be 
enlisted. 

The  outline  figure  card  (A,  G.  O.,  No.  8)  and  the  form  for 
the  physical  examination  of  a  recruit  (A.  G.  O.,  No.  89)  re- 
quired by  existing  orders  to  be  sent  to  the  Surgeon  General 
of  the  Army  in  the  case  of  every  recruit  enlisted  for  the  Reg- 
ular Army  are  not  called  for  in  the  case  of  volunteers  enlisted 
under  these  instructions. 

Hospital  Stewards, 

Candidates  for  appointment  as  hospital  stewards  of  Volun- 
teer regiments  must  produce  certificates  of  proficiency  from 
a  reputable  college  of  pharmacy,  and  after  enlistment  will  be 
appointed  as  such  by  the  colonel  of  the  regiment  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  surgeon  of  the  regiment,  the  warrant 
to  be  made  and  the  appointment  to  take  effect  on  the  date  of 
enlistment. 

Army  regulations  applying  to  hospital  stewards  in  the  Reg- 
ular Army,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  will  apply  to 
regimental  hospital  stewards  who  may  be  discharged  from  the 
service  for  cause  by  the  Secretary  of  War  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  a  board  of  three  officers  convened  by  the  regi- 
mental commander  to  Investigate  and  report  upon  the  case. 

General  provisions. 

Until  regimental  officers  have  been  appointed  to  the  Volun- 
teer regiments  the  commanding  officers  of  the  posts  desig- 
nated for  rendezvous  will  take  charge  of  recruits  sent  there 


and  make  all  necessary  arrangements  for  their  subsistence, 
quarters,  instrnction,  etc.,  and  they  are  required  to  render 
OTery  possible  aid  to  the  officers  of  Volunteers  in  organizing 
and  equipping  regiments. 

These  troops  while  at  the  rendezvous  will  be  accounted  for 
on  a  separate  line  or  lines  on  the  post  return,  officers  to  be 
accounted  for  by  name,  and  when  these  troops  are  organized 
into  companies  and  regiments  they  will  form  a  separate 
command,  but  the  permanent  post  commander  will  not  be 
superseded,  nor  will  the  existing  status  of  affairs  at  the  post 
proper  and  upon  the  military  reservation  be  disturbed  with- 
out instructions  from  the  War  Department.  To  enable  the 
post  commander  to  comply  with  this  requirement  all  com- 
manders of  Volunteer  organizations  will  furnish  a  copy  of 
their  returns  to  the  commander  of  the  post. 

When  the  organization  of  a  company  has  been  completed, 
two  organization  rolls,  to  be  signed  by  the  company  com- 
mander, will  at  once  be  prepared,  the  data  therefor  to  be 
taken  from  the  descriptive  and  assignment  cards.  The  blank 
form  of  muster  in  roll  will  be  used  for  this  purpose.  One 
copy  of  the  roll,  with  the  assignment  cards,  will  be  forwarded 
through  the  regimental  commander  to  the  Adjutant  General 
of  the  Army ;  the  other  copy  to  be  retained.  The  men  having 
been  properly  enlisted  and  duly  sworn,  the  oath  on  the  roll 
need  not  be  administered,  nor  need  the  roll  be  signed  by  the 
men. 

The  officers  designated  to  organize  regiments  under  these 
rules  will  at  the  proper  time  make  requisitions  on  the  several 
staff  departments  for  arms,  equipments,  clothing  and  camp 
equipage,  indicating  the  point  to  which  supplies  are  to  be 
sent;  and  they  will  keep  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army 
advised  as  to  progress  of  the  recruitment  and  organization  of 
their  several  commands.

The  following  order  from  the  War  Department  is  published 
for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned : 

War  Department,  Wajthington,  July  5, 1899. 
By  direction  of  the  President,  the  new  military  i)ost  near  the  city  of 
Spokane,  Washinirton,  will  hereafter  be  known  as  Fort  Wright,  in  honor 
of  the  late  Gtoorge  Wrif^ht,  colonel,  9th  Infantry,  and  brigadior  general , 
U.S.  Volunteers,  who,  with  a  considerably  inferior  force,  defeated  the  com- 
bined tribes  of  Spokanes.  Coear  d'Alenes,  Pelonses.  and  Fend  d'Oreillos, 
near  Spokane  Plains,  on  the  5th  of  September,  1858.  and  who  was  drowned 
July  30, 1865,  In  the  wreck  of  the  steamer  ''  Brother  Jonathan,''  while  on 
liis  way  to  aasome  command  of  the  Department  of  the  Columbia.

On  the  morning  of  the  17th  of  May,  1858,  Major  Edward 
J.  Steptoe,  9th  U.  S.  Infantry,  with  a  small  command  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty -nine  men,  who  had  been  sent  into  the  Spo- 
kane coantry  to  seize  some  marauders  of  the  Pelouse  tribe, 
found  himself,  while  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Snake  River,  unex- 
pectedly in  the  face  of  a  force  estimated  at  from  one  thousand 
to  fifteen  hundred  Spokanes.  Pelouses,  CcBur  d'Alenes,  Yaki- 
mas  and  others,  and,  after  a  most  gallant  resistance  lasting 
throughout  the  whole  day,  was  enabled  to  retreat  during  the 
night  with  a  small  loss. 

This  fight  resulted  in  a  league  of  all  the  most  powerful 
tribes  in  that  section — the  Spokanes,  Coenr  d' Alenes.  Pelouses, 
Yakimas,  and  Nez  Perces.  A  general  outbreak  took  place ; 
small  parties  of  whites  were  cut  off  in  every  part  of  the  coun- 
try; the  safety  of  Fort  Walla  Walla  was  threatened,  the 
Indians  becoming  everywhere  bold,  defiant,  and  insulting. 
A  force  of  troops  was  hurriedly  assembled  under  the  com- 
mand of  Colonel  Oeorge  Wright,  9th  U.  S.  Infantry,  composed 
of  Troops  C.  E,  H,  and  1. 1st  Dragoons;  Batteries  A.  B,  G,  K, 
and  H,  3d  Artillery;  Companies  B  and  E.  9th  Infantry,  and 
met  these  combined  tribes,  numbering  from  five  to  seven 
hundred  warriors,  near  Spokane  Plains,  and  after  a  contin- 
uous fight  which  lasted  over  seven  hours  and  ranged  over  a 
distance  of  14  miles  the  Indians  were  completely  routed. 

The  effect  of  this  fight  was  the  unqualified  submission  of 
the  CoBur  d' Alenes,  the  dispersion  of  the  other  tribes,  and 
ultimately  the  subjection  of  the  whole  alliance.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  Qnartermaster's 
Department  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  policing  of  camps 
established  for  the  muster  ont  of  troops  and  for  the  use  of 
newly  organized  regpmients  nnder  such  sanitary  regulations 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  proper  authority.  This  duty  will 
include  the  construction  of  latrines  and  disposition  of  their 
contents,  as  well  as  of  all  garbage  and  waste,  and  the  furnishing 
of  the  appliances  necessary  for  this  purpose. 

The  Quartermaster  General  is  authorized  to  employ  all  nec- 
essary civilian  labor  and  to  purchase  the  required  appliances 
and  materials  (except  disinfectants,  which  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment will  supply)  to  carry  out  these  instructions. 

Existing  regulations  fixing  the  location  of  latrines  are  here- 
by modified  so  as  to  provide  that  they  shall  be  located  by  com- 
manding officers  as  far  removed  from  the  vicinity  of  kitchens 
as  is  necessary.

I..By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  General  Orders, 
No8. 116,  Angust  10,  1898,  and  186,  September  8.  1898,  from 
this  office,  are  revoked,  to  take  effect  July  1,  1899. 

II.- By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  is 
published  to  the  Army  for  the  information  and  guidance  of 
all  concerned: 

Medical  officers  in  charge  of  general  hospitals,  hospital 
ships,  and  transports  carrying  patients,  will  be  allowed  from 
the  appropriation  ''Subsistence  of  the  Army"  for  the  diet  of 
enlisted  men  while  undergoing  hospital  treatment  under  their 
charge  at  the  rate  of  not  exceeding  forty  cents  per  man  per 
day  for  the  period  each  is  undergoing  treatment.  This  allow- 
ance can  not  be  drawn  for  any  patient  for  whom  the  medical 
officer  has  drawn  a  ration. 

Medical  officers  will  call  upon  the  subsistence  officer  from 
whom  rations  are  drawn  for  their  hospital  for  such  articles 
of  diet  as  in  their  discretion  may  be  required  for  patients  too 
sick  to  use  the  ration,  being  careful  on  their  calls  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  allowance  of  forty  cents  per  day  per  man.  All  pur- 
chases to  be  made  by  officers  of  the  Subsistence  Department. 
Savings  will  be  allowed  as  heretofore  on  the  rations  drawn 
for  members  of  the  Hospital  Corps  and  patients  who  do  not 
require  the  special  diet.  Rations  can  not  be  drawn  for  patients 
for  whom  the  medical  officer  has  made  requisition  for  articles 
of  a  special  diet. 

There  will  be  rendered  monthly  by  medical  officers  con- 
cerned to  the  subsistence  officers  who  make  the  issues  and 
purchases  tabular  statements  (Form  No.  69,  Subsistence  De- 
partment) showing  the  number  of  patients  present  during 
the  month  who  are  too  sick  to  use  the  ration. 

The  paying  officer  will  enter  on  his  abstract  of  disburse- 
ments in  one  group  all  payments,  designating  them  thereon 
in  the  column,  "On  what  Account  as  Hospital  Supplies."

Wagner,  4th  U.  S.  Cavalry,  was  president,  and  Captain 
Robert  H.  Noble,  8d  U.  S.  Infantry,  was  judge  advocate, 
was  arraigned  and  tried —

Neall,  4th 
Cavalry,  being  in  charge  of  the  Post  Exchange,  Presidio 
of  San  Francisco,  Califomia,  and  having  been  notified 
by  Major  Edward  Field,  2d  Artillery,  acting  inspector 
general,  Department  of  Califomia,  the  said  Major  Field

I— The  court  of  inquiry,  of  which  Colonel  Alexander  C,  M, 
^Pennington,  2d  U.  S.  Artillery,  is  president,  instituted  by  di- 
rection of  the  Secretary  of  War  at  the  request  of  Captain 
Barry  A,  Leonhaeuser,  26th  U.  S.  Infantry  (formerly  colone 
of  the  15th  Minnesota  Volunteer  Infantry),  in  Special  Orders, 
■  No.  75,  March  81, 1890,  from  this  ofQce,  to  examine  into  the 
-conduct  of  that  officer  on  the  occasion  of  and  in  connection 
with  a  mutiny  which  occurred  in  the  camp  of  the  said  15th 
Miimesota  Volunteer  Infantry,  at  Augusta,  Georgia,  on  Feb- 
niary  4  and  5,  1899.  and  to  determine  all  the  facts  in  the  case 
and  report  its  opinion  as  to  whether  and  to  what  extent,  if  at 
all,  the  rebulce  administered  to  and  the  strictures  passed  ux>on 
certain  officers  of  the  15th  Minnesota  Volunteer  Infantry  in 
A  general  order  numbered  22  and  issued  on  March  16  from 
the  headquarters  of-  the  2d  Army  Corps,  can  be  justly  held  to 
Apply  to  or  to  be  merited  by  said  Captain  Leonhaeuser  as  colo- 
nel of  said  regiment  of  volunteers,  having  considered  the 
evidence  in  connection  with  the  case,  has  reported  its  finding 
and  opinion  as  hereinafter  stated. 

Finding. 

The  evidence  shows  that  on  February  4  and  5, 1899,  Captain 
JGT.  A.  Leonfihaeuser,  25th  U.  S.  Infantry,  was  colonel  of  the 
15th  Minnesota  Infantry  and  in  command  of  this  regiment 
and  its  camp ;  that  the  regiment  on  these  dates  was  encamx)ed 
in  the  vicinity  of  Augusta,  Georgia,  at  Camp  Mackenzie.    The 
evidence  further  shows  that  late  in  the  afternoon  of  the  4th 
of  February,  1899,  report  was  brought  to  and  spread  in  the 
camp  that  Private  (yConnell,  Company  F,  15th  Minnesota  In- 
fantry, had  been  killed  near  the  city  of  Augusta,  Georgia,  by  a 
citizeii  named  "Brown  Hadley" ;  that  the  men  of  the  regiment 
were  grfeatly  excited  by  the  report ;  that  they  gathered  together 
in  conAderable  numbers  with  the  impulse  to  leave  the  ccunp 
.and  seize  the  alleged  murderer  of  their  comrade :  that  the  con- 


duct  and  spirit  of  the  men  was  tnrbnlent  and  snch  as  to 
threaten  grave  disorder;  that  the  disorderly  spirit  on  the  part 
of  the  men  yielded,  however,  to  the  authority  and  expostnla- 
tions  of  their  officers  and  the  camp  finally  becamQ  quiet,  the 
men  retiring  to  their  quarters;  that  the  number  of  sentinels 
on  post  was  increased  without,  however,  increasing  the  guard, 
and  check  roU-calls  were  held  which  showed  only  four  men 
absent  from  camp ;  that  the  comi>any  commanders  and  other 
officers  reported  to  Colonel  Leonfuietteer  that  everything  was 
quiet  and  there  was  no  probability  of  further  trouble  that 
night ;  that  on  the  following  morning,  the  camp  being  quiet 
and  apparently  in  its  normal  condition,  Ck>lonel  Leonfuieuser 
went  to  the  headquarters  of  the  division  commander,  General 
8.  8.  Sumner:  that  he  did  so  in  obedience  to  orders  of  the  di* 
vidion  commander  given  in  person  at  the  camp  to  an  officer  of 
the  I5th  Minnesota  on  the  afternoon  of  the  4th  of  February 
during  the  temporary  absence  of  the  colonel;  that  while  Colo- 
nel Leonhaeiuter  was    at  division  headquarters  the  camp 
was  duly  under  command  of  Major  Hand,  the  lieutenant 
colonel  being  absent;  that  during  the  absence  of  Colonel 
Leonkaeitser  there  was  a  mutinous  outbreak,  having  for  its 
object  the  seizure  of  ball-cartridges  stored  in  the  building^ 
known  as  the  commissary  storehouse;  that  a  body  of  men 
belonging  to  the  regiment  placed  themselves,  in  defiance  of 
military  authority,  under  the  command  of  several  enlisted 
men,  who  acted  as  ringleaders  in  the  mutiny;  that  in  obedi- 
ence to  the  order  and  influenced  by  the  example  of  these  ring- 
leaders and  in  defiance  and  contempt  of  the  orders  and  expos- 
tulations of  the  officers  present,  they  broke  into  the  storehouse 
and  supplied  themselves  with  ball-cartridges;  that  in  doini^  so 
they  forcibly  thrust  aside  the  officers  who  were  present,  "wlioni 
in  several  instances  they  struck  and  otherwise  maltreated; 
that  a  body  of  the  men,  many  of  whom  were  armed  and  sup- 
plied with  ball-cartridges,  then  proceeded  to  leave  camp  for 
the  purpose  of  going  to  Augusta  to  get  i)osseseion  of  tbe  per- 
son of  one '  'Hadley"  aforementioned ;  that  while  the  distarbance 
was  in  progress  at  the  storehouse  Colonel  Leonhaeiiaer  vras 
notified  by  telephone  from  his  camp  of  the  condition  of  mutiny 
existing;  that  he  proceeded  at  once  to  his  own  camp,  being 
afoot  and  unarmed,  and  met  the  mutineers  as  they  were  about 
leaving  camp ;  that  he  addressed  them,  ordering  them  back  to

camp  and  advising  them  of  the  enormity  of  their  offense  and 
the  serious  oonsequenoes  they  were  likely  to  bring  ux>on  them- 
selres ;  that  about  two-thirds  of  the  men  obeyed  his  commands 
and  retnmed  to  camp ;  that  while  the  colonel  was  addressing 
the  men  one  of  the  mutineers  was  engaged  in  distributing  ball- 
cartridges  to  his  fellow-mutineers ;  that  Colonel  Leorihaeuaer, 
finding  his  authority  defied  by  the  remaining  men,  about  sev- 
enty (70)  in  number,  immediately  had  call  to  quarters  sounded 
and  ordered  out  and  disi>atched  two  companies  supplied  with 
ball-cartridges  to  stop  the  mutineers  and  arrest  them ;  that  in 
the  meantime  notification  was  sent  by  the  adjutant  of  the 
regiment  to  division  headqaarters  of  the  state  of  affairs  at 
the  camp ;  that  an  officer  of  the  16th  Minnesota  also  rode  to 
the  camp  of  the  8d  U.  S.  Cavalry  with  an  appeal  for  assistance 
from  the  lieutenant  colonel,  who  had  returned  to  camp  dur- 
ing the  disturbance ;  that  in  response  to  these  notifications  and 
appeals  several  regiments  were  ordered  under  arms,  and  three 
troops  of  the  8d  U.  S.  Cavalry  were  sent  to  intercept  the  mu- 
tineers, whom  they  arrested  about  a  mile  from  camp;  that 
with  the  surrender  of  these  men  the  mutiny  ended,  and  that 
until  the  two  comxtfmies  were  dispatched  in  pursuit  of  the 
mutuieers  by  Colonel  LeonhaeiLser  no  serious  or  concerted 
f  otxaLble  measures  were  taken  or  attempted  by  the  officers  of 
the  10th  Minnesota  Infantry  to  prevent  the  mutineers  from 
seizixi^  the  ammunition  or  leaving  camp. 

Opinion, 

The  court  is  of  the  opinion  that  Captain  H.  A.  Leonhaeuser, 
25th  U.  S.  Infantry  (late  colonel,  15th  Minnesota  Volunteer 
Infantry),  was  justified  in  assuming  on  the  night  of  February 
4,  1899,  that  there  was  no  danger  of  further  trouble,  the  full 
gravity  of  certain  occurrences  not  having  been  reported  to- 
him  by  officers  having  knowledge  of  the  same  and  the  camp 
having  quieted  down;  that  on  the  following  morning  (Febru- 
ary 5tb) ,  the  camp  being  quiet,  he  was  not  only  justified  in  going 
to  division  headquarters,  but  that  it  was  his  duty  to  do  so,  in 
obedience  to  the  orders  of  his  division  commander;  that  he 
was  justified,  under  the  circumstances,  in  going  afoot  and  un- 
armed;   that  when  he  encountered  the  mutineers  he  made 
every  efi^ort  i)ossible,  under  the  circumstances,  to  suppress  the 
matiiiy#  except  that  he  failed  to  put  the  loyalty  of  the  men  to^ 


U  t«st  by  orilering  tbem  to  arreet  the  ringleader,  who 
ged  in  diKtiibntmg  cartridgee,  and  that  the  meaanwa 
ntly  taken  liy  him  were  energetic  and  jadJciooB.  The

FATiaUE  AND  STRAW  HATS. 

46.  All  enlisted  men.— Of  drab  colored  felt,  with  worsted 
hat  cords  conforming  in  color  to  arm  of  service,  with  letter 
of  troop  or  company  and  number  of  regiment  in  front,  and  in 
the  case  of  Engineer  troops  with  the  letter  of  company  only, 
according  to  x>attems  in  the  office  of  the  Quartermaster  General . 
to  be  worn  in  the  field  and  in  garrison  only  on  fatigue  and 
stable  duty,  at  target  practice,  and  when  the  rubber  poncho  is 
worn ;  the  color  to  be  uniform  for  both  officers  and  enlisted 
men  in  each  troop,  battery,  or  company. 

The  wearing  of  these  hats  in  any  other  than  their  original 
shape  is  prohibited. 

Daring  the  warm  season  department  commanders  may  au- 
thorize an  inexpensive  straw  hat  of  such  pattern  as  they  may 
prescribe  to  be  worn  by  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  their  com- 
mands on  fatigue  and  stable  duty,  at  target  practice,  and  when 
not  on  duty. 

BAND  UNIFORMS. 

M.  Bands  will  wear  the  general  uniform  of  their  regiments. 

Commanding  officers  may  upon  appropriations  made  by  the 

conncils  of  administration  add  such  ornaments  as  they  deem 

proper.

Executive  Mansion,  July  15, 1899. 
The  following  telegram  received  from  the  Major  Qeneral  commanding 
the  Division  of  Cuba,  viz: 

It  is  necessary  that  the  Captain  of  the  Port  of  Havana  be  under  the 
orders  of  the  Military  Governor  of  Cuba  and  that  the  commandant  of  the 
Qsval  station  make  reports  in  sanitary  matters  to  the  proper  authorities- 
appears  to  render  it  expedient  that  certain  orders  changing  the  organi- 
zation of  the  government  in  Cuba  should  be  issued,  and  it  is  therefore 
hereby  directed  that  the  Captain  of  the  Port  of  Havana  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Military  Governor  of  Cuba  and  be  subject  to  his  orders,  the  naval 
officer  now  performing  the  duty  of  Captain  of  the  Port  to  be  relieved 
when  such  appointment  shall  be  made.    The  building  in  which  the  offices 
and  quarters  of  the  Captain  of  the  Port  are  situated  shall  be  turned  over 
to  said  Governor.    The  Military  Governor  being  chief  executive  of  the 
island,  and  as  such  the  representative  of  the  President,  the  commandant 
of  the  njtval  station  will  report  to  him  in  sanitary  and  other  matters  ap- 
pertaining to  the  government  of  the  island,  excepting  that  this  shall  not 
affect  the  naval  commandant^s  direct  responsibility  to  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment in  naval  matters  or  in  reference  to  the  disposition  of  quarters  and 
the  internal  administration  of  the  naval  station.

^OT  the  diet  of  enlisted  men  while  undergoing  hos]iital  treat- 
ment under  their  charge  at  the  rate  of  not  exceeding  forty 
<-^nt8  per  man  per  day  for  the  period  each  is  undergoing 
treatment.  This  allowance  can  not  be  drawn  for  any  imtient 
for  whom  the  medical  officer  has  drawn  a  ration. 

Medical  officers  will  call  upon  the  subsistence  officer  from 
whom  rations  are  drawn  for  their  hospital  for  such  articles 
of  diet  as  in  their  discretion  may  be  required  for  patients  too 
sick  to  use  the  ration,  being  careful  on  their  calls  not  to  ex- 
f^  the  allowance  of  forty  cents  \yer  day  per  man ;  all  pur- 
chases to  be  made  by  officers  of  the  Subsistence  Department. 
Savings  will  be  allowed  as  heretofore  on  the  rations  drawn 
for  meinljers  of  the  Hospital  Corps  and  patients  who  do  not 
require  the  8i)ecial  diet.     Rations  can  not  be  drawn  for  patients 
for  whom  the  medical  officer  has  made  requisition  for  aiiieles 
of  a  sj^ecial  diet. 

There  will  be  rendered  monthly  by  medical  officers  con- 
w-rned  to  the  subsistence  officers  who  make  the  issues  and 
purchases  tabular  statements  (Form  No.  69.

Bills  of  lading  and  transportation  requests  for  service  over  the 
bond-aided  roads  will  be  issned  separately,  and  not  include  ser- 
vice beyond  the  termini  of  such  bond-aided  roads.  Separate 
requests  will  be  issued  for  service  over  the  Sioux  City  and  Pacific, 
Central  Pacific,  and  Central  Branch  Union  Pacific  railroads 
respectively. 

Transportation  should  be  provided  to  ultimate  destination  on 
through  requests  and  bills  of  lading,  where  practicable.     But 
the  issue  of  separate  bills  of  lading  or  transportation  requests 
for  through  journey  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department  is  to  be 
understood  as  being  distinctly,  and  only,  for  the  convenience  of 
the  railroad  companies  in  the  settlement  of  their  accounts,  and 
will  in  no  case  commit  the  United  States  to  payment  of  local 
rates  for  any  portion  of  through  transportation.    The  points  of 
original  departure  and  ultimate  destination  should  be  clearly 
stated  on  all  bills  of  lading  and  transportation  requests,  in  ordex 
to  facilitate  settlements  on  the  basis  of  the  division,  among  the 
roads  interested,  of  the  through  limited  rate  for  the  entire  jour- 
ney.   As  a  rule,  but  one  transportation  request  or  bill  of  lading 
is  required  for  through  travel  east  of  Ogden,  Utah,  or  Portland* 
Oregon. 

The  Quartermaster  General  is  charged,  under  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  with  the  general  supervision  of  all  matters 
pertaining  to  service  for  the  Quartermaster  s  Department  over 
the  land-grant  and  bond-aided  railroads  and  accounts  therefor. 

As  an  aid  to  a  clear  and  convenient  understanding^  of  the 
routes,  termini,  etc.,  of  the  several  railroads  to  which  this  order 
refers,  and  as  a  matter  of  ready  reference,  when  the  use  of  these 
roads  is  involved  in  the  issue  of  transportation,  a  map  of  the 
land-grant  and  bond-aided  roads  is  published  herewith.

Morgan  City,  La.,  to  New  Orleans,  La.,  en  route  from  Oalveston, 
Texas,  to  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  Norfolk,  Va. 

^e  amofint  deducted  was  $54.  (M),  being  50  per  cent  of  the 
^^i^eed  price  of  transportation  pertaining  to  the  portion  of  the 
^Qto  bet^reen  Morgan  City  and  New  Orleans,  the  deduction 
^)?nig  made  upon  the  supposition  that  the  railroad  between  said 
I^ts  orer  which  the  men  were  transported  had  been  aided  in 
iu  cons  traction  by  a  grant  of  public  lands,  and  that  the  company 
*tt,  therefore,  entitled  to  only  50  per  cent  of  the  earnings  accru- 
ing to  that  portion  of  its  line  for  such  transportation.  The 
<^>n>pany  appeals  from  that  ix>rtion  of  the  settlement  making  the 
Inaction,  and  claims  that  the  rof^  in  question  is  not  a  land- 
P«Dt  road. 

Bf  act  Cft  Congress  approved  June  8,  1856  (11  Stat.,  18),  there 
vas  granted  to  the  State  of  Louisiana  lands  to  aid  in  the  con- 
tnietion  of  certain  railroads  in  said  State  contiguous  to  said 
3»b  when  constructed,  among  which  was  a  railroad  from  New 
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Orleans  by  OpeloiiBas  to  the  State  line  of  Texas.    By  section  3  of 
said  act  it  was  provided  that — 

The  said  railroads  shall  be  and  remain  a  public  highway  for 
the  use  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  free  from  toll 
or  other  charge,  upon  the  transportation  of  any  property  or 
troops  of  the  tfnited  Stateis. 

In  pursuance  of  said  grant,  and  in  accordance  with  its  pnm- 
sions,  the  State  of  Louisiana,  by  act  of  March  15,  1857  (Session 
Laws  of  1857,  p.  124),  granted  lands  to  the  New  Orleans,  Opeloa- 
sas  and  Great  Western  Railroad  Company  for  the  construction 
of  a  line  of  railroad  from  New  Orleans  by  Opelousas  to  the  Texas 
line.    The  railroad  not  having  been  completed  within  the  time 
prescribed  by  the  act  of  Congress  making  the  grant  to  the  State. 
Congress,  by  act  of  July  14,  1870  (15  Stat,  277),  declared  all  the> 
land  so  granted  and  remaining  unsold  forfeited  to  the  United 
States,  and  thereafter  the  governor  of  Louisiana  by  quit-claim 
deed  released  to  the  United  States,  on  behalf  of  the  State,  all  of 
the  lands  granted  to  the  said  New  Orleans,  Opelousas  and  Great 
Western  Eailroad  Company,  none  of  which  lands  had  thereto- 
fore been  disposed  of  either  by  the  State  or  by  said  comi>any  to 
whom  they  were  granted  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  roaA. 
The  railroad  from  New  Orleans  to  Morgan  City,  La.,. over  ^ivhich 
these  men  were  transported,  is  a  x>ortion  of  the  line  whicli  vrB& 
to  be  constructed  in  pursuance  of  said  grant. 

In  the  case  of  Morgan's  Louisiana  and  Texas  Railro^  and 
Steamship  Company  v.  The  United  States,  decided  by  the  Court 
of  Claims  June  16,  1898,  it  was  held  that  the  railroad  from  New] 
Orleans  to  Morgan  City,  La.,  was  not  aided  in  its  con3tmctioi{ 
by  the  land  so  granted,  and  is  not.  therefore,  a  land-aided  road* 
The  company  claims  that  the  Auditor  erred  in  considering  th\ 
portion  of  the  line  a  land-grant  road,  and  relied  upon  the  decisio: 
of  the  Court  of  Claims  in  the  case  above  mentioned. 

It  is  not  shown  when  that  x>ortion  of  the  road  from,  ^e 
Orleans  to  Morgan  City,  which  is  a  part  of  the  line  contemplat 
by  the  grant  from  New  Orleans  to  the  Texas  State  line. 
completed,  but  it  is  evident  that  the  entire  line  was  not  co 
pleted  when  the  forfeiture  was  declared,  and  I  am  of  opin.i 
that,  under  the  circumstances,  this  portion  of  railroad  o&^n  not 
considered  as  a  land-grant  road,  and  that  it  is  not  subject  to  tl 
conditions  imposed  by  the  act  of  June  8,  1856,  granting  to  t 
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State  of  LontriaTift  lands  intended  to  aid  in  the  constmction  of 
^h  a  railroad,  nor  to  the  conditions  imposed  npon  railroads 
uded  in  constmction  by  grants  of  public  lands. 
The  decision  of  the  Conrt  of  Claims  is  decisiye  of  the  questions 
iavolved  in  this  apx)eal,  and  will  be  followed  in  this  revision. 
'^e  action  of  the  Auditor  on  this  item  is  reversed,  and  the 
^otmt  deducted  on  account  of  transportation  over  the  railroad 
^  Morgan  City  to  New  Orleans,  on  the  theory  that  the  same 
^as  a  land-grant  road,  will  now  be  allowed.

Quartermaster  General,  a  letter  addressed  to  you  by  the  presiden 
of  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad  in  regard  to  the  deducti<>ni 
made  by  the  War  Department  in  settling  accounts  for  transix^r 
tation  over  that  road  on  account  of  the  land -grant  portion  of  tb^ 
same.  As  the  question  raised  by  him  involves  payments  to  2h 
made,  it  is  submitted  to  me  for  an  opinion. 

The  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad  is  one  of  what  are  known  as  the 
"land-grant"  roads,  %,  e.,  roads  which  have  been  aided  by  grants

'i  pablic  lands  made  to  tiiem  by  CoagreBB  on  certain  conditions. 
It  extends  from  Mobile,  Ala.,  to  Cairo,  III.,  a  distance  of  abont 
Smiles.  In  settling  acoonnts  with  this  road  for  the  transpor- 
titfon  of  troops  and  supplies  the  War  Department  has  treated 
^evtioie  road  as  land-grant,  and  has  withheld  payment  of  50 
per  centnm  of  tariff  rates  nnder  restrictions  imposed  by  law. 
To  this  method  of  settlement  the  president  of  the  road  objects,. 
cWming  that  the  land-grant  portion  of  the  road  has  been  errone-

The  act  of  June  14,  1874  (18  Stat.,  74),  contained  the  following 
provision : 

That  no  part  of  the  money  appropriated  by  this  act  shall  be 
paid  to  any  railroad  company  for  the  transportation  of  any  prop- 
erty or  troops  of  the  United  States  over  any  railroad  which,  m 
whole  or  in  part,  was  constructed  by  the  aid  of  a  grant  of  pnblic 
land  on  the  condition  that  such  railroad  should  be  a  pnblic  high- 
way for  the  use  of  the  €k>vemment  of  the  United  States,  free 
from  toll  or  other  charge,  or  upon  any  other  conditioxis  for  the 
use  of  such  road. 

The  act  of  March  8,  1875  (id.,  458),  made  this  legislation  per 
manent,  and  contained  this  additional  clause:

See,  also,  the  act  of  August  5, 1882  (22  Stat.,  261),  the  provisions 
cf  which  it  is  assumed  this  road  has  accepted. 

Many  of  the  decisions  above  referred  to  involved  questions 
arising  from  the  carrying  of  the  mails  and  not  the  transportation 
of  troops  and  property,  but  they  were  uniform  in  holding  that 
the  law  gave  the  free  use  of  the  road  as  a  highway,  but  not  of 
their  services  as  carriers.  Since  the  p&ssage  of  the  act  of  March 
Z,  1879,  supra,  settlements  have  been  made  with  these  roads,  ex- 
cept for  the  carrying  of  the  mails,  which  is  governed  by  a  special 
act,  on  the  basis  of  50  per  cent  of  tariff  rates. 

In  none  of  the  cases  before  the  courts,  however,  did  the  precise 
question  raised  by  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Bailroad  come  up  for 
decision. 

Meanwhile,  on  November  14, 1872,  the  War  Department  issued 
general  orders  governing  the  transportation  of  troops,  military 
stores  and  material,  in  which  was  published  a  table  of  the  land- 
grant  railroads,  showing  the  termini  of  their  land-grant  portions. 
Subsequent  orders  of  the  same  kind  have  from  time  to  time  been 
promulgated,  and  for  years  the  land -grant  portion  of  the  Mobile 
and  Ohio  Bailroad  has  been  therein  fixed  as  extending  from 
Mobile,  Ala.,  to  Cairo,  111.,  a  distance  of  498  miles,  or  practically 
the  whole  length  of  the  road  constructed  under  the  grant  made 
in  the  act  of  September  20,  1850,  supra. 

This  action  of  the  War  Department,*  in  practically  deciding 
that  the  whole  length  of  the  road,  and  not  merely  that  portion 
in  aid  of  which  lands  had  been  granted,  was  subject  to  the 
land-grant  deduction,  was  based  upon  an  opinion  of  the  Attor- 
ney General,  given  November  21,  1871,  in  response  to  a  request 
from  the  Secretary  of  War  (18  Opin.  A.  G.,  588).  As  that  opin- 
ion, while  general  in  its  application,  refers  directly  to  the  road 
now  under  consideration,  it  is  quoted  in  full : 

Your  letter  of  the  5th  ultimo  presents  this  question :  To  what 
extent  a  railroad,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  which  Congress 
has  donated  portions  of  the  public  domain,  can  be  considered  a 
public  highway  for  the  free  use  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  in  the  transportation  of  its  troops  and  property ; 
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whether  the  whole  road  should  be  so  considered,  or  only  that: 
portion  along  which  the  company  hare  actnally  selected  iaiid& 

The  question  now  arises  tinder  the  act  of  September  dO,  1650, 
granting  land  in  aid  of  the  constmction  of  a  railroad  frooi 
Chicago  to  Mobile,  which  in  the  seventh  section  provides  that 
"the  said  railroad  and  branches  shall  be  and  remain  apoblic 
highway  for  the  use  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 
free  from  toll  or  other  charj^e  upon  the  transportation  of  any 
property  or  troops  of  the  Umted  States."    (9  Stat.,  467.) 

I  am  of  opinion  that  a  road  which  receives  any  aid  under  snch 
a  grant  becomes  a  public  highway,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
for  its  whole  length.    There  is  nothing  in  the  language  of  the 
act  to  confine  the  character  of  a  public  highway  to  that  x>ortion 
of  the  road  along  which  the  granted  lands  may  happen  to  lie. 
The  law  does  not  require  that  the  proceeds  of  the  lands  shall  be 
X)articularly  applied  to  the  construction  of  the  adjacent  xMirts  of 
the  road.    JBut  they  go  into  the  general  funds  of  the  roads,  and 
are  applied  indiscriminately  to  the  whole  work    The  road  is  a 
unit,  and  any  aid  to  it,  by  ^:rant,  subjects  the  whole  of  it  to  the 
condition  which  accompames  the  grant. 

Under  an^  other  rule  it  might  happen  that  a  road  would  be 
broken  up  mto  short  and  irregular  oivisions,  alternately  open 
and  closed  to  the  free  use  of  the  Gk)vemment ;  and  nothing  could 
be  more  useless  than  a  right  to  transportation  subject  to  such 
interruptions. 

W  here  there  is  no  essential  variation  in  the  terms  of  the  grant 
from  the  provision  above  quoted,  the  rule  which  I  have  here 
given  is  applicable.  And  this  answers,  with  as  much  explicit- 
ness  as  is  possible  in  so  general  a  statement,  your  request  for  a 
rule  which  shall  enable  your  Department  properly  to  fix  the  ter- 
mini of  the  old  land-^n^nt  roads  or  land -grant  portions  of  roads 
subject  to  the  conditions  of  free  use  for  teansportation. 

The  Mobile  and  Ohio  Jtailroad,  by  its  president,  no^w  aeks  the 
Secretary  of  War  to  change  this  long-continued  practice  and  t<> 
make  payments  for  transportation  based  upon  a  division  of  the 
road  into  land-grant  and  nonland-g^rant  x>ortions,  basing  its  claim 
on  recent  decisions  of  the  Ck)urt  of  Claims. 

The  cases  referred  to  are  those  of  the  Mobile  and  OUo  Hail 
road  Company  v.  The  United  States,  decided  February  24,  1896. 
and  March  28,  1898  (31  C.  Cls.  R.,  468,  and  88  id.,  517).  In  boll 
cases  judgment  was  given  in  favor  of  the  claimant.  Tlie  f omiei 
was  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  appeal  ^wasa  dis 
missed ;  the  latter  was  not  appealed.  The  cases  ax^  Kimii^y  n 
every  respect,  except  in  the  time  of  service,  and  it  is  only  nece^ 
sary  to  consider  the  former. 
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This  was  a  suit  by  the  railroad  company  to  recover  20  per  cent 
'f  the  contract  price  for  carrying  the  mails,  which  had  been  re- 
tained by  the  Post  Office  Department  for  that  part  of  the  road 
Iving  in  the  States  of  Tennessee  and  Kentucky  which  had  not 
received  any  aid  in  public  lands.  No  claim  was  made  for  the 
'deduction  for  that  part  of  the  road  lying  in  the  States  of  Ala- 
bama and  Mississippi  which  had  received  such  aid. 

The  postal  appropriation  act  of  July  12.  1876  (19  Stat,  78), 
prorided  in  section  13 — 

That  railroad  companies  whose  railroad  was  couHtructed  in 
whole  or  in  nart  by  a  land  grant  made  by  Congress  on  the  con- 
iition  that  tne  mails  should  be  transported  over  their  road  at 
sTich  price  as  Congress  should  by  law  direct  shall  receive  only 
j'ighty  per  centum  of  the  compensation  authorized  by  this  act. 

In  construing  this  and  similar  sections,  the  Postmaster  General, 
fcrmany  years,  held  that  it  required  that  the  reduced  rate  should 
be  paid  for  carrying  the  mails  only  upon  that  part  of  the  road 
^Mch  had  been  aided  by  the  land  grant,  and  that  the  full  rate 
^owed  to  other  roads  should  be  paid  on  the  other  portion  of  the 
road.  Beginning  July  1,  1886,  the  construction  was  reversed, 
^<1  pa3rment  at  the  reduced  rate  was  made  over  the  whole  line 
•>f  the  road.  Upon  this  state  of  facts  the  Court  of  Claims  gave 
judgment  for  the  road  for  the  amount  withheld. 

In  this  case,  as  in  the  subsequent  one,  no  opinion  was  delivered 
by  the  court.  The  finding  of  facts,  so  far  as  regards  the  ques- 
tion of  mileage  in  relation  to  the  grant  of  lands,  is  as  follows : 

,  The  distance  of  mileage  of  the  claimant's  road  through  the 
States  of  Tennessee  and  Kentucky  is  119.90  miles  in  the  State  of 
Tennessee  and  41.20  miles  in  Kentucky,  aggregating  16 1.10  miles, 
aU  of  which  road  was  built  by  the  claimant  without  aid  from 
the  United  States,  except  that,  under  the  act  of  1850,  land  upon 
the  basis  of  the  mileage  of  its  road  in  Alabama  and  Mississippi 
*a^  granted  to  said  States,  and  by  said  States  transferred  to  the 
claimant.  No  land  was  received  by  the  claimant  based  upon 
Viy  of  the  161.10  miles  of  its  road  in  Tennessee  and  Kentucky. 

This  finding,  in  connection  with  the  judgment,  might  be  taken 
^  a  pretty  clear  settlement  of  the  point  at  issue,  but,  fortunately, 
H!  are  not  compelled  to  rely  upon  these  cases  alone  for  a  deter- 
(^ination  of  the  question  of  land-grant  and  nonland -grant  mile^ 
f^.  A  precisely  similar  case  was  before  the  Court  of  Claims  in 
^,  in  tlie  suit  of  the  Alabama  Great  Southern  Railroad  v.  The 
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United  States  (25  C.  Cls.  B.,  80).  Judgment  was  siniilaarl^r  | 
for  the  claimant  of  the  amount  deducted  by  the  Post 
Department  for  carrying  the  mails  over  that  portion  of  tli« 
which  had  not  received  any  grant  of  lands.  In  thafc  g&s€ 
court  went  into  the  question  at  issue  and  delivered  ax&  opxi 
From  the  syllabus  of  the  case  I  quote  as  follows: 

The  land-grant  acts,  8d  June,  1856, 11th  August,  1856  (11 
L.,  pp.  17,  80),  provide  that  *'the  mail  shall  be  transpon-te^ 
said  roads  at  such  price  as  Con^rreas  may  by  law  direct. "  B 
grant  to  Alabama  "to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  fbllo 
roads  in  said  State  "  can  not  be  construed  to  extend  tlie  co 
tions  of  the  grant  to  an  xmaided  x>ortion  of  the  road  in  ano 
State. 

A  continuous  line  of  road  made  up  of  land-grant  and  n 
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land-grant  portions,  though  owned  and  operated  by  one 
pany,  is,  nevertheless,  when  considered  as 
distmct  roads  operated  by  different  parties. 

It  may  be  remarked  that  the  counsel  for  the  United  States. 
defending  the  case  before  the  court,  relied  strongly  on  the 
cision  of  the  Attorney  General  heretofore  quoted. 

This  case  was  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  decisij 
of  the  lower  court  was  afilrmed  (148  U.  S.,  615).  In  their  oj> 
ion  the  court  said : 

As  it  is  admitted  that  the  construction  of  so  much  of  this  ro 
as  lay  within  the  States  of  Alabama  and  Mississippi,  amour 
ing  to  263.85  miles,  was  aided  by  the  proceeds  of  lands  graiit< 
by  the  acts  of  Congress  of  June  3,  1856  (11  Stat,  17),  and  Augu 
11,  1856  (11  Stat.,  30),  and  the  residue  of  such  road  lying  withi 
the  States  of  Tennessee  and  Georgia,  amounting  to*  81.6  mile 
was  constructed  without  such  aid,  the  question  is  presenf*^ 
whether  the  Government  is  entitled  to  the  transportation  of  th 
mail  over  the  whole  of  such  road  at  80  per  cent  of  the  compel 
sation  provided  for  roads  which  have  received  no  aid  from  Col 
gress,  or  whether  such  percentage  applies  only  to  so  much  of  th 
road  as  lies  within  the  States  of  Alabama  and  Mississippi 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  question  at  issue  wa 
the  same  afterwards  raised  in  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  cases.  Th( 
court  then  said : 

The  difficulty  arises  from  the  fact  that  by  section  13,  aboT« 
quoted,  all  roads  *' constructed  in  whole  or  in  part"  bv  Con- 

fressional  land-grants  are  bound  to  carrv  at  the  reduced  rates, 
hese  words,  however,  are  susceptible  o(  several  constructions.

"^  ^ogve  in  the  War  Department,  but  the  directness  with  which 
■ie  main  point  is  disposed  of  by  the  decision,  namely,  that  the 
^lier  practice  of  the  Post  Office  Department  was  right,  and 
J^tthe  latter  practice,  still  continued  by  the  War  Department, 
^  ^^tong,  forces  me  to  consider  the  interpretation  of  the  court 
''^ 'disposing  of  this  case,  and  not  that  of  any  executive  depart-

^have  thought  it  necessary  to  discuss  this  question  at  consid-

^i^roads.  After  careful  consideration,  I  can  reach  no  other  con- 
'^^•aon.  in  view  of  the  decisions  above  quoted,  than  that  no

^  of  Tennessee  and  Kentucky  is  subject  to  the  land-grant 
ft^Dction  required  by  existing  law.

are  published  to  the  Army  for  the  information  and  guidance 
of  all  concerned: 

1.  Di.s]>Htches  will  be  sent  in  the  following  order  of  priority, 
due  regard  l)eing  had  to  the  im])ortiin(^e  of  messjigt^s  in  the 
.same  class : 

First.  Those  relating  to  the  movement  or  administration  of 
the  army  in  the  field,  and  of  the  Navy. 

Sec4jnd.  Other  messages  relating  to  the  Army,  to  the  Navy, 
and  t4)  governmental  departments  or  bureaus  of  the  United 
States. 

Third.  Messages  of  state,  territorial,  or  other  civil  officials, 
relating  to  public  business. 

Fourth.  Messages  l)etween  diplomatic  agents  of  neutral 
governments. 

Fifth.  Press  messages. 

Sixth.  Miscellaneous  business,  those  relating  to  death  or 
8*;riou8  illness  having  priority. 

2.  Dispatches  containing  matter  deemed  to  be  injurious  to 
the  interests  of  the  Army  must  l)e  submitted  to  the  command- 
ing ijeneral  of  the  army  in  the  field  for  his  orders  relative  to 
their  transmission. 

3.  Officers  and  soldiers  are  strictly  prohibited  from  C4»m- 
mufiiciiting,  except  to  commanding  offit^ers  or  under  special 
authorization  from  proi)er  military  authority,  information  by 
t**legraph  relative  t^)  numbers,  movements,  or  oi)erations  of 
tr<x)i>s,  or  details  regarding  fortifications,  armaments,  or  ex- 
Iierinients  made  in  connection  with  military  matters.  Neither 
shall  they  be  iiermitted  to  file  dispatches  containing  opinions 
un  military  oi)erations  or  other  military  matters  relating  to 
any  l>»rt  of  the  army  or  command  with  wliich  tluiy  anj 
Herving. 


4.  Personal  and  press  messages  may,  under  conditions  not 
interfering  with  military  business,  be  transmitted  free  over 
field  military  telegraph  lines  that  are  closed  to  the  general 
public. 

5.  The  use  of  any  cipher  is  forbidden,  except  in  communi- 
cation to  and  from  eonmianding  officers  and  their  superiors, 
or  in  cases  of  civic  officers  si)ecially  authorized.  Personal  and 
press  cfxtea,  however,  may  be  utilized  for  the  economical 
transmussion  of  dispatches  upon  filing  a  copy  of  the  code  with 
the  central  office  and  under  such  other  regulations  as  may  be 
fonuulatM  by  the  general  commanding  an  annj'  in  the  field. 

r>.  The  chief  sigTial  officer  of  an  army  oijerating  in  the  field, 
or  of  a  districjt  undi?r  military  control,  in  carrying  out  his 
gJMieral  instruittitins  >vill  foniuilate  lUHiessjiry  regulations  for 
the  management  and  ojieraticm  of  military  telegraph  lines 
under  his  c<  »ntrol.  General  rules  should  lie  reduced  to  writing. 
Ik*  clearly  defined,  and  imi)artially  enforced. 

4 .  Messjiges  relating  to  military  operations  will  l)e  received 
and  transmitted  over  the  flying  telegraph  lines  when  filed  by 
a  (•orresiK)ndent  in  the  field  who  is  furnished  with  a  >^Titteii 
IK^rmit  to  serve  in  such  caiMudty. 

8.  Pr(*ss  mcissages  when  filed  on  military  flying  telegraph 
lines  will  l)e  transmitted  in  the  order  of  filing,  but  no  corre- 
siK)nd(*nt  will  l)e  allowed  to  monoi)olize  the  line.

mander on  their  fii-st  pay  vouchers  while  on  such  duty — the 
certificate  being  cited  by  the  officers  on  their  subsequent 
vouchers.  Officers  ceasing  to  draw  mounted  pay  will  file  with 
the  last  pay  voucher  a  copy  of  the  order  relieving  them  from 
duty  which  required  them  to  be  mounted.  Acting  judge  ad- 
vocates of  military  departments,  duly  detailed,  are  entitled 
i^hUe  so  serving  to  the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  captains 
of  cavalry.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  under  section  16  of 
the  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  for  increasing  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  Army  of  the  United  States  and  for  other  pur- 
poses,"  approved  March  2,  1899,  the  following  system  of  rules 
under  which  enlisted  men  of  the  Army  may  make  allotments 
of  their  pay  is  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of 
all  concerned : 

1.  Every  soldier  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  absent 
on  distant  duty,  shall  be  allowed  to  allot  such  portion  of  his 
pay  as  he  may  desire  for  the  support  of  his  family  or  relatives, 
for  his  own  savings,  or  for  any  other  purpose. 

2.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  receipt  of  an  order  for  dis- 
tant duty  the  commanding  officers  of  troops,  batteries,  com- 
panies, bands,  noncommissioned  staff,   signal  and  hospital 
corps,  or  any  other  detachments  affected  by  this  order,  shall 
report  to  the  Paymaster  General,  United  States  Army,  on 
prescribed  blanks,  the  names  of  all  men  of  their  organizations 
who  desire  to  make  allotments,  and  thereafter,  on  the  last  day 
r>f  each  month,  said  commanding  officers  shall  report  on  pre- 
ijcribed  blanks  to  the  Paymaster  General,  United  States  Army, 
the  names  of  all  men  of  their  organizations  who,  during  the 
month,  begin  an  allotment  period.     These  reports  shall  be 
forwarded  by  registered  mail,  and  on  their  receipt  the  Pay- 
master General  shall  make  acknowledgment  to  the  respective 
commanding  officers,  stating  the  names  of  grantors  and  the 
amounts  and  periods  of  the  allotments. 

3.  All  allotments  shall  be  executed  in  duplicate  and  wit- 
nessed by  the  respective  commanding  officers  specified  in  par- 
agrraph  2 ;  one  copy  to  be  retained  by  said  commanding  officers 
and  the  other  to  be  forwarded  immediately  to  the  Paymaster 
Greneral,  United  States  Army.  An  allotment  shall  be  made 
payaWe  on  the  last  day  of  each  month  and  for  a  stated  period. 

4.  The  death,  discharge,  or  desertion  of  a  soldier  who  has 
an  allotment  running  will  be  cause  for  stopping  the  same.  In 
case  ot  forfeiture  by  sentence  of  a  court-martial  the  allotment, 
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or  so  much  thereof  as  is  required  to  meet  said  forfeiture,  shall 
be  suspended  during  the  period  of  the  sentence,  and  the  com- 
manding officers  specified  in  paragraph  2  shall  report  in  the 
most  expeditious  manner  to  the  department  or  corps  com- 
mander the  names  of  grantors  whose  allotments  thus  cease  or 
are  suspended,  and  the  department  or  corps  commander  shall 
promptly  telegraph  this  notification  to  the  Paymaster  G^ene^al. 

5.  On  the  last  day  of  each  month  the  commanding  officers 
s^iecified  in  paragraph  2  shall  submit  to  the  Paymaster  Gen- 
eral, on  prescribed  blanks,  a  report  of  allotments,  if  any,  to 
be  discontinued  in  the  month  next  succeeding,  and  such  allot- 
ments as  are  to  be  discontinued  by  the  act  of  the  grantor  or 
by  reason  of  paragraph  10  shall  be  payable  for  one  month 
after  the  date  of  such  report.  Upon  the  receipt  of  this  report 
the  Paymaster  General  shall  at  once  acknowledge  same  to  the 
said  commanding  officers. 

0.  Payment  to  allottees  shall  be  made  by  one  or  more  i»y- 
masters,  to  be  designated  by  the  Paymaster  General,  United 
States  Army. 

7.  In  case  of  the  capture  of  soldiers  who  have  made  allot- 
ments which  may  expire  after  their  capture,  the  monthly 
payments  of  the  same  shall  be  continued  until  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Secretary  of  War. 

8.  In  case  of  the  transfer  of  a  soldier  whose  period  of  allot- 
ment still  continues,  all  the  data  respecting  said  allotments 
shall  be  entered  on  his  descriptive  list,  and  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  troop,  battery,  or  company  from  which  he  is 
transferred  shall  at  once  report  such  transfer  to  the  Pay 
master  General,  United  States  Army. 

0.  The  date,  i>eriod,  and  amount  of  allotment  shall  be  en- 
tered as  a  part  of  the  soldier's  record  in  the  descriptive  book 
and  also  noted  on  each  muster  roll  during  the  period  of  allot- 
ment. The  discontinuance  or  suspension  of  an  allotment 
shall  be  similarly  entered  and  noted. 

10.  When  the  grantor  of  an  allotment  is  soon  entitled  to 
discharge  and  is  so  much  in  debt  to  the  United  States  that  it 
will  require  the  whole  or  a  part  of  his  allotted  i>ay  to  cancel 
his  obligation,  this  allotment  shall  be  terminated  in  the  pre- 
scribed manner. 
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11.  Upon  receiving  information  of  thedeathof  any  person 
to  whom  an  allotineiit  is  x^ByBble  by  bim,  the  paymaster 
properly  designated  to  pay  this  allotment  fhall  at  once  report 
this  fact  to  the  Paymaster  General,  United  States  Army,  who 
shall  forthwith  inform  the  grantor's  immediate  commanding 

12.  When  an  allotment  is  discontinned,  at  the  request  of 
the  person  making  it.  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  for 
which  it  is  granted,  it  shall  not  be  renewed  within  that  term 
except  by  permisaion  of  the  regimental  or  post  commander. 
on  satiafactury  reasons  being  given  for  anch  discontinoance 
and  renewal.

II-.The  regulations  governing  the  recruiting  and  organiza- 
tion of  the.se  regiments  will  be  the  same  as  those  published  in 
(ieneral  Orders,  No.  122,  Headquarters  of  the  Army,  Adjutant 
General's  Office,  July  5,  1899. 

III. -By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  pursuant  to 
Greneral  Orders,  No.  122,  of  1899,  regimental  commanders  may 
order  their  lieutenants,  as  tliey  l)ecome  available,  to  report  to 
recruiting  officers  of  the  ReguLir  Army,  at  stations  nearest 
the  localities  in  which  they  wish  their  lieutenants  to  recruit. 


Regular  recmiting  officers  are  authorized  to  order  volunteer 
offi(*ers  reporting  to  them  as  assistants  to  localities  designated 
by  the  respective  regimental  commanders  and  to  other  points 
where  there  may  be  a  prosi>ect  of  obtaining  desirable  recruits. 
They  wilL  give  such  officers  proper  written  orders  in  advance, 
naming  the  places  to  be  visited,  and  stating  in  each  order  that 
the  travel  enjoined  is  necessary  for  the  public  service.  They 
will  also  fully  instruct  the  volunteer  officers  regarding  their 
duties  as  recruiting  officers,  and  supply  them  with  blanks 
when  necessary.  Regimental  commanders  and  recruiting  offi- 
cers will  promptly  furnish  this  office  with  copies  of  their  orders 
issued  under  this  paragraph. 

All  officers  recruiting  for  volunteers  will,  until  further  or- 
ders, telegraph  the  Adjutant  General  in  the  briefest  terms 
possible  at  the  close  of  each  day  on  which  enlistments  are 
actually  made,  giving  number  of  enlistments  for  each  regiment : 
when  no  enlistments  are  made,  telegraphic  report  is  not  re- 
finired. 

No  i)erson  under  18  years  of  age  will  be  enlisted  or  reen- 
listed,  and  minors  between  the  ages  of  18  and  21  must  not  Ik* 
enlisted  or  reenlisted  without  the*  written  consent  of  father, 
only  sur\'iving  i)arent,  or  legally  appointed  guardian. 

The  attention  of  recruiting  and  examining  officers  is  called 
to  the  i>ositive  instructions  in  General  Orders,  No.  122,  of  1899, 
that  only  such  applicants  as  fully  meet  the  requirements  re- 
garding physical  qualifications  will  be  enlisted,  and  also  to 
paragraph  827,  Army  Regulations,  as  follows: 

827.  Recruiting  officers  will  be  held  to  a  ritad  accountability  for  the 
enlistment  of  men  who  may  be  found  unfitted  for  the  service.  If  a 
recruit,  after  having  lieen  enlisted,  be  rejected,  or  discharged  as  a  minor, 
and  it  appear  that  the  ^nlistmont  was  carelessly  made  or  in  violation  of 
those  regulations,  the  expenses  incurred  in  consequence  of  the  enlist- 
ment may  be  stopped  against  the  pay  of  the  officer  responsible. 

If  medical  examiners  habitually  accept  recinits  who  are 
subseciuently  rejected  at  regimental  rendezvous,  they  will  be 
held  resi>onsible.  Such  delinquents,  if  citizen  physicians  paid 
\)er  capita  for  examining  recruits,  must  no  longer  be  employed 
by  recruiting  officers ;  if  contract  surgeons,  they  must  be  re- 
ported by  recruiting  officers  to  the  Surgeon  General  of  the 
Army  for  annulment  of  contract.

IV.— Boards. 

A  central  board,  composed  of  an  officer  each  of  the  Adjutant 
General's  De])artment  and  the  Inspector  Qeneral's  Dex^artment 
and  an  officer  of  the  line  not  below  the  rank  of  major,  will  be 
convened  at  Washington.  It  will  prepare  sets  of  questions  on 
the  subjects  Bj)ecified  and  note  the  time  to  be  allowedf  or  answ^er- 
ing  each  set.  The  questions  so  prepared  will  be  sent  to  the 
divisional  and  departmental  boards,  and  npon  their  return  will 
be  carefully  examined  and  marked  by  the  central  board.  The 
central  board  will  then  mark  the  candidates  on  their  records, 
basing  its  action  on  the  official  records  of  the  War  Dex^art- 
ment,  reports  of  regimental  or  other  commanders,  letters  and 
papers  submitted  by  the  applicants,  and  all  available  8omt>^ 
of  information  as  to  the  military  and  personal  character  of 


Ill -.No  candidate  will  be  examined  who  is  under  twenty- 
one  or  over  twenty-seven  years  of  age ;  who  is  not  a  citizen 
of  the'United  States ;  who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board,  is 
not  physically  qualified  to  discharge  all  the  duties  of  an  officer 
in  active  service ;  who  has  any  deformity  of  body  or  mental 
infiimity,  or  whose  moral  habits  are  bad. 

IV..The  board  being  satisfied  as  to  these  preliminary  points, 
will  proceed  to  examine  each  candidate  separately — 

1.  In  his  knowledge  of  English  grammar,  and  his  ability 
to  read,  write,  and  spell  with  facility  and  correctness. 

2.  In  his  knowledge  of  arithmetic  and  his  ability  to  apply 
its  rules  to  all  practical  questions ;  in  his  knowledge  of  the 
use  of  logarithms  and  ability  to  apply  them  to  questions  of 
practice ;  in  his  knowledge  of  algebra,  to  include  the  solution 
of  simple  equations,  and  in  his  knowledge  of  geometry,  plane 
trigonometry,  and  the  elements  of  surveying. 

8.  In  his  knowledge  of  geography,  particularly  in  reference 
to  the  northern  continent  of  America. 

4.  In  his  knowledge  of  the  outlines  of  general  history,  and 
particularly  the  history  of  his  own  country. 

5.  In  his  knowledge  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
and  the  organization  of  the  Government  under  it,  and  the  ele- 
ments of  international  law. 

6.  The  board,  ha^'ing  examined  into  the  mental  qualifica- 
tions of  each  candidate  and  his  character  for  sobriety  and 
fidelity,  will  also  inquire  into  his  general  qualifications,  apti- 
tude, and  probable  efficiency  as  an  officer  of  the  Army. 

V— In  awarding  marks  the  board  will  give  to  each  subject 
in  the  examination  the  relative  weight  given  in  the  form  fol- 
lowing below.  The  general  average  of  the  candidate  will  be 
computed  as  follows : 

Mark  each  question  according  to  its  relative  weight,  and 
reduce  the  aggregate  of  marks  thus  obtained  in  each  subject 
to  a  scale  of  100.  The  result  will  give  the  average  of  pro- 
ficiency in  the  subject.  Multiply  the  average  in  each  subject 
by  the  number  Indicating  the  relative  weight  of  the  subject 
and  divide  the  sum  of  the  products  by  the  sum  of  the  relative 
weights,  the  quotient  will  be  the  general  average.  No  can- 
didate will  be  passed  by  the  board  who  shall  not  have  attained 
an  average  of  65  per  cent  in  each  subject  of  examination  and 
a  general  average  of  at  least  70  per  cent.

White  cotton  undershirts,  white  muslin  shirts,  summer  coats  and  trousers,  and 
knit  wool  drawers  will  be  supplied  upon  application  to  the  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ment. They  will  be  charged  at  cost  price,  but  are  not  computed  in  the  eoldier^s 
annual  money  allowance. 

White  brassards,  issued  to  privates  of  the  Hospital  Corps,  will  be  changed  at  cost 
price. 

The  insignia  for  flrst-class  gunners  as  well  as  service  chevrons  (peace  or  war)  are 
issued  without  charge. 

Overcoats  made  of  fur  or  otht^r  suitable  warm  material  will  be  ismed  and  accounted 
for  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  paragraph  1191  of  the  Regulations. 

Chief  musicians  have  the  same  allowance  of  clothing  as  Qnartermwrtor  Sergeants. 
(See  Section  1270  of  the  Revised  Statutes.)

Acting  Hospital  Stewards  and  privates  of  the  Hospital  Corps  have  the  same  allow- 
ance as  a  corporal  of  the  arm  of  service  with  which  on  duty.  (See  Act  of  CongreKs 
approved  March  1,  1887,  and  Circular  No.  14,  H.  Q.  A.,  1899.) 

Indians  employed  as  scouts,  while  in  service,  will  receive  the  pay  and  allowances 
of  Cavalry  soldiers.     (Paragraph  481  of  the  Regulations.) 

The  money  allowauco  for  clothing  for  the  first  year  of  each  enlistment  is  allotted 
by  half  years,  and  the  allowance  for  the  second  and  third  years  enlistment  should  be 
divided  by  two  to  obtain  tlie  semiannual  allowance.  There  is  no  monthly  allow- 
ance.  The  monoy-aJlowance  tables  give  the  daily  proportion,  estimating  366  days 
to  the  year,  which  should  be  used  only  for  fractional  periods  less  than  the  half 
year. 

Each  enlisted  man  is  allowed,  for  the  first  year  of  every  enlistment,  the  sum  of 
five  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  having  his  clothing  altered  and  fitted  to  his  person. 
This  sum  is  included  in  the  first  six  months  of  the  first  year's  allowance  as  published 
in  the  accompanying  tables. 

The  annual  money  allowance  of  band  sergeants  and  band  musicians  (authorized  by 
paragraph  246  of  the  Regulatious)  will  be  the  same  as  that  for  company  sergeants  and 
privates  of  the  respective  anus  from  which  they  are  detailed,  and  such  articles  of 
band  uniforms,  including  music  pouches,  as  do  n\>t  form  part  of  their  annual  cloth- 
ing allowance  to  which  they  are  authorized,  may  be  issued,  but  not  charged  to  them, 
except  in  case  of  loss  or  damage.  The  articles  thus  issued  without  charge  will, 
however,  remain  the  property  of  the  United  States. 

A  soldier  may,  when  necessary,  be  relieved  from  ordinary  military  duty  to  make, 
repair,  or  alter  uniforms.    The  post  council  will  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged,  which 
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will  not  ezoead  the  cost  of  doing  such  work  ftt  the  clothing  depot,  and  compnny 
commmdeii  will  cann  to  be  deducted  fh>m  the  pay  of  enlisted  men  and  turned  orer 
to  the  proper  party  the  amovat  properly  due  therefor.  (Pumgra]^  263  of  the  Regn- 
lationa.) 

Enlisted  men  who,  upon  their  enlistment,  are  ftamiahed  with  OTercoats  having 
diflferent  cape  linings  than  the  arm  of  serrice  to  which  they  are  Anally  assigned, 
will  be  ftimlshed,  without  cost,  with  new  linlagi^  and  the  sum  oCfl  each  for  insert- 
ing said  linings  will  be  defrayed  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department  upon  receipt 
of  estimate  of  fonds. 

In  no  case  should  the  Qnartermsster's  Department  be  put  to  the  expense  of  chang- 
ing any  part  of  the  uniform  by  reason  of  vobudarf  transfer  of  men  ttom  one  arm  of 
the  serrloe  to  another.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  descrip- 
tion of  a  system  adopted  for  the  disposal  of  excreta  in  military 
camps  is  published  for  the  information  of  all  concerned : 

1.  Deecription  of  Trough. — Of  the  following  dimensions: 
Length,  14  feet;  width  at  top,  22  inches;  depth  at  upper  end, 
15  inches,  depth  at  lower  end,  18  inches,  and  parabolic  in 
cross  section.  Material  consists  of  sheets  of  galvanized  iron. 
No.  22,  well  riveted  and  smoothly  soldered  at  joints  and  end. 
The  front  and  rear  sides  of  the  trough  are  given  additional 
strength  by  means  of  an  iron  rod  i  inch  in  diameter,  over 
which  the  edges  are  turned.  The  general  shape  of  the  trough 
is  such  as  to  present  a  curved  surface  throughout,  thus  avoid- 
ing comers  in  which  material  could  collect,  and  to  insure  easy 
emptying  and  cleaning  of  the  trough.  This  trough  is  sup- 
ported by  a  framework  consisting  of  four  pieces  so  cut  out  as 
to  accurately  fit  the  surface  of  the  trough.  The  four  frames 
are  placed  one  at  either  end  of  the  trough  and  the  other  two 
equally  spaced.  These  frames  are  joined  at  the  rear  of  the 
trough  by  two  pieces  1  by  4  inches,  one  of  these  at  the  bottom 
and  the  other  at  the  top  of  the  frame,  the  strips  running  the 
full  length  of  the  trough.  In  front  the  trough  is  completely 
boarded  in  by  1-inch  material.  The  lid  consists  of  two  sec- 
tions, each  7  feet  long,  ana  each  containing  three  and  one- 
half  openings,  thus  providing  seven  openings  for  the  trough. 
This  lid  is  made  of  li-inch  material,  the  several  pieces  of  the 
lid  being  held  together,  front  and  rear,  by  a  batten  1  by  li- 
inches  wide.  Each  section  of  the  lid  is  provided  with  four 
strap  hinges  screwed  at  the  rear.  The  ends  of  the  trough  are 
boxed  in  and  give  support  to  a  board  1  by  12  inches,  rising  to 
a  height  of  28|  inches  in  front  above  the  lid  of  the  trough. 
The  upi)er  edge  of  this  board  is  cut  sloping  8  inches.  These 
end  boards  give  support  to  another  board  14  feet  4  inches  long 
by  12  inches  wide,  and  is  intended  to  prevent  men  from  standing 
upon  the  lid.  This  board  should  also  be  braced  from  the  roof 
of  the  latrine. 


It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  trongh  is  inclosed  by  a  com- 
plete framework  which  is  intended  to  secure  support  while  in 
use  and  safety  during  transportation,  should  the  latter  become 
necessary.  When  placed  in  position  the  height  of  the  upper 
end  of  the  trough  above  the  floor,  including  lid,  should  be 
2<H  inches.  The  rear  margin  of  the  trough  should  be  at  least 
4  inches  from  the  studding  of  the  rear  wall  of  the  building, 
so  as  to  i)ermit  the  raising  of  each  section  of  the  lid. 

The  lid  of  the  trough  is  divided  into  seven  spaces,  each  1 
foot  Hi  inches  in  breadth,  by  1  foot  10  inches  in  depth;  the 
sides  of  the  spaces  being  indicated  by  a  vertical  board  4  inches 
in  height  and  beveled  at  each  end.  Each  space  is  provided 
with  an  opening  so  shaped  as  to  prevent,  as  much  as  possible, 
the  soiling  of  its  edges  by  fecal  matter.  This  opening,  4  by 
8  inches  in  front,  expands  to  a  width  of  8  by  8  inches,  this 
part  having  its  edges  well  beveled,  and  is  then  extended 
backward  to  the  rear  of  the  trough  and  cut  away  as  much  as 
possible  without  weakening  too  much  the  streng^  of  the  lid. 
In  other  words,  both  the  front  and  the  rear  of  the  ordinary 
water-closet  seat  is  largely  cut  away.  This  is  intended  to 
avoid  both  wetting  the  front  of  the  seat  with  urine  and  its 
rear  edges  with  precipitate  diarrhoeal  discharges. 

2.  Description  of  Urinal, — This  consists  of  a  galvanized- 
iron  trough  fastened  to  the  end  and  rear  walls  of  the  latrine 
at  a  height  of  2  feet  6  inches  from  the  floor.  It  measures  8 
feet  in  length  by  8  inches  in  width,  and  has  a  depth  of  4  inches. 
Its  rear  side  is  extended  18  inches  upward,  so  as  to  protect  the 
wall  of  the  latrine  from  any  possible  contamination  with 
urine.  It  has  a  fall  of  5  inches,  and  empties  into  the  upper  end 
of  the  large  trough  by  means  of  a  pipe  2  inches  in  diameter. 

When  ready  for  use  water  should  be  poured  into  the  larger 
trough  until  it  has  a  depth  of  at  least  2  inches  at  the  upx)er 
end.  To  this  is  then  added  \  barrel  of  lime  and  the  two  well 
mixed  with  a  wooden  paddle.  Ldme  should  also  be  freely 
sprinkled  in  the  urinal.  By  this  means  not  only  do  the 
excreta  immediately  fall  into  a  disinfectant  solution,  but  the 
urine  is  also  mixed  with  lime  prior  to  falling  in  the  trough. 
To  better  provide  for  the  disinfection  of  the  excreta,  the 


-worked  by  two  men  and  the  contents  of  the  trough  quickly 
pumped  into  the  tank.  (A  gallon  or  more  of  water  should  be 
placed  in  the  cylinder  of  the  pump  before  the  connections  are 
made.) 

As  soon  as  the  trough  has  been  emptied  the  end  of  the  hose 
should  be  elevated  and  securely  closed  with  one  of  the 
couplings  provided  for  that  purxxMse.  This  length  of  hose 
should  now  be  disconnected  from  the  pump,  its  end  closed 
with  the  coupling,  and  the  end  of  the  pump  also  tightly  closed 
by  a  valve  provided  for  that  purpose.  The  same  steps  should 
be  followed  in  detaching  the  other  length  of  rubber  hose  from 
the  tank.  In  this  way  none  of  the  contents  of  the  pump  or 
hose  are  spilled  on  the  ground.  The  two  lengths  of  hose 
should  next  be  placed  in  position  along  the  sides  of  the  tank, 
the  pump  hitched  to  the  rear  axle  of  the  wagon,  by  the  attach- 
ment provided,  and  the  excavator  wagon  driven  to  the  next 
trough  to  be  emptied. 

In  camp  or  on  the  march  this  pump  should  be  drawn  at  the 
rear  of  the  wagon. 

Three  men  should  be  assigned  to  each  excavating  apx)aratus. 


SPECIFICATIONS  OF  THE  MATERIAL  AND  LABOR  REQUIRED  IN 
THE  CONSTRUCTION  AND  CRATING  FOR  SHIPMENT  OF  CLOSET 
AND  URINAL  TROUGHS,  WITH  ILLUSTRATIONS  OF  SAME  AND 
OF  ODORLESS  EXCAVATING  TANK  WAGON  AND  PUMPS. 

Conditiona. — The  work  is  to  be  executed  under  the  direction 
and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  United  States  officer  in 
charge,  and  in  conformity  with  his  instructions. 

All  material  will  be  of  the  best  quality  of  its  respective 
kind,  and  all  labor  is  to  be  done  in  the  most  prompt,  thorough, 
and  workmanlike  manner. 

Closet  Trough,— CioBet  trough  to  be  constructed  of  No.  22 
best  bloom  galvanized  iron  of  the  following  dimensions :  Sec- 
tion A-A,  length,  14  feet;  width  at  top,  22  inches;  depth  at 
upper  end,  15  inches ;  depth  at  lower  end,  18  inches,  and  par- 
abolic in  cross  section .  Section  B-B,  the  upper  edges  of  trough 
to  be  reenf  orced  by  means  of  an  iron  rod  i  inch  in  diameter. 
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over  which  the  galranized  iron  will  be  tnmed.  The  general 
shape  of  the  trongh  will  be  such  as  to  present  a  carved  sur- 
face thronghont,  thus  avoiding  comers  in  which  the  material 
conld  collect,  and  to  insure  emptying  and  cleaning  of  the 
trongh.  All  joints  to  be  thoroughly  riveted  and  soldered 
smoothly. 

The  contractor  is  to  furnish  and  properly  fit  the  woodwork 
around  trough  in  a  neat,  substantial  manner ;  the  frame  to 
consist  of  four  2  by  4  inch  ribs  so  cut  as  to  accurately  fit  the 
outer  curvature  of  trough,  one  to  be  placed  at  either  end  and 
the  other  two  spaced  equally  between.  These  ribs  to  be  tied 
across  bottom  strips  2  inches  thick,  and  joined  at  the  rear  by 
two  1  by  4  inch  horizontal  strips,  one  placed  at  top  and  the 
other  at  bottom,  and  extending  full  length  of  trough;  the 
front  and  ends  to  be  completely  covered  with  1-inch  dressed 
boards.  The  seat  to  be  made  in  two  sections,  each  7  feet  1 
inch  in  length ;  to  be  of  l^-inch  dressed  boards,  cut  out  as 
shown,  the  several  pieces  of  the  lid  being  held  together,  front 
and  rear,  with  a  batten  1  by  li  inches  wide  screwed  on.  Each 
batten  of  the  seat  is  to  be  provided  with  4-inch  strap  hinges 
screwed  on  at  rear. 

Urinal  Trough. — The  urinal  trough  to  be  constructed  of  No. 
22  best  bloom  galvanized  iron  of  the  following  dimensions: 
Length,  8  feet;  width,  8  inches;  depth,  4  inches.  The  lip  of 
trough  to  be  reenf  orced  by  means  of  an  iron  rod  ^  inch  in 
diameter,  over  which  the  edge  will  be  turned.  The  rear  side 
is  to  extend  upward  18  inches.  The  end  of  trough  next  to 
closet  trough  is  to  have  an  opening  2  inches  in  diameter,  cut 
out  at  bottom,  and  fitted  with  a  2-inch  outlet  neck  about  2i 
inches  in  length,  accurately  soldered  in.  In  addition  to  the 
above,  the  contractor  is  to  furnish  a  2-inch  diameter  waste 
pil)e,  formed  of  galvanized  iron,  about  20  inches  in  length,  to 
slip  over  outlet  neck,  with  which  to  empty  contents  into 
closet. 

5eoop. —Ck>ntractor  to  furnish  With  each  closet  trough  one 
retinned  open  grocer's  scoop,  size  6|  by  10  inches. 

Crating. — Each  urinal  trough,  with  waste  pipe  disconnected, 
and  one  scoop  is  to  be  packed  in  its  accompanying  closet

trough,  and  the  whole  to  be  properly  crated  with  longitudinal 
strips  of  wood  in  snob  manner  as  approved  by  the  officer  in 
charge. 


SPECIFICATIONS  OF  THE  MATERIAL  AND  LABOR  REQUIRED  IN 
THE  CONSTRUCTION  OF  A  TEMPORARY  LATRINE. 

General  Conditions, 

The  work  is  to  be  executed  nnder  the  direction  and  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  officer  in  charge,  and  in  conformity 
with  his  instructions. 

Contractor  to  furnish  all  material,  labor,  etc.,  necessary  to 
complete  the  work  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning 
of  the  drawings  and  these  specifications,  of  which  intent  and 
meaning  the  officer  in  charge  shall  be  the  interpreter,  and  his 
decision  will  in  all  cases  be  final. 

The  location  of  buildings  will  be  indicated  by  the  officer  in 
charge,  and  the  site  will  be  prepared  by  the  contractor  for 
the  reception  of  the  structure,  and  should  be  examined  by 
him  before  bidding.  Ck>utractor  must  lay  out  his  own  work 
correctly,  and  will  be  responsible  for  measurements. 

It.  is  intended  that  the  drawings  and  specifications  shall 
include  everything  required  for  the  proper  and  entire  finish- 
ing of  the  building  notwithstanding  every  item  necessarily 
involved  by  the  work  is  not  particularly  mentioned,  and  all 
work  when  finished  is  to  be  delivered  in  a  perfect  and 
undamaged  state. 

All  timber  to  be  of  good  quality  yellow  pine,  or  other  good 
building  material  suitable  to  the  locality,  cost,  and  quality 
considered,  as  determined  by  the  officer  in  charge,  free  from 
shakes,  large  or  loose  knots,  properly  spaced  and  framed 
together! 

Building  to  be  supported  on  two  2  by  4  inch  sills,  doubled 
and  securely  spiked  together ;  between  these,  running  longi- 
tudinally with  building,  place  2  by  4  inch  pieces  to  act  as 
intermediate  support  for  floor  joists;  all  to  rest  firmly  on 
suitable  blocking  placed  under  each  stud,  so  as  to  give  a 
free  circulation  of  air  under  building.    Floor  joists  to  be  2 


by  4  inches,  spaced  about  2  feet  on  centers,  and  securely 
nailed  in  place  and  to  stnds.  Sides,  roof,  and  floor  of  build- 
ing to  be  covered  with  1  by  10  or  13  inch  undressed  boards, 
placed  horizontally  on  sides  and  on  roof  running  with  pitch 
of  same,  to  be  laid  with  close  joints  and  securely  nailed  at 
bearings ;  joints  on  roof  to  be  covered  with  1  by  3  inch  battens. 

The  roof  in  front  and  at  ends,  where  shovm,  is  to  form  a 
projecting  hood  protecting  the  oi)ening  which  is  intended  for 
ventilating  and  lighting  of  the  interior. 

The  length  of  the  front  allows  for  a  protected  entrance, 
two  feet  in  width,  at  each  end  of  the  building,  for  persons 
and  also  for  barrels  containing  the  disinfectant. 

A  battened  door  8  feet  by  2  feet  6  inches  is  provided  at  one 
end  of  building,  through  which  the  hose  can  be  introduced 
for  the  removal  of  the  contents  of  the  trough.  Through  this 
door,  also,  the  trough,  inclosed  in  its  frame,  can  be  removed 
whenever  this  becomes  necessary. 

The  door  in  end  is  to  be  hung  on  suitable  strap  hinges  and 
provided  with  hook  and  staple ;  contractor  is  to  furnish  all 
nails  and  constructional  ironwork  required  or  shown. 

Note. — Closet  trough,  seats,  and  urinal  troughs,  as  shown 
on  plans,  are  omitted  from  these  specifications,  and  will  be 
supplied  and  put  in  place  by  the  Gk)vemment.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  General  Orders,  No. 
187,  July  26,  1899,  from  this  office,  amending  paragraph  2, 
General  Orders,  No.  125,  July  8,  1899,  from  this  office,  is 
amended  to  read  as  follows,  and  is  published  to  the  Army  for 
the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

1.  The  medical  officer  in  charge  of  a  general,  post,  or  camp 
hospital,  hospital  ship,  or  tran8x>ort  carrying  patients  is  au- 
thorized to  purchase,  under  the  laws  and  regulations  relating 
to  purchases  of  subsistence  stores,  such  articles  of  food,  both 
solid  and  liquid,  not  carried  in  stock  by  the  subsistence  officer 
who  issues  rations  to  the  hospital,  and  to  call  upon  such  sub- 
sistence officer  for  the  issue  of  such  quantities  of  articles  from 
the  stock  already  on  hand,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  medical 
officer  are  required  for  the  diet  of  enlisted  patients  under  his 
charge  who  are  too  sick  to  be  subsisted  on  the  ration  as  ordi- 
narily issued ;  the  total  combined  money  value  of  the  stores 
hereby  authorized  to  be  purchased  and  issued  as  above  in  any 
month  not  to  exceed  the  rate,  calculated  on  the  month's  trans- 
actions, of  40  cents  per  man  per  day  for  those  actually  requir- 
ing special  diet.  Subsistence  officers  are  authorized  to  pay  all 
duly  certified  bills  of  purchases  made  by  medical  officers  under 
the  provisions  of  this  order,  or  to  make  the  purchases  them- 
selves at  the  request  of  the  medical  officers  and  to  make  issues 
for  special  diet  hereunder  from  stores  on  hand  at  their  request, 
provided  the  rate  of  40  cents  per  man  per  day  for  those  enlisted 
men  actually  requiring  special  diet  is  not  exceeded  in  any  month. 

2.  When  a  ration  has  been  drawn  by  the  hospital  for  an 
enlisted  patient  for  a  ration  period  and  it  becomes  necessary 
during  that  period  to  put  him  upon  special  diet,  due  deductions 
will  be  made  by  the  surgeon  in  charge  on  the  next  ration- 
return  of  the  hospital  for  the  rations  unused  by  him ;  andrecip- 
rocally,  when  a  patient  on  special  diet  has  been  restored  in  a 
ration  period  to  regular  diet,  the  necessary  additions  will  be 
made  on  the  next  ration-return  of  the  hospital  for  the  rations 
used  by  him.  The  object  of  this  rule  is  to  prevent  the  hos- 
pital from  having  the  benefit  of  the  rations  of  enlisted  men 
for  the  period  they  may  be  put  upon  special  diet,  and  to  give 
the  benefit  of  an  issue  of  rations  where  men  have  been  restored 
to  regular  diet  when  ititions  had  not  been  drawn  for  them. 

8.  Medical  officers  having  enlisted  patients  on  sx)ecial  diet 
will  make  return  of  such  patients  at  the  end  of  each  month  on 


Form  No.  69,  Subsistence  Department,  and  send  the  same  to 
the  subsistence  officer.  After  the  subsistence  officer  has  en- 
tered the  vouchers  for  purchases  and  the  articles  issued  for 
special  diet,  and  deduced  the  rate  per  man  per  day  which  the 
special  diet  for  the  month  has  cost,  the  certificates  at  the  foot 
of  the  form  will  be  duly  executed  by  the  medical  officer  and 
the  subsistence  officer;  and  the  medical  officer  will  file  with 
the  subsistence  officer  Form  No.  69  and  with  it  the  report  re- 
quired by  paragraph  569  of  the  Regulations  of  emergency  or 
ox>en-market  purchases  of  subsistence  stores  made  by  him, 
which  will  be  made  out  on  Form  No.  9  or  9^,  Subsistence  De- 
partment, and  signed  by  him.  As  articles  of  special  diet  au- 
thorized by  this  order  are  immediately  expendable  by  the 
medical  officers,  Form  No.  69,  when  duly  executed,  will  be 
accepted  by  the  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence  as  the 
return  of  the  medical  officer  for  the  subsistence  stores  involved. 
Purchase  vouchers  certified  by  medical  officers  will  state  that

4.  The  formation  of  a  hospital  fund  from  articles  pur- 
chased for  sx)ecial  diet  for  enlisted  men  too  sick  to  use  the 
army  ration,  or  the  application  of  such  articles  to  uses  other 
than  those  for  which  intended,  is  prohibited.  Such  articles 
will  as  far  as  practicable  be  procured  in  quantities  sufficient 
for  the  needs  of  specific  patients  only,  and  no  large  accumu- 
lations will  be  made.  Nothing  in  this  order  will  be  construed 
to  prevent  the  maintenance  of  a  hospital  fund  from  savings  of 
the  rations  of  the  Hospital  Corps  and  the  patients  who  do  not 
require  special  diet. 

5.  The  subsistence  officer  who  pays  for  purchases  of  articles 
of  special  diet  under  this  order  will  enter  in  a  group  on  his  ab- 
stract of  disbursements  (Form  No.  5)  all  such  x)ayments  made 
in  the  month,  and  will  enter  the  articles  as '  *  Hospital  supplies," 
in  the  column  headed  "On  what  account." 

6.  The  return  of  enlisted  patients  and  abstract  of  issues, 
etc.  (Form  No.  69),  will  be  filed  with  the  monthly  account 
current  of  the  subsistence  officer.  The  articles  issued  from 
stock  on  hand  thereon  reported  will  be  properly  entered  on  his 
return  of  subsistence  stores  as  "Special  diet  in  hospital."

Panuant  to  the  authority  TMted  In  the  Postmuter  Geoenl  by  the  Act  of  Con- 
^reas  entitled  "An  Act  to  aid  in  the  oonatructiou  of  teleg;raph  linei,  and  to  sacure 
to  the  GoTemmeDt  the  use  of  the  fame  for  postal,  military,  and  other  irarpoeee,** 
approTed  July  24,  1866,  and  by  the  Bevieed  Statutes  of  the  United  Stotea,  Title 
LXV,  I  hereby  fix  the  rates  at  which  such  communicatioDS  as  the  said  Statutes 
prescribe  (not  including  those  passing  over  circuits  established  by  the  Cliief  of  the 
Weather  Bureau,  Department  of  Agriculture)  shall  be  sent  during  the  fiscal  year 
beginning  July  1, 1899,  and  terminating  June  30, 1900,  by  the  sereiml  companies 
within  the  effect  of  said  statutes,  as  follows: 

For  day  messages  containing  not  more  than  twenty  (20t  words,  exclusive  of  place 
tnm  and  date,  twenty  (80)  cents,  not  exceeding  one  thousand  (1,000)  miles,  and  one 
cent  for  each  additional  word.  One  quarter  of  this  rate  to  be  added  for  oach  flre 
hundred  (600)  miles,  or  fraction  thereof,  bat  no  rate  on  a  message  of  twenty  (20) 
words  to  be  more  than  forty  (40)  cents,  nor  on  an  additional  word  more  than  two 
(2)  cents.  The  rate  between  all  points  In  any  State,  Territory,  or  the  Dlttrict  of 
Columbia  shall  be  twenty  (20)  cents  for  twenty  (20)  words,  and  one  cent  for  each 
additional  word. 

In  cases  where  the  price  of  a  meange,  determined  as  herein  proTided,  shall  include 
a  fhiction  of  a  cent,  such  fraction,  if  lees  than  one>half.  Is  to  be  disregarded;  if  one> 
half  or  more,  it  is  to  be  counted  as  one  cent. 

For  night  messages  not  exceeding  twenty  (20)  words,  excIusiTe  of  place  from  and 
date,  fifteen  (16)  cents  for  any  distance  within  two  thousand  (2,000)  miles,  and  for 
greater  distances  twenty-fiTe  (26)  cents;  in  each  case  one  cent  for  each  additional 
word. 

Instead  of  computing  the  actual  distanoes  of  transmission,  the  distance  fur  pay- 
ment shall  in  all  cases  be  taken  absolutely  to  be  the  number  of  miles  between  the 
capital  of  the  State  or  Territory,  or  from  the  city  of  Washington,  if  from  within  the 
District  of  Columbia,  from  within  which  (whatever  the  place)  the  message  is  sent, 
and  the  capital  of  the  State  or  Territory,  or  the  city  of  Washington,  if  within  the 
District  of  Columbia,  within  which  (whatever  the  place)  the  message  is  received,  as 
shown  in  the  accompanying  table,  wherein  such  distances  are  given  as  computed 
upon  the  shortest  practicable  route  between  such  capitals,  and  which  is  to  be  taken 
as  part  of  this  order. 

But  it  is  provided  that  if,  on  the  Ist  day  of  July,  1899,  or  at  any  time  during  the 
ensuing  year,  any  such  company  shall  charge  the  public  for  a  message  of  ten  words 
ur  less,  exclusive  of  the  date,  address,  and  signature,  a  less  rate  than  is  herein  fixed 
for  twenty  words,  exclusive  of  place  from  and  date,  the  rates  here  prescribed  shall, 
as  to  such  company,  thenceforth  during  the  year  be  reduced  to  the  rates  so  charged 
to  the  public. 
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The  BtatutM  pruTide  that  tvlegnuus  between  the  MTeral  Depttrtinentivof  the  Gov- 
nroment  and  their  offlcera  and  Agenii,  in  their  transmiaiion  over  the  lines  of  anj 
rach  company,  eball  hare  priority  oTer  all  otbor  baelnem.  All  offlcere  of  the  United 
States  ■ending  «uch  telegrams  should  indoise  thereon  the  words  ''Official  Business," 
and  should  report  to  the  Postmaster  Oeneral  any  fktlure  to  transmit  them  in  such 
priority,  and  any  charge  made  in  excess  of  the  rates  above  prescribed. 

Bach  company  will  bo  allowed  to  charge  for  messages  received  firora  another  line 
at  the  ssme  rate  as  if  received  from  the  Qovemment  direct,  at  the  point  of  transfer 
for  transmission  over  it«  own  lint*.

In  pursoanco  of  the  President's  order  of  November  4,  1899,  unsealed 
packafires  and  parcels  of  mailable  matter  containing  only  articles  de- 
signed as  gifts  or  souvenirs,  and  with  no  commercial  purpose  and  not  for 
sale,  sent  by  persons  iu  the  United  States  service  (military,  naval,  or 
civil)  in  Porto  Rico,  Guam,  the  Philippine  Islands,  Hawaii,  or  Cuba  to 
members  of  their  families  in  the  United  States,  and  unsealed  packages  of 
mailable  matter  of  the  same  i)erso']al  character  sent  from  the  United 
States  to  officers,  soldiers,  sailors,  and  others  in  the  public  service  in  said 
islands  shall  be  transmitted  through  the  mails  and  delivered  subject 
only  to  domestic  postal  rates  and  regulations,  provided  that  no  such 
package  shall  exceed  4  pounds  in  weight,  and  each  shall  be  indorsed  on 
the  outside,  in  a  conspicuous  place,  with  the  word  '  Gift  '*  or  '*  Souvenir," 
or  the  equivalent  thereof,  and  that  when  sent  from  said  islands  to  the 
United  States  each  such  package  shall  be  so  marked  as  to  show  the 
branch  of  the  service  to  which  the  sender  belongs  and  be  countersigned 
by  a  commissioned  officer  or  a  postmaster,  and  that  when  sent  from  the 
United  States  lo  said  islands  each  such  i>ackage  shall  show  the  branch  of 
the  service  to  which  the  addressee  belongs. 

This  order  shall  go  into  effect  immediately,  and  rescinds  all  previous 
orders  so  far  as  they  are  in  conflict  with  it. 

Postmasters  are  directed  to  advise  senders  of  such  packages  of  the  pro. 

visions  of  this  order,  and  otherwise  see  that  full  instructions  are  given

A  Proclamation. 
To  the  Pwple  of  the  United  Staiee: 

Oarrbt  Auoustus  Hobart,  Vice  Preeldent  of  the  United  States,  died 
at  bis  home  in  Pateraon,  New  Jersey,  at  8.30  o*clock  this  morning.  In  him 
the  Nation  has  lost  one  of  its  most  iUostrions  citizens  and  one  of  its  most 
faithful  servants.  His  participation  in  the  business  life  and  the  law- 
making body  of  his  native  State  was  marked  by  unswerving  fidelity  and 
by  a  high  order  of  talents  and  attainments;  and  his  too  brief  career  as 
Vice  President  of  the  United  States  and  President  of  the  Senate  exhibited 
the  loftiest  qualities  of  upright  and  sagacious  statesmanship.  In  the  world 
of  affairs  he  bad  few  equals  among  his  contemiwraries.  His  private  char- 
acter was  gentle  and  noble.  He  will  long  be  mourned  by  his  friends  as  a 
man  of  singular  purity  and  attractiveness  whose  sweetness  of  disposition 
won  all  hearts,  while  his  elevated  purposes,  his  unbending  integrity  and 
whole-hearted  devotion  to  the  public  good  deserved  and  acquired  univer- 
sal respect  and  esteem. 

In  sorrowing  testimony  of  the  loss  which  has  fallen  upon  the  country, 
I  direct  that  on  the  day  of  the  funeral  the  Executive  Offices  of  the  United 
States  shall  be  closed  and  all  posts  and  stations  of  the  Army  and  Navy 
shall  display  the  national  flag  at  half-mast,  and  that  the  representatives 
of  the  United  States  in  foreign  countries  shall  pay  appropriate  tribute 
to  the  illustrious  dead  for  a  period  of  thirty  days. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal  of  the 
United  States  to  be  affixed. 

Done  at  the  city  of  Washington  this  twenty-first  day  of  November,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  in  order  to  secure  a 
nniform  practice  throughont  the  artillery  service,  the  follow- 
ing rales  and  instractions  for  the  x)aiuting  and  care  of  seacoast 
guns,  mortars,  and  carriages  wiU  be  observed,  and  are  pub- 
lished to  the  Army  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all 

concerned : 

PAINTING. 

Rifles  and  Mortars.— In  general  three  coats  of  paint  will 
be  given  guns  and  mortars  the  first  year ;  two  coats  annually 
thereafter  will  probably  suffice,  the  actual  needs  depending 
somewhat  upon  the  climate  and  local  conditions. 

As  soon  as  the  piece  is  mounted  on  its  carriage,  all  parts 
which  have  been  marred  in  transportation  will  be  primed, 
after  which  one  complete  coat  of  the  proper  color  will  be 
applied. 

The  entire  surface  of  the  gun,  including  the  outer  faces  of 
the  trunnions,  the  muzzle  and  breech  ends,  excepting  the  por- 
tion where  the  tray  touches  the  gun,  will  be  painted  a  gray 
color.  Before  painting,  the  surfaces  should  be  rubbed  smooth 
and  made  perfectly  clean  and  dry. 

Bronze  trays  will  not  be  painted.  Steel  trays,  excepting  the 
upper  and  front  surfaces,  and  guide  rails  will  be  painted  the 
same  color  as  the  gun.  No  parts  of  the  breechblock  or 
mechanism  will  be  painted.  The  unpainted  surfaces  will  be 
kept  clean  and  bright  with  rotten  stone  and  oil  or  "Putz- 
Pomade." 

Mortars  vnll  be  painted  as  prescribed  for  the  rifles,  but  the 
seat  for  the  quadrant  on  the  mortar  will  not  be  painted. 

The  elevating  bands  on  pieces  mounted  on  disappearing 
carriages  and  the  elevating  racks  attached  to  pieces  mounted 
on  mortar  and  nondisappearing  carriages  will  be  painted  the 
same  color  as  the  gun,  leaving  the  wearing  surfaces  of  the 
teeth  unpainted. 

The  paint  furnished  by  the  Ordnance  Department  for  this 
purpose  is  **  Superior  Graphite,  No.  57." 


Carriages. — The  number  of  coats  of  paint  required  for  car- 
riages is  the  same  as  that  for  guns  and  mortars.  Before  paint- 
ing, surfaces  should  be  rubbed  smooth  and  made  perfectly 
clean  and  dry.  As  soon  as  the  carriage  is  completely  assem- 
bled and  the  piece  mounted,  all  x>arts  which  have  been  marred 
in  transportation  will  be  primed,  after  which  one  complete 
coat  of  olive  paint  will  be  applied. 

All  steel  and  iron  nonbearing  surfaces,  both  inside  and  out, 
will  be  painted.  This  includes  the  exposed  parts  of  shafts 
(except  squared  ends),  bottom  plate  of  counterweight,  lad- 
ders, crossheads,  cranks  (not  handles),  crosshead  pawls  (ex- 
cept teeth) ,  and  large  bronze  pieces,  including  web  and  spokes 
of  wheels,  and  cylinder  heads. 

The  following  parts  are  not  painted :  All  wearing  or  bear- 
ing surfaces,  which  include  the  handles  of  hand  wheels  and 
cranks,  teeth  of  all  gear  wheels,  teeth  of  crosshead  pawls, 
teeth  of  crossheads,  elevating-rack  guides,  rollers  and  sur- 
faces on  which  they  travel,  piston  rods,  crosshead  guides,  etc. 

The  bronze  sight  holders  will  not  be  painted,  nor  will  the 
azimuth  and  elevation  scales  and  pointers  and  the  followers 
of  the  stuffing  boxes ;  these  parts  will  be  kept  clean  and,  with 
the  exception  of  the  sight  holders,  will  also  be  kept  bright 
with  rotten  stone  and  oil  or  "Putz -Pomade." 

The  raised  surfaces  of  letters  and  rims  of  direction  and 
name  plates  are  to  be  kept  clean  and  bright ;  the  remaining 
surface  of  these  plates  will  be  painted  the  same  color  as  the 
carriage. 

The  paint  supplied  for  the  above  purpose  is  "Graphite,  No. 
88." 

The  paints  mentioned  above  will  be  furnished  in  original 
packages,  mixed  ready  for  use.  In  all  cases  before  using,  the 
contents  of  the  package  should  be  thoroughly  stirred  with  a 
wooden  paddle ;  if  thinning  is  desired,  linseed  oil  is  used. 

CARE  OF  RIFLES,  MORTARS,  AND  CARRIAGES. 

Rifles  and  Mortars.— No  part  of  the  piece  should  be 
allowed  at  any  time  to  rust,  and  if  it  is  to  remain  unused  for 
short  intervals,  all  bright  and  bearing  parts  should  be  covered 
with  a  thick  coat  of  dense  commercial  cosmic.  If  the  piece 
is  to  remain  unused  for  long  intervals,  the  cosmic  should  be 


mixed  with  35  per  cent  of  resin.  For  the  bore  two  applica- 
tions per  year  are  considered  sufficient,  for  surfaces  exposed 
to  the  weather  four  applications  may  be  required. 

The  cosmic  alone  should  be  used  in  the  screw  threads  of 
the  breech  mechanism. 

To  oil  the  bore,  use  is  made  of  an  ordinary  counter  brush 
secured  to  the  end  of  a  rod  and  provided  with  a  half  disk  of 
wood  to  keep  the  brush  against  the  bore.  By  this  means 
any  required  thickness  of  the  mixture  may  be  applied.  The 
brush  rod  is,  for  the  rifles,  fitted  with  a  socket  for  connecting 
it  with  the  special  sponge  staff.  For  mortars  the  brush  is 
supplied  with  a  special  handle.  As  a  rule  the  cosmic  and 
resin  mixture  can  be  sufficiently  removed  from  the  bore  for 
firing  by  using  the  scraper  alone,  this  being  a  semicircular 
disk  of  iron.  For  the  guns  the  scrai)er8  are  fitted  for  attach- 
ment to  the  staff  of  the  special  sponge,  for  mortars  each 
scraper  is  provided  with  a  shaft  14  feet  in  length. 

The  entire  removal  of  the  cosmic  mixture  from  the  bore 
by  hand  is  only  necessary  for  star  gauging,  or  whenever  it  is 
desired  to  inspect  the  bore.  To  effect  this,  as  much  as  pos- 
sible of  the  mixture  should  first  be  removed  with  the  scraper. 
A  sxx)nge  is  then  dipped  in  a  solution  of  concentrated  lye 
and  passed  through  the  bore.  This  softens  and  partially  dis- 
solves the  coating.  Burlap  is  then  wrapped  around  the  special 
solid-head  sponge,  the  whole  being  made  of  such  diameter 
that  it  requires  eight  or  ten  men  to  pass  it  through  the  bore. 
This  considerable  pressure  against  the  bore  is  necessary  in 
order  to  reach  the  bottom  of  the  grooves.  For  covering  the 
sponge  the  burlap  should  be  cut  from  4  to  8  inches  longer 
than  the  head,  and  the  selvage  laced  together  with  packing 
needle  and  twine. 

After  firing  the  powder  residue  is  removed  by  using  either 
the  spring  or  special  cleaning  sponge  well  saturated  with 
water.  To  completely  effect  this  the  burlap  is  used,  one  or 
two  thicknesses  being  secured  over  the  head  of  the  sponge. 

CARE  OF  BREECH  MECHANISM. 

RIFLES,  MODEL  OF  1888. 

1.  Care  of  the  Rotating  Mechanism. — The  mechanism 
for  rotating  the  breechblock  of  these  cannon  is  housed  within 


the  breech  plate,  which  is  attached  to  the  rear  face  of  the  gnu 
by  means  of  screw  bolts. 

This  breech  plate  should  not  be  removed  from  the  gnn,  ex- 
cept for  the  purpose  of  examination,  cleaning,  or  repair.  The 
remainder  of  the  breech  mechanism,  as  breechblock,  obturat- 
ing spindle  and  nuts,  gas-check  pad  and  rings,  tray  (console) 
and  hinge  pin,  translating  roller  and  crank,  tray  latches  and 
catches,  and  rotating  crank,  are  detached  from  the  gun  and 
X)acked  in  boxes  provided  for  this  purpose  when  the  gun  is 
not  mounted,  or  for  shipment.  All  interior  woodwork  of  the 
packing  boxes  should  receive  two  heavy  coats  of  asphalt. 

The  construction  of  the  breech  plate  is  such  as  to  protect 
the  mechanism  which  it  contains  for  a  considerable  length  of 
time  against  the  oxidizing  Influence  of  the  atmosphere  on  the 
seashore.  The  breech  plate  is  also  dust-proof.  At  the  top  of 
the  plate  are  oil  holes,  which  are  closed  by  means  of  screws. 
In  assembling  the  rotating  gearing  on  the  breech  plate  at  the 
gun  factory  the  different  parts  are  assembled  dry.  After 
attaching  the  breech  plate  to  the  gun,  and  during  the  final 
working  trial  at  the  factory,  the  oil  screws  referred  to  must 
be  removed  and  a  liberal  amount  of  oil  of  a  quality  equal  to 
pure  sperm  oil,  that  will  not  corrode  the  metal  of  the  breech 
mechanism,  nor  become  dry  or  gummy,  must  be  poured  in 
through  the  oil  holes,  and  the  rotating  gearing  must  be  oper- 
ated during  this  process  (the  console  with  the  breechblock  may 
be  in  the  loading  position  during  that  time).  The  oil  screws 
will  be  replaced.  The  gun  must  not  be  shipped  or  stored  in 
the  open  air  unless  the  rotating  mechanism  has-  been  oiled 
thus  thoroughly. 

2.  Assembling  the  Breech  Mechanism  after  the  Gun 
HAS  BEEN  Mounted  on  the  Carriage.— The  breech  recess, 
also  all  surfaces  of  contact  with  parts  of  the  breech  mechan- 
ism, will  be  carefully  cleaned  and  all  traces  of  rust  removed. 
Those  parts  of  the  mechanism  which  are  contained  in  the 
packing  boxes  will  be  cleaned  also.  The  rotating  crank  will 
be  attached  to  the  square  stud  near  the  top  of  the  breech  plate, 
for  operating  the  rotating  gearing.  Should  the  latter  work 
easily  and  freely,  the  assembling  of  the  remainder  of  the  parts 
of  the  breech  mechanism  can  be  proceeded  with.  If,  however, 
the  rotation  of  the  mechanism  is  attended  with  some  difficulty^ 


lubricating  oil  will  be  poured  in  liberally  through  the  oil  holes 
(the  heads  of  the  screws  closing  oil  holes  are  stamped  "Oil 
hole")  at  the  top  of  the  breech  plate  and  the  rotating  gearing 
will  be  kept  in  motion  tiU  the  difficulty  has  disappeared. 

If,  however,  the  defect  has  not  been  removed  in  this  man- 
ner, then  it  will  be  necessary  to  remove  the  breech  plate  from 
the  gun  for  examination.  For  this  purpose  the  eyebolt,  which 
will  be  foimd  in  the  implement  chest,  is  screwed  into  the  oil 
hole  (the  rear  oil  hole  on  10-inch  and  12-inch  g^ns),  the  hook 
of  the  loading  crane  is  brought  over  the  eyebolt,  and  the  latter 
is  attached  to  the  former  by  means  of  a  suitable  piece  of  rope. 
Should  a  loading  crane  not  exist  on  the  carriage,  then  a  light 
gin  will  be  used  for  handling  the  breech  plate.  The  screws 
securing  the  breech  plate  to  the  gun  will  be  removed,  and  the 
breech  plate  will  be  carefully  taken  off  and  will  be  placed 
upon  pieces  of  board,  the  forward  face,  exposing  the  mechan- 
ism, on  top. 

The  rotating  ring  and  the  pinions  with  their  shafts  will 
be  removed  and  carefully  cleaned,  also  all  contact  surfaces 
between  the  movable  and  the  fixed  parts. 

Before  removing  the  gearing  it  should  be  noted  whether 
the  teeth  are  marked  to  indicate  the  proper  position  for  reas- 
sembling. If  not,  prick-punch  marks  should  be  made  oppo- 
site each  other  on  engaged  tooth  and  space,  while  in  either 
open  or  closed  position,  to  show  the  proper  arrangement  of 
the  gearing  for  reassembling. 

The  oil  grooves  must  be  cleaned  also. 

Any  burrs  that  may  be  discovered  on  working  surfaces  must 
be  removed  with  file  and  emery  cloth  in  a  proper  manner. 

The  gearing  will  be  replaced  and  the  breech  plate  attached 
to  the  gun  and  secured  to  it  properly. 

Lubricating  oil  will  be  poured  in  through  the  oil  holes  and 
the  latter  will  be  closed. 

The  rotating  mechanism  being  in  proper  order,  the  sector 
projecting  from  the  interior  surface  of  the  rotating  ring, 
which  engages  the  slot  in  the  breechblock  is  brought  to  cover 
the  upper  right-hand  threaded  sector  of  the  screw  chamber. 
While  in  this  position  the  rotating  crank  is  placed  upon  the 
square  stud  of  the  rotating  pinion,  the  handle  horizontal  and 
to  the  right. 


If  the  securing  latch,  which  locks  the  tray  to  the  gun  in  the 
loading  position,  was  not  put  in  place  before  the  breech  plate 
was  attached  to  the  gun,  it  will  be  assembled  now  as  follows: 
The  pivot  screw  will  be  removed  from  the  breech  plate  and 
the  handle  will  be  removed  from  the  securing  latch.  The 
latter  will  be  inserted  in  the  slot  on  the  side  of  the  breech 
plate,  and  pivot  screw  and  handle  will  be  returned  to  place. 

The  tray  will  now  be  assembled.  For  convenience  it  should 
be  placed  first  on  a  wooden  support  upside  down,  resting  on 
the  guides. 

The  square  lock  bolt  will  be  inserted  in  its  recess,  the  cam 
(with  links  attached)  will  be  assembled  by  means  of  its  pivot 
bolt  in  such  a  manner  that  its  forward  x>art  engages  the  cam 
recess  in  the  lock  bolt,  which  is  flared  out  toward  the  rear, 
and  that  the  flat  bosses  on  its  rear  end  bear  against  the  bottom 
of  the  tray  slot. 

The  spring  lock  will  be  put  in  place  and  the  tray  latch  will 
be  assembled  by  compressing  the  spring  lock  sufficiently  for 
the  insertion  of  the  latch  pivot. 

Finally,  the  cam  links  will  be  connected  to  the  rear  arm  of 
the  latch,  and  the  tray  is  ready  for  mounting. 

If,  for  some  reason,  the  tray  should  have  been  assembled  to 
the  gun  before  the  latch,  lock  bolts,  etc. ,  were  attached  to  it, 
the  latter  will  be  assembled  in  the  same  manner  as  described 
above. 

In  assembling  the  tray  to  the  gun  it  must  be  seen  that  the 
hinge  pin  and  its  bearings  are  clean  and  bright,  the  oil  hole 
and  the  oil  grooves  must  be  also  cleaned.  The  hinge  pin  will 
be  oiled  during  and  after  its  insertion. 

The  breechblock  will  be  assembled  as  follows :  The  tray  will 
be  swung  in  the  loading  position,  in  which  it  is  held  by  the 
securing  latch.  The  translating  roller  must  be  removed  if  it 
should  have  been  put  into  the  tray  previously,  but  this  should 
not  have  been  done.  The  obturating  spindle  with  the  obtu- 
rator will  be  removed  from  the  breechblock,  a  rope  sling  will 
be  passed  over  the  threads  around  the  center  of  the  breech- 
block and  at  right  angles  to  its  axis,  the  block  being  in  trans- 
lating i)osition— i.  e. ,  the  translating  stud  at  its  rear  end  points 
downward.  The  sling  will  be  attached  to  the  hook  of  the 
loading  crane  or  the  gin.     The  breechblock  will  be  hoisted 


until  it  can  be  swung  into  the  screw  chamber;  it  will  be  in- 
serted as  far  as  the  rope  permits.  A  handspike  will  be  inserted 
into  the  spindle  cavity,  and  by  means  of  this  two  or  three  men 
can  hold  the  block  in  place  while  the  position  of  the  rope  sling 
is  being  changed  farther  back.  The  block  will  now  be  forced 
into  the  breech  recess  and  rotated  till  the  rotating  crank 
reaches  its  vertical  terminal  position. 

The  tray  will  now  be  swung  to  the  breech  plate  and  the 
translating  roller  screwed  into  the  tray  for  the  first  time. 
The  translating  roller  should  not  be  screwed  home  with  the 
tray  in  any  other  than  the  firing  position,  otherwise  the  rear 
end  of  the  tray  latch  would  have  to  be  lifted  up  to  the  proper 
height  to  prevent  interference  between  the  lock  bolts  and  the 
translating  roller. 

In  case  neither  loading  crane  nor  gin  are  available,  the  shot 
truck  may  be  utilized.  The  breechblock  is  rolled  onto  the 
truck  by  means  of  a  plank  ramp,  and  supported  thereon  in  its 
proper  position  by  means  of  bits  of  wood.  The  shot  truck 
will  then  be  adjusted  to  the  proper  height  and  angle  and  the 
breechblock  forced  into  the  breech  recess  and  rotated,  as 
above  described. 

The  last  oi)eration  of  inserting  and  adjusting  the  obturating 
spindle  is  to  be  performed  as  follows;  The  breech  will  be 
opened  and  breechblock  and  tray  swung  into  the  loading  posi- 
tion. The  obturator  spindle,  with  the  obturator  in  place,  will 
be  inserted  into  the  breechblock  and  will  be  secured  by  screw- 
ing up  by  hand  the  two  nuts  on  the  rear  end  of  the  spindle. 
The  breechblock  is  then  translated  and  rotated  into  firing 
position  and  the  wrench  applied  to  the  large  nut,  which  is 
tightened  as  much  as  possible  by  one  man.  The  lock  nut  is 
set  up  tightly,  the  wrench  being  struck  by  a  hammer  two  or 
three  sharp  blows.  The  spindle  is  properly  adjusted  if,  while  it 
has  no  play  longitudinally,  the  spindle  can  be  turned  around 
freely  by  taking  hold  of  mushroom  head  with  both  hands. 

If,  after  firing  a  few  rounds,  the  spindle  is  found  to  have 
longitudinal  play,  the  lock  nut  is  loosened  and  the  adjusting 
oi)eration  above  described  is  repeated.  The  proper  adjust- 
ment of  the  obturator  spindle  is  of  imxwrtance. 

Should  it  be  necessary  to  loosen  or  remove  the  nuts  of  the 
obturator  spindle,  the  rear  or  check  nut  must  be  loosened  or 
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removed  first.  In  imscrewing  the  large  front  nut,  the  latter 
should  under  no  conditions  be  allowed  to  come  in  contact  with 
the  check  nut,  otherwise  (and  with  the  exertion  of  some  force 
on  the  wrench)  the  threads  of  the  spindle  and  of  the  nuts 
would  be  jammed  tight  into  each  other  on  account  of  one  nut 
having  a  right-hand  and  the  other  a  left-hand  thread. 

Should  the  obturating  pad  offer  too  much  resistance  against 
rotation,  it  will  have  to  be  exchanged,  or  the  fact  will  have 
to  be  rei)orted  to  the  proper  authority  for  relief. 

The  translating  roller  and  all  other  parts  of  the  tray  mech- 
anism should  be  lubricated,  for  operation,  with  grease  or  oil 
of  a  quality  that  will  not  corrode  the  metal  nor  become  dry, 
sticky,  or  gummy. 

Should  sand  or  an  improper  lubricant  cause  the  translating 
roller  to  move  with  difficulty,  the  roller  should  be  removed 
from  the  tray  and  wiped  off  clean.  The  same  remark  applies 
to  the  operation  of  locking  bolts  and  latch.  Under  no  condi- 
tions shall  a  gun  be  fired  without  the  vent  cover  in  place  on 
the  rear  end  of  the  breechblock. 

8.  Examination  of  the  Breech  Mechanism  of  Mounted 
Guns. — The  breech  mechanism  of  mounted  guns  should  be 
operated  at  least  once  in  each  week,  and  such  parts  of  it  as 
need  cleaning  should  receive  prox>er  attention.  The  breech 
plate  shotdd  not  be  removed  for  examination,  xmless  the  oper* 
ation  of  the  rotating  mechanism  is  attended  with  some  diffi- 
culty which  can  not  be  overcome  by  the  injection  of  oil 
through  the  oil  holes. 

BITLES,  model  OF  1896. 

1.  Care  of  the  Breech  Mechanism.— When  the  gun  is 
not  mounted,  or  for  shipment,  all  parts  of  the  breech  mech- 
anism, except  the  hinge  plate  and  the  tray -latch  catch,  will 
be  detached  and  packed  (slushed  thickly  with  oil,  cosmoline, 
or  any  other  suitable  material)  in  the  packing  boxes  provided 
for  the  purpose. 

All  interior  woodwork  of  such  i)acking  boxes  should  receive 
two  heavy  coats  of  asphalt. 

2.  Assembling  Breech  Mechanism  after  the  Gun  has 
BEEN  Mounted  on  the  Carriage. — The  breech  recess,  also 
all  surfaces  of  contact  with  parts  of  the  breech  mechanism, 
will  be  carefully  cleaned  and  any  traces  of  rust  removed. 
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All  parts  of  the  breech  mechanism  contained  in  the  packing 
bozeB  will  be  carefully  cleaned  also. 

In  assembling  the  breech  mechanism,  the  worm  shaft  with 
its  ball  bearings  will  be  pnt  into  place  first.  Insert  one  ball 
bearing  into  seat  at  inner  end  of  worm  recess.  Assemble 
other  ball  bearing  on  worm  shaft  ontside  of  worm  and  insert 
worm  shaft  with  this  ball  bearing  into  recess.  Then  put  the 
threaded  bronze  bushing  into  place  and  screw  entirely  home, 
when  its  collar  will  be  in  perfect  contact  with  the  hinge 
plate. 

The  tray  (console)  will  be  assembled  next,  with  its  ball 
bearing,  tray  latch,  and  catch  bolt.  The  hinge  pin  will  be 
slipped  into  place  to  support  the  tray  and  allow  it  to  be  swung 
into  position  to  receive  breechblock.  The  obturating  spindle 
with  the  gas-check  pad,  split  rings,  and  disk  will  be  removed 
from  breechblock  so  that  block  can  be  suspended  by  a  rope 
sling  through  hole  in  breechblock.  This  rope  sling  to  be 
hung  from  a  gin  or  crane  erected  for  the  purpose. 

The  breechblock  will  be  hoisted  until  its  guide  gfrooves  are 
opposite  the  guide  rails  of  the  tray,  and  will  be  pushed  on 
from  the  front  of  tray  (as  stops  would  prevent  the  opposite), 
taking  care  that  the  breechblock  is  horizontal. 

Note  that  in  the  12-inch  rifle  the  tray  must  be  rotated  till 
its  front  surface  is  parallel  to  the  axis  of  the  gun  when  the 
block  is  being  slid  into  place,  as  otherwise  the  rear  of  block 
would  not  clear  the  upper  hinge  lug. 

Disengage  rope  from  block. 

Swing  tray  with  block  against  end  of  gun,  push  the  block 
into  breech  recess  of  gun,  shoving  it  entirely  home,  but  do 
not  rotate  it. 

The  tray  should  now  be  supported  by  blocking  or  otherwise, 
so  that  the  hinge  pin  may  be  withdrawn.  After  which  hold 
in  position  the  spiral  gear  with  the  face  having  cylindrical 
hub  upx>ermost,  the  two  teeth  marked  A  and  B  being  inserted 
into  spaces  marked  A  and  B  on  rotating  rack  of  block.  The 
vertical  line  engraved  on  the  spiral  gear  must  now  be 
coincident  with  that  on  the  upper  hinge  lug.  Insert  hinge 
pin  with  vertical  line  thereon  coincident  with  above  and 
lower  gently  through  spiral  gear  and  tray  and  lower  hinge 
lug,  but  not  below  the  latter.    Hold  in  this  position  while 
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bronze  worm  wheel  is  put  into  place,  as  follows:  The  worm 
wheel  has  upper  face  marked  **Top,"  and  the  marked  spaces 
of  wheel  must  engage  Vie  similarly  marked  teeth  of  the  tvorm. 
The  worm  wheel  should  now  be  rotated  by  the  worm  (so  that 
proper  engagement  of  teeth  is  preserved)  until  the  line 
engraved  upon  wheel  coincides  with  the  before-mentioned 
vertical  line  of  hinge  lugs  and  spiral  gear  and  hinge  pin. 
Then  hinge  pin  can  be  lowered  completely  into  place,  and 
nut  at  bottom  screwed  on,  and  the  locking  pin  driven  through 
nut  and  hinge  i)in. 

The  crank  handle  should  be  placed  upon  the  worm  shaft  in 
the  position  indicated  by  the  engraved  line  and  the  set  screw. 

The  insertion  and  securing  of  the  spindle  will  be  performed 
as  follows:  With  the  breechblock  in  loading  position,  the 
spindle,  with  split  rings,  gas-check  pad.  and  gas-check  disk 
upon  it,  will  be  inserted  into  the  block.  The  large  ball 
bearing  will  be  put  in  place  upon  rear  end  of  spindle  project- 
ing through  block,  and  spindle  secured  by  screwing  up  by 
hand  the  spindle  nut  and  then  the  lock  nut. 

The  wrench  is  applied  to  the  spindle  (large)  nut  and 
tightened  as  much  as  possible  by  one  man,  the  spindle  being 
prevented  from  rotating  by  a  tit  wrench  or  by  jamming  a 
piece  of  soft  wood  between  face  of  spindle  and  edge  of  breech 
recess.  The  lock  nut  is  set  up  tightly,  the  wrench  being 
struck  two  or  three  sharp  blows  with  a  hammer.  The 
spindle  is  properly  adjusted  if,  while  it  has  no  play  longi- 
tudinally, the  spindle  can  be  turned  around  freely  by  taking 
hold  of  mushroom  head  with  both  hands. 

(If,  after  firing  a  few  rounds,  the  spindle  is  found  to  have 
longitudinal  play,  as  it  should,  and  probably  will,  the  lock 
nut  is  to  be  loosened  and  the  spindle  nut  set  up  as  above. ) 

The  vent  cover  is  to  be  inserted  last  and  with  its  toe  to  the 
right. 

3.  Examination  of  the  Breech  Mechanism  of  Mounted 
Guns. — The  breech  mechanism  of  mounted  guns  should  be 
operated  at  least  once  in  each  week,  and  such  parts  of  it  as 
need  cleaning  should  receive  proper  attention.  If  necessary, 
the  tray  will  be  removed  in  order  to  clean  the  worm,  worm 
shaft,  the  spiral  gear,  and  their  recesses. 
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The  mechanism  should  be  oiled  whenever  necessary,  espe- 
cially the  worm  shaft  and  the  hinge  pin. 

The  lubricating  oil  should  be  of  a  quality  equal  to  8X)erm 
oil;  it  should  be  noncorrosive  (free  from  acids)  and  should 
not  become  dry  nor  gummy. 

MORTARS. 

The  methods  indicated  in  detail  for  rifles  will  be  followed 
in  the  case  of  the  mechanism  of  mortars. 

CARRIAGES. 

When  in  use  all  bearing  parts  must  be  thoroughly  cleaned 
and  lubricated.  In  all  carriages  special  attention  should  be 
given  to  the  lubrication  of  gun  trunnions,  rollers,  pintle  sur- 
faces, sliding  surfaces,  elevating,  loading,  and  traversing  mech- 
anisms, including  the  teeth  of  all  gears.  On  disappearing  car- 
riages the  following  parts  must  also  be  lubricated :  gun-lever 
axle  bearings,  crosshead  pins,  tripping  and  retracting  mechan- 
isms, elevating  rack  and  band  trunnions,  and  crosshead  guides. 

When  oil  holes  are  provided,  they  should  be  cleaned  out 
occasionally  to  keep  them  free  from  sand  and  grit. 

The  above  parts  should  be  lubricated  at  intervals  whether 
the  carriages  are  in  use  or  not. 

The  retracting  chains  of  disappearing  carriages  should  be 
oiled  with  lubricating  oil  or  cosmic,  and  for  wire  ropes  raw 
linseed  oil  should  be  used. 

In  general  no  x>arts  should  be  allowed  at  any  time  to  rust, 
and  if  the  carriages  are  to  remain  unused  for  short  intervals 
all  bright  and  bearing  parts  should  be  covered  with  a  thick 
coat  of  dense  commercial  cosmic.  If  the  carriages  are  to 
remain  unused  for  long  intervals,  the  cosmic  should  be  mixed 
with  25  i)er  cent  of  resin.  This  mixture  is  well  adapted  for 
the  purpose,  but  must  be  renewed  from  time  to  time.  The 
rollers  and  roller  paths  should  be  cleaned  and  covered  with 
cosmic  and  the  space  between  dust  guards  and  base  rings 
should  be  filled  with  waste  or  oakum  to  keep  out  dust,  and 
any  wrench  holes  inside  base  rings  should  be  plugged  tightly 
with  fitted  wooden  plugs.  At  intervals  carriages  should  be 
traversed  on  platforms. 
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The  habitual  position  of  guns  on  disappearing  carriages  is 
"from  battery,"  bnt  at  intervals  the  gun  should  be  allowed 
to  rise  to  the  firing  position  and  be  elevated  and  depressed 
within  the  limits  of  the  stops.  Experience  has  indicated  that 
the  oil  should  not  be  removed  from  the  recoil  cylinders  when 
carriages  are  to  remain  unused  for  a  considerable  period,  as 
the  walls  of  the  cylinders  soon  become  dry  and  then  rust 

All  carriages  are  packed  with  Garlock's  waterproof  hydraa- 
lic  packing,  but  hemp  packing  may  be  used  if  necessary. 

It  is  esx)ecially  required  that  carriages  be  kept  free  from 
rust.  If  this  is  allowed  to  accumulate,  its  removal  from  all 
bearing  parts,  and  especially  piston  rods,  requires  particular 
attention  in  order  that  clearances  shall  not  be  unduly  in- 
creased. The  use  of  sandpaper  for  this  purpose  is  forbidden, 
and  emery  cloth  No.  1,  being  coarse  enough  for  any  ordinar}' 
rusting,  should  be  used,  the  rust  being  softened,  if  necessary, 
by  kerosene. 

Synovial  oil  is  used  for  lubricating  purposes,  and  kerosene 
oil  is  issued  by  the  Ordnance  Department  for  cleaning  pur- 
poses only.  Neutral  oil  is  furnished  for  the  recoil  cylinders, 
and  a  barrel  of  this  oil  should  be  kept  on  hand  to  supply 
leakage. 

Tables  of  supplies  for  the  above  purposes  are  published 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Ordnance  Department.

Headquarters  and  two  battalions  of  the  15th  U.  S.  Infantry, 
one  sqoadron  10th  U.  S.  Cavalry,  and  one  squadron  8th  XJ.

of  the  regiment,  for  station ; 

The  squadron  of  the  8th  U.  S.  Cavalry  (four  troops),  to  the 
Department  of  the  Missouri,  for  station  at  Fort  Riley,  Kansas ; 

The  squadron  of  the  10th  U.  S.  Cavalry  (four  troops),  to 
the  Department  of  Texas,  for  station  at  such  point  as  the  de- 
partment commander  may  direct ; 

Troops  D,  L,  and  M,  9th  U.  S.  Cavalry,  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Texas  to  the  Department  of  the  Colorado,  for  station 
at  such  points  as  the  department  commander  may  direct. 

Department  commanders  will,  by  concert  of  action,  arrange 
for  details  of  movements  and  report  hour  of  dex>arture  and 
strength  of  commands  by  telegraph  to  the  War  Department.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  order  of 
the  Postmaster  General,  relating  to  mail  matter  x^assing  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Porto  Rico,  Guam,  and  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands,  or  between  these  island  possessions  of  the  United 
States,  and  between  the  United  States  and  Cuba  or  Hawaii,  or 
between  Cuba  and  Hawaii,  or  between  Cuba  or  Hawaii  and 
Porto  Rico,  Guam,  or  the  Philippine  Islands,  is  published  for 
the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned :

It  l8  hereby  ordered: 

1.  That  all  mail  matter  paasiDg  between  the  United  States  and  Porto 
Rico,  Guam,  and  the  Philippine  Archipelago,  or  between  these  inland  poa- 
sessions  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  subject  to  the  U  nited  States  domestic 
classification,  conditions,  and  rates  of  postaf<e. 

2.  That  all  maifmatter,  except  as  provided  in  the  next  section,  passing 
between  the  United  States  and  Cuba  or  Hawaii,  or  between  Cuba  and 
Hawaii,  or  between  Cuba  or  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  Quam,  or  the  Philip- 
pine Archipelago,  shall  be  subject  to  the  Postal  Union  classiflcation,  con- 
ditions, and  rates  of  postage,  provided  that  the  regulations  for  **  Parcels- 
Post*'  exchanges  between  the  United  States  and  Hawaii  shall  continue  as 
heretofore. 

3.  That  the  United  States  domestic  classification,  conditions,  and  rates 
of  postage  shall  apply  to  all  mail  matter  sent  by  or  addressed  to  persons 
in  the  United  States  service  Cmilitary,  naval  or  civil)  in  Cuba  or  Hawaii; 
provided, 

a  That  such  mail  matter  sent  by  persons  in  the  United  States  service  in 
Cuba  or  Hawaii,  to  be  entitled  to  said  rates  of  postage,  must  be  endorsed 
so  as  to  show  the  branch  of  the  service  to  which  the  sender  belongs— as 
*'  soldier's  letter  (or  mail),'' ''  sailor's  letter  (or  mail),"  etc.,  and  when  sent 
by  a  civil  employee,  ''postal  service  letter  (or  mail),"  ''customs  service 
letter  (or  mail),"  etc. 

b  That  such  mail  matter  addressed  to  persons  In  the  United  States 
service  in  Cuba  or  Hawaii,  to  be  entitled  to  said  rates  of  jtostage,  must 
bear,  in  addition  to  the  name  of  the  addressee,  the  complete  designation 
of  the  organization,  company,  and  regiment,  vessel  or  other  branch  of  the 
service  to  which  the  addressee,  at  the  place  of  address,  belongs;  and  the 
postage  thereon  must  be  fully  prepaid. 

4.  That  all  mail  matter,  whatever  its  class,  addressed  to  persons  in  the 
United  States  service,  serving  in  the  United  States  or  In  Porto  Rico, 


Cnba,- Hawaii,  Guam,  or  the  Philippine  Archlpelafiro,  or  en  nmte  to  or 
from  any  of  those  Islands,  whose  change  of  address  is  caused  by  official 
orders,  shall  be  transmitted  as  rapidly  as  possible  nntU  it  reaches  the 
addreesee;  that  the  actual  location  of  the  addressee,  for  the  time  being, 
shall  be  considered  as  the  original  destination  of  the  piece  of  mail  mat- 
ter; that  such  transmission  shall  not  be  considered  as  "forwarding*^  in 
the  sense  in  which  that  word  is  used  in  the  Postal  Service,  and  that  no 
additional  postage  will  be  required  therefor. 

5.  That  letters  from  soldiers,  sailors,  and  marines  in  the  United  States 
service  in  Porto  Bico,  Cuba,  Hawaii,  Guam,  and  the  Philippine  Islandn, 
addressed  to  places  within  the  United  States,  when  endorsed  "soldier's 
letter,'' "  sailor's  letter,"  or  "  marine's  letter,"  may  be  diifpatched  to  des- 
tination without  prepayment  of  postage,  and  only  the  single  rate  of  post- 
age shall  be  collected  on  delivery. 

6.  That  letters  emanating  from  the  American  National  Red  Cross  So- 
ciety, addressed  to  persons  connected  with  the  hospital  service  of  that 
society  in  Cuba,  when  bearing  on  the  face  of  the  envelopes  the  printed 
words  "  Red  Cross  Hospital  Service"  (not  excluding  other  printing  which 
the  society  may  desire  to  have  appear),  shall  be  transmitted  in  the  mails 
at  the  United  States  domestic  rate  of  postage;  and  that  Utters  from  the 
Bed  Cross  Hospital  service  in  Cuba,  tiearing  the  words  above  indicated 
and  addressed  to  the  Red  Cross  Society  in  the  United  States  or  to  the  offi- 
cers thereof,  shall  be  entitled  to  transmission  in  the  malls  at  the  United 
States  domestic  rate  of  postage. 

7.  That  any  article  entitled  to  transmission  free  of  postage  in  the  do- 
mestic mails  of  the  United  States,  either  in  a  "  penalty  "  envelope  or  un- 
der a  duly  authorised  "  frank,"  shall  be  entitled  likewisl  to  transmission 
in  the  mails,  free  of  postage,  between  places  in  Porto  Rico.  Cuba,  Hawaii, 
Guam,  and  the  Philippine  Islands,  from  the  United  States  to  those  islands, 
and  from  those  Islands  to  the  United  States. 

8.  That  the  registration  fee  shall  be  eight  cents,  in  all  cases,  in  addition 
to  the  lawful  postage,  domestic  or  Postal  Union  rates.

This  can  be  determined  tentatively  during  practice.  The  extra 
resistance  to  recoil  should  in  no  case  be  obtained  by  increase 
in  the  counterweight.  The  counterweight  should  also  be  just 
sufficient  to  return  the  guns  to  the  batteries  and  no  more.

ment:

With  deep  regrret  the  Secretary  of  War  axmonnceB  the  death  on  the 
field  of  battle  of  Henry  W.  Lataton,  major  general  of  yolnnteers,  and 
colonel  and  inspector  general  of  the  Regular  Army. 

On  the  18th  of  April,  1861,  three  days  after  President  Lincoln's  first  call 
for  yolnnteem  in  the  war  for  the  Union,  at  the  age  of  eighteen,  he  enlisted 
as  a  private  in  the  0th  Indiana  Volunteers.  He  served  with  his  regiment 
in  the  field  in  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  throughout  that  war,  and  at  its 
close  was  mustered  out,  at  the  age  of  twenty-two,  as  lieutenant  colonel, 
after  being  brevetted  colonel  for  gallant  and  meritorious  service  and 
awarded  a  medal  of  honor  for  distinguished  gallantry. 

He  was  commissioned  2d  lieutenant  in  the  Regular  Army  on  the  28th 
of  July,  1866,  and  served  in  the  infantry  until  1869,  then  in  the  cavalry 
until  1888,  and  thereafter  as  inspector  general  until  the  commencement 
of  the  war  with  Spain. 

He  was  repeatedly  commended  in  general  orders  '*for  vigilance  and 
zeal,  rapidity  and  persistence  of  pursuit,''  ''  for  great  skill,  perseverance 
and  gallantry  "  in  services  on  the  frontier  against  hostile  Indians. 

Upon  the  declaration  of  war  with  Spain  he  was  made  brigadier  gen- 
eral, and  on  the  8th  of  July  following,  major  general  of  volunteers.  His 
nomination  for  brigadier  general  of  the  Regular  Army  was  determined 
upon  and  was  ready  to  be  sent  to  the  Senate  upon  the  day  of  his  death. 
He  commanded  the  2d  Division  of  the  5th  Aiony  Cori)s  in  the  Cuban  cam- 
paign, rendering  distinguished  service  in  the  battles  before  Santiago, 
and  subsequently  commanded  the  Department  of  Santiago  and  the  4th 
Army  Corps.  On  the  18th  of  March,  1899,  he  assumed  command  of  the  1st 
Division  of  the  8th  Army  Corps  In  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  remained 
in  command  of  this  division  in  practically  continuous  and  most  eventful 
service  in  the  field  until  he  fell  on  the  18th  of  December,  1899,  pierced  by 
an  insurgent  bullet  while  leading  his  troops  near  San  Mateo,  on  the  Island 
of  Luzon.  The  swift  and  resistless  movement  of  his  column  up  the  Rio 
Grande  and  across  the  northern  boundary  of  the  plain  of  central  Luzon, 
which  had  just  been  completed,  was  the  chief  factor  in  the  destruction  of 
the  insurgent  power,  and  was  the  crowning  achievement  of  his  arduous 
life. 

He  fell  in  the  fullness  of  his  powers,  in  the  joy  of  conflict,  in  the  con- 
sciousness of  assured  victory.    He  leaves  to  his  comrades  and  his  country

BEQULATIOKS  FOB  CABLE  MESSAGES. 


The  rul€9  and  regulations  which  aovem  the  treatment  of  cable  meseaget 
are  prepared  by  the  telearaphic  authoritiea  of  Europe  for  the  regulation  of 
international  traJIflc,  Thoee  rulef  and  regrulatione  prencribe  the  length  of 
chargeable  Vforde^  the  uae  of  code  worde.  of  cipher  combinational  of  figures 
and  letters^  and  the  languagea  from  whwh  eodee  may  be  compiled^  vfith 
other  neceuary  requiremenU;  and  all  cable  companies  vohitM  transmit 
messages  to  and  from  America  Cthe  messages  exchanged  between  the  United 
States  and  Mexico  excited)  are  governed  thereby. 


1.  Every  address  must  contain  at  least  two  words,  and  most  be  snfll- 
dent  to  secure  delivery.  The  sender  is  held  responsible  for  insofflciency 
of  address,  and  instmctions  necessary  to  secnre  the  delivery  of  messages 
reported  undelivered  from  that  cause  will  not  be  accepted  unless  paid 
for  by  the  sender. 

2.  All  that  the  sender  of  a  message  writes  for  transmission  to  his  coxf 
respondent  is  counted  and  charged  for. 

8.  Messages  may  be  written  in  any  language  that  can  be  expressed  In 
Boman  letters.  They  niay  be  In  plain  or  secret  language.  Secret  lan- 
guage may  be  subdivided,  if  desired,  into  code  or  cipher  language,  and 
plain  and  cipher  words  may  be  employed  alone  or  conjointly  in  the  same 


4.  Plain  langruage  is  composed  of  words  forming  intelligible  phrases  in 
one  or  more  of  the  languages  authorized  for  international  telegraphic 
correspondence. 

6.  Code  language  is  composed  of  words  not  forming  Intelligible  phrases. 
Code  words  must  not  be  longer  than  ten  letters  each.  They  may  be  taken 
from  one  or  more  of  the  following  languages, viz:  English,  German,  Span- 
ish, French,  Dutch,  Italian,  Portuguese,  and  Latin.  Code  words  taken 
from  other  languages  are  not  allowed. 

6.  Cipher  language  is  formed  of  groups  of  figures  or  of  a  series  of  fig- 
ures having  a  secret  meaning.  The  employment  (except  as  conmiercial 
signs)  of  single  letters,  or  groups  of  letters,  to  convey  secret  meaning  is 
not  allowed. 

7.  In  messages  going  via  "Eastern.'*  "Great  Northern,"  "Indo,"  or 
direct  Spanish,  code  words  of  more  than  ten  letters  must  be  counted  and 
charged  at  cipher  rate,  viz:  Five  letters  to  a  word  and  mentioned  in  the 
checi. 

8.  Combinations  or  alterations  of  words  contrary  to  the  usage  of  a  lan- 
guage are  not  allowed. 

0.  In  plain  messages— i.  e.,  words  containing  neither  code  words  nor 
cipher  groups  of  figures— words  of  fifteen  letters,  or  less,  are  counted  each 
as  a  word,  w  ords  of  over  fifteen  letters  are  counted  at  the  rate  of  fifteen 
letters  to  a  word,  plus  one  word  for  any  excess. 

10.  In  messages  composed  entirely  of  code  words,  each  word  is  counted 
at  the  rate  of  ten  letters  to  a  word. 

11.  In  messages  composed  only  of  cipher  groups  of  figures,  one  word  is 
charged  for  the  first  five  figures  of  each  group,  plus  one  word  for  each  ex- 
cess of  five  figures  or  less. 

12.  Plain  words  used  in  code  messages  are  counted  the  same  as  code 
words. 

13.  Plain  words  used  in  cipher  messages  are  counted  at  the  rate  of  fifteen 
letters  to  a  word. 

14.  In  messages  made  up  of  plain  and  code  words  with  cipher  groups  of 
figures,  the  plun  and  the  code  words  are  counted  at  the  rate  of  ten  letters 
to  a  word. 
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15.  In  commercial  signs  or  trade-marka,  flsrures  and  letters  are  counted 
at  the  rate  of  five  to  a  word,  but  if  both  letters  and  flrares  are  nsed  the 
letters  and  figures  must  be  counted  separately.  The  following  examples 
interpret  the  above  rales  for  counting:

16.  A  sender  of  a  message  may  pay  for  a  reply  up  to  thirty  words.  The 
indication  "  R.  P.  7"  or  "  K.  P. "  (any  number  up  to  thirty)  is  counted  as 
one  word.  When  a  reply  is  prepaia  there  is  delivered  with  the  message 
a  voucher  specifying  the  amount  and  number  of  words  paid  for,  which 
voucher  entities  the  addressee  to  send  free  of  charge,  within  the  limits 
of  the  amount  prepaid,  a  telegram  to  any  destination  whatever,  and  from 
any  ofilce  of  the  administration  whose  oflSce  issued  the  voucher. 

The  amount  deposited  to  prepay  a  reply  is  therefore  practically  remitted 
to  the  correspondent,  and  can  not  be  recovered  (if  no  reply  is  received) 
until  the  voucher  is  returned  to  the  office  which  issued  it. 


17.  A  sender  of  a  messaffe  may  secure  Its  repetition  by  paying  one 
quarter  more  than  the  regular  tolls. 

18.  Telegrams  destined  for  places  to  which  there  is  no  telegraph  com- 
manication  must  contain  the  name  of  the  place  from  which  thev  are  to 
be  posted.  The  charge  for  xKwtage  is  ten  cents,  but  no  charge  £b  made 
unless  the  telegram  has  to  be  dispatched  by  sea. 

19.  Tfui  Continental  authoritiet  reserve  to  themtelxjes  the  right  of  refusing 
the  delivery  of  telegrams  containing  combinations  contrary  to  the  \tsage  of 
the  language  in  which  they  are  lorittent  unless  the  insufficient  charges  are 
first  paid  by  the  addressee. 

20.  Complaints  of  errors  in  telegrams  are  not  entertained  by  the  Con- 
tinental authorities  unless  they  are  paid  for  at  repeated  rate.  In  case  of 
omission,  the  charges  paid  for  the  words  omitted  will  be  refunded.

REMARKS. 

The  column  marked  "Difference"  is  the  variation  of  the 
angle  of  projection  (and  practically  of  the  angle  of  elevation 
also)  for  a  variation  of  100  yards  in  the  range.  It  therefore 
affords  the  means  of  correcting  the  angle  of  elevation  when 
the  error  of  the  trial  shot  has  been  accurately  observed.  For 
example,  the  range  is  8,600  yards.  The  jump  of  the  gnn,  the 
exact  muzzle  velocity,  and  the  atmospheric  conditions  are  all 
unknown.  The  gun  will  be  given  an  elevation,  according  t*) 
the  table,  of  6**  54',  and  the  shot  is  observed  to  strike  130  yards 
over.  What  should  be  the  elevation  for  the  next  shot?  Ac- 
cording to  the  table,  100  yards  corresponds  to  16'.  Therefore 
for  120  yards  we  have  a  correction  equal  to —

VOLUNTEER  RBCRUITINO  SERVICE. 

(Act  Of  March  2,1899.) 

Qualifications  for  Eecruita, 

The  term  of  service  will  be  for  the  period  ending  June  80, 
1901,  and,  as  provided  in  section  12  of  the  act  of  March  2, 1899, 
enlistments  may  be  made  "without  restriction  as  to  citizen- 
ship or  educational  qualifications."  In  other  respects  they 
will  be  governed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  for 
recruiting  the  Regular  Army. 

Applicants  for  original  enlistment  must  be  between  the  ages 
of  18  and  85  years,  of  good  character  and  habits,  able-bodied, 
free  from  disease,  and  must  be  able  to  speak  the  English  lan- 
guage. Soldiers  who  have  served  honestly  and  faithfully  a 
previous  enlistment  in  the  United  States  Army,  R^^ar  or 
Volunteer,  may  be  reenlisted  vnthin  three  months  from  date 
of  discharge  without  regard  to  the  maximum  age  limitation. 

No  x)er8on  under  18  years  of  age  will  be  enlisted  or  reen- 
listed, and  minors  between  the  ages  of  18  and  21  must  not  be 
enlisted  or  reenlisted  without  the  written  consent  of  father, 
only  surviving  parent,  or  legally  apx)ointed  guardian. 

Married  men  will  not  be  enlisted  or  reenlisted  without  spe- 
cial authority  from  a  regimental  conmiander,  or  from  the 
Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  in  the  absence  of  a  regimental 
organization.  Such  authority  will  be  given  only  in  excep- 
tional cases  in  the  interest  of  the  public  service. 

Applicants  will  be  required  to  satisfy  the  recruiting  officer 
regarding  age  and  character.  They  must  defray  their  own 
expenses  to  the  place  of  enlistment.  Their  fitness  for  the  mili- 
tary service  can  be  determined  only  upon  examination  at  a 
recruiting  station. 

For  infantry  the  height  should  be  not  less  than  five  feet 
four  inches,  and  weight  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty 
(120)  pounds  and  not  more  than  one  hundred  and  ninety  (190) 
pounds. 


Recruiting  officers  are,  however,  antborized  ii)  their  discre- 
tion to  accept  desirable  applicants  wbo  are  ten  pounds  or  less 
overweigbt  or  underweight,  or  wbo  vary  not  more  than  a 
fraction  of  an  inch  from  the  required  height  or  chest  measores, 
if  they  meet  all  other  requirements,  and  their  enlistment  is 
recommended  by  the  medical  examiner,  having  in  view  the 
probable  severe  service  required  and  the  climatic  conditions  to 
which  men  may  be  subjected.  In  every  such  case  the  varia- 
ation  from  the  normal  standard  should  be  carefully  noted  on 
the  enlistment  paper.

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Section  6,  act  of  Congress  approved  April  26, 1898,  provides : 
"That  in  time  of  war  the  pay  proper  of  enlisted  men  shall  be 
increased  twenty  per  centum  over  and  above  the  rates  of  jwiy 
as  fixed  by  law." 

The  soldier  can  dex)osit  his  savings  in  snms  not  less  than  $5 
with  any  Army  Paymaster,  and  for  snms  so  deposited  for  the 
X)eriod  of  six  months  or  longer,  the  soldier,  on  his  final  dis- 
charge, will  be  paid  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent  per 
annum.    These  deposits  are  nonforfeitable  except  for  desertion. 

Whenever  a  soldier  is  honorably  discharged  at  the  expiration 
of  his  enlistment,  or  on  account  of  disability  not  caused  by  his 
own  misconduct,  his  travel-pay  is  ample  to  carry  him  to  the 
place  of  enlistment.

satisfaction  of  the  proper  officer  by  the  personal  certificate  of 
the  employee  and  the  ceilificate  of  the  attending  physician. 

Sundays  and  days  declared  public  holidays  by  law  or  Execu- 
tive order  will  be  c^harged  in  all  cases  of  absence  except  when 
included  in  a  ])eriod  of  annual  leave.

In  response  to  numerous  inquiries  regarding  the  matter, 
the  Assistant  Secretary  of  War  has  rendered  the  following 
decision : 

"In  territory  subject  to  military  government  by  the  mili 
tary  forces  of  the  United  States,  persons  holding  the  office  of 
notary  public  at  th^  time  the  military  occupation  began  are 
permitted  to  hold  said  office  and  perform  the  functions  thereof 
under  the  military  government,  without  further  authoriza 
tion.  The  commanding  general  may,  at  his  own  discretion, 
suspend  the  office  or  displace  any  or  all  persons  holding  the 
same,  in  which  event  an  order  is  necessary.  This  is  the  es- 
tablished custom  under  the  laws  of  war."

The  following  instmctions  relating  to  the  issue,  transfer, 
etc.,  of  check  books  upon  national  bank  depositaries  are 
published  for  the  information  of  all  concerned: 

The  chief  of  bureau  issuing  a  check  book  on  a  national 
bank  depositary  will  keep  a  complete  record  of  its  size,  its 
character,  the  serial  number  of  its  checks,  and  when  and  to 
whom  issued. 

When  an  officer  transfers  such  book,  or  any  of  its  unused 
checks,  he  will  immediately  adyise  the  chief  of  bureau  by 
whom  it  was  issued  of  the  serial  numbers,  inclusive,  so  trans- 
ferred, forwarding  a  receipt  therefor,  that  the  necessary 
change  in  the  record  may  be  made. 

When  an  officer  ceases  to  act  as  a  disbursing  officer  or 
agent,  he  should  transfer  all  unused  checks  to  his  successor, 
as  above  provided,  or  if  there  be  no  successor,  return  them 
to  the  chief  of  bureau  by  whom  issued. 

Should  any  officer  make  an  erasure  or  alteration  of  any  of 
his  checks,  however  slight,  he  will  certify  to  the  correctness 
of  such  erasure  or  alteration  on  the  upper  margin  of  such 
check. 

Mutilated  or  spoiled  checks  should  be  forwarded  promptly, 
for  preservation  and  future  reference,  to  the  chief  of  bureau 
by  whom  issued,  who  will  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  such 
checks.

pending  the  muster  out  of  the  same,  is  published  for  the  in- 
formation and  guidance  of  all  concerned :

To  the  Honorable  the  Secrxtart  or  War. 

Sir:  By  your  direction,  I  hare  received  the  papers  in  the  claim  of  B.  F. 
Taylor,  late  captain,  2d  Virginia  Begiment,  U.  6.  V.,  on  behalf  of  himself 
and  the  other  officers  of  the  regiment,  for  i>ayment  of  commntation  of 
quarters  for  the  period  of  time  elapsing  between  the  reassembling  of  tiie 
regiment  after  fnrlongh  and  its  final  mnster  ont  of  the  seryioe  of  the 
United  States. 

The  circmnstances  under  which  this  claim  arises  are  thus  stated  by  the 
Judge- Advocate  General  by  endorsement  on  the  claimant's  petition: 

The  2d  Y irginia^olunteer  Infantry  was  furlouehed  for  one  month  prior 
to  being  mustered  out,  and  at  the  time  of  being  furloughed  was  reouired 
to  turn  in  all  tents  and  other  equipage.  When  called  together  at  the  ex- 
piration of  the  furlough  they  were  held  in  service  a  considerable  time 
before  being  finally  discharged:  and  during  this  time  the  enlisted  men 
were  furni^ed  quarters  rented  for  them  by  the  quartermaster.  Circu- 
lar No.  48«  Adjutant  Oeneral's  Office,  dated  November  11, 1896,  was  then 
in  force,  but  nothing  was  done  for  the  ofiicers  under  it  because  the 
proper  oificer  did  not  know  of  its  existence. 

Tnis  circular  has  the  following  provision  in  regard  to  troops  thus  being 
held  in  service  for  the  purposes  of  being  mustex^ed  out  after  having  been 
furloughed,  to  wit: 

"Officers  on  duty  with  troops  are  not  entitled  to  commutation  of  quar- 
ters. If  their  troops  are  barracked  they  will  be  furnished  with  quarters 
in  kind  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department.  Id  the  lack  of  public  build- 
ings available  for  the  purpose,  application  to  hi)  3  the  necessary  quarters 
will  be  made  by  the  mustering  officer  to  the  Qc  irtermaster  Gk»neral." 

As  stated  above  provision  was  noade  for  q  uartering  the  enlisted  men, 
but  none  was  made  for  the  officers.  And  as  their  tents  and  other  equipage 
were  turned  in  they  were  under  the  necessity  of  providing  their  own 
quarters,  which  they  did. 

These  further  facts  are  necessary  to  a  clear  statement  of  the  case: 
The  regiment  was  furloughed  for  thirty daysatBichmond,  Va.,  on  Sep- 
tember 23, 1808,  and  ordered  to  reassemble  at  that  place,  which  was  the 
State  rendezvous,  on  October  22, 1896.  Subsequently,  on  October  18, 1896, 
before  the  furloughs  had  expired,  orders  were  issued  by  D.  Price,  1st 
lieutenant,  Ist  Artillery,  U.  S.  A.,  chief  mustering  officer  for  Virginia,  to 
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the  oommandlng  offioen  of  the  serenl  oompanieB  of  the  regiment,  direct- 
ing them,  by  order  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  aasemble  their  respectlTe 
companies  at  their  home  station  instead  of  at  Bicnmond  for  master  oat 
at  the  expiration  of  their  forlonghs. 

The  oflHoers  of  the  field  and  staff,  not  having  been  otherwise  ordered, 
reported  in  aocordanoe  with  General  Orders  at  Richmond  October  22, 1896. 

Arrangements  were  made  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department  for  the 
quartering  and  sabsistence  of  the  enlisted  men  at  the  home  stations  of 
the  respective  companies,  but  no  provisions  or  arrangements  were  made 
for  the  qaartering  of  the  officers  of  the  companies  at  the  home  stations  or 
for  the  qaartering  of  the  officers  of  the  field  and  staff  at  Richmond. 

There  is  no  evidence  to  show  that  any  request  for  quarters  was  mado 

by  any  officer,  or  that  application  to  hire  the  necessary  qoartors  for 

them  was  made  by  the  miistering  officer  to  the  Quartermaster  General. 
•  •••**« 

The  company  officers  and  officers  of  the  field  and  staff  placed  apon 
their  muster  out  and  final  pay  rolls  a  claim  for  commutiition  of  quarters 
from  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  their  furloughs  on  October  23. 1898.  to 
their  final  muster  out.  Payment  of  this  claim  was  refused  by  the  pay- 
master designated  for  the  payment  of  the  Sd  Virginia  Regiment.  hii« 
refusal  being  based  upon  paragraph  3  of  Circular  No.  46,  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral's Office,  dated  November  11, 1896,  which  is  quoted  in  the  beginning 
of  this  letter. 

The  action  of  the  paymaster  was  proper.  Asa  claim  for  **  commutation 
of  quarters'*  to  be  paid  by  a  paymaster  of  the  Army  on  any  of  his  rolls, 
or  from  any  appropriation  disbursed  by  him,  its  payment  was  clearly 
unauthorized.  The  appropriation  for  "commutation  of  quarters,"  in 
the  act  of  July  7, 1808  C90  Stat.,  099),  is  made  for  "  officers  on  duty  without 
troops.''  There  is  no  authority  for  the  payment  of  commutation  of 
quarters  to  officers  serving  with  troops. 

Upon  the  facts  presented,  I  am  of  opinion  that  while  the  regiment  was 
waiting  muster  out,  under  the  circumstances  shown,  its  organization 
was  not  destroyed,  but  remained  intact,  and  the  officers  were  not 
detached  therefrom  or  divested  of  their  proper  commands  in  said  organi- 
zation, and  that  in  contemplation  of  law  and  military  usage  they  were 
serving  with  troops. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  appropriation  for  *'  barracks  and 
quarters,"  contained  In  the  same  act.  which  might  be  considered  available 
for  use  in  paying  this  claim,  contains  the  following  proviso: 

Provided,  That  no  part  of  the  money  so  appropriated  shall  be  paid  for 
<'ommutation  of  fuel,  and  for  quarters  to  officers  and  enliated  men. 

For  these  reasons,  therefore,  it  seems  clear  that  there  is  no  appropria- 
tion from  which  to  pay  these  officers  any  commutation  of  quarters.

Privates  of  the  Hospital  Corps,  U.  S.  Army,  who  have  been 
transferred  from  volunteer  regiments  which  are  to  be  mus- 
tered out  of  the  service,  will,  if  they  so  request,  be  discharged 
(not  mustered  out)  on  orders  from  this  office,  and  will  be  fur- 
nished final  statements  as  of  the  actual  date  of  discharge  by 
the  proper  officer  under  whom  they  are  serving,  provided  that 
their  service  has  been  honest  and  faithful.  The  applications 
of  such  men  will  be  forwarded  by  the  surgeons  commanding 
hospitals  and  ambulance  companies  through  military  chan- 
nels to  the  Adjutant  General  with  as  little  delay  as  practica- 
ble. Applications  for  discharge  of  men  of  the  Hospital  Corps 
who  enlisted  in  that  corps,  or  who  were  transferred  from 
regiments  still  in  service,  will  not  be  approved  except  under 
extraordinary  circumstances.  In  forwarding  all  applications 
for  discharge,  surgeons  will  see  that  the  date  of  enlistment  or 
of  transfer  to  the  Hospital  Corps  is  correctly  stated,  with 
•character  of  the  service  of  the  applicant.

When  a  member  of  the  Hospital  Corps  whose  descriptive 
list  has  not  been  received  is  transferred  elsewhere,  or  when 
reqnest  is  made  for  the  descriptive  list  of  a  former  mem- 
ber of  the  Hospital  Corps  detachment  and  no  descriptive 
list  has  ever  been  received  in  the  case,  the  medical  officer  will 
forward  a  transcript  of  the  soldier's  record  in  the  clothing 
and  descriptive  book,  stating  the  amount  of  clothing  drawn, 
amonnt  due  for  ordnance,  stoppages  by  sentence  of  court- 
martial,  and  any  other  facts,  including  payments  made  to  sol- 
dier, which  should  be  known  in  order  that  the  man's  status 
may  be  thoroughly  understood.  If  no  clothing  has  been 
drawn,  no  ordnance  charged,  or  no  stoppages  made  by  sen- 
tence of  court-martial,  the  fact  should  be  distinctly  stated. 
If  a  transcript  has  been  received  instead  of  a  descriptive  list 
from  the  former  commanding  officer  of  the  man,  the  facts 
contained  in  this  should  be  embodied  in  the  new  transcript. 
In  such  cases  the  charges  against  the  soldier  should  be  entered 
separately  for  each  period  covered  by  transcripts.  For  pur- 
poses of  identification  and  to  facilitate  further  inquiry,  the 
man's  own  statement  as  to  enlistment  and  as  to  his  service 
and  the  pay  and  clothing  drawn  for  the  time  not  covered  by 
transcripts,  will  be  briefly  recorded.  Transcripts  will  be  pre- 
pared in  duplicate;  one  copy  will  be  forwarded  to  the  officer 
requesting  descriptive  list  and  one  copy  to  the  Surgeon  Gen- 
eral. In  case  inquiry  for  the  descriptive  list  is  made  by  the 
Surgeon  General,  one  copy  will  be  sufficient

The  spaces  on  the  form  under  the  headings,  ''Lastx>aid," 
"Prior  service,"  "Money  value  of  clothing  drawn  since  en- 
listment," "Laundry  work."  and  "Due  United  States" 
will  in  no  case  be  simply  left  blank.  If  a  soldier  has  not 
been  paid  since  enlistment,  the  proper  entry  under  "Last 
paid "  will  ordinarily  be  "Pay  due  from  enlistment."  When 
there  is  nothing  to  be  entered  in  some  of  the  spaces  under 
the  other  headings  named,  a  line  will  be  drawn  across  such 
spaces  as  an  indication  that  the  subject  matter  did  not  escape 
the  attention  of  the  officer  who  prepared  the  card. 

When  recruits  are  enlisted  for  the  general  service  and  sent 
from  recruiting  stations  to  a  rendezvous  for  distribution  to 
regiments,  the  words  "Regt.  of"  in  the  heading  on  the  form 
will  be  erased  and  the  name  of  the  rendezvous  be  given. 
The  recruiting  officer  will  indorse,  in  red  ink,  at  the  top  of 
the  card  of  each  recruit  thus  forwarded  the  arm  of  service 
for  which  the  soldier  was  enlisted,  i.  e.,  either  foot  service, 
white;  mounted  service,  white;  foot  service,  colored,  or 
mounted  service,  colored,  with  the  addition,  when  a  more 
definite  designation  is  necessary,  of  Infantry,  Cavalry,  Heavy 
Artillery,  or  Light  Artillery,  as  the  case  may  be.  He  will 
also  note  under  "Remarks,"  soldier's  residence,  date  and  hour 
of  leaving  station,  name  of  surgeon  or  ci^dlian  physician  who 
examined  soldier  and  made  outline  figure  card,  and  ' '  any  other 
information  which  may  be  necessary  or  useful  for  record,"  as 
required  by  note  on  card.

Sib:  This  offloe  has  received  your  letter  of  the  lith  ultimo,  calling  at- 
tention to  the  variance  in  the  constmction  by  pnblic  officers  of  the  regu- 
lations of  the  Department  goyemlng  the  issaeof  U.  S.  disbursing  offlcer*8 
checks,  particularly  the  requirement  to  state  on  each  check  the  object  or 
purpose  to  which  the  avails  are  to  be  applied,  furnishing  several  instances 
in  illustration,  and  suggesting  that  further  regulations  more  fully  illus- 
trating the  manner  of  stating  the  object  or  purpose  be  issued. 

In  reply,  I  have  to  inform  you  that  it  is  not  deemed  practicable  to  fur- 
nish an  illustration  in  the  regulations  for  every  object  or  purpose  for 
which  a  check  may  be  drawn  in  payment  of  public  creditors  under  the 
various  appropriations  and  appropriations  not  yet  made  or  contemplated. 
The  present  regulations  require  a  disbursing  officer  to  "  state  on  the  face. 
or  back  of  each  check  the  object  or  purpose  to  which  the  avails  are  to  be 
applied."  Sach  a  statement  may  be  made  in  brief  form,  but  must  clearly 
indicate  the  object  of  the  expenditure^  and  disbursing  officers  generally  do 
comply  therewith. 

It  is  thought  a  more  effective  way  to  secure  observance  of  the  regula- 
tions would  be  for  you  to  report  to  this  office  whenever  a  disbursing 
officer  hereafter  fails  to  draw  his  checks  properly  after  you  shall  have 
notified  him  of  his  error,  giving  name  of  officer,  describing  the  check, 
■and  stating  in  what  particular  the  regulations  have  not  been  complied 
with.  Upon  receipt  of  such  report  the  necessary  steps  will  be  taken  to 
cause  the  officer  to  comply  with  the  regulations.

The  compensation  for  vac- 
cination of  a  recruit  by  a  civilian  physician  not  in  the  Gov- 
ernment service  is  50  cents. 

2. -All  recruiting  officers  are  hereby  directed  to  enlist  suit- 
able men  for  the  Signal  Corps,  U.  S.  Army,  when  requested 
to  do  so  by  the  Chief  Signal  Officer  of  the  Army,  or  by  any 
officer  of  the  Signal  Corps,  either  in  person  or  by  letter.  The 
enlistment  papers  of  men  enlisted  for  the  Signal  Corps  will 
be  sent  direct  to  the  Chief  Signal  Officer.  Men  thus  enlisted 
will  be  sent  by  the  recruiting  officers  to  such  x>oint8  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  officers  of  the  Signal  Corps  requesting 
the  enlistments.  Should  no  place  be  designated,  enlistments 
made  in  pursuance  of  these  instructions  will  be  reported  by 
telegraph  to  the  Chief  Signal  Officer  for  his  orders  regarding 
the  disposition  to  be  made  of  the  men.

Sayinqs  and  issue  of  dried  fruits  and  fish.— Savings 
will  not  be  allowed  on  dried  fruits  or  fish.  It  is  considered 
that  the  ration  of  dried  fruits  is  small,  and  it  has  been  added 
for  the  purpose  of  giying  variety  and  for  hygienic  reasons ;  it 
should  be  used,  or  else  the  Qovemment  should  not  be  put  to 
the  expense  of  furnishing  a  comi)onent  of  the  ration  not  de- 
sired. 

The  restriction  in  regard  to  the  issue  of  fish  was  removed 
so  as  to  give  variety  in  the  meat  component;  if  it  is  not  de- 
sired, it  is  because  the  troops  do  not  desire  tbe  additional 
variety  which  an  issue  of  fish  would  give. 

The  various  dried  fruits  may  be  issued  as  requested  by  the 
company  commanders,  but  to  equalize  the  cost,  prunes  should 
form  at  least  three-tenths  of  the  issue. — [DecUion  Sec,  War,

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  in- 
structions are  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of 
all  concerned : 

Complaints  of  the  inferior  quality  of  recruits  enlisted  indi- 
cate a  lack  of  care  on  the  part  of  some  recruiting  officers  and 
examiners  of  recruits  in  accepting  applicants  for  enlistment, 
men  having  been  found  upon  arrival  at  their  regiments  to  be 
poorly  developed  or  to  have  serious  defects  which  existed 
prior  to  enlistment  and  should  have  been  discovered  by  the 
exercise  of  proper  care  in  conducting  the  examination  pre- 
ceding enlistment.  The  standard  of  requirements  has  not 
been  lowered.  The  Army  Regulations  and  the  published  in- 
structions governing  the  examination  of  applicants  for  enlist- 
ment must  be  strictly  observed  and  no  recruit  be  accepted  who 
is  not  qualified  in  all  respects  to  perform  the  duties  of  a  soldier. 

There  may  sometimes  be  specially  desirable  applicants 
whose  examination  will  disclose  some  defect  not  of  a  serious 
nature,  which  In  the  opinion  of  the  recruiting  officer  and  that 
of  the  examiner  of  recruits  will  not  impair  the  efficiency  of 
the  men  as  soldiers.  Such  cases  may  be  reported  to  the  Ad- 
jutant General  for  decision,  with  a  statement  of  the  nature  and 
extent  of  the  defect  and  with  appropriate  recommendation. 

The  attention  of  recruiting  and  examining  officers  is  invited 
to  {paragraph  827  of  the  Regulations,  as  follows: 

827.  Becruiting  officers  will  be  held  to  a  rif^id  accountability  for  the 
enlistment  of  men  who  may  be  found  unfitted  for  the  service.  If  a 
recruit, after  having  been  enlisted,  be  rejected,  or  discharged  as  a  minor, 
and  it  appear  that  the  enlistment  was  carelessly  made  or  in  violation  of 
these  regulations,  the  expenses  incurred  in  consequence  of  the  enlistment 
may  be  stopped  against  the  pay  of  the  officer  responsible. 

Contract  surgeons  acting  as  examiners  of  recruits  who  do 
not  prove  to  be  careful  and  competent  should  be  reported  to 
the  Surgeon  General  for  annulment  of  their  contracts.  A 
recruiting  officer  who  employs  a  civilian  physician  to  ex- 
amine recruits,  under  General  Orders,  No.  47,  March  15, 1899, 
from  this  office,  should  make  careful  selection  of  a  physician 
for  the  purpose  and  should  retain  no  one  in  such  capacity 
who  does  not  prove  to  be  fully  competent.

SuBSiSTSNOE  OF  ENLISTED  MEN  TBAVELiNG.— Enlisted  men 
(including  recruits  under  Circular,  No.  54,  Headquarters  of 
the  Army,  1898)  ordered  upon  journeys  which  can  be  per" 
formed  within  twenty  four  hours  from  the  hour  of  starting 
must  be  subsisted  during  the  journey  upon  cooked  or  travel 
rations  drawn  for  the  purpose  from  the  company  kitchen, 
the  contractor  for  meals,  or  from  the  commissary. 

An  enlisted  man  not  a  recruit  ordered,  under  subhead  5, 
Army  Regulations,  1272,  upon  a  journey  of  more  than  twenty- 
four  hours'  duration  will  be  allowed  commutation  of  rations 
at  the  rate  of  $1.50  (or  such  less  sum  as  the  officer  ordering 
the  journey  may  consider  sufficient)  for  each  full  period  of 
twenty  four  hours  of  travel,  beginning  with  the  hour  of 
starting,  and  proportionally  for  any  fractional  x>art  of  a 
twenty  four  hour  period  at  the  end  of  the  journey  in  which 
regular  meal  times  are  included,  each  meal  in  such  fractional 
part  being  allowed  for  at  one- third  the  rate  for  the  full 
twenty-four  hour  period. 

The  commutation  of  rations  allowed  recruits  after  the  ter- 
mination of  the  first  twenty  four  hours'  travel  under  Circu- 
lar, No.  54,  Headquarters  of  the  Army,  1898,  will  be  com- 
puted in  a  similar  manner  for  full  twenty -four  hour  periods 
and  fractional  parts  thereof.

Attention  is  called  to  that  condition  of  the  contract  for 
meals  (Form  No.  28,  Subsistence  Department)  which  stipu- 
lates that  lunches  shall  be  furnished  when  required.    These 


lunches  (cooked  rations)  are  intended  to  take  the  place  of 
travel  rations  for  recruits  traveling,  where  it  is  not  practicable 
to  famish  the  travel  ration. 

Recmiting  officers  who  are  not  stationed  at  garrisoned  posts 
will  obtain  subsistence  funds,  for  advancing  commutation  of 
rations,  when  necessary,  in  the  cases  allowed  herein,  or  to 
pay  coffee  money  to  recruits,  by  requisition  ui)on  the  chief 
commissaries  of  the  departments  in  which  they  are  respec- 
tively recruiting.  In  drawing  checks  against  such  funds 
placed  to  their  credit  in  subtreasuries  or  depositories  they 
will  add,  after  their  names,  their  rank  and  the  designation 
''Commissary"  simply,  thus:  "Henry  Bell,  Lieut.,  Commis- 
sary." 

Officers  doing  subsistence  duty  at  other  places  than  where 
the  Treasurer  or  Assistant  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  is 
located  will  make  application  to  the  Secretary  of  War  through 
proper  military  channels,  if  they  have  not  already  been  au- 
thorized to  keep  public  money  in  their  personal  possession^ 
for  authority  to  so  keep  at  their  own  risk  such  specified  sums 
as  in  their  opinion  may  be  necessary  to  enable  them  to  make 
at  their  posts  cash  payments  to  enlisted  men  from  time  to 
time  for  commutation  of  rations  while  traveling,  on  furlough, 
etc.,  and  for  paying  them  coffee  money  individually  when 
ordered  to  travel  without  an  officer. 

When  it  may  be  necessary  to  draw  a  check  for  obtaining 
money  to  be  kept  in  personal  possession  for  the  purposes 
herein  set  forth,  the  disbursing  officer  will  draw  it  in  his  own 
favor,  and  enter  under  the  heading  thereon  *'  object  for  which 
drawn,"  or  ''on  account  of,"  the  following:  ''To  hold  funds 

in  personal  possession.    Authority  S.  W ,  189  .•* 

Such  checks  will  not  be  stated  to  be  for  '^payments  under  $30. '^ 

The  expenditures  of  funds  so  obtained  will  be  accounted  for 
by  notation  on  each  voucher  of  the  number  of  the  check  and 
depository  on  which  it  is  drawn,  until  the  fall  amount  of  the 
check  is  exhausted.  The  number  and  amount  of  each  of  the 
vouchers  so  paid  will  be  noted  on  the  stub  of  the  check,  or  on 
a  schedule  attached  thereto. 

When  moneys  are  disbursed  in  different  capacities,  deiXMits 
and  accounts  must  be  kept  distinct,  according  to  the  bureau 
to  which  they  pertain.    (A.  R.  588. )

Recruits  forwarded  to  rendezvous.— When  a  recruit  is 
enlisted  for  a  particular  regiment  pursuant  to  proper  author- 
ity, or  is  assigned  to  a  regiment  from  a  recruiting  station,  the 
recruiting  officer  will  note  the  fact  on  the  descriptive  and 
assignment  card  of  the  recruit,  whether  he  be  forwarded  direct 
to  his  regiment  or  sent  via  some  rendezvous.  The  instruc- 
tions in  Circular,  No.  10,  March  81,  1890,  from  this  office,  to 
erase  the  words  '*Regt.  of"  in  the  heading  on  Form  No.  7, 
A.  G.  O.  (descriptive'  and  assignment  card  of  recruit),  and 
insert  the  name  of  the  rendezvous  to  which  the  recruit  is 
sent,  apply  only  to  unastiigned  general  service  recruits,  in 
whose  cases  Form  No.  7  is  made  use  of  in  accordance  with  the 
last  note  thereon.

To  didnirsing  officers^  ngenis^  and  other*  interested: 

1.  Original  bills  of  lading  or  express  receipts  should  be  filed  with  all 
acx»ants  for  transportation  service. 

2.  The  date  of  shipment,  shipping  point,  destination,  name  of  consignor 
and  consignee,  weight  (or  Quantity),  rate,  kind  of  property,  rtKieipt  of 
consignee  with  condition  of  property  when  delivered  to  him,  and  amount 
charged,  shonld  be  shown  on  bill  of  lading  or  otherwise  for  each  ship- 
ment, whether  by  ordinary  freight  or  express. 

3.  The  kind  of 'property  and  the  use  for  which  intended  should  be  de- 
tailed sufficiently  to  indicate  clearly  the  classiflcation  and  rate  of  charge, 
and  the  appropriation  chargeable  with  the  cost  of  transiMrtation. 

4.  Transportation  should  l)e  provided  to  ultimate  destination  on  through 
bills  of  lading  whonuvor  practicable. 

5.  Erasures,  interlineations,  or  alterations  in  billn  of  lading  should  be 
explained  thereon  by  the  proper  Tpenou  over  his  signature. 

6.  When  private  property  is  shipped  at  Qovernmeut  expense,  it  should 
be  so  indicated  and  the  reason  and  authority  therefor  should  be  shown. 

7.  Whenever  regulations  of  a  department  or  service  require  the  neces- 
sity or  authority  for  shipment  by  express  to  be  shown,  such  regulations 
will  be  strictly  enforced. 

8.  The  published  tariffs  effective  at  the  time  of  shipment  should  be  re- 
ferred to  by  number  or  other  convenient  designation  and  furnished  to 
the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  whenever  requested.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  published  tariffs,  other  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  rates  charged 
the  public  shonld  be  furnished. 

9.  The  bill  of  lading  or  express  receipt,  duly  stamped  as  required  by  the 
war-revenue  law  of  June  13. 1W8  (30  Stat.,  l.'iO),  should  be  furnished  with 
the  accounts  transmitted  to  the  Treasury  Department,  or  its  abHoiKM) 
satisfactorily  accounted  for.  Without  the  stamp  such  bill  or  receipt  Ik 
inadmiasablein  evidence.  This  is  not,  however,  to  be  understood  as  pre- 
cluding a  disbursing  officer  from  proving  hib  account  by  other  satisfac- 
tory evidence,  when  through  no  fault  of  his  own  he  is  unable  to  furnish 
such  stamped  bill. 

10.  In  case  of  the  loss  of  a  bill  of  lading  or  express  receipt,  satisfactory 
evidence  of  its  loss  and  of  the  facts  required  to  be  substantiated  by  it 
should  be  fumishod. 


11.  Payment  by  dlsbonlng  offloera  ahoold  be  by  check  oli  a  dedgnatM 
depository,  and  ahoold  be  drawn  to  the  order  of  the  person,  firm,  or 
corporation  rendering  the  aeryice.  which  fact,  with  the  date  and  nomber 
of  check  and  name  of  depository,  should  be  Ktated  on  the  Toncher: 
FrovideiL  That  in  ease  of  a 'small  payment  for  an  occasional  eerrice 
when  it  i&  impracticable  to  iasne  a  check  as  alx>ve  indicated,  the  receipt 
of  the  company  by  its  local  agent,  when  the  disbnrsing  officer  is  natisfled 
that  the  person  receiving  and  receipting  is  such  local  agent,  will,  in  the 
absence  of  any  counter  evidence,  be  accepted. 

IS.  Accounts  involving  transportation  over  the  bond-aided  railroads 
shonld  be  forwarded  to  the  Treasury  Department  for  settlement.  In  no 
case  should  they  bo  paid  by  disbursing  officers. 

13.  Proi^er  deductions  should  be  made  in  the  payment  for  transporta- 
tion over  land-grant  and  other  railroads  agreeing  to  accept  land-grant 
rates. 

1 4.  Public  policy  and  regard  for  economy  in  the  service  dictate  that 
tho  bond^uded  and  land-grant  railroads  should  be  used  whenever  prac- 
ticable, unless  as  favorable  rates  for  the  Oovemment  are  obtained  from 
other  lines. 

15.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  July  5,  18B4  (28  Stat.,  Ill),  and 
Iiaragraph  1129  of  the  Army  Regulations  of  18B5,  the  Quartermaster's 
Department  of  the  Army  will  ship  all  freight  that  may  be  delivered  to 
it.  se<'ur«ly  parked  and  properly  marked,  by  any  Oovemment  officer  or 
agent.

17.  It  is  not  the  intention  of  this  circular  to  prescribe  tho  evidence  re- 
quired by  the  respective  auditors  in  the  settlement  of  accounts,  hut  to 
indicate  generally  the  character  of  the  evidence  required  by  this  office 
in  the  revision  of  accounts. 

18.  Additional  evidence  may  be  required  whenever  it  is  deemed  neces- 
sary.

No  change  is  necessary  in  the  prescribed  charges  for  the  12-iuch 
B.  L.  mortar,  as  no  adjustment  in  the  hydraulic  cylinders  is 
necessary  with  the  mortar  carriages  for  a  change  in  the  weight 
of  powder  charge ;  but  the  reduced  charges  given  in  Ordnance 
Office  range  tables  dated  August  26,  1897,  will  be  used  ^ith 
the  projectile  of  1,000  pounds  weight. 

The  post  commander  may,  in  his  discretion,  authorize  any 
battery  under  his  command  to  have  all  its  annual  target  prac- 
tice with  service  projectiles  at  one  kind  of  B.  L.  cannon,  only, 
provided  that  as  many  pieces  of  that  kind  be  used  as  practica- 
ble without  detriment  to  the  target  practice,  and  that  the  guns 
not  used  one  year  shall  be  used  the  next  year  for  practice,  and 
the  same  rule  of  rotation  to  apply  equally  to  the  different  kinds 
of  cannon,  in  order  to  distribute  the  firings  uniformly  among 
all  the  cannon  and  their  carriages.

Claim  has  been  presented  to  this  ofTice  by  George  F.  Kolb,  private,  Comimny  G, 
Sixth  Uniteil  States  Infantry,  for  commutatiun  of  rations  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  pvr  day 
while  traveling  from  hospital  to  his  home  on  furlough,  and  also  for  commutation 
at  the  same  rate  while  traveling  from  his  home  to  Join  his  regiment  at  expiration 
of  furlough. 

It  appears  that  on  August  18,  1898,  this  soldier  was  sicic  in  general  hospital  at 
Camp  Wyckoflf,  Moutauli,  New  York,  and  was  on  that  day  granted  a  furlough  under 
General  Orders  ]S'o.

*'The  Quartermaster's  Department  will  furnisii  the  Ufcessary  trans|X>rtation  to 
th«  homes  of  the  furloughcd  soldiers  and  the  Subelst^'uce  Uepaituieut  commutation 
of  rations  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  the  uecoMjary  numbcr 
of  days'  travel.  Sleeping-car  accommodations  when  the  travel  is  by  rail  and  state- 
rooms when  the  travel  is  by  l>oat  (other  than  Government  transport)  will  bo  fur- 
nished under  A.  B.  1109.  Neither  the  cost  of  transportation  nor  commutation  of 
rations  while  traveling  w^ill  be  charged  against  the  soldier.  This  order  will  not 
apply  to  soldiers  on  oMinary  furloughs.*' 

Paragraph  II  of  the  order  contains  directions  to  officers  as  to  the  disposition  to  1)0 
made  of  patients  in  hospitals  who  have  fully  rocoverod  and  others  i)reeM*nt  for  duty 
at  pointa  away  from  their  regiments.  Ah  bearing  u(kui  this  matter  reference  is 
made  to  General  Orders  Nos.  121  and  148,  A.  G.  O.,  of  1898,  and  Circulars  Noc.  34, 
39.  41,  and  48,  A.  G.  0.,  of  1898. 

It  is  not  assumed  that  it  was  the  intention  to  furnish  this  transportiition  and  sub- 
stfltence  as  purely  a  gratuity,  but  rather  it  was  for  the  good  of  the  nervico  that 
soldiers  sick  in  hospitals  convalescing  should  be  seut  to  their  homes  for  recovery. 
The  quMtion  now  arises  whether  there  is  any  appropriation  available  for  the  pay- 
ment of  commutation  of  rations  while  traveling  under  the  sick  furlough  provided 
uodor  General  Orders  No.  114.  The  several  act^  of  Congress  making  appropriations 
for  the  support  of  the  Army  for  recent  years  up  to  and  including  June  M),  1899,  con- 
tain, under  the  appropriation  ''  For  subsiotence  of  the  Army,"  provisions  us  follows: 

"  For  the  payment  of  the  regulation  allowances  for  commntatlou  in  lieu  of  rations 
to  enlisted  men  oa  furlough,  to  ordnance  sergeants  on  duty  at  uugarrisoned  posts, 
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to  enlisted  men  stationed  tt  places  where  rations  in  kind  can  not  be  ecoaomicallr 
issued,  to  enlinted  men  trareling  on  detached  duty  when  it  is  impracticable  to  cartT' 
rations  of  any  kind,  to  enlisted  men  sf  lected  to  contMt  for  places  or  {jrisee  in  depart- 
ment and  army  rifle  competitions  while  trareliug  to  and  from  pLac«s  of  contest,*' 
nud  unless  the  soldiers  traveling  on  furlough,  under  General  Orden  No.  1 14,  are 
held  to  be  traveling  on  duty,  there  would  not  seem  to  be  any  provision  for  the  pay- 
ment of  $1.50  per  day  commutation  of  travel  rations  while  bo  traveling. 

In  the  act  of  March  3,  18il9  (30  Stat.,  10G9),  making  provision  for  the  support  of 
the  Army  for  the  fiscal  year  1000,  there  is,  under  the  h««d  '*Subsistenreof  th«  Army,** 
an  item  for  "difTerenco  between  the  cost  of  tho  ration  at  twenty-five  rents  and  coca- 
mutation  of  rations  at  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day  to  enlisted  men  traveling 
from  hospitals  to  their  homes  on  furlough,  allowed  under  General  Orders  No.  114, 
War  Department,  Adjutant  General's  Office,  August  ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-eight,  two  buudred  and  eighty-one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollar^** 
thus  indicating  that  Congress  deemed  that  former  acts  had  not  made  i^rovisaoa  for 
such  expenditure. 

In  view  of  the  language  of  this  Jtatate  jufct  quoted,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it 
was  the  int'-ntion  of  Congrees  that  at  least  the  diflerence  between  25  contu  per  day 
(the  furlough  ration)  and  fl.50  per  dsy  (commutation  value  of  the  travel  ration?, 
while  traveling  on  furlough  under  Creneral  Orders  No.  114,  should  be  paid  out  of  the 
appropriation  made  by  that  act,  notwithstanding  the  travel  was  performed  prior  to 
July  1,1899. 

Another  question  arises  as  to  the  Journeys  for  which  this  commutation  of  ratioiu 
can  l»e  allowed.  Act  of  March  3,  1899,  Mtpra,  makes  provision  for  eo listed  msn 
traveling  from  hospitnlsJo  their  homes  under  General  Orders  No.  114.  In  Circular 
No.  39,  .\.  G.  0.,  of  1898,  the  decision  of  the  Acting  Secretary  of  War  was  announcad 
that  such  men  were  entitled  to  transportation  and  commutation  of  sulMistence  while 
traveling  from  their  h  )mps  upon  return  to  duty.  While  I  am  not  inclined  to  qn««- 
tion  the  dlitbunicmeuts  made  by  oflScers  of  the  Army  under  this  decision  of  the  War 
Department,  I  am  of  tho  oiiinton  that  there  is  no  authority  for  payment  of  commv- 
tatiou  of  rations  to  soldiers  traveling  on  furlough  other  than  the  regular  fnrlon^h 
ration,  except  as  provided  in  act  of  March  3, 1899— that  is,  SI.50  per  day  to  en- 
litited  men  while  traveling  from  hospitals  to  their  homes  on  furlough  granted  under 
General Onlers  No.  114  above  mentioned. 

General  Onlert*  No.  114  directed  surgeons  to  instruct  the  men  farlonghed  to  report 
on  expiration  of  furlough  to  the  nearest  army  i>ost,  camp,  or  homital,  for  the  par- 
pose  of  l>cing  sent  to  their  regiment  or  elsewhere,  as  the  commanding  ofllcer  might 
direct.  It  WAS  tho  duty  of  surgeons,  in  granting  furlough  under  this  order,  to 
direct  soldiers  to  report  to  some  near  camp  or  post  It  was  the  duty  of  the  soldier- 
to  so  report  and  not  return  to  his  regiment  at  his  will.  Upon  reporting  at  such  piist, 
camp,  or  hospital,  the  ronn  was  on  duty  and  the  question  of  traveling  on  farloogh 
thereafter  is  not  involved,  but  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  upon  the  expiration  of  a 
furlough  granted  under  General  Orders  No.  114  it  is  the  duty  of  the  soldier  to  find 
himself  nt  that  j^oint  designated  in  the  furlough  and  that  there  is  no  authority  for 
the  ]»ayment  of  tho  commutation  of  rations  or  reimbursement  of  cost  nf  traoqwrta- 
tion  for  traveling  fn)m  his  home  to  that  point. 

This  decision  was  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  inTiting  conunent,  and  that 
officer  returned  it  inviting  attention  to  the  remarks  of  the  Acting  Commissary  Gen- 
eral of  Subsistence,  of  which  the  following  is  an  extract: 

Tho  contentions  of  the  Auditor,  as  gathered  fW>m  the  decision,  seem  to  be  as  fol- 
lows: 

1.  That  unlesH  Holdlera  who  traveled  to  their  homes  under  General  Orders  No.  114 
of  1898  aro  hel<l  to  have  traveled  "on  duty"  there  would  not  seem  to  have  been 
uny  provision  for  the  jiaymeut  of  Si. 50  per  day  commutation  of  rations  while  so 
traveling. 

2.  That  upon  tho  expiration  of  a  furlough  granted  under  General  Orders  No.  114 
of  1808  it  was  the  duty  of  the  soldier  to  find  himself  at  the  point  designated  by  tb« 
surgeon  as  the  army  i^o^,  camp,  or  hospital  nearest  to  his  home,  and  that  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Auditor  there  is  no  authority  for  the  payment  of  commutation  of 
rations  or  reimbursement  of  cost  of  transportation  for  traveltag  fh)m  his  borne  to 
that  ])oint. 

3.  That  the  presence  of  an  item  in  the  Army  appropriation  act  of  Mareh  S,  1899, 
covering  the  difference  between  the  cost  of  the  ration  at  2ft  cents  and  the  Sl.60  to  be 
allowed  during  tho  fiscal  year  1900  under  General  Orders  Mo.  114  of  1898  indioatea 
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to  the  Auditor  that  Congrem  deemed  that  former  ACts  had  not  made  proTision  for 
preTioua  expeodituree  of  this  character,  and  that  it  was  therefore  the  iutention  uf 
Congress  that  **at  least"  the  difference  as  above,  while  traveliu((  under  the  general 
order  In  the  fiscal  year  1899,  should  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal 
year  1900. 

4.  That,  while  not  inclined  tu  queRtion  disbunaments  made  by  officers  of  the 
Army  under  the  decision  of  the  War  Department  contained  in  Circular  No.  30,  A. 
Q.  O.,  1898 — that  men  who  had  been  sent  to  their  homes  under  General  Orders  No.  * 
114  were  entitled  to  transportation  as  well  as  commutation  uf  rations  at  91.50  per 
day  while  ** traveling  from  their  homes  upon  return  to  duty  '* — it  is  the  opinion  of 
the  Auditor  that  no  provision  is  nwde  by  law  for  the  payment  of  commutation  of 
rations  to  soldiers  traveling  on  furlongbs  under  General  Orders  No.  114  of  1898, 
other  than  the  regular  furlough  rate  of  25  cents  per  day,  except  such  provision  as  is 
made  in  the  Army  appropriation  act  of  March  3,  1899,  for  the  fiscal  year  1900,  and 
then  only  when  traveling  from  hospital  to  their  homes  as  provided  in  that  act  and 
not  from  their  homes  upon  retnru  to  duty. 

The  inference  to  be  drawn  from  the  position  taken  by  the  Auditor  is  that  he  is 
not  inclined  to  question  the  regularity  of  disbui-senients  made  by  army  disbursing 
ofBcera  under  the  general  orders  and  circulars  mentioned  (to  which  should  also  bo 
added  General  Orders  Nos.  UH  and  268  of  IS'JS*,  but  that  claims  under  those  orders 
now  coming  before  him  in  the  first  Instance  fur  allowance  will  be  determineil  upon 
constructions  differing  from  those  which  controlled  the  army  disbursing  officers, 
these  constructions  being  indicated  in  the  four  heads  above  given.  Of  each  one  of 
these  in  turn — 

1.  General  Orders  No.  114  of  1898  applied  only  to  "sick  ana  wounded**  soldiers 
who  were  *'able  to  travel.**  The  order  embodied  a  great  governmental  hygienio 
measure  for  recuperating  the  energies  of  such  soldiers  of  a  debilitated  army,  princi- 
pally of  volunteers,  as  had  suffered  the  fatigues  and  hardships  of  a  campaign  in  a 
tropical  climate  and  the  effects  of  a  summer  sojourn  in  camps  upon  the  southera 
boilers  of  the  United  States.  The  status  of  each  sick  or  wounded  soldier  during  the 
time  be  was  traveling  under  this  order  and  Circular  No.  48  of  1898  wits  one  of  duty. 
He  was  to  go  and  return,  and  his  subsinteuce  while  en  route  both  ways  was  to  be 
famished  him,  and  where  the  travel  actually  occurred  within  the  period  of  the  fur- 
lough the  soldier  lo«it  the  furlough  commutation  of  25  cents  a  day  to  which  he 
otherwise  would  have  been  entitled  for  the  days  of  travel  for  which  he  received 
$1.50.  (See  General  Orders  No.  148  of  1898.)  The  fnrlough  commutation  between 
the  travel  periods  was  the  approximate  cost  of  the  ration  which  had  not  been  received 
in  kind  by  the  soldier,  and  which  is  always  paid  the  soldier  as  furlough  commutation. 

2.  It  waeat  first  thought  that  General  Orders  No.  114  of  1898  left  the  soldier  to 
find  hto  way,  at  the  expiration  of  his  furlough,  to  the  nearest  post  or  camp  as  best 
be  could.  This  was  soon  found  to  produce  a  hardship  in  the  cases  where  the  homes 
of  soldiers  were  at  plac(»  in  the  agricultural  and  other  regions  at  great  distances 
from  any  military  jtosts  and  in  cases  where  the  sick  soldiers  were  without  means  at 
the  ends  of  their  furloughs.  Often  the  nearest  military  poet  was  in  a  direction 
opposite  to  that  which  the  soldier  would  naturally  take  to  rejoin  his  company.  It 
was  therefore  decided  to  issue  Circular  No.  34,  afterwards  amended  by  Circular  No. 
39,  giving  transportation  and  commutation  while  traveling  '*from  their  home$  n|K)n 
return  to  duty;"  and  this  asaistance  could  be  applied  for  at  the  nearest  post,  iu 
person  or  by  letter,  from  their  homes.  Transportation  and  commutation  in  groMt 
numbersof  cases  coming  under  these  orders  and  circulars  have  been  duly  reported 
by  army  disbursing  officers  in  their  accounts  rendered  to  the  Government. 

3.  The  phraseology  in  the  Army  appropriation  act  of  March  3, 1899,  to  which  the 
Auditoi  refers,  will  be  found  in  the  annual  estimate  for  the  fiscal  year  W*).  (S<m 
Estimate  Book,  1900,  p.  115.)  As  the  rations  for  the  Army  for  the  entire  fiscal  year 
1900  were  estimated  at  the  rate  of  25  cents  each  (inciudini;  certain  classes  of 
incidental  expenses)  as  the  cost  price,  the  heavy  items  of  commutation,  etc.,  weru 
specifically  set  forth  in  the  estimate  iu  order  that  Congress  nii^ht  see  the  reason  for 
the  large  appropriation  desired  for  the  fiH<*al  year  undir  consideration.  This  was 
the  practice  of  this  office  for  many  years  previous  to  188S  (see  the  Books  of  Estimates 
for  1887  and  previous  years),  but  Congress  cover  before  incorporateil  those  items  in 
the  appropriation  acts,  and  when  these  items  were  omitted  from  the  annual  estimates 
in  18'*8  and  succeeding  years  the  accounting  officers  passed  expenditures  of  this 
character  in  the  examination  of  accounts  and  in  the  allowance  of  claims. 

The  estimate  at  page  115  of  the  Book  of  EHtimates  above  referred  to  is  the  esti- 
mate for  the  service  of  the  fistMil  year  I90U,  and  contains  no  itemn  in  the  nature  of  a 
"deficienGy"  for  the  fiscal  year  1809.    The  place  for  such  items  would  proi)erly 


hftTe  bMn  in  a  "defldeney  etUmtte,**  aiidiiotintherefal«r«iti]iiat«fartli«Mrrioe 
of  the  sacceeding  y«ftr,  and  if  appropriated  far  bj  Congrtm  -woald  have  baen  In 
"an  act  to  supply  deflcienciea,*'  eic.  There  seemt,  therefore,  to  be  no  groniid  for 
the  conteniioD  that  it  was  the  intention  of  Congren  that  at  least  the  difference 
between  the  cost  of  the  ration  at  25  cents  and  commutation  at  ^1  50  per  day  allowed 
under  General  Orders  No.  114  of  1898  in  the  flecal  year  1899  was  to  be  piddont  of 
the  regular  appropriation  made  for  the  service  of  the  iiscal  year  1900. 

The  burdens  of  each  year  are  met  by  the  regular  and  defldencr  appropriadoas 
made  speciflcally  for  that  year.  In  the  case  uf  General  Oiders  Mo.  114  of  1896 
nearly  all  the  burdens  of  the  fiscal  year  1899  have  already  been  met  from  the  appro- 
priations for  1899.  That  order  will  not  be  in  for(»  during  the  fiscal  year  1900,  hartng 
been  revoked  by  General  Orders,  No.  114,  Headquarters  Army,  June  22,  1899. 
There  are  in  the  Treasury  ample  balances  of  the  appropriations  "SuMstenoe  of  the 
Army,  January  1,  1899,'*  and  "Subsistence  of  the  Army,  1899/*  to  meet  any  com- 
mutattun  cases  arising  under  General  Oniera  No.  114  uf  1898  which  the  Auditor 
may  have  in  hand  or  which  he  may  receive  for  settlement,  without  depleting  the 
ctirreiit  appropriation  for  ilie  service  of  the  fiscal  year  1900  by  a  strained  construc- 
tion of  a  claufie  in  ttie  act  making  appropriationd  for  that  fiscal  year. 

4.  The  appropriations  for  the  sulisistence  of  the  Army  are  qiecifically  directed  to 
be  '*  di.sbursed  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War.'*  It  can  not  be  Bao6e8»> 
fully  maiDtained  that  the  Secretary  of  War  was  not  authorized  to  order  a  eick 
enlisted  man  to  his  home  and  return,  and  pay  his  subsistence  expen<4ee  going  and 
returning,  at  rates  fixed  by  himself.  If,  in  his  opinion,  tbe  exigencies  of  the  public 
service  re«iuired  it.  To  so  maintain  would  imply  that  an  enabling  act  and  a  specific 
appropriation  would  lie  necessary  for  many  other  movements  required  of  a  soldier 
In  time  of  war  which  are  not  now  to  any  large  extent  the  enttiect  of  legislative 
enactment.  Having  exercised  his  authority  to  order  soldiers  to  their  homes  and 
return,  the  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  subsistence  while  traTeling  la  found  in 
the  following  words  of  the  Army  appropriation  act  for  tbe  fiscal  year  1899,  vis: 
**For  the  payment  of  tbe  regulation  allowances  for  commutation  in  lien  of 
rations  *  *  *  to  enlisted  men  traveling  on  detarhed  duty  when  it  is  impracticable 
to  carry  rations  of  any  kind.'*  The  generally  disabled  condition  of  tlie  sick  and 
wounded  soldiers  covered  by  the  orders  made  it  Impracticable  to  subsist  on  tfaeamy 
ration  while  traveling,  snd  hence  commutation  was  ordered. 

The  travel  having  been  performed  in  obedience  to  orders  in  the  fiscal  year  1899, 
and  there  being  iimple  balances  in  the  Treasury  for  the  payment  of  all  claims  under 
the  orders  and  circulars,  it  is  not  seen  that  there  is  any  necessity  for  setting  up  the 
theory  in  the  Auditor's  office  that  there  were  no  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year 
1S1>9  which  were  applicable  to  these  cases,  and  that  the  only  fund  from  which  he 
can  make  settlement  in  those  cases  coming  before  him  in  the  first  instance  is  the 
appropriation  which  was  made  wholly  for  the  service  of  the  succeeding  fiscal  year. 

The  subject-matter  of  this  case  grows  out  of  paragraph  1272,  Army  Regulations, 
1805,  and  General  Orders  Nos.  114,  121,  148,  168,  and  173  of  1898,  and  Cireulan 
Koa.  34,  39,  41,  and  48  of  1898,  part  of  which  have  no  special  relevancy  at  this 
time. 

It  is  conceded  that  the  Secretary  of  War  had  power  to  fix  the  rate  of  commnta- 
tiuD  of  rations  for  soldiers  where  rations  are  not  fnmished  in  kind.  In  paragraph 
1272,  Army  Regulations,  1895,  the  commutation  was  fixed  at  25  cents  per  day  fur 
poldiers  on  furlough  and  at  $1.50  when  traveling  on  duty.  The  power  to  fix  the 
rate  implies  the  power  to  change  it,  as  well  as  to  attach  conditions  to  its  receipt 

In  General  Orders  Nos.  114  and  148,  as  explained  in  the  circulars  referred  to,  the 
Secretary  of  War  fixed  the  commutation  of  rations  of  soldiers  who  wu«  granted 
furlonghs  under  Order  114  as  follows :  While  actually  traveling  to  and  from  their 
homes  at  $1.50  and  for  the  balance  of  the  time  they  were  absent  at  25  cents  per  day. 

This  was  the  regulation  allowance  within  the  meaning  of  the  lai^nage  of  the 
act  of  March  15, 1898  (30  Stat.,  321),  which  proTides: 

For  the  payment  of  the  regulation  allowances  for  commutation  in  lien  of  rations 
to  enlisted  men  on  furlough.     «    «    « 


The  Auditor  cootends  that  onleas  U  be  held  that  thia  soldier  was  traTeling  on 
daty  while  going  to  and  from  his  home  under  his  furlough  ho  can  not  be  entitled 
to  commutation  of  $1.60  per  day.  If  a  soldier  is  absent  on  furlough  he  can  not  be 
considered  as  in  a  duty  status,  and  his  rights  must  be  measured  and  restricted  by 
his  furloogh  status.  The  Auditor  has  evidently  OTerlooked  the  fact  that  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  fixed  the  commutation  for  this  class  of  soldiers  at  $1.00  per  day  for  a 
portion  of  the  time  they  were  absent  on  furlough,  thereby  modifying  paragraph 
1272,  Army  Begulations.  I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  to  hold  that  said  soldiers 
were  traveling  on  duty  to  entitle  them  to  $1.50  per  day  while  traveling  to  and  from 
their  homes  on  furloughs  granted  under  Order  114  and  its  amendments. 

Furthermore,  I  am  unable  to  agree  with  the  Auditor  upon  the  question  of  the 
ap[>ropTiation  properly  chargeable  with  the  commutation  of  $1.50  per  day.  If  I 
am  correct  in  my  position  that  this  is  the  regulation  allowance — and  I  think  I  am — 
then  the  regular  annual  appropriation  for  commutation  of  rations  should  bear  the 
expense. 

In  the  1a<;t  paragraph  of  the  Anditor's  decision  be  says  that  there  Is  no  authority 
fur  the  payment  of  commutation  of  rations  or  reimbursement  of  cost  of  transporta- 
tiun  for  traveling  from  his  homo  to  the  place  where  he  was  required  to  report  upon 
the  expiration  of  his  furlough.  The  Auditor  is  partly  right  and  partly  wrong  in 
this  {position.  Order  114  was  amended  and  explaineil  k>  as  to  fix  the  rate  of  commu- 
tation of  rations  at  $1.60  per  day  while  tniveling  on  his*  return  Journey  as  well  as  in 
going  to  his  home,  and  so  long  aei  this  regulation  remained  in  force  I  think  the 
soldiers  particularly  specified  are  entitled  to  that  rate.  The  Auditor  is  correct  in 
holding  that  said  soldiers  are  not  entitled  to  transportation  while  returning  from 
their  homes.  The  orders  above  referred  to  either  provided  for  furloughs  or  they 
did  not.  If  the  soldiers  were  on  furlengh  I  know  of  no  law  under  which  they  could 
be  furnished  transportation  at  the  expense  of  the  Government. 

I  am  unable  to  agree  with  the  view  taken  by  the  Commissary  General  that — 

The  status  of  each  sick  or  wounded  soldier  during  the  time  he  was  traveling  under 
thisi  order  (No.  1 14)  and  Circular  No.  48  of  189S  was  one  of  duty. 

The  Commissary  General  evidently  construes  General  Orders  No.  114  as  delegating 
to  surgeons  the  authority  to  order  sick  and  wounded  soldiers  to  their  homoN  and  to 
return  at  a  specific  time.  Without  considering  the  question  of  the  right  of  the 
Secretary  to  delegate  this  power  to  surgeons,  it  may  be  said  that  no  one  questions 
the  power  of  the  Secretary  to  order  said  soldiers  to  their  homes  if  he  saw  fit  to  do 
so.  The  question  is,  Can  Order  No.  114  be  fairly  construed  as  an  order  or  the  fur- 
lough given  as  an  order  to  a  soldier  to  go  home?  If  it  was  an  order,  it  must  be 
obeyed,  whether  the  soldier  wished  to  go  or  not.  I  am  unable  to  find  anything  in 
the  language  used  which  can  be  construed  into  an  order.  It  has  none  of  the  essen- 
tial elements  of  an  order,  or  a  direction  to  proceed  home,  while  it  has  all  the  essen- 
tial elements  of  a  furlough,  leave  of  absence,  granted  under  special  circumstances. 
The  fact  that  the  Secretary  said  that  the  soldiers  would  be  furnished  transportation 
can  not  change  the  fact  that  It  was  a  furlough  he  was  granting,  and  the  natural 
results  and  law  governing  furloughs  would  follow  and  apply. 
The  closing  words  of  paragraph  I  of  General  Orders  No.  114  are : 
'*  This  order  will  not  apply  to  soldiers  on  ordinary  furlough." 
In  all  the  orders  and  circtilars  the  Secretary  speaks  of  this  matter  as  a  furlough, 
and  never  as  a  direction  to  the  soldiers  to  go  home.  The  words  last  above  quoted 
appear  to  have  a  clear  meaning  and  application.    The  rate  of  commutation  had 
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been  changed  fmm  25  cents  to  f  l.fiO  per  day  while  trareling  on  furloitgh,  and  the 
Secretary  desired  to  make  it  clear  that  only  a  special  class  of  soldiers  ahonld  be 
entitled  to  that  rate  of  $1.60  per  day  while  traTellng. 
In  conclusion  I  decide— 

1.  That  soldiers  furlougfaod  under  General  Orders  No.  114  and  its  anlendaleab^ 
while  the  same  were  in  force,  are  entitled  to  a  commutation  of  rations  not  fnmMbed 
iu  kind  at  the  lute  of  f  1.50  per  day  while  uecrasarily  traveling  to  and  from  their 
respective  homn,  and  at  the  rate  of  25  cents  per  day  for  the  remainder  of  the  time 
thi^y  are  on  furlough  issued  under  said  orders. 

2.  That  the  regular  annual  appropriations  for  subsistence  of  the  Army  for  the 
year  in  which  the  furlough  was  taken  is  properly  chargeable  with  the  commutation 
in  question. 

3.  That  soldiers  on  furlough  under  General  Orders  No.  114  are  not  entitled  to 
transportation  at  the  expense  or  the  Government. 

The  decision  of  the  Auditor  is  modified  to  agree  with  the  above  views.

The  decision  of  the  Major  General  Commanding  the  Army 
of  December  27, 1892,  as  promulgated  in  i>aragraph  6,  Circular, 
No.  1,  January  10, 1898,  from  this  office,  is  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

Battalion  coboianders. — On  a  question  presented  by  a  post 
and  regimental  commander,  as  to  whether  the  senior  captain 
present  at  a  post  where  there  are  two  or  more  battalions  con- 
stituted as  authorized  by  General  Orders.  No.  29,  April  14, 1892, 
from  this  office,  should  take  command  of  a  battalion  whose 
commander  is  disabled,  regardless  of  the  battalion  in  which  he 
is  serving,  decided,  that  while  the  subject-matter  is  one  that 
should  be  regulated  by  the  regimental  commander,  it  may  l^e 
stated  that  in  the  case  of  the  temporary  disability  of  a  battalion 
commander  the  command  would  naturally  devolve  on  the  officer 
next  in  rank  in  that  battalion.  In  case  the  disability  continues 
for  some  length  of  time,  the  transfer,  on  application  of  the  colo- 
nel, of  captains  from  one  troop,  company,  or  battery  to  another 
in  different  squadrons  or  battalions,  may  be  requested,  or  a  cap- 
tain may  be  detached  temporarily  from  his  own  troop,  company, 
or  battery  in  order  to  command  a  squadron  or  battalion  serv- 
ing at  the  same  station.

The  following  order  of  the  Director  General  of  Posts  in  Cuba 
relative  to  domestic  rates  of  postage  is  published  to  the  Army 
for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

December  7, 1899. 
Order  No.  78. 

Domettie  rates  ofpostaoe. 

On  and  after  this  date  the  following  rates  of  postage  will  be  enforced  in 
the  Island  of  Cuba: 

Sealed  letters  and  all  written  and  typewritten  matter  of  a  private  nature 
and  poetal  cards  are  first-class  matter,  and  are  subject  to  the  following 
rates: 

Letters— for  each  ounce  or  fraction  thereof 2  cents. 

Postal  cards— single 1  cent. 

Postal  cards— double 2  cents. 

Periodicals,  and  only  periodicals,  when  mailed  by  the  publisher  thereof, 
belong  to  second-class  matter.  In  order  to  entitle  publications  to  be  thus 
classified,  they  must  possess  the  following  characteristics: 

1.  They  must  be  regularly  issued  at  stated  intervals  and  as  often  as 
four  times  a  year. 

2.  They  must  be  issued  from  some  known  office  of  publication. 

3.  They  must  be  published  for  the  dissemination  of  knowledge  of  a  pub- 
lic character  or  be  devoted  to  literature,  the  arts,  or  the  sciences,  and 
must  have  a  legitimate  list  of  subscribers. 

4.  Any  publications  which  are  desigrned  primarily  for  advertising 
punxMes  or  for  free  circulation  shall  not  be  regarded  as  periodicals. 

6.  Periodicals  must  be  regularly  entered  in  the  office  of  the  Director 
General  of  Posts  as  second-class  matter. 

The  rate  of  postage  on  all  second-class  matter  regularly  entered  as  such, 
when  sent  from  the  office  of  entry  by  the  publisher,  is  one  cent  per  pound 
or  fraction  thereof;  but  no  daily  paper  shall  be  distributed  by  carriers 
firom  the  office  in  which  it  is  entered  as  second-class  matter  without  the 
payment  of  one  cent  for  each  pai>er  so  distributed. 

If  a  number  of  different  packages  of  the  same  periodical  and  addressed 
to  different  post  offices  are  presented  for  mailing  at  the  same  time  at  a 
given  post  office,  all  the  packages  may  be  weighed  up  together,  care  being 
taken  that  the  weight  is  correct,  and  the  stamps  in  payment  of  postage 
need  not  be  attached  to  each  individual  package,  but  simply  enough 
stamps  must  be  affixed  and  canceled  to  pay  for  the  entire  weight,  any 
fraction  of  a  pound  being  estimated  as  a  pound.  Postmasters  need  not 
mark  second-class  matter  as  being  prepaid,  and  no  second-class  matter 
must  be  marked  up  or  held  for  postage  at  the  office  of  address. 
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Third-clafls  nmtter  embraces  tnuislent  newspapers,  drcalars,  adver- 
tisiog  sheets,  and  other  printed  matter  not  included  in  second-class  mat- 
ter; also  corrected  proof  sheets  and  manuscript  copies  accompanying^ 
the  same  and  aU  legal  documents  of  a  public  nature. 

The  rate  on  third-class  matter  is:  For  each  two  ounces  or  fraction 
thereof,  one  cent. 

Fourth-class  matter  embraces  all  mailable  matter  not  included  in  the 
first,  second,  or  third  classes,  to  wit:  Merchandise,  medicines,  samples, 
etc. 

The  rate  on  fourth-daaB  matter  is:  For  each  ounce  or  fraction  thereof, 
one  cent. 

All  mail  matter  must  be  prepaid  In  full  before  being  forwarded,  except 
that  first-class  matter,  which  is  prepaid  one  full  letter  rate,  two  cents, 
must  be  forwarded  charged  up  with  the  deficient  postage,  not  double  the 
deficient  postage.  Care  must  be  taken  by  ix)6tmasters  not  to  forward 
any  domestic  mail  matter  of  any  kind  without  being  fully  prepaid,  ex- 
cept first-class  matter  when  prepaid  one  full  letter  rate,  as  aboTe  men- 
tioned; but  if  by  inadvertence  any  other  mall  matter  shall  be  forwarded 
without  full  prepayment  of  postage  double  the  deficiency  in  postage 
must  be  collected  before  delivery. 

This  order  in  no  way  modifies  Order  No.  57  in  regard  to  the  parcels-post 

system,  nor  Order  No.  lOS  of  the  Governor  General  of  Cuba  in  respect 

to  penalty  envelopes.
